Cohan and Tankee Doodle Dandy I

Show business precedent, established by a' film biography of a staga 
notable while he ia livviig, has pitched the interest of all show business, 
especially since it's George M. Cohan invoiced in Warner Bros.' filmiza- 
tion of "Yankee Doodle Dandj/.' The only other screen blog that approached 
the contemporaneous, RKO's 'Citizen Kane,' was spcci/icolly emphasized as 
NOT being that of Williom Randolph Hearst, despite suspicion and 
pttbKcitv to the contrary. . 

As result, showfolk have started drawing comparisons betuieen the WB 
screen treatment and Cohan's real-life career. Itfs for this reason that the 
following anecdotes are reprised. 



In World War 1 George M. Cohan headed the first organized attempt by 
the show business to entertain the service men. This was the Friars Club 
show staged at Ft. Meyer, Ya-. In June, 1917, and it's rather faithfully 
depicted In 'Yankee Doodle Dandy.' The camp's lighting equipment broke 
down at the show's start, but Cohan and the other Friars, undaunted^ 
ordered the sides of the stage broken down and autos run up, with their 
headlights utilized as emergency spotlights.. The entertainment was a ' 

Cohan's keen patriotism asserted itself within a month after the declare- ' 
tlon of war by the U. S. on the Central Powers April 6, *17. In May his 
'Over There' was off the presses. First show biz well-known to sing the 
number was Nora Bayes. 



About three weeks after America's entty Into the first World War, 
Cohan presided at the first meeting of America's Over There llieatro 
League, principally formed to enlist the services of entertainers for over- 
seas forces. The Palace theatre on Broadway was the spot and It was 
jammed to the rafters. When Cohan made a plea for volunteers, virtually 
the entire audience responded. 



Eager to wait to see his own life pictured on the screen in 'Yankee 
Doodle Dandy,' George M. Cohan sought out Jack L.. Warner while the 
film was in production with an idea of finding out when he might see the 
finished property. Warner then estimated that it would be about May 1.

Here to -address a Farmer-Labor 
party convention and speaking over 
radio station WCCO in. favor of 
President Roosevelt's proposed

little hard' to convince people of 
moderate means to buy War Bonds 
when they're peddled by movie stars 
who are paid a half-million dollars a 
year.' 

Representative Coffey, in his talk, 
passed over the fact that these so- 
called "high salaried stars' have been 
doing a splendid job in selling the 
bonds and that persons of even the 
smaller means apparently have had 
no compunctions in buying from 
them— in fact, have been eager to do 
so. 

Trade circles here construed the 
talk as a slam at the fUm industry 
and the salaries which It's paying. 
Thb Congressman intimated that 
there's impropriety in having the ex* 
travagantly paid film stars urging 
the underpaid masses and those peo- 
ple of the small income groups to 
invest part of their meagre Income 
in War Bonds and to support war 
activities financially.

All of the Big Five (Paramount, 
Metro, Warner Bros,, 20th-Fox and 
BKO) have agreed to the plan and 
If any of these backtrack at the last' 
moment it will be a surprise to the 
UMPI committee of -the whole of 
which William F. Ro.dgers is chair- 
man, as well as to all nine members 
of the exhibitor subcommittee. 

However, as Harry Brandt, pres- 
ident of the Independent Theatre 
Owners Assn. of New York, points 
out, certain interests are gunning 
against the unity movement but that 
the encouraging attitude of the De- 
partment of Justice has not changed 
one iota.' 

In addition to the Society of Inde- 
pendent Motion Picture Producers of 
Hollywood, which has been blasting 
the UMPI plan, various civic 
and other organizations have been 
stirred against It, Including, from ac- 
counts, the Civil Liberties Union of 
N. Y. Part of the opposition seems 
to stem: from the public interest 
point of viewj on the grounds that 
the public will not be so well served 
by the UMPI sales plan a^ it has 
been uhder the decree.

SEC release admitted that the fig- 
ures do not represent the largest in- 
comes In the U. S. because many 
who serve with small salaries or no 
salaries have big returns from in- 
vestments (via vast stock holdings 
that pay big dividends). Also the 
incompleteness of the report was In- 
dicated by the statement that many I 



ahiiual reports, Irbni which the fig- 
ures were obtained, have been held 
up by the SEC for possible censor- 
ship purposes. These include many 
top-ranking executives whose firms 
are engaged in war production. . 

It is viewed In the trade as un- 
called for during wartime, because it 
does not break down Just what per- 
centage of these various salaries go 
to maintaining war production.

Because Louis B. Mayer, with an 
income of $704,425 as production 
head for Loew's, Inc., has been head- 
ing - the procession of published fig- 
ures, industry statisticians have 
broken down the probable total he 
pays the Government In taxation into 
war material.

Ing with various kinds of paint and 
devices as a means of making mar- 
quees pa^y visible without the use 
of light Latter is also being used 
In various ways, including so-called 
black light and purple which do not 
cast a glow. 

Many theatres are whitening;' their 
marquees so that they may be seen 
to some extent, brihging out the 
lettering - a little more sharply, 
while others are using lighting over 
lobby entrances that is shielded by 
the marquee canopies but. can ^ be 
■een from across the street 

One circuit operating In the 
Greater N. Y. area has .put up mar- 
quee panel stripis across the top of 
the lobby entrance, using dlmlnl^ed 
Ughti while in some other cases op- 
erators are using spots to throw a 
light inward to lobby displays, 
easels, etc. - 

Whitening the background of mar- 
quees is helping a'lot at night, while 
the use of luminous paint and letter- 
ing that stands out In the moonlight 
Is fui-ther contributing to ways and 
means of eye-jatching. 

The Hollywood, where 'Yankee 
Doodle Dandy* opened a run Satur- 
day (30) has a marquee and upright 
sign of special white paint and glass 
fixtures which provides much vlsi- 
:bi!lty without the use Of electricity. 

Paramount has whitened its mar- 
quee and is using lettering treated 
with luminous paint, while at the 
' Astor underneath the- marquee the 
house is using a purple filter which 
throws no glow t)t light upward. 

Oddly enough, two grind houses 
that ' have always had whiteback- 
gfotmded marquees are- the Central 
and New Yor^ units In th? Brandt 
Bros-.thain.

Shortage of subjects for jdkers, h^ 
leached point where many machines 
are now repeating material less than 
two or three months old. fAlMn^- 
tlve of supplying t\vb or three new 
subjects for use with five oldies is 
considered useless.

Statement from Soundies In Chi- 
cago stated that 150 films for juke- 
boxes would be produced on the 
Coast, under the new Coslow present 
plans and about 200 others in N. Y. 
and Chicago, though not Explained 
definitely on the New York setup, 
Understood in N. Y. that the realign, 
ment of production represents an 
economy move In line with .diffl 
culties experienced in getting inatC' 
rial to manufacture the machines 
under wartime conditions. Accord 
ing to Mills, the new plan calls for 
the release or a new, program of 
'soundies' weekly, consisting of six 
different subjects. 

Minoco has turned out 384 films 
for coin machines thus far, and 
under Its contract with Soundies It 
has a' right to produce both for that 
company and other jukepix machines. 
Mlnoco's principal interest is In other 
screen productions, according to 
Barry. Company holds a two-year 
lease on the old Edison plant In the 
Bronx and plans continuing iull- 
scale . operations even If ]uke pic- 
tures ire curtailed. 



Diehard Anli-Perceiitage Indw Relents

ED KUYKENDALL PANS 
UPPED PK RENTALS 



Referring to It as the 'Infamous 
consent decree selling system,' Ed 
Kuykendall, president of the Motion 
Picture Theatre Owners of America, 
in a lengthy bulletin mailed to mem- 
bers yesterday .(Tuesday), stated 
that the distributors have received 
a big, artificial boost in film prices 
this season. He adds that the high 
rentals demanded and secured 'evi- 
dently surprised many exhibitors 
and possibly some" distributors.'- 

A staunch enemy of the decree, 
Kuykendall goes on to lament that 
the excessive and needless' increase 
in distribution ' expense imposed by 
the new method' of -selling is more 
than covered by the exaction of 
higher prices for product to the ex- 
tent of greatly increased profits in 
spite of lost foreign markets.' 

Kuykendall also points out that 
other serious problems, not related 
to the decree, are developing .as re- 
sult of war conditions and will prob- 
ably get rapidly worse as the war 
effort tightens. ' 

Stating many small country towns 
are faced with .a desperate problem 
primarily due to a. shift in popula-' 
tlon, the I^TOA president warns 
that hidebound and blind adherence 
to. precedent in th^ situations by 
the distributors will force the exhib 
out. of business. 

"The distributors must adjust their 
demands to fit the changed 'condi- 
tions, in these spots,' Kuykendall as- 
serts, 'or they will wind up .getting 
no revenue at all from these towns 
and with the responsibility . of de- 
priving the people in these small 
towns . of ihotion picture entertain- 
ment at the time when it is most 
needed. 

'The .distributors must pay atten- 
tion, and not turn a deaf ear to ex- 
hibitors who justly demand adjust- 
ments In these distress situations. 
'The acid test of necessity -for adjust- 
ment Is the actual business done at 
the box office of the particular the- 
atre, whatever the . theoretical rea- 
sons may be. ' The verified returns on 
the distributor's own percentage pic- 
tures Is one conclusive indication of 
this. If the need Is genuine, no sit- 
uation should be difficult to analyze 
by anyone who wants to be fair and 
just.' 

Kuykendall also takes issue with 
high percentage films and weekend 
dates and, in this connection, poses 
the question: 

'Should the top price picture be 
required to stand on its own feet 
earn Its own right to preferred play- 
dates, and not be exhibited at a loss 
to get other product for exhibition?' 

MPTOA head also discusses need 
for greater organization among ex- 
hibitors, reciprocal cooperation be- 
tween organizations, collaboration 
between, representative state exhib 
associations, termination of impor- 
tant sections of the consent decree, 
the UMPI substitute proposals, 
principles of conciliation and me- 
diation, which Kuykendall believes 
are worth trying,

Recent-year history has been made 
by Warner Brothers here in con- 
sequence of its being the first and 
only company, aside from M-G-M, 
able to put over a percentage deal in 
the Twin City independents' area. 

'York' Does OK 
, Some of the Twin City independ- 
ent exhibitors are protesting be- 
cause Warners has demanded a SSe 
admission for 'Sergeant York' in- the 
independent Minneapolis and St 
Paul neighborhood houses which 
have had to play the picture from 
two to four months after the Para- 
mount-afflllated circuit loop and up- 
town houses. They claim It's . 'un- 
fair' and 'sets a bad precedent' .and 
that It also creates bad will among 
their patrons. A number of these 
with Warner, contracts are holding 
off playing the picture until July 
when it will be available for pre- 
sentation at their regular admission 
scale. 

However, the Twin City independ- 
ent neighborhood theatres that have 
-played and are playing "York* «t 
the advanced 55c admisidon have 
been doing fine business. Moreover, 
it's declared that there has been no 
customer resistance to or complaints 
against the higher scale for this one 
picture. 

In the dowiitown theatres, too, the 
advanced price failed to .encounter 
any adverse reaction. It's reported. 



Patriotic Reasons May 
K.O. WB Nat'l Convention 



Though reported giving thought to 
the holding of a national sales con- 
vention, Warner Bros, may not do so 
for two reasons, it is understood.

If the bulk of the work 
has been done and virtually all of 
the critical materials — which now in- 
cludes lumber, as well as- steel, cop- 
per, plumbing fixtures, pipe, and 
miscellaneous less Important items — 
installed on the job, the WPB prob- 
ably will grant' an exemption. On 
the other hand, projects for which 
all materials are on hand but for 
which only a small percentage has 
been used stand no chance of. being 
carried to completion. In the latter

This 
means that not only will the two- 
year term be restored, to the lA con- 
stitution but that an election of all 
paid officers will be held at Colum- 
bus. Rumored here for days that lA 
officers would get jump on opposi- 
tion by asking for election rather 
than fight it Administration waited 
until resolutions calling for endorse- 
ment of present officials were badly 
defeated by District No: 2, and similar 
resolutions turned down by at least 
four other districts which refused 
even to consider such resolutions. 

Previous" administration stand had 
been that there would be no elec- 
tion. Reversal of attitude; attributed 
entirely to' overwhelming strength 
of sejitfment in favor of a two-yeatf 
term and an election at the convensb 
hete. The field Is now wide open 
for slate-making. No change is ex- 
pected in the present administration 
slate since' members must stand or 
fall on their record. Outstanding op- 
position candidate Is Vincent Jacobi, 
business agent of N. Y. stagehands, 
but expected now that dark horss 
candidates will make their immedi- 
ate appearance, 

A dark horse mentioned Is Wil< 
liam Elliott of Boston, who was th< 
lA prez prior to Browne, but 
doubted lie will have much cbancs 
winning. Election will be held Fri- 
day (9), with nominations to go in 
tomorrow (Thursday). 

Walsh's Statement 

The full text of the Walsh state- 
ment follows; 

'Among the recommendations Is 
one which I haye singled out be- 
cause it Is of immediate interest to 
this convention and one which I be- 
lieve will have an Important bearing 
on the future conduct of our.'Inter- 
nationaL 

'SpeciflMIy, I am referring to the 
proposed amendment advocating a 
return to the election of officers 
every two years at Our regular con- 
ventions, which provision was in ef- 
fect prior to the adoption of the new 
International constitution and' by- 
laws in 1936. 

'In this connection, I feel that It 
should be pointed out that I was 
elected to fill an unexpired term to 
June, 1944. In accordance with the 
provisions of Article 11, Section Six, 
of the International constitution 
and by-laws, which reads: 'In . the 
event of the death, resignation or re- 
moval from office of the president 
or general secretary-tteasurer of 
this Alliance, the general executive 
board shall fill the position so va- 
^cated by the election of one from 
'their own number, who shall hold 
office, for the remainder of the 
term.' 

'Seventh Vice-President Carl G. 
C!ooper likewise was elected to fill a 
similar unexpired term. The re- 
maining members of the General 
Executive Board were elected by 
the delegates to the last convention 
for four-year terms which also ex- 
pire in June, 1944. The consensus of 
recognized legal opinion is that ihe 
recommendation. for return to elec- 
tion of officers every two years can- 
not legally be put into effect until 
the expiration of the present term 
of office in 1944. 

'Being motivated solely by sin- 
cerity to again pla-:e our organiza- 
tion on a basis that will allow no 
opportunity for exploitation or a 
veering from biennial gatherings, I 
earnestly petition the. delegates here 
in attendance to revoke the present 
four-year term provisions and re- 
vert to the election of officers every 
two years. 

'The present time calls for the sac- 
rifice of personal ambition and of 
selfish goals. Leadership is not m 
responsibility to be taken lightly

'Yankee Doodle Dandy* is rah-rah, 
Tousingly American and ^eat box- 
office, no matter how you slice it. 
It's a tribute to a grand American 
gentleman of the theatre — George 
M. Cohan— whase life and songs are 
glorified by Warner Bros.; and it's 
a tribute, perhaps even more so, to 
all show business. When President .,r 
Roosevelt is shown telling Cohani wiU\cooperate 
(Jiimny Cagney) that 'you are the 
■ first of your profession to win a 
' Congressional Medal of Honor/, and 
the Eong-and-dance man, Cohan, is 
shown humbly absorbing the signifi- 
cance of this honor — that's all, 
brother! . 

Much will be written about War- 
ner Bros.' "Yankee Doodle,' It's a 
dandy topic for review, reprise and 
reiterated kudos. ' It hol^ so much, 
condensing several generations of 
the Four Cohans into two hours and 
six minutes of celluloid, that not 
all of K can be compressed into a 

single stmimation. Thus, its cumula- 
tive press and other comment put 

no ceiling on its public grip. 
Focused ior showinanly merphan- 

dlzlng, from a Memorial Day world's 

premiere «n Broadway through 

specialized engagements around JiSy 

4— synonymous with Cohan's nat^ 

day and flagwavlng— the Cohan saga 

is a timely, dramatic and romantic 

story, which, by underplaying and 

ihdlrectional emphasis, all the more 

points up the American way of life. 

'Yankee Doodle Dandy* °is some- 
thing to cheer alwut from any per- 
spective. The 'least of -it should be 

the mundane boxbfiice equation. 
But the film goes beyond -the 

length and breadth of the intake at 

the wickets. It's a success saga as 

Sungent as an' Horatio Alger, Jr., 
. lie. It's as entertaining as any top 
fllmusical ever made. It's as salu- 
torv to its central character as the 
oath of allegiance to the American 
fla^ It's as American as the Liberty 

That it's showmanly is best an' 
swered by the above. .James Cag- 
ney does a Cohan of which the orig- 
inal George M,'might WelTbe proud. 
In fact, intra-trade info already has 
reported how Cohan wanted to 
know where Cagney learned to hoof, 
not knowing that the film star's 
own professional background is in 
the song-and-dance idiom. 

That Robert Buckner, and his.co 
ecripter, Edmund Joseph, jazzed up 
a little of the latter-day chronology 
is beside the point— that, too^ is so 
much additional showmanshilp. What 
matters it <)ne or another show pre- 
ceded this o^ that of Cohan's many 
successes. 

The basic story of a loving family 
—•my mother {hanks you,- my father 
thanks you, ray- sister thai^ yoti, 
and I thank you' — is a tribute to Uie 
domestic felicity of any home. 

That Cohan -was cocky and con 
certed as the kid star o| 'Peck's Bad 
Boy,' in which he clicked at 13: that, 
he remained close to Jerry Cohan; 
Nellie Cohan and sister Josie (so well 

Slayed by .the star's real-life sister 
eanne Cagney); that his string oi 
successes never upset this lovely and 
loving . picture, are all part of a 
human, appealing story of one of the 
great theatrical families of all. times. 

Nor was their career, collectively 
and individually, tranquil. . There is 
plenty of uncertainty, frustration, 
disappointment — all the dramatic in- 
gredients that make for the proper 
admixture of hum^n. appeaL 

Joan Leslie as the romantic vis-a- 
vis, if perhaps not strictly of biog- 
raphy born, is certainly a fetching 
and reasonable facsimile tiiereo: 
Maybe Richard Whorf, as Sam H. 
Harris, isn't McCoy history, either, 
' but it's skillfully enough blended 
and compromised. Ditto George Bar< 
bier's Abe Erlanger; Irene Manning's 
excellent Fay Templeton; and of 
cour^ Walter Huston as Jerry 
Cohan, father of the brood, who at 
times almost takes It away from the 
fitar. 

But it's. Cagney's film from the 
gong. Even his adolescent -counter' 
part,- Douglas Croft, as the sligbOy 
linpossible Peck's Bad Boy, Is in the 
groove for histrionic impress; and 
that too goes for Patey Lee Parsons,

adolescent from whom much should 
be heard. 

Joan Leslie is winsome to the hilt 
as Cohan's romantic, interest; and 
Irene Manning makes her Fay Tem- 
pleton plenty socko. Frances Lang- 
ford in the Army canteen scene 
with 'Over There' (which Nora 
Bayes actually introduced) handles 
her chore well; and Jeanne Cagney,, 
as sister Josie, is in the present-day 
family tradition. There are fine con- 
tributions throughout Rosemary 
DeCamp is the winning Nellie Cohan 
(mother); Eddie Foy, Jr., personates 
his father in a sidewalk scene with 
Cagney that's a turn-back-the-pages- 
of-time excerpt of startling realism. 
Minor Watson is Albee; S, Z, Sakall, 
as a mildly lecherous aJc. angel, and 
George Tobias, as a rival manager, 
make their bits stand out above par. 
Mme. Bartholdi (Odette Myrtil) 
harks back to the immortal theatri- 
cal boarding house at Broadway and 
45th, Bartholdi's Inn, back of 'Va- 
riety's' old office site; and Capt. Jack 
Young personates President Roose- 
velt with startling vocal simulation. 

It's little wonder that F. D. R. 
approved the idea of having him- 
self commercially personated. It's a 
piece of celluloid propaganda with- 
out peer. The manner in which he 
summons Cohan to Washington, then 
starring in 'I'd Rather Be Right,' 
the Kaufman & Hart hit musical on 
Broadway, and the manner in which 
Cohan (Cagney) teUs his life story 
to the President, is a showmanly 
coup of daring and enterprise that 
will surprise people in and out of 
Holljrwood. It proves to what 
lengths the (government can and 
■ if the artistic skill 
and interpretation are ultra. The 
Buckner-Joseph script thus makes 
the President a straight man for the 
central character, who, in flashback 
form, recounts his career from his 
July 4th birthday, through 'Over 
There' and up to the present The 
Congressional Medal of Honor, of 
course, was a belated tribute from 
a grateful nation for Cohan's im- 
mortal war song of 1917-18. 

Thus is unfolded a sequence of 
plays-within-a-play, as excerpts from 
Cohan hits background the saga of 
his life and struggles. Thus are in- 
troduced Cohan's smashes, 'Yankee 
Doodle Boy,* 'Grand Old Flag,' 'Give 
My RegaVds to Broadway,' 'Mary's a 
Grand Old Name,' 'So Long, Mary,' 
'Harrigan,' 'I Was Bom in Virginia,' 
'4S Minutes from Broadway' and, of 
course, 'Over There.' 

Backgrounding this is all the color 
and the tradition of the theatre; 
from Tony Pastor to E. F,' Albee; 
from Klaw & Erlanger to the Thea- 
tre Guild; from Tin Pan Alley to the 
Hit Parade; from yesteryear mellow- 
ness to present-day jive talk, [A 
. [roiip of ;youngsters see Cohan read 
ng 'Variety,' get a load of the 
headline, "Stix Nix Hix Pix,' and do 
a rhythmic scat ad lib on the phrase- 
fAoer, in the belief it's a new kind 
of Jive.] . 

For Cagney it's a personal tri 
umph, easily his top cinematic per- 
formance. He hoofs like one de- 
mented; he troupes like a lammister 
from the Lambs: he does Cohan like 
a relative. If he forgets the side- 
of-the-mouth droop, after the initial 
impress, it's little noticed and per- 
haps better liked.- Thus, in celluloid, 
Cagney has immortalized Cohan for 
all time. There can be no more 
fitting climax to any career. Abel,

and a background of what could be 
a typical history of one of Manhat- 
tans original land-owning families. 
Instead of distracting- from the main 
plot this broader accompaniment 
and background add atmospnere and 
even dramatic emphasis. It undoubt- 
edly will: increase Interest for audi- 
ences familiar with New York and 
its history, for they will recognize 
many thinly-veiled references, such 
as the obvious parallel of the film's 
Barclay Square real estate develop- 
ment io.

He has a strong sense of noblesse 
oblige tradition of aristocratic fam- 
ilies and in a solemn farewell cere 
mony he emphasizes/ that and the 
Gaylord doctrine, 'nevier sell the 
land.' 

' Main portion of the film deals with 
the grownup Gaylord girls and the 
endless legal tangles that steaoLUy 
consume the family fortune. There 
Is the primary yam of Fiona's per- 
sonal vendetta with the - young ty- 
coon who wants to buy the Gaylord 
mansion to coinplete his Barclay 
Square development. Running along 
with this theme are the subordinate 
stories of the younger Gaylord sis-

Basis for the hatred of Fiona and 
Barclay, it develops, is their secret 
abruptly-short marriage some years 
before and, presently, his knowledge 
that she is the mother of his child.

But It nevertheless provides 
an ingenious narrative device as the

The establishment of West Point as 
a military academy ih the early 
1800's, and the experiences, of the 
original class of cadets provide pa- 
triotic flavor to this dual -supporter, 
Light in marquee and sufficient en- 
tertainment values with the factual 
and fictional episodes of early West 
Point, picture will need all the pa- 
triotism angles for exploitation. 

After a brief prolog in which Con> 
grass is shown debating and then 
]}asslng an appropriation for malh- 
enance of the military training 
school, picture swings to the old fort 
and the arrival of the first class. 
(Seorge Montgomery is a buckskin- 
clothed youth from Kentucky, and 
contrast Is provided by the socialite 
John Sutton who's along for a lark 
and not too much soldiering. The 
cadets are considered intruders by 
the regular bombardier company 
quartered at West Point and are 
rousingly hazed by the commanding 
major. Laird Cregar, who's against 
the entire scheme of training future 
army officers. Victor Francen, how- 
ever. Is a Frenchman and professor 
of military strategy, decidedly sym- 
pathetic to the whole plan of the 
academy. After all but 10 of the 
initial class quit, the West Point unit 
—with the -cadets — ^Is ordered to Fort 
Harrison in the Indiana territory. 
Here, there's an - Indian uprising, 
capture of Cregar, and routing of the 
braves by the cadets using military 
strategy learned in' the classroom. 
Back at West Point for commissions, 
Cregar is won over — and the mili- 
tary-academy survives. 

There's a fair amount of dramatic 
incident and some comedy injected 
to keep up audience interest— but 
overall the picture is over footage 
and drops too many times into the 
doldrums. Only the patriotic angle 
helps It survive. There's a rouslni: 
finish, with montage sketches o'.'. 
famous West Point graduates from 
Grant Lee,. Sheridan and Sherman 
down to Pershing and MacAfthur. 

Major difficulty encountered by 
scripter Richard Maibaum seems to 
be the requirement of jelling dra- 
matic episodes with factual history — 
and, as is usually the case, the prob- 
lem was too great for Malbaum to 
solve for sustained 'entertainment 
purposes. Henry Hathaway is able 
to highlight a number of scenes with 
excellent and vivid direction, espe- 
cially the Indian fight sequences, but 
was unable to maintain a steady 
pace in the unfolding. Camera work 
by Leon «Shamroy is consistently 
good throughout 

George Montgomery provides a 
strong characterization of the young 
Kentuckian who's determined to be- 
come an army officer; Cregar is ex- 
cellent as the commanding major; 
and John Sutton Is neatly cast as 
t(ie young socialite, Maureen O'Hara 
conveniently comes to West Point to 
visit relatives near the fort, In order 
to generate the. triangle romance 
with Montgomery -and Sutton, She 
even chases the pair to the Indian 
territory ' Wolt.

This Is another in the current 
Hollywood cycle of glrl-immersed- 
in-biz vs. irresponsible male. But it 
Is so spritely, snappy, and spicy in 
both situation and dialog--due 
mainly to expert timing in script 
and direction— that it rates n'Jajor at- 
tention as billtopplng attraction for 
good biz generally. . 

Picture Is adult entertainment — 
liberally spotted with episodes and 
lines of explosive and intimate na- 
ture—that veers from the general run 
of pictures ot its type sufficiently to 
get audience attention. Originally, 
Carole Lombard had been set for the 
starring spot, but her tmtimely death 
projected Joan Crawford In -as re- 
placement. Miss Crawford kicks the 
stuffing out of the part and gets a 
new lease on her screen career after 
some minor league assignments. 

Miss Crawford is in command of 
the vast business - Interests left by 
her father, and shaken by the writ- 
ings of Melvyn Doiiglas, a happy-go- 
luckv scribbler of sorts who takes a 
crack at the family personal and 
business' skeletons. Douglas gains en- 
trance to the Crawlbrd mansion 
when youngv sister Helen Parrlsh , 
is being married, and mistaken for 
former boy friend of Miss Parrlsh. 
But he makes Miss Crawford's knees 
collapse — a hereditary quirk on the 
female side when love- comes up — 
and from there on it's a rousing and 
intimate romance that culminates In 
brtraking down the girl's concentra- 
tion on business affairs. 

In addition to a spotlight perform- 
ance by Miss Crawford, Douglas 
clicks solidly as the writer and prin- 
cipal romanticist There are a num- 
ber of hot episodes between the pair 
that just did get under the wire with, 
the seal-coders. Script is studded 
with amusing and explosive episodes 
and • dialog of most intimate and 
double entendre content — while Miss 
Crawford is banded the most timely 
line, 'When I want a sneak, I'll hire 
the best and get, a Jap.' Crack Is a 
standout. 

Supporting cast is excellently set 
up, with Roland Young. Billle Burke, 
Allen Jenkins, Mary &een, Andrew 
Tombes, Miss Parrlsh and Roger 
Clark prbmlnent and adding much 
mirth to the proceedings. 

Alexander HaU's direction is 
snappy and speedy all along the line, 
and ne contrives laugh toppers to 
every episode. Adaptation by An- 
drew Solt and Henry Altlmus, With 
screenplay by P. J. Wolfson, dishes 
out sparkling dialog and situations 
in compact form. Camera work by 
Joseph Walker Is topgrade, and In 
keeping with the A production- back- 
ground accorded the picture in all 
technical departments, ■ Wolt.

Futility, the dominant recurring 
theme, and lack of sympathetic char- 
acterizations, militate against audi- 
ence interest. Yam opens in a prison 
hospital with Bogart, one-time big 
shot gangster; reciting the stoiy of 
his misdeeds, on deathbed. Flash- 
back method is employed to unfold 
narrative about three-time loser 
mixed up with girl who becomes 
wife of a criminal lawyer who mas- 
tenhlnds gang activities. When at- 
torney learns of wife's' connection 
with Bogart he purposely loses the 
ceae which sends former to pris6n 
for Ufe and simultaneously incrimi- 
nate an innocent youth who com- 
mitted perjury to earn coin to marry 
on.' 

Prison break, chase sequences and 
gunplay figure largely. Sequence 
where Bogart and girl who helps him 
make getaway try to establish an 
idyllic existence in a moimtain bide- 
a'Way, while he's tmder shadow of the 
chaiTf would best be eliminated. 
Irene Manning and Susan Peters, in 
the two top feminine assignments, do 
not photograph attractive^ here,.but 
camera work otherwise is standard.

Yam gives a new twist to •Uie 
draftee trying to escape 'via essen- 
tial defense work story. Morgan, as 
'Corky' Jones, Is shown as a cocky 
youth who miakes the grade In the 
Lockheed Aircraft , plant while pat- 
ently trying to duck the draft. He's 
become so important as an essential 
cog in the vast factory that subse- 
quently he is rated an essential man 
in an essential defense plant. Pearl 
Harbor changes all- that and he's in 
the Army aviation before his plant 
boss knows about it 

Tied in with this rather simple 
plot is the story about Jake Hanso, 
patriotic Lockheed boss, who loses 
a job because he never obtained his 
citizenship papers. This offers the 
chance for deftly stressing the pa-' 
triotic angle as he finally takes fhe 
oath of allegiance, and is re-hired. 
Then th£re is the great teamwork 
between Jake and his son, a plant 
worker, who later gets his aviation 
commission and Is killed In the 
Philippines. 

'Corky' promises to 'get' two Jap 
planes for old Jake— and sure 
enough, he does. This is an- anti- 
climax that seems a bit extraneous 
even if melodramatic. 

Romantic angle also is. different, 
having 'Corky' courting his former 
college pal's (Brad Maple), wife off 
and on while the ex-grid star alter- 
nately boUs or trades punches with 
the persistent suitor. It works out 
reasonably enough since the story 
has Brad Maple- in .the doghouse, 
with his wife disgusted with his 
laziness and stupidity. 

Ann Sheridan, as Roma Maple, his 
wife, fitmishes just the propte 
amount .of femme lure to an other- 
wise strictly factory yar^.

Newspaper* Say War Seem'' 
ingly Makes No Difference 
in Refining the Flow of 
Wasteful Press and Photo 
Releases From the Holly- 
wood Studios 

FILMS' OWN WORRIES 



Despite wartime conditions cutting 
down on the amount of space avail- 
able in dallies for picture hews, film 
company publicity departments ap- 
parently are ignoring the situation 
and continue to glut daily news- 
papers with the same material that 
has been ignored for years. Failure 
of publicity departments, particu- 
larly in -Hollywood, to keep pace 
with changed conditions is appalling 
to film editors and theatrical editors 
who handle the 'news' releases, ac- 
cording to newsmen all over^ the 
country. 

Complaints from the picture 
editors this year are louder than 
usual because, as they explain, they 
are hard-pressed for available 
•space— yet the flood of inane Holly 
wood chatter continues to pour into 
them. Some of these franldy admit 
there has been no > improvement in 
quality or quantity of publicity re- 
leases during the las't four years. The 
routine was wrong then, editors aver, 
but nothing has happened to im- 
prove the situation. 

Reaction of visiting editors- con- 
firm what film company field meh 
have discovered 'on recent visits to 
the hinterland. One editor pohited 
to a batch of press releases received 
in a single day, and expressed out 
right amazement over the tripe sub- 
mitted. 

Lengthy yarns Included in pub- 
licity letters pliis the inability of 
publicity boys to judge the worth 
of smaller city newspaper require- 
ments are the principal complaints, 
Film eds scotch- the theory, ap- 
parently still held' by C^ast pub- 
licists, that the more mailed out, 
the greater chance for larger rep- 
resentation in the daily press. Edi- 
tors claim it merely means unopened 
letters for the waste basket. 

Not only are releases too. nu- 
merous but each one runs far too 
long, they say. If the' story Is 
lengthy it automatically is tossed 
out the window. Editors of publica- 
tions in cities of 125,000 or less 
population have neither the time 
nor patience to rewrite screen bally- 
hoo.

Bally sent to daUIes via airmail 
no longer fools anybody.

Experience has- shown that the 
airmail stunt merely Is a mean); of 
attracting attention lOh a particular 
story. Unfortunately the practice 
has been overdone, and everybody's 
wise to the trick. 

Another headache for the film boys 
on the dailies is the practice of put- 
ting headlines' on publicity copy. 
They all have to be rewritten, and 
eds generally resent' the idea of hav- 
ing publicity staffs trying- to put 
across a 'head.' 

Big problem of finding room In 
daily newspapers whether in smaller 
cities or those of 200,000 to 300,000 
or larger population is constantly 
confronting the film editor. It Is 
twice as bad now with war news 
demanding so much space. Also 
the rising cost of nearly everything 
that goes into printing a newspaper 
makes the eds doubly cautious In 
handling items from picture com- 
panies. 

This applies particularly to mats 
or cuts, '^ith editors pointing out-

A. P. Waxman,' former Warners 
advertising chief, a long-time friend 
of Barrymore's, recalls that Jack 
Barrymore only talked a good old- 
fashioned bender. He was Rabelai- 
sian and Falstaflian, but anything 
but a two-bottle man. Two drinks 
and he was through. An ulcerated 
stomach just wouldn't let him take 
it.

Waxman remembers that Barry- 
more's greatest characteristic was — 
surprisingly enough— humility. Many 
years ago Martin Beck asked Wax- 
man to read a play. The latter told 
him it was a perfect vehicle for the 
three Barrymores. He authorized 
Waxman to make a deal.

theatricals with brother Lionel and 
sister Ethel, both older than himself, 
young John preferred painting to 
drama and studied art in Europe un- 
til his expense accounts in..Paris and 
London mounted too hlgfi for the 
family exchequer. Recalled by' 
parental demand, he turned his 
artistic education into a brief career 
as a cartoonist, working for Arthur 
Brisbane on .the New York Journal. 
After a few cartoons, Brisbane told 
him that-as an artist he had the mak' 
ings of a fine actor. The noted edi- 
tor dropped him from the payroll. 

The Barrymore stage career began 
at 21 and required' a few years to 
pick up speed. His talent as 
comedian was first-recognized when 
he played a role in The Dictatoi:,' 
in which he toured the United States 
and Australia. His next appearance, 
in 'Stubborn Cinderella,' added to 
his dramatic stature and. The For- 
tune Hunter' raised him definitely 
to stardom. 

His career continued upward in 
'Justice,' 'Kick In.' 'Peter' Ibbetson' 
and 'Redemption' and attained a new 
high in 'The Jest,', a tragedy in 
which he co-starred with his brother 
Lionel. From there he launched into 
Shakespeare and scored a triumph as 
Richard III. His most noted stage 
achievement was in his own modern- 
ized version of 'Hamlet,' acclaimed 
as the greatest performance of the 
Melancholy Dane since Edwin Booth. 
Goes to Hollywood 
Reluctantly he answered the sum- 
mons of Hollywood while the pic- 
tures were still silent, and he carved 
out a new career in such films as 'Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr; Hyde,' The Lotus 
Eaters,' 'Raffles,' 'Bea'u Brummel,' 
The Tempest,' 'Don Juan,' "The Be 
loved Rogue' and The Sea Beast.' In 
spite of his success on the screen, 
that form of drama did not appeal 
to him as important. Taking his up- 
to-date 'Hamlet' to I^ndon, in 
modem evening dress, he registered 
an emphatic hit 

Back in Hollywood, Barrymore re- 
sumed his screen acting ^s.star in 
'Svengali,* 'Moby Dick,' 'Grand 
Hotel,' 'Bill of Divorcement.' 'Ras- 
putin' and other serious roles, but 
his old hankering for the stage lured

Labor's 'Big Three' On 
Coast in Hvitf Move 

Los Angeles, June 2. 

Formation of a Unity for Victory 
Committee was approved by the 
three outstanding, labor organiza- 
tions in Los Angeles, the American 
Federation of Labor, the Congress 
of Industrial Organizations and the 
Railroad Brotherhoods. Included in 
the program are more than .10,000 
film industry employees. 

Unity Committee will be delegated 
to handle all jurisdictional disputes 
for the duration of the war, auto- 
matically outlawing any illegal 
strikes that have not been sanc- 
tioned by the three groups. It is the 
first time the big three have ever 
been brought together in a. close al- 
liance In any part of th$ couiitry. 
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SIMPP's Last Ditch Stand 
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kind of group selling is what the 
situation demands. 

'Let each feature picture be sold 
on Its individual merits after its 
content is known to the prospective 
buyer through obligatory trade 
showings,' the lengthy protest con- 
tinues. 

Speaking of the switch to UMPI 
from the decree, the SIMFP adds: 
'In (i 'very specific sense the mem- 
bers of this society are in a unique 
and highly vulnerable position with 
regard to such pending changes. 
Their individual operations identify 
them as entrepreneurs or origi- 
nators and creators of entertain- 
ment. As the marketing of films is 
an indispensable function of their 
activities, their very existence is de- 
pendent upon the maintenance of 
Tree competition ^vithin' the motion 
picture industry. . , . 
' 'To establish free competition 
*wherein and whereunder all pro- 
ducers and distributors of motion 
pictures, on the one hand, large as 
well as small, are assured of a fair 
Spportunity to sell their respective 
motion pictures on their merits in a 
free, open and untrammeled market' 
(a quotation from the Government's 
bill of complaint), it remains only 
to amend the consent decree to in- 
clude the' prohibition, that a dis- 
tributor may not make the licensing 
of any feature dependent upon the 
licensing of any other single or' sev- 
eral features.' * 

STOA Now F»Tor UMPI 
The Southieastem Theatre Owners 
Ass'n, powerful group representing 
exhibitors in portions of Florida, 
Georgia, AlabamA and Tennessee, re- 
■ jected the UMPI plan and appoiiited 
a committee to give study to legis- 
lation for the sale of pictures singly 
but during the past week, with so 
many ejthlbs on the UMPI band- 
wagon, informed the UMPI it would 
go along 'on the plan and do every- 
thing it could to foster unity in 
the indtistry. 

This Reversal by .the Southeastern 
Theatre Owners leaves only two 
ex))jib'..a6soclations on the outside of 
UMPI, Independent Exhibitors, Inc., 
of New England with which Nathan 
Yamins is active, and the- Motion 
Picture Theatre Owners of North 
and .South Carolina. Believed that 
they may also come in, further in- 
creasing support for UMPI. Under- 
stood, in fact, that members of Inde- 
pendent Exhibitors, Inc., have ex- 
pressed themselvte as in favor of 
the UMPI plan. 

Brandt believes that as unity goes 
along it will become the top organi- 
zational function of the industry and 
that problems confronting exhibitors 
as well as distributors will vastly 
broaden the scope of UMPI.

Walsh Bows to lA Eloction 
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and Inannuch as it Is my firm belief 
that the organization stands to bene- 
fit^ by the adoption of this proposed 
amendment, I feel that It Is my 
bounden duty as your president to 
recommend such action. The mem- 
bers of the oAldal family are like- 
wise unanimoxisly In accord that the 
best Interests of the International' 
will be served by the election of o% 
fleers at every regular convention.

Columbia's gross billings In April took a 1% drop as compared with the 
parallel month of 1941. It Is the first minus sign shown' in CBS' revenue 
column since March, 1039. The last, time that Columbia's billings started 
to' sjide off was In April, 1938, and the comparison stayed minus until 
April, 1939. NBC came through this April with an edge of 4%; the Blue 
Network was up 10%, while Mutual figured for a gain of 88%. For all 
foiir networks the month of April showed a gain of 8%. Magazine revenue 
for the same lunar period was 18% off. 

In comparing the accumulative billings of the first four months of 1942, 
namely, $15,225,000, with those of the like 1041 stretch, Columbia is still 
ahead by 3%. NBC's accumulative figure of $14,000,000 gives it an edge 
of 9?c.

Besides doing a reminder 
and goodwill job for itself, RCA, as 
th* owner of two networks (NBC 
and the Blue), would set the ex- 
ample for other large corporations, 
which like itself are , being forced 
out of the' consumer picture by the 
war. Advertisers approached by net- 
work salesmen 'could not imder the 
circumstances pose, th* question as 
to why they- should ba expected to 
us* radio when an organization with 
as huge a stake in broadcasting as, 
RCA is not to be counted among 
those present. 

The sales tack taken by advertis. 
ing media toward leading durable 
goods and service orgaiiizatiohs in 
dudes the argument that if ever 
there was a time that they had need 
of • reservoir of public goodwill it 
is during this war. Bureaucratic 
control iibm Washington' will in. 
crease with war requirements. In 
some cases, such as railroads, th^re 
is" even the pos^bility of (jovem- 
ment trusteeship,^ Faced with these 
conditions, the country's major in. 
dustries should, the media men 
argue,- avail themselves of Institu- 
tional campaigns through which they 
can tell their story of service to the 
war effort. 

Railroads and Swln; 

The Arthur Kudner agency's pres- 
entation for an institutional cam- 
paign, which included a program 
with Raymond Gram Swing, failed 
to receive action at last week's meet- 
ing of the Association of American 
Railroad Presidents in Chicago. The 
wartime program of the railroads as 
announced following the meeting in- 
cludes heavy use of institutional ad- 
vertising and the ICudner plan will 
likely receive the attention of the 
presidents when' they meet again in 
that city June 19.

William S. Paley, CBS prez, yes- 
terday (Tuesday) expressed himself 
as gratified by the U. S. Supreme 
Court's decision that Columbia and 
NBC were entitled to a legal review 
of the FCC's 1941 regulation on chain 
broadcasting. Paley stated that the 
high tribunal's ruling 'puts an end 
to the technical and . procedural ob- 
jections raised by the commission 
and which have until now blocked 
any judicial review„of the FCC net- 
work rules and the widespread evils 
which would result from them.' 

The Supreme Court had by a vote 
of fl-ire .to three the day before (1) 
held that the threat of irreparable . 
injury to the networks had been 
shown and' that lower court m'ust 
exercise its jurisdiction in consider* 
ing injunctive petitions from the net< ' 
works agahist the FCC. The dissent- 
ing opinion declared that Congress 
did not authorize resort to Federal 
courts 'merely because someone feels 
aggrieved, however deeply,' by an 
FCC action. The dissenting opinion 
added that a review was not justified 
by 'even irreparable loss." 

The N. Y. circuit CQUrt of appeals 
had In a two-to-one decision last 
February l:ul6d that' it had no Juris- 
diction In the -litigation broiight by ' 
NBC and CBS to enjoin th^ FCC 
from eiifordng Its anti-monopoly 
rules.

WCKY doesn't say the Hooper survey Is wrong. It Just says that 
businessmen who base station choice on It should know more about 
the size of the sample, the methods, variables, percentiles, etc, and 
for this purpose WCKY paid the Graham research firm of New York to 
analyze the data.

Within three weeks of their par- 
ticipation In the Institute for Educa- 
tion by ' Radio at Ohio State Uni- 
versity, . three academicians have 
publi^ed pieces amplifying charac- 
teristic viewpoints directly or in- 
directly touching upon radio, the war 
and morale, Curtis Nettels of Wis- 
consin Is Ill-tempered about "The 
Radio and the War' In the New Re- 
public Fred Eastman, of Chicago 
'Hieolclgical Seminary, is perturbed 
over 'Hate Radio and Morale' in the 
Christian Century. 'We Need No 
Goebbels' raps Carl Friedrich of 
Harvard, In Common Sense mag- 
azine. These pieces represent, col- 
lectively, provocative reading. 

Friedrich is opposed to a 
ministry of propaganda. 
Eastman is opposed to hatred. 
Nettels Is opposed lo radio for 
profit in wartime. 
'From the learned battle (the last 
war) emerges only one conclusion,' 
writes Friedrlph, 'This country ■ ould 
have won the war anyhow.' He con- 
tinues: 

'The great formulae of the Creel 
Committee, like 'making the world 
safe for democracy,' became a mock- 
ery soon after the Armistice. .. .the 
public learned of secret treaties and 
atrocity hoaxes, watched the bicker- 
ing of the Allies, and got scared of 
the Reds. It was then that the little 
man began to shout, 'Back to Nor- 
malcy!.... the violence of the reac- 
tion was stunning; it lost us the 
peace....' 

Oboler's Prayer 

Fred Eastman was shocked in Co- 
lumbus by radio writer Arch Oboler, 
who proclaimed that, 'hatred' was a 
necessary element In fighting morale. 

Oboler said that listeners had 
written to him saying 'make us 
angry, we like it. We need hate to 
enable \is to endure the coming 
death of our sons and fathers and 
husbands.' 

In the midst of his Ohio State talk, 
Oboler Included a prayer: 

Dear Almi^htv, '>nay we in 
these sessions stop chasing our 
academic tails in meaningless 
circles . . . and remember . . , that 
patting each other's backs is a 
sin against you and the men who 
have died and will die in this 
war. May we, dear Almightv> 
face this problem factuaVLy, re- 
alistically and with a minimum 
of damn foolishness.' 

Fry Changed Mood 
Eastman reported in his Christian 
Century piece that: 'For the next 
hour the assembly fed on hate. 
Delegates asked for specific sugges- 
tions as to how they could spread 
the dark passion over their local 
radio stations. .. .then someone njted 
the presence in the audience of 
Stephen Fry of the British Broad- 
casting, Corp. How, he was asked, 
had the British managed to stir up 
the desired hatred? Quietly he 
answered that the BBC had no wish 
to stir up hate. . : .The British public 

had refused to hate This quiet 

answer turned • the emotional tide. 
From then on 'saner counsels pre- 
vailed.' 

A Slight Blast 

Nettles Is no pussyfooter about 
broadcasting. 'Radio advertising in 
the United States,' he states, "has 
tended' to obscure the greatness of 
the nation. It separates people In- 
stead of binding them together in a 
common endeayer. The. advertiser 
seeks,to Imbue us with a sense of 
false optimism. . . .speaks with cheer- 
fulness of impending events that may 
brhig disaster, .. .puts us off guard 
....lulls us with a feeling of false 
security. . . .invites us to pamper our 
appetites when we need to be self- 
denying are necessary for our Eur- 
vIvaL' 
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FOREIGN LANGUAGE RADIO TO CLEAN UP 



Foreign language radio stations in the United 
States apparently feel this way about criticism re- 
cently leveled against them (a good deal of it in this 
newspaper): ^ 

.1. A lot of the criticism is fully justified.- 

,2. Some of it is not. 

3. Steps are being taken to reform the trade. 
• 4'. This reform must be sufficiently real, sweep- 
ii^^ and visible to impress the skeptics. 
'3, Merely refraining from offense is not enough. 
Foreign language stations hereafter must be posi- 
tive in aid of democracy, not merely negative in 
shutting OMt pro-Axis persons. 
1 6. No Italian or German announcer can be 
merely neutral. The times demand a definite choos- 
ing between democracy and. dictatorships. 

7, Information concerning doubtful foreign lan- 
guage personnel should be made available to sta- 
tions. The latter, have the right to assume really 
dangerous fellows are already on Ellis Island. 

.8. The Government ought to do more for the 
guidance and encouragement of foreign language 
programs.. The Government should provide more 
information for foreign language use, if possible. 
Programs like *You Can't Do Business "With Hitler' 
should be recorded at Government expense in Ger- 
man and Italian as they have been in English. 

One thing is clear: never before in the 10-year- 
history of lingual operations has so much attention 
been focused upon the subject. Apart from the 
station managements themselves, as the parties at 
interest, the foreign language problem is now en- 
gaging the interest of the Federal Communications 
Commission, the Office of Facts & Figures, the War 
Production Board, the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, the Intelligence branches of the Army and 
Navy. 



Meanwhile, foreign language radio stations opera- 
tors of the United States have definitely promised 
to 'dean up their backyard' and are taking steps to 
raise $15,000 or more to Anance a code compliance 
system, the teeth of which are implicit in the ap- 
proval or non-approval of Chairman James L. Fly 
of the Federal Communications Commission. A 
new committee called the 'Foreign Language 
Broadcasters Wartime Control' will have offices in 
Washington and wili. attempt to demonstrate the 
sincerity and practicality of self-regulation. The .

of the plan:

This is only one of half a dozen meetings of* 
various kinds that have been held in the past three 
weeks. One meeting was held in New York at the 
Waldorf-Astoria hotel when Henshel, of Arde 
Bulova's WOV, brought together all the Italian ' 
language advertisers of the station and laid down 
the minimum safeties against pro-Axis or anti- 
democratic hazards insisted upon by, the manage- 
ment of WOV. Present at this meeting were Lee 
Falk, of the Office of Facts & Figures, Doug 



Schneider, program manager of WRUL, Boston, 
and Art Simon, of WPEN, Philadelphia, which is 
another Bulo^'a-owned property. 

Sponsors at the Waldorf ' meeting included : 
George Nuncs (Conti Food), Mr. and Mrs. Ar- 
mando Cenerazzo (Lomonte), Antonio Corroa 
(olive oil), Bartol Filippine (food products) : Frank

Some radio stations in the U; S. A. have pro- 
grams in six to eight different languages. The 'con- 
trol' problems are thereby multiplied in complexity 
and the single item of wages for linguistic monitors 
and knowledgeable program supervision by the sta- 
tion (not the freelance announcer-salesman using 
the station) looms so large in the budget of a neces- 
sarily smallscate operation that inevitably faith, 
rather than proof, is all that ^guarantees the 
democracy of program content. It is far easier to 
control foreign language broadcasting when a sta- 
tion concentrates on one language only, WOV, 
New York, ^or example, is all-Italian until 6 p.m. 
daily and its four announcers and two translators 
in that language are supervised by a program direc- 
tor, Mario- Huttpn, Who spealcs both languages 
fluehtly. This station adopted procedures well be- 
fore Pearl Harbor calculated to make it impossible 
for sly iellows to slip over disloyal propaganda or 
in other ways help the fascists and injure this coun- 
try. 

However a station like WHOM, New York, 
whidi has eight languagies, sees no particular or 
extra danger. While its program director is unable 
to speak the languages, there is a special monitoring 
supervisor for six of the eight. Only the G^eek 
and Lithuanian programs are 'on faith', and each 
announcer is thoroughly established as resplonsible, 
pro-democtatic and trustworthj'.

Carlo Vinti, an Italian language advertising 
agent, has exclusive rights to the Italian time seg- 
ments. .But all time contracts, billing, collections 
are cleared through WHOM directly, Lang ex- 
plains. Sperber is a sports , and dramatic editor on 
a German paper. Sobolewski a Polish actor. 

Translators are all too often under-paid and 
under-investigated. The financial aspect encourages 
temptation. The previous racial or ideological con- 
ditioning encourages dangerous associations. This 
is a problem the domestic foreign language licensees 
share with our shortwave propaganda organiza- 
tions. It is pertinent that Government itself , has 
not escaped embarrassments when trusted trans- 



lators have been caught in double-dealing. K 
Portuguese-speaking- personage revealed this 
danger in. a very sacred environment only a year 
or so ago. More recently there have been quan- 
daries where obscure Asiatic dialects were needed 
for shortwave and only one or two men were avail- 
able. It was a question of trusting nObody-off-the- 
street to intelligently understand and faithfully 
present the United States' viewpoint 



It IS probably true just now that the freelance 
announcer-salesnien are scare^ quiet It is thought 
probable that pro-Axis stuff is a past dauger. It 
would result- not only in loss of j^, but probably 
in loss of liberty for the offender. 

Meanwhile tliere remains, still to be solved, the 
challenge Of selling democracy to tlie unhappy and 
nervous U. S. zones of German and Italian extrac- 
tion. There is a scarcity of program material and 
a scarcity of finance to obtain any. One suggestion 
is that the propaganda transcriptions of the Don- 
ovan, Committee recently used for shortwave pur- 
poses ought to be salvaged, at least in part, for use 
on the domestic lingual front Redtape has ap- 
parently prevented action in this regard in the past. 

Self-respect is the great need of the foreign lan- 
guage radio stations. Just now they may consider 
that the right to self-regulation is more basic and. 
more pressing. But all evidence strongly suggests 
that most of the current difficulties in the lingual 
field are the direct Ifruit of an attitude of being 
'ashamed' of their business, of dreaming not of im- 
provement of foreign language service, but of .^c^" 
cape from foreign laugna^ operations into English. 
When international politics recently became com^ 
plicated, especially' with the t^ondetbolts of Pearl 
Harbor, too many stations carrying foreign lan- 
guages thought in terms of dropping these •lan-< 
guages rather than doing a job. 

It has recently been suggested that it would b« 
signal public service on the part of the bigger* 
richer, highly esteemed networic stations in. cos- 
mopolitan centers if some of them as a gesture to 
public interest deliberately did the daring, imagina- 
tive, helpfuL thing and put . in an hour or two of 
first rate programming in Italian or German. 'Tfa* 
response to the suggestion has, however, been luke- 
warm. Again demonstrating that 'foreign _ ianr 
guage' carries a stigma. The big staitions, like ths 
tiny neighborhood exhalers, tend to fear the 
'shame'. ...... 



War was required to finally make it dear that n 
careless, sloppy attitude toward an important t)'pQ 
of broadcasting must inevitably produce . unpleas- . 
ant and unsatisfactory conditions. The growing 
realization of our nation-wide n^lect to sell mil- 
lions of foreign born citizens or resident aliens on 
democracy, while allowing the Axis to indoctrinate 
them, highlights the role foreign language stations- 
might have played in the past and how must as- 
sume for the future. The foreign language* sUtions 
through t4ieir new organization announce -that they 
recognize the responsibility and will guarantee to 
do better. Interested observers will await con- 
vincing evidence. ; . 



Torep Language Statioiis Magnify 
MdehiDs of Disloyalty'-Martin Starr

In a city crammed with moun- 
talng of good will and loyalty, the' 
foreign-tongued stations hav* mag- 
nlfled almost bragglngly the destruc- 
tive molehills of disunity, disloyalty 
and subtle hatred. 'Variety'*' query: 
'Is There • Radio Underworld?' is 
bound to get many a ri^e from those 
of us who have tested the -whiplash 
of the sharp operation of these for- 
eign-voiced outlets. The answer to 
your question is a crescendo of over- 
due and overboiling the force 
of which should be heard at our na- 
tion's capital, 

We'v* all had our experiences, m 
speak Of a very prophetic one just 
recently: He was on* of Europe's 
great historians. He cam* to the 
United States to fUIflU a lecture tour, 
arrange for the distribution of sev- 
eral of Ilia books and make for Hol- 
lywood to discuss tlu«e war stories; 
one of which has been bought by 
M-G-M for a Walter Pidgeoa vehicle. 

He addressed many conventions. 
In Cleveland alone, he faced local 
NBC, CBS and Mutual outlets speak- 



ing on his favorite subject, 'Hitler 
and Napoleon.' In Hollywood lie 
was on several important broadcasts 
most of which were carried by net- 
work aSUiated stations. He ad- 
dressed college classes. 

He soon returned to New York. 
Though his lectures took up a great 
deal of his Hme, he felt as he listened 
to some of pur local foreign spieleis 
that there -was something wrong with 
their Interpretation of our democra 
cy and Its ideals. Being able to 
speak and -write in German and 
Italian he volunteered to do sev- 
eral broadcasts to the Italian and 
German people in New York. He 
had already spoken- over most of 
our local stations. 

And then, we were brought face 
to face -with the foreign tongued 
mess as it exists today. It looms as 
one of the most dangerous problems 
besetting radio, one of democracy's 
arms of communication tiiat it so 
wholeheartedly dedicated to the 
progress of Ire* speech. Not alone 
ate the spielers to blame. The mis- 
management of these stations, the 
ruthless rtin -around ^ven people.

Several montlis ^after our entry 
into tbe war, the U.. S. Office of 
Censorship, headed by Byron Price, 
suggested tliat foreign-language sta- 
tions take 'necessary precautions' to 
prevent deviations from script by 
foreign-language announcers and 
performers. This suggestion brought 
to light a radio Individual about 
whom little is known— tti* translatar 
or air policeman — who tits little di- 
rect contact with programs, but sits

An example followed by many 
language stations to maintain a con- 
stant diedc on their programs is th* 
copy and p rogram chedc--up system - 
followed at WWHL for the past sev- 
eral yean. All copy to be aired in 
a foreign-language is submitted to 
the program department 48 hours 
prior to broadcast time. Copies of 
all continuities are then translated 
into English by a station translator. 
While each of the language pro- 
grams is being broadcast, a larrguago 
translator (Spanish, Greek, Czech, 
etc.) stands in tbe control room 
checking the program.

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War Permits Snuffing of Kathermy

Washington, June 2. 

The omnibus powers granted the 
Federal Government for prosecution 
of the war have been used in at 
least one Instance to accomplish 
something beneBcial to broadcasting 
on which Congress has stalled for 
several years. Control now is being 
exercised over troublesome dia- 
thermy apparatus which has become 
an increasing menace to good recep- 
tion in many thickly-settled areas. 

Tired of waiting for specific' legis- 
lation, the FCC two weeks ago 
adopted regulations compelling all 
possessors of X-ray equipment, 
• short-wave heat treatment gadgets 
(not including siin lamps and similar 
apparatus purchased by individuals 
from drug stores), and related ma- 
chines to register with the Commish. 
The order affected an estimated 
100,000 devices, mostly in the hands 
of physicians and institutions. 

Then in short order the Commish 
began outlawing the use of the 
equipment which threw out signals 
Interfering with national defense. 
An X-ray machine of Dr. W. L. 
Smith, Monroe, Ija., was the first to 
be affected. Because his equipment 
was bothersome to Army air opera- 
tions, muddUng radio signals neces*- 
saiy to plane and ground communi- 
cation, the Commish directed Pr. 
Smith to quit^sing the apparams. 

On several occasions, the Commish 
bas asked Congress to give it con- 
trol over such machines, which have 
multiplied greatly to the point where 
radio ' listeners, as well as the tech- 
nical communications services, have 
yelped alwut interference. But 
Congress was too busy.

LONDON GETS 




At Least Half-Hour Daily 
Goes Across Atlantic for 
Recording and Delayed 
Broadcast from London — 
Varied Items Lined Up In 
or Through New York by 
William M. Newton and 
Roy Lockwood 



IRELAND CAN HEAR 



The British Broadcasting Corp., 
through Its office in New Yorlc, sends 
a heavy volume of American pro- 
grams to England. They are broad- 
cast there and to the continent via 
shortwave, throughout the world. 
These broadcasts, sent from New 
York by shortwave and mostly re- 
corded in London, are in addition 
to the several regular transcribed 
dramatic programs about the U. S. 
produced in New Yorlc by BBC and 
sent by ship and Clipper to England. 

The schedule of shows the BBC 
office In New York airs to England 
Is irregular, but extremely active. 
In general, programs are sent via 
the A.T.&T. transatlantic circuit, 
usually 36 or 40 minutes daily, six 
days a week. However, various 
«ther shows are transmitted at other 
irregular times. 

The broadcasts are handled In New 
York by WiUiam M. Newton, BBC 
program director in the U. S., and 
his assistant, Roy Lockwood, who 
recently resigned from the NBC di- 
rector staff, having come' to America 
about two years ago from BBC in 
London. Besides a number of fixed 
assignments, such as weekly com- 
mentaries by Raymond Gram Swing, 
Elmer Davis, Paul Schubert and 
others, there are innumerable re- 
quests from BBC officials in London 
for all sorts of special broadcasts. 
Assorted Items 

As a result of his commentary 
talks for BBC, Swing was a house- 
hold favorite in England long be- 
fore he was in the U. S. And since 
the distances are so much less. BBC 
long-wave broadcasts' to Europe 
have a much larger audience in the 
Nazi-occupied countries than U. S. 
shortwave programs have. Thus, the 
talks of Swing, Davis and such spe- 
cials as appeals in German by 
Thomas Mann and other noted ex- 
iles from the Reich; are figured of 
greater propaganda value among the 
German people than regular short- 
wave broadcasts by U. S. stations 
can be. 

Similarly, programs produced by 
BBC in New York and picked up 
and rebroadcast by recording in 
England are more easily and widely 
heard by Yank troops in Ireland 
than such shows would be if tuned 
via direct shortwave from the U. S. 
That is not. only because of the bet- 
ter reception from England than 
from the U. S., but because the pro- 
grams are included in the regular 
broadcastnig schedule of BBC, and 
are heard at suitable hours. 

Besides giving more intensive cov- 
erage In the British Isles and 
Europe, the programs picked up by 



BBC from New York also get wide 
listening throughout the world via 
the shortwave Empire Service 
beamed at appropriate times during 
the day to the various British do- 
minions and colonies. In this way 
the regular programs of U. S. com- 
mentators, as well as pickups of nu- 
merous special events broadcasts In 
America, are shortwaved from Eng- 
land via transcription by BBC and 
picked up and rebroadcast' by long- 
wave by local stations In Australia, 
New Zealand, South Africa and else- 
where in the British Empire. Thus 
the U. S. programs get an increased 
world audience via both longwave 
and shortwave. 

Although some programs from 
New York are rebroadcast alive by 
BBC in England, most are recorded 
there and aired later. That is 
chiefly because of the time differ- 
ence, as most of the good programs 
are sent from the U. S. during the 
latter part of the day, when most 
listeners . in England are asleep. 
Some of the BBC originations in 
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Economy Hits BBC 

London, May 8. 
Economy drive by new Di- 
rector General Foot, of BBC, in- 
dicates a salary cuts which will 
run up to $200 per annum. They 
apply to relatively few people as 
yet, but will probably be ex-' 
tended. Expense accounts are 
being carefully scrutinized, in- 
cluding the regulation on allow- 
ances. 

The Treasury grant for last 
year to BBC was about $27,000,- 
000, and this year will be $40,- 
. 000,000. The increase is- due to 
. extended broadcasting ove.'seas 
and to the Continent.

THE MUTUAL BROADCASTING SYSTEM 
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BLUE HAS TEAMED SPONSORSHIP PLAN' 
TO MEET ADS-FOR-DURATIQN SITUATIONS 



'Stretching' Formula Allows Those Temporarily Out 
of Consumer Market on War Orders to Keep 
Trade Name Fresh in Public Minds 



The Blue Network has developed 
a plan designed (a) to appeal to ad- 
vertisers and now entirely removed 
from the consumer market and (b) 
to adjust network account solicita- 
tion to provide for the realities en- 
countered by network salesmen. The 
Blue has provided through a so- 
called 'teamed sponsorship' plan a 
method whereby advertisers may 
keep aJlivc their trademarks and 
consumer loyalty for the duration, 
but with a minimum time com- 
mitment of 13 weeks at regular 
card rates. Mutual is also offering 
a somewhat similar 'revolving spon- 
sorship idea.' 

The Blue will suggest that four 
advertisers agree to join together in 
presenting certain programs. These 
will run 52 weeks, but the time cost 
to each sponsor will be equivalent 
to one 13-week cycle only. HaU- 
hour programs are envisaged, with 
the middle commercial rotated week 
by week between the four team- 
mates but all four team-mates get- 
ting beginning and end commercials 
on every broadcast. 

Using a musical analogy to ex- 
plain how this special wartime ar- 
rangement will differ from normal 
peacetime radio advertising, a Blue 
official described the usual selling 
rhythm', week by week, as a case of 
BANG BANG BANG BANG 
The 'teamed sponsored plan' with 
Its prime emphasis upon a given 
sponsor every. four weeks, but with 
routine identification the rest of the 
time, would have this selling rhythm 
bang bang bang BANG 
The 13-week commitment of a 
sponsor is 'stretched' over 52 weeks. 
This recognizes war conditions, the 
need for economy, the Impractical- 
ity of expecting full-scale budgets 
for institutional trademark advertiS' 
ing where consumer operations have 
ceased under 100% conversion to 
military contracts, etc. The whole 
project rests upon special situations 
Involving speciQc customer! or proS' 
pects. The Blue states that no ad 
vertiser still selling goods through 
regular consumer distribution chan- 
nels will be eligible for the 'stretch' 
arrangement. It is further felt that 
broadcast series offered for 'teamed 
sponsorship' ought to hav« a pa- 
triotic flavor. To this end the Blue's 
first program for which four-spon 
sorship is sought Is 'Alias John Frec- 
dom.' a war program. -

Chicago, June >. 
There Is a new angle in the eter- 
nal battle between the big cities and 
the small towns in tha competition 
for advertising business, and now 
the angle Is transportation,, which 
puts tha small towns strictly at a 
disadvantage in bidding for national 
advertising. The big town stations 
ara pushing that thought heavily 
upon tha consciousness of tha ad- 
vertising agencies around this city 



and there is every evidence that the 
agencies and the advertisers are be- 
ginning to think of their advertising 
set-up for the coming years in terms 
of transportation. 

Many companies are already, 
truly, experiencing difficulty in ship- 
ping their products to the points of 
sale aiid they figure that it is going 
to be increasingly difficult to move 
their goods to the remoter markets 
of the country. And, in view of this 
situation, several manufacturers have 
already Indicated, that they will 
eliminate certain sections of the far 
country entirely, for the duration, 
and concentrate, on the major mar- 
kets which can be serviced with the 
less strain on transportation facili- 
ties. 

Many companies have been blank- 
eting the country with advertising 
even though their sales may be con- 
centrated in the middle west and 
east, but have kept up their south- 
ern and northwest advertising cov- 
erage to make a national name. 
Their sales chart may show 80% 
sales in the east and midwest and the 
remainder of the country using the 
other 20% of their product. 

When transportation was easy and 
it was simple to supply the 20% 
territory as well as the 80% mar- 
ket, the companies continued to 
cover the nation: But now, with a 
tough transportation situation, the 
companies are figuring that maybe 
it would be better to drop out of 
the 20% area and focus on the 80% 
territory for the time being. 

There are insistent indications of 
this trend In the agencies along ad- 
vertising row, with the reps finding 
their smaller stations being passed 
over quickly by the time buyers and 
a . growing demand for the larger 
markets.

may be either live or recorded. BBC 
has no preference in the matter, as 
the slight diffe'rence between a live 
and a waxed program would be lost 
via ' transatlantic transmission any- 
way. Also, there is not the onus on 
recorded programs in England that 
there is among American listeners. 

If the program is available in New 
York at the time the regular trans- 
atlantic circuit, is open it is usually 
sent live. But U the broadcast can- 
pot be made at that time, or the 
commentator cannot conveniently be 
in the studio then, the show Is tran- 
scribed. That platter is subsequently 
aired to England ^luring one of the 
regular circuit trainsmissions. It 
may or may not be even the same 
day as the original waxing. 

Record on Spot 
When shows originate outside 
New York an . attempt Is made by 
BBC to reoorti them on the spot, 
thereby saving toll charges. If that 
can't be arranged the programs are 
carried to New York by wire and 
are either shortwaved' direct of 
transcribed by the BBC office ' for 
later transmission to England. In all 
cases BBC cooperates with the U. S. 
networks. 

General policy is one of re- 
ciprocity, with each contributing its 
facilities gratis. Whichever of the 
companies is using the A. T. & T. 
circuit pays' the charges for the time 
involved, but gets free use of the 
studios of the cooperating com- 
panies. Thus, BBC uses NBC, CBS 
or Mutual studio facilities in New 
York gratis and reciprocates with 
its studios in London for any of 
them. 

Newton has been BBC program 
director in New York about a year, 
Before that he was a reporter, news 
writer and newscaster for- the com- 
pany in London. Following Munich, 
he became BBC director of Euro- 
pean news.

I DIFFERENT SCHOOLS OF RADIO SHOWMANSHIP I 

By ROBERT J. LANDRY 
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Tentative Impressions gleaned 
itom. data already on hand in con- 
nection with this newspaper's "Spe- 
cial Wartime Radio Showmanship 
Survey* suggests that: - 

— Doj/rtme »ertel3 may he doing 
the be»t Job, trroup-wise, in han- 
dXing war messages for the Govern- 
ment. 

—Nighttime program* corryintF 
war messages often seem to have 
turned the problem over to the ap- 
prentice^ rather than the master 
copy-toriters. 

—Advertising agencies thot favor 
'straight-and-hard' soles ways in 
their own commerdala tend to favor 
sJmiUir practices for war messages. 
Others who are favorably disposed 
to . 'intearotion' (weaving sales 
slants into dialog) are likely to do 
the same for' Uncle Sam. The two 
viewpi)Mt represent a basic, and 
lepitiTTUite, division of expert opinion 
as to the best methods for maxi- 
mum impact on listeners. 

— An increasing amount of profes- 
sional hnow-hoto is gradually being 
mustered to the service of the war 
messages, the OJ'J'. system seems 
to be toorfcinj rath«r luelt ond its 
theme recommendations seem to be 
predominatelj/ adopted by advertis- 
ers to the exclusion of related war 
themes of undoubted value, but not 
currently emphasized on the 'Radio 
War Guide.' 

—The total probable effect upon 
the masses at large should be to im- 
pel them to cooperative action 
alonff wanted-by-Govemment lines. 
This tuggetta that there should be a 
gradMal spreading and swejling of 
the 'there's-a-joh-to-be-done-Utfs- 
do-lt' state of mind urhich concen- 
trates upon steps to beat the enemy 
r(iftier than mere denunciation of 
the enemy. 

How Allocation Seeks To 
Sidestep Tedious Echoing 

The way radio's resources are be- 
ing used to shift emphasis from 
theme' to theme in order to relieve 
listeners from tedium and to pre- 
vent over-doing the ballyhoo phase 
of war now is becoming clear, 
Analysis, of the first seven sched- 
ules of government messages spotted 
on network programs shows the 
amount of tub-thumping for each 
subject has been carefully allocated 
to guarantee rieaching the maximum 
possible audience with the message 
the brain-trusters of the propa 
ganda eitort consider need to be 
driven most forcibly into listeners* 
ears. 

The pattern also is beginning to 
emerge from . the painstakingly 
drafted allocation charts. Through 
the last four weeks, the only topic 
getting daily attention was the un- 
ending need for the people to in- 
vest every possible penny in war 
stamps and bonds. 

While the many subjects are sifted 
and the O.F.F. spaces the messages 
which finally are deemed most 
tirgent, the plan is not to have every 
network devote most time to the 
same theme, analysis discloses, 
lU her, there's careful differentia- 
tion so the listeners won't get too 
much of the same thing through 
shifting from the outlet of one web 
to that of another. Here's where 
the popularity of Individual pro 
grams comes in. And ttds is what 
makes spacing the messages anything 
but child's play. 

For example, in the coming week 
(8-14) the subjects to be stressed 
are support of the U.S.O., war t>onds, 
price control, and Marine Corps en 
listments. But none of these topics 
gets the same number of mentions 
on each of the four skeins. Nor 
does each chain hit each key the 
same number of times. On three 
webs— the Blue, CBS, and Mutual- 
chief emphasis goes on the U.S.O., 
but NBC is fortissimo on war bonds. 
Likewise during the present week, 
the- Blue and CBS chant most often 
abPut bonds. Mutual gives equal 
prominence to bonds and price con- 
trol, and NBC's major assignment 
1^ price control. 

Need for Nurses Second 
Most-Mentioned Subject 

The government's need for nurses 
brought a novel subject into the al- 
location plan. For the first time, 
the chains last week made direct 
appeals to women to sign up for 
acUve war service. On three webs, 



the. need for nurses is the second 
most-otten- mentioned topic this 
week. 

'The gasoline shortage— to soften 
the public for the inevitable na- 
tional rationing just around the 
corner, despite yowls from the areas 
where there is no shortage— and the 
related matter of automobile pool- 
ing figured in the government sched- 
ule but briefly. Which demonstrates 
where the 'quantitative' use of radio 
occurs. Each topic was on the menu 
for a -single, week. 

Here's how the O.F.F. is exploit- 
ing the networks this week and next, 
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O J'.F. Themes Not Entire 
Scope of Wartime Tie-Ins 

However some programs are car- 
rying wartime material not of direct 
OSS. origin and are loading up 
throughout with all sorts of allusions 
to official attitudes. There is fre- 
quent incorporation of the' more 
quotable phrases of President Roose 
velt end other oflidals.

(May 26) the program timed the 
declaration of war by Mexico with 
a salute to that country. ' Senor Don 
Salvadore Duhart, first secretary of 
the Mexican Embassy in Washing- 
ton, was on the show to be inter- 
viewed for two minutes and then he 
became one of the quiz contestants.. 
The latter device is by calculation, 
the' program figuring that it makes 
'brass hats' seem human when they 
join in the parlor fun. The reason- 
ing throughout has been that peo- 
ple who wouldn't listen to many a 
broadcast laden with more elaborate 
propaganda will digest it in this 
form. Tenor Frank Forest on the 
program usually contributes a bit of, 
nationalistic music, last week the 
Mexican national anthem. 

£x-Lax on its May 20th broadcast 
was also calendar-conscious rather 
than OJ",F. — conscious in having 
Arthur Tracy, "The Street Singer* 
speak sbme lines about Memorial 
Day. 'My sponsor joins with me,' he 
said, ^"paying solemn tribute today 
to the heroes of America who have 
been called to their reward.' 

'Variety' emphasizes these outside- 
the-O.F.F. activities so tliat a more 
comprehensive picture will be 
painted.

Everything about World War II is different from 
World War L As somebody said the old heroes would 
have to learn all over. The modem soldier operates 
11 different weapons, .rides in jeeps, trucks, tanks, 
gliders, and on tractor-borne field guns; 

Just how dated the old heroes can be in 'fiction form 
Ijecame clear In the early weeks of the present jeep- 
jump when a well-meaning radio advertiser resur- 
rected Captain FlagjS and Sergeant Quirt of 'Wtiat 
Price Glory?'^ fame. These . two literary characters 
turned out to be as corny as spiral puttees. They 
were mugs. They lacked class. They weren't tou^ 
just loud. They were caricatures. And, brother, you 
don't go around caricaturing the Marines. 

The Corps is destined to enjoy more wholesome, 
more satisfactory, more realistic radio publicity un- 
der the current "priority' given to its need for offi- 
cers by the O.F.F.'s 'Radio War Guide' system. In- 
deed it has seemed appropriate to reproduce ver- 
batim the 'fact sheet' which has just been addressed 
by the 0,F,F, to all radio writers and directors. It 
comprises suggested points of stress and interesting 
sidelights upon the amphibious fighters:

Lack of a great dramatic tenor to 
relieve the veteran Giovanni Marti- 
nelli, slated for his 30th succes- 
sive season at the Metropolitan 
Opera House, is a problem that the 
management of the company haa 
been worlting on for some time; The 
Met roster is full of lyric • tenors, 
but the heroic type remains con- 
spicuous by Its absence. 

Met may use Lauritz Melchior, 
since 1926 its principal German 
tenor, In Italian roles next season. 
In the early part of his career Mel- 
chior sang most of the Italian rep- 
ertoire, and as recently as 1938'sane 
'Otello' ih San Francisco. That and 
other roles may be given him. 

To offset his loss from a part of 
the German repertoire (he sang 19 
of 20 performances last season), the 
Met will use Arthur Carron, Brit- 
ish tenor, who has sung the Italian 
roles with so-so success the last few 
seasons. Carron is working on the 
German repertoire and will sing 
'Parsifal,' 'Tannhauser' and 'Lohen- 
grin' in South America this summer. 

If he is successful the Met can 
switch Melchior to some Italian 
' .roles. 

If Bombs Wipe Out Hafl, 
Symphony Most Be Exempt 
From Contract Obligation 

Washington, June 2. 
The management of the National 
Symphony orchestra has asked the 
local musicians union to insert a 
clause in its contract for -the cur- 
rent concert series which would re- 
lieve the management of any obliga- 
tion for continuance of the contract 
in the event that the D. A. R. hall, 
in which the concerts -^re held, is 
bombed.

The American Federation of Musi- 
clans' executive board has denied 
Glenn Miller the right to take his 
commission .dispute with General 
Amusement Corp. to a civil court. 
Miller first petitioned the AFM for 
a ruling on his plea to slice his 
commission - payments to the agency 
from 15% to 5%, the industrial limit 
allowed by New York state employ- 
ment agency law, and the .executive 
board last week dismissed his argu- 
ment. Leader then asked for per- 
mission to seek a civil court ruling. 

David Mackay, the bandleader's 
attorney, has since asked for per- 
mission to appear before the next 
silting of the -executive board, to 
seek reconsideration of the ruling 
against further argument. His plea 
hasn't been decided. Mackay hadn't 
anticipated a refusal of permission 
to go outside the union for furthei^^ 
argument on his case, since he had 
complied with' the union regulation 
that demands all disputes between 
members must first be aii'ed before 
the executive board. ■ - 

If Miller were to take his case into 
civil court, and win, the results 
would be far-i-eaching. All contracts 
between agencies and bandleaders 
call for a. minimum of at least 10% 
commission and It may go as high 
as 20% on one-night bookings, k's 
probable the bookers wouldn't be 
able to operate on their present scale 
at a flat industrial-like 5% for their 
efforts. 

Miller has not advanced any rea- 
son for hiS' sudden dislike for the 
terms of his contract with GAC. It 
was written before he became a big- 
money earner, and was okayed by 
the union at the time. His objection 
to It n«w Is not only an argument 
with GAC, It is also a dispute with 
AFM regulations since the latter 
condone the present commission 
rates demailded by booking agencies.

These new -processes, which don't 
utilize shellac, can enable 30 to SO 
playlngs of a record, but the jukebox 
people, who must be vitally con- 
sulted in this respect, argue that's 
unsatisfactory. 

For average home consumption, 
a 30-50 performance per platter is 
adequate, and even if it gets a little 
muddy or scratchy with repetitive 
playing the average_ home user 
won't squawk. The nickel-catching 
operators, however, want a sturdier 
substitute, and since the juke busi- 
ness is so important to the recorders, 
their suggestions are respected, at 
least for the time being. 

Of course, if this war continues, 
and the . shellac supply dwindles, 
there'll be no argument or choice as 
to substitute. ■ (Shellac comes ■ from 
India and is a vital need for arma- 
ments). 

However, there is no danger of any 
sharp curtailment in waxed music. 
Actually there is a huge backlog of 
pop end classic material.

31, DIES IN N. Y. 



Bunny Berigan, one of the most 
re.spected trumpet players in the mu- 
sic business, . died early yesterday 
(Tues.) morning In Pplyclinic hos- 
pital,- New York. He was admitted 
to that institution the previous aft-^ 
eriioon after suffering a hemorrhage 
during which he had lost a consider- 
able amount of blood. He was '31. 
His private life is ascribed as con- 
tributing to his early demise, for he 
died of the same causes as that other 
great trumpeter, Bix Beiderbecke. 

Berigan's latest date with his band 
was at the U. of Scranton, Scranton, 
Pa., last Friday (29). On Saturday 
night he was scheduled to perform 
at Ray Hartenstine's Sunnybrook 
Ballroom, Pottstown, Pa., but 
dancers' were refunded admissions 
when most of his band did not ar- 
rive until midnight because of me- 
chanical trouble with the bus they 
were riding. Berigan, traveling ^by 
private car, wajr at the dancery on 
time and staged an impromptu jam 
session with several other of his 
men who also arrived on time. Sun- 
day night (31) he was to have played 
at Manhattan Center, N. Y., but he 
had by that time become ill and his 
band -worked without him, while 
Benny Goodman batoned and helped 
out with his sextet. 

Berigan in his heyday was looked 
upon as one of the industry's great- 
est trumpet players, on a par, some 
bandsmen assert, with the immortal 
Blx Beiderbecke. Some of his work, 
at the head of his own band or as 
a star performer with other bands, 
are record-collector's items. Band- 
men look upoi> his solo on Tommy 
Dorsey's recording of 'Marie' as one 
of the finest bits of improvisation 
ever captured on wax. Another is 
the recording of his widely known

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ASCAP Sees Happier Turn Looming 
As Writers Themselves See Evil Of 
Gratuitous Licenses to Broadcast 



Schwartz & Frohlich Steer ASCAP 
Away From Dangerous Legal Issue 



Efforts of the American Society of 
Composers, Authors and Publishers 
to halt writer members from 
licensing their songs gratuitously to 
radio stations have taken a favorable 
tain for ASCAP. Practically all the 
writers concerned, it was stated at 
ASCAP last week, have agreed vol- 
untarily to drop 't'he practice, Mort 
Greene and Harry Revel were spe- 
clflcally cited by the Society's man- 
agement as desirous of complying 
with ASCAP's request. Also that 
they would withdraw by notice the 
performing rights of their songs as 
released through Broadcast Music, 
Inc., in the next 60 to' 90 days. 

John G. Paine, ASCAP general 
manager, expressed assurance that 
the situation would be peaceably 
settled with the writers. ' He stated 
that there was no real controversy 
with the U. S. Department of Justice 
over the Society's move to take dis- 
ciplinary action against these writ- 
ers. The department, he added, was 
sot unaware of the Society's inten- 
tion to proceed against the writers 
on the ground that by licensing 
their works gratuitously they were, 
aa ASCAP saw it, violating the terms 
of the ASCAP consent decree. 
Visit Washington 

Thurman Arnold, assistant U. S. 
attorney , in charge of the anti-trust 
division, did .not agree with the So-- 
ciety's viewpoint on" this question 
and he told it so in a letter dated 
May 16. The department, wrote 
Arnold, deemed the threatened dis- 
ciplinary action as violative of the 
Intent and terms of the decree. 
Paine and Herman Finkelstein, of 
ASCAP counsel, visited the depart- 
ment's office in Washington early 
last week and it was agreed that 
ASCAP 'would submit a memoran- 
dum outlining what action it pro- 
posed to tal^e against the writer 
members involved in the gratuitous 
licensing, how such action would 
come within the intent and terms of 
the consent decree and why from 
'the viewpoint of equity and law 
ASCAP is entitled to this protec- 
tion. 

Attorneys in the music trade have 
during the past week expressed 
themselves as wondeiring who might 
have got to Arnold and prevailed 
upon him to set up as conclusive a 
letter as he did. The letter brought 
up points that had never'before been 
raUed by ASCAP or BMI in either 
act or discussion. 

Besides Greene and Revel 
ASCAP's complaint committee had 
called on such members as Buddy 



Kaye, Milton Berle and Xavier 
Cugbt to explain their practice of 
licensing their songs without a con- 
sideration. Under the consent de- 
cree it is required that all fees de- 
riving from ' direct, licensing by 
writer or publisher members be 
turned over to ASCAP for inclu- 
sion in the general royalty distribu- 
tion. 

SHEET MUSIC 
SALES DOWN 



For the fifth consecutive week the 
popular sheet music business, accord- 
ing to jobber reports, is consider- 
ably below normal. The only rea- 
son that jobbers can cite for this 
sustained condition is that the pub- 
lishing Industry has failed within 
that period to produce a smash No. 1 
seller. 

It is an axiom of the music busi- 
ness that a sensational No. 1 tune 
helps sales down the line. The sock 
song stimulates c^Ils at the music 
counters and as a rule the purchaser 
of that outstanding hit selects two 
or more other numbers before leav- 
ing the store. 

OXONNOR TO CHICAGO 
FOR UNION MEETING 



John J. O'Connor, president of the 
contactmen's union, will address the 
Chicago branch of the organization 
Friday (5). He will return to New 
York the following day. O'Connor's 
talk will be mostly a clarification, of 
the aims of the union. He will also 
advise the Chicago men of his efforts 
to have the publishers extend unem- 
ployment Insurance to their branch 
offices, even though the Insurance 
law requires a minimum of four em- 
ployees for eligibility. 

O'Connor disclosed yesterday 
(Tuesday) that the New York union 
will lift a leaf from the book of the 
Chicago organization by having ex- 
perts address them at general meet- 
ings on subjects which are of partic- 
ular interest to contactmen> First 
it will be a certified public account- 
ant, who will show how they can 
best handle their returns In the mat- 
ter of expenses to satisfy the U. S.

It 
further claimed that 'when Donahue 
did return he was difficult to sell in 
a spot important enough to have a 
broadcast wire, because owners were 
aware of the fact his band had been 
dispersed during the leader's illness 
and rebuilt when he recovered. 
None would take a chance with an 
untried outfit. Hence he couldn't be 
sold.

owner of the performing rights, the 
ASCAP answer merely states the 
facts of the case, avoids any. claims • 
or assertions of ownership or con- 
clusions of law and leaves It to the 
court to decide the law from the 
facts as stated. 

By taking this stand ASCAP has 
averted what might have proved a 
highly delicate situation within its 
own membership.. Ligal spokesmen 
for its writer contingent had urged 
that the society's answer contain 
^assertions and claims which would 
show that the performing rights had 
been Invested In ASCAP through 
the writers or Jointly from the writ- 
ers and publishers. Publishers' 
counsel stroni^ly opposed such an 
approach on the ground that out of 
this argument might come a de- 
cision which would bind the hands 
of the publishers in future contests 
over performing rights. They argued 
that the answer must not under any 
circumstances contain, any assertions 
or conclusions which would later on 
be used against them should It be 
necessary to adjudicate the question 
of whether the" publisher or the 
writer owns these performing rights. 

It was also the position of the 
publishers' lawyers that the three 
contracts annexed to Marks' com- 
plaint were not typical of the in- 
dustry's old contracts or the con- 
tracts which were in effect prior to 
the standard agreement set up with 
the Songwriters Protective Associa- 
tion. If the suit were thrashed out 
on the basis of these three contracts, 
ASCAP would avoid a possible quag, 
mire, namely, the bro^d question as 
to ownershio of the performing 
rights generally. 

Strategy 

Matter of strategy on the Marks 
suit received ifs final airing before 
the ASCAP board at a special meet- 
ing Monday morning (1). A bitter 
debate had been anticipated but the 
board ,as a whole was easily swung 
over to the viewpoints as outlined 
by ASCAP's general counsel, Charles 
Schwartz and Louis Frohlich. A sit- 
uation which might have resulted in 
a serious division within ASCAP, 
had been neatly and expeditiously 
sidestepped. 

Pinky Herman's Claim 

The ASCAP board met to muU 
over the same question last Thurs- 
day afternoon (28) but It got Itself 
so deeply Involved with the writers 
elections committee over a com- 
plaint by Pinky Herman, a writer 
member, that no time was left to 
tackle the subject for which It. had 
been convened. Herman had charged 
that his plan for changing writer 
classification had been so badly 
botched that when it went out to 
members for a vote they were 
greeted with something that had no 
relation whatever to his proposal. 
Herman subsequently demanded that 
that the elections committee re- 
submit his plan to the writer mem- 
bership and tKla committee decided 
that before It could act In that di- 
rection it would have to receive (he 
approval of the ASCAP directorate. 

Previously Slgmund Romberg, 
president of the Songwriters Pro- 
tective Association, had addressed 
the ASCAP board. Romberg stated 
that the society's counsel had con- 
sulted with publisher lawyers on the 
stand that ought to be taken in 
ASCAP's answer to the Marks com- 
plaint and he thought that a simi- 
lar audience should be granted John 
Schulman, SPA counsel. The board 
readily consented to the suggestion.

Rocco Vocco, as co-chairman of the USO commltte* for the miulc busi- 
ness, has been experiencing some difficulty In getting publishers to serve 
with him. Of thtt 20 publishers approached by him only tiiree gave him 
a favorable response. The reasons advanced have been many, but from 
within the industry there comes the explanation that much Irritation has 
resulted from the method used by the head office oic the USO to deter- 
mine how much each publisher should be expected to contribute. The 
scale of the assessment is one-flfth of one percent of the business done in 
1941. The. publishers pohit out that with the exception of the final two 
months of that year their businesses were at a practical standstill due to 
the ASCAP-radio flght. 




Latest plaint of the professional- managers is that the curbing of phono- 
graph record releases has made it tougher than ever for them to get a 
new song started. Whereas they were able formerly to get a new number 
arranged and recorded by as many as 10 -bands, they now are limited to 
four recordings. Aside from the macliine plugs, the professional men 
could count -on frequent performances by the- 10 bands since arrange- 
ments of the nymber were already in the orchestras' books. With a maxi- 
mum of four recordings to a sonff the contacteers' >vorlc is proportionately 
increasr-' Me must induce six additlotial bands to make up arrangements 
of h!? • 4 tune. 



'Brother Bill' became a recording revival, this time through Charlie 
Spivak on the Columbia label, cs the result of a Columbia distributor's 
hobby of figging up old recoids for his home library. ITiis dlstrib, Al 
Wexler, of Philadelphia, came in possession of a disc that Louis Armstrong 
made for Decca years ago which had 'The Savoy Blues' on one side and 
'Brother Bill' on the other. Wexler inquired of Joe Glaser, Armstrong's 
manager, i^bout the availability of the 'Bill' manuscript, and Glaser learned 
that it had never been published-. Glaser turned over the nilmber to 
Cherio Music and the publishing Arm granted Columbia a recording 
license. 



Warner Bros,' 'Yankee < Doodle Dandy* lias touched off a bonanza 
for Jerry Vogel, who now publishes the George M. Cohan songs. The 
'Dandy' film biog of Cohan's career reprises. 'You're a Grand Old Flag,'

a Grand Old Name,' 'So Long Mary,* '45 Minutes From Broadway' and 
'I Was Bom ' in Virginia. Feist alone has the other Cohan tune, 'Over

Also unusual Is that WB music men will assist promotlonally on ' the 
Cohan songs despite the fact the tunes are published elsewhere.

Dreyfus the:network's Thesaurus library is privileged to make wholesale 
use of the various Dreyfus catalog for a flat fee. Dreyfus owns Chappell 
& Co., the Crawford Music Corp. and the T. B. Harms Co. 

The Warner deal permits the NBC recorded library to inscribe as many 
as 350 numbers a year over a period of three years for ah overall sum of 
$10,000. " • 



The Charter Members of ASCAP, Inc., a sub-imlt of the American 
Society of Composers, Authors and Publishers, but not officially affiliated 
with ASCAP, is now mulling several additional ventures. One is a gala 
songwriters' show and the other is a possible fllmusical. 

This isn't meeting with the approval of some of the more successful 
-ASCAP vets who joined the Charter Members society as a. firatemal 
gesture. 



' ASCAP management reports that it has received over 450 letters from 
stations commending It for making a continuity service plan available to 
its broadcaster licensees.

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running here and there, trying to 
run this end of the war, joints, for 
the mo^ part, run to bars with the 
accompanying come-on gals, bar and 
dance spot combos with more gals 
(paid by the house or drinking on 
a commish basis) and fairly good 
orchestras, for the most part made 
up of different nationalities, but 
blowing out pretty good rhythm — 
that is, for. ]^bon. 

So-Called Muslo Balls. 

Besides these, there aVe some so- 
called music halls but they don't pull 
so well, I am told, as the usual run 
of cinemas and theatres. Last, but 
not least, are the bull fights, but the 
Spaniards say that Portuguese are 
sissies because they don't kill the 
bull. Bull sticking, as it were, is 
still as popular as ever and usually 
jams the local stadium on Sundays 
where the fans are more fun to 
watch than a guy scoring his three- 
point sticks from atop an agile horse 
trained for, the job. 

But what .takes the eye in it all 
is the great copglomeratlon of na- 
tionalities haunting the amusement 
spots, each trying to spend more 
than the other. Lisbon is now the 
crossroads for going everyplace on 
the globe, where every color, race 
and creed is rubbing shoulders, eat- 
ing In the same- restaurants and 
drinking in the same bars and niter- 
ies, whether they be friend, ally, or 
enemy. It's a grand mixture of 
everything on earth where every 
particle of that mixture has money 
to spend, and is spending it 
Prices Not Too High 

With all of that though, prices are 
not too high and there is plenty of 
everything from the best food that 
can be had on the continent, at the 
moment, to plenty "bf Scotch and 
French champagnes and cognacs 
have all been shipped the other way,, 
with very little of it leaking over 
the Pyrenees. French champagne 
comes at - about 15 cents a bottle, 
whiskey comes from SOc to one buck 
a crack, depending on where yon- 
buy it, and you can get the best 
meal in town for $4 with cocktails, a 
good Portuguese wine and liqueurs 
included. It's heaven for anyone just 
coming out of occupied France, Ger- 
many or Italy, regardless of the 
price. 

But with any eye cocked at the 
show biz, the .war is still telling in 
Lisbon the same as anywhere in 
Europe today. Wbat's offered is local 
or what has remained there or in ad- 
joining coimtries for years. In Lis- 
bon one of these is a Canadian 
pianist named Jimmy Campbell who 
worked in Spain before landlng'in 
Lisbon. He is dispensing at Nina 
Bar and Hoofery where tea dancing 
begins at five and ends at eight, re- 
starts around 10 and goes on all 
night if you're Inside when the doorg 
are closed and know the patron. 

Lack of talent it. a continual 
headache for any European producer 
these days and they are beefing 
plenty about it, despite the money 
spending mania which catches up 
with everyone in wartime. It's the 
same old gag heard everywhere — 
look how much more we could make 
it^e had the stuff.' But they are 
still making plenty because every- 
one is spending money as they are 
either making more than they know 
what to do with, or think they might 
as. well spend what they have, as It 
might be worthless when the big 
show is over.

Matt Shelvey, 
national representative of AGVA, 
now stationed in Frisco, was In- 
structed to notify all AGVA mem- 
bers in Lewis' unit that they could 
not continue to play with Lewis fbl- 
lowhig the Golden Gate , engagement 
unleis he had' meanwhile settled the 
Blair Sisters' claim. 

The notification was likewise sent 
to Warner Bros., which has Lewis 
booked at the Stanley, Pittsburgh, 
opening July 17, and the William 
Morris office, which agents Lewis 
end holds an AGVA franchise; 
Geo. Hanld 'Unfair* 

George A. Hamid, who books and 
operates fairs and the Million Dol- 
lar Pier at Atlantic City, continues 
on the 'unfair list' of the American 
Guild of Variety Artists. Perform- 
ers union thus informed Hamid and 
Arthur Fischer, his booker for the 
A. C. spot, last week.' Also notified 
was the Artists Representatives 
Assn., whose membership holds a 
blanket franchise from AGVA. 

According to AGVA, no member 
can work for anybody declared by 
the imion to be 'unfair.'. Walter N. 
Greaza, new administrative chair- 
man of AGVA, and Jonas ,T. Silver- 
stone, national counsel, say this wHl 
be strictly enforced.

Detroit, June 2, 
Climaxing a year and a half of 
bickering which finally resulted in 
both the suspension of the local 
board and Les (Solden, executive 
secretary of the Detroit local of 
AGVA, arrival here last week of 
Jonas T. Silverstone, national repre- 
sent^ve, saw both (jolden's resigna- 
tion and the reinstatement of . the 
board. 

The local scrap had been a long 
drawn-out affair, with the board 
claiming that Golden was attempting 
to usurp its powers by setting the 
policy of the Detroit AGVA, which 
was beyond his authority, while It 
was contended on his behalf that his 
policies were progressive and that 
the. local situation required his kind 
of tactics. 

Constant rowing resulted first In 
a week's suspension, then an addl 
tlonal 10 days, with Silverstone ar- 
riving last Monday to straighten out 
the long-standing ,feud. He lifted 
the siupensions and Golden was 
asked if he intended to tender his 
resignation as he earlier had of 
fered. He was said to have tendered 
It "reluctantly,' with the board ac- 
cepting, naturally. 

A chairman was named to handle 
the board with the present leader 
ship vested In Carl Denny, Jack 
Drayton, Dick Barkley and Chuck 
Stanley, with a successor to Golden 
expected to be named within three 
or four weeks. Silverstone eX' 
pressed himself as satisfied with the 
Detroit Local 11 and said that he Tas- 
lieves It now will' 'prosper greatly.' 

Even before Golden's clashes with 
the present board there was earlier 
trouble. Last year difficulties started 
over his proposal for 'mixed' shows, 
asking one colored act on each local 
bUL The board was opposed, want- 
ing separate bills kept in Detroit and 
charging that his proposal would 
'write some ' people out of show 
business' and was just designed to 
create additional revenues. It also 
was charged that he was lowering 
the professional standings by signing 
up 'anybody out of a dancing school.' 
That row resulted in one board 
member's resignation with the feud 
ing carried over into the present ad- 
ministration. 

While in Detroit, Silverstone also 
urged the need for franchising and 
attended current negotiations be- 
tween AGVA and the Metropolitan 
Cabaret Owners Association.

sObstantlal amoimts of back per 
capita taxes which both branches 
had been holding up pending clarl-. 
flection, of the national picture. Both 
locals also sent letters commending 
the chpice of Greaza. 

A new Bys:em entailing the ex- 
change of weekly letter-reports be- 
tween Greaza and the local offices 
of AGVA, to better appirisc every- 
body of local and national problems 
and progress, is also being instituted 
by Greaza.

•THE TOP-NOTCHERS' 

Clifford C. Fischer & Shuberts pre- 
sent 'The Top-Notchers', headlining 
Grade Fields and Arpentinita, latter 
with Pilar Lopez, Frederico Rey, 
Carlos Montoya, Pablo Mtquel and 
Benigno Medina. Supporting acts: 
The Hartmans, Walter O'Keefe, Al 
Trahan, Zero Mostel, Think-a-Drink 
Hoffman, A. Robins, Gautier's Brick- 
layers, Six Willus, Jacic Stanton, Eve- 
lyn Brooks, Al White Beauties (16), 
Phil Rojnono conducting pit orcfi; 
$2.20 top; $2.75 Saturdays. 



'The Top-Notchers' is the successor 
to "Keep TEm Laughing', with a bet- 
ter lineup of acts than the Victojr 
Moore-William Gaxton headliner, 
but way overboard opening night 
(Friday). Stifling heat and the the- 
atre's lack oi a cooling system 
further' marred the premiere, the 
Turltish bath combo accentuating the 
two-hour first-half and the 11:45 p.m. 
final show break. 

Two all-important problems thus 
present themselves to Clifford C. 
Fischer and the Messrs. Shuberts: 
(1) The immediate necessity of mov- 
ing to a theatre equipped for com- 
fort during the summer; (2) a prun- 
ing of at least 45 minutes in the 
running time, chiefly in the first- 
half. 

This show rates the flxmg, how- 
ever, for it's the first truly variety 
show in the two-a-day revival. Be- 
sides being a good admixture of tal- 
ent, it's international. Without that 
slow-moving line of girls (a time- 
waster and nothing, else), plus con- 
siderable doctoring of Waltec 
O'Keefe's embarrassmg political hu- 
mor and a five or six-mmute cut in 
Argentinita's 22-minute Spanish 
hoofing turn, this layout would play 
like one of the better Palace bills. 
Another chance for the better would 
- be the spotting of Gracie Fields 
next-to-closing the flrst-half, pre- 
ceding rather than foUowine the 
comedy dancing turn of Paul and 
Grace Hartman. 

Miss Fields, ina]dng her first 
vaudeville appearance in the U. S. 
since a two-week Palace date more 
than 10 years ago, found a lot of 
friends in the audience opening 
night, but. by the time the Lanca- 
shire lass made her. entrance at 10:10 
they were hot and restless. To her- 
great credit; the blonde star quickly 
got a hold on the audience \9ith The 
Sweetest So'ng in the World' sung 
straight; and she can still lilt a tune 
with the best of them. She then shed 
the ermine wrap with her standard 
. gag about 'the class' angle and went 
to work on the comedic "Turn Her- 
bert's Face to the WaU'. Her third 
number, 'Scotch Boy's Birthday*, is 
not a good choice for an American 
audience, however, whereas 'Sally', 
or 'Walter' in this slot would wham. 
Her subsequent specials though are 
all £ood, 'With her classic 'Biggest As- 
pidastra in the World' and tier im- 
pression of - a loose-teeth concert 
matron being especially solid. Her 
closing tune Is "The YaiUcs Are Com' 
Ing Again' and she finally, had. to 
beg oil, though it was obvious most 
of the audience was anxious to make 
a break for some fresh air. Only 
a great talent could have held them 
as she did until the 10:35 intermiS' 
slon. 

Also new to vaudeville, though not 
to the concert stages, is Areentlnita 
and her troupe, including sister Pilar 
Lopez (doubling^ from Havana- 
Madrid nitery). They also found a 
friendly reception, but overstayed 
their welcome. Fifteen minutes of 
Spanish dancing- and clicking caste- 
nets, no matter how expert; would 
be sufficient. Especially when start- 
ing at nearly 11:10 p.m. 

However; Argentinita, whose terpsi 
chore is politely artistic; her sister, 
in the same metier, and Frederico 
Rey, wasp-waisted, tight-trousered 
hoofing vis-a-vis, give out with 22 
minutes of the Spanish hoofology 
and it becomes slightly boring. There 
are a couple of musical breaks, one 
by topnotch guitarist Carlos Mon- 
toya, but he also is on the classical 
side. Another guitarist, either Pablo 
Miquel or Benigno Medina, accomps 
the sisters in their duet of an Inca 
Indian ritual dance. One of her three 
musicians is in the pit. 

First-half holds all the top ap- 
plause socks. First, smash Is '..regis- 
tered by the Six Willys, Evenly 
divided sextet of jugglers who have 
been around in the picture houses. 
Their great, array of, tricks with the 
Indian clubs was evidently entirely 
new to the $2.20 audience, and the 
reception was tremendous. They 
open the show following a ragged 
routine by the line of girls, augment- 
ed by the inaudible singing and fair 
hoofing of Jack Stanton. 

It is following the Willys that 
O'Keefe makes his first entrance. His 

Eolitical humor, aimed at Mayor 
aGuardia and Mrs. FJ}.R., pro- 
ceeded to give the openlng-nlght 
audience the willies. ' In a- later spot, 
as if to compound the initial mis- 
take, O'Keefe sings a calypso- 
styled special also leaving LaGuardia 
as the subject 

- Fortunately, the holdover Brick- 
layers, Gautier's crackei^ack canine 
turn, help ^eatly to di^el the so- 
so-effect of O'Keefe's humor. O'Keefe 
lets down the pace a^aln, though, by 
Immediately. ' following witti the- 
calypso tune, but again e fine variety 
turn picks it tip when A. Iloblns. 
the njan of a thousand props and 
grotesque comedy makeup, eoes into 
nis standard vaude act. His Is an 
ever-pleasing novelty, but also seem- 



ingly new to a good part of the 
house. 

It begins to look like a contest 
between the acts and O'Keefe on 
whether the show would be built 
up to stick, or whether the m.c. 
would finally succeed in sloughing 
the pace for keeps. Following the 
h.o. Zero Mostel, who continues to 
smash with his infectiously original 
Durante, U.S. Senator and jitterbug 
takeoffs, O'Keefe stages a comedy 
impression of a radio quiz, utilizing 
Mostel, a chorine and George Hag- 
,;erty as stooges. It just misses be- 
ne a five-minute stage wait. 

The Hartmans, als6 doing the 
same act they deliviered in 'Laugh- 
ing', score high next-to-closing the 
second half, with Miss Fields follow- 
ing and making the big applause 
sound continuous. IngoTf Dahl is 
her piano accomp. 

Show's second-naif opening again 
utilizes the line of girls, in the same 
costumes and in .front of the same 
>oor set that was used in 'Laughing*. 
Svelyn Brooks sings the tune for 
this production number and Jack 
Stanton is reprised for a Paul 
Draper-type tap routine, even to the 
affectation of a Draper-type cos- 
tume. 

Al Trahan is given the subsequent 
slot and he got across opening night 
despite the obvious newness of nis 
femme partner. Marguerite Adams. 
She's a brunet, smaller than Tra- 
han's usual buxom blonde partners, 
and in some portions of the act she 
appeared to be watching for cues. 
However, the comic's roughhousing 
at the piano covered her pretty well 
and the laughs came loud and in a 
fairly steady flow. 

Then another session by O'Keefe, 
and, incidentally, his best of the 
night. Here, for the first time, his 
gags were big-time, clever and fun- 
ny. Argentinita's long act followed, 
with Think-a-Drink' Hoffman's nov- 
elty, with its ever-present obvious 
commercial for a whiskey firm, 
finally taking the rostrum at 11:30 
p.m. A good part of the house was 
walking by that time, or else getting 
out of their steaming seats to stand 
in the back. Hoffman rushed his 
drink-mixing, but the effect of the 
tricks was pretty well shot. 

Finale brought the entire com- 
pany, on stage, with Miss Fields also 
returning to lead the audience 
through another- chorus of The 
'Yanks Are Coming Again'. She 
ignored the. pleas of some British 
seamen, sitting in an upper box, to 
sing 'Sally' and 'Walter\ 

Phil Romano played the show 
nicely from the pit, though there 
were a couple of lapses In the Tra- 
han act, probably due to insufflcient 
rehearsal. Scho.

Pleasant enough. 

Bob Easton opens his turn with 
some patter lifted from Joe Miller's 
first edition. Act picks up with the 
entrance of 'it Co.,' two talented, 
personable midgets, male and female, 
who play the xylophone, drums and 
do some vocalizing that sets the 
audience giggling. Surefire for bet- 
ter-class family houses. 

Sgt. Green introduces novel angle 
into his. ventriloquist routine by 
stepping down into the audience and 
continuing his two-way conversation 
via his ear-wiggling, eye-rolling 
wooden partner, Pvt. Dooley, who 
remains on stage. Majority of ma 
terial is pointed for the large num 
ber of uniforms in the audience. 

Jean, Jack and Judy, two girls and 
a boy, finish out the biU with some 
youthful jitterbugging-tumbllng that 
earned plenty applause. 

Harry Reser's house orchestra, 
which features Earl Reinert, vocal- 
ist, and Norm Scherr, pianist, is up 
to its usually high standard.

For the average customer, with a 
yen for stage entertainment there 
isn't much choice this week. He 
either likes Benny Goodman, or else. 
The two other acts seem to have been 
chosen with the view of making 
them complementary to the frenzied 
mood that Goodman creates, all of 
which, of course, is totaUy accept- 
able to his hepcats. 

Practically everything on this show 
is fortissimo and action; and, as 
usual when Goodman is the attrac- 
tion on the stage, the more seaately 
inclined adults in the audience are 
treated to a double performance, the 
other being provided by the jUvenile 
payees down front. The youngsters 
are carrying on with their customary 
Paramount tradition. 

In any event, Goodman and his 
doughty 14 instrumentalists stir the 
jivesters with plenty abandon. With 
them he's still the No. 1 Pled Piper. 
Even claques, it would seem, couldn t 
be worked up into that state of 
wackiness. The ferment of bobbing 
young bodies Starts with the opening 
numbers and reaches its highest 
pitch of emdtional plxilation durmg 
the long stretch of raucous barrel- 
house Tagged 'One O'clock Jump.' 
Goodmans dance treatments have 
become set in a firm, stylistic mold. 
They are as precise as finely attuned 
mechanism; but they still have that 
indefinable undercurrent which not 
only maintains Goodman in a class 
by himself but spells TNT to the 
bloodpressure and the tootsies. 

Practically everything in Gofid- 
man's present repertoire is quite fa- 
miliar to his fans. He has his best 
foot forward at all times. That even 
goes for his two vocal aides, the 
pretty-pretfar Peggy Lee and the 
matinee-ldolish Dick Haymes, Miss 
Lee gets in her most telling effects 
with 'All 1 Need Is You' and 'Some- 
body Else Is Taking My Place,' while 
Haymes is at his crooning best with 
'Tangerine' and 'Embraceable You. 
Both singers raised howls of ap- 
proval. Of Goodman's instrumental 
contingent Mel Powell draws a good- 
ly amount of shoulder-Jigging and 
listening pleasure via a rash of 
boogie-woogie that's featured at the 
fore part of the performance. 

The dancing section of the bill, 
which consists of Tip, Tap and Toe 
and Harris and Shore, is not only of 
a finished cut when it comei to tal- 
ent but is well diversified. Thebuck- 
and-wing assorbnent which the trio 
dishes out registers pleasurably on 
the eye and ear. Each is a specialist 
in some variation of the taps. As 
the act proceeds, the pace mounts, 
and the team offers a fadeout routine 
thafs a whiz. Harris and Shore, a 
slick pair of satirists of the ballroom 
adagio, chum up the laughs from the 
teeoff. Theirs is a high grade of 
buffoonery plus real, dancing talent. 
The girl Is a natural comedienne, and 
the ^ace and rhythm she and her 
partner compound as they reel off 
one kidding bit after another affords 
a delightful interlude from every 



battel and (timtt. Bough and ready, 
their comedy is hllarloiu. 

Unit still Include* Moke and Poke, 
standard vaude turn by now, with 
their eccentric stepping and mimicry, 
and Jfanmle Daniels, who U plenfy 
forte with three songs, accompanied 
by Garland Johnson and -Edward 
Steele at the Stelriways. Daniels 
looms as a bet in niterles and vaude, 
Wini and Bobby Johnson, neat boy- 
girl song-and-dance Combo, also are 
continuing as fixtures.

Miss Chaney is the dancer 
friend of Mrs. F.DJt. who was the 
target of a recent Congressional In- 
vestigation, because, of her selection 
to a $4,600-per year exec job with the 
Office of Civilian Defense.

They 
make an exceptionally fine mark 
with a bag of audience-getting tricks, 
studded with comedy and prop gags, 
and the audience went for them 
wholeheartedly. In fact they wound 
up with a response equaled only 
by that given Miss Shutta. 

Latter starts but with an original 
melody calling attention to her mod- 
ern appearance. It's best forgotten. 
She then goes on to build each suc- 
cessive number to a warm bowoff. 
using 'Let's be Buddies,' 'Ev'ry Time,'

As a team the pair 
works neatly enough, however. One 
bit that shows promise, a cute serv- 
ing of fluff that follows the teeoff 
tango, is the most interesting of all, 
but It's cut too short.

Past fortnight these Friday flwt 
shows have been madhouses, witu 
the zoots and the jlvesters scream- 
InK. yelling, whlstUng, rocking the 
b^cony and otherwise working 
themselves Into a fr^zy. No such 
thing today despite a pretty ^ood 
house, with one of two conclusions 
apparent The typical swing crowd 
missing either because they 
haven't forgotten that Shaw, once 
called them a pack gf morons (ttis 
Is his flrsi visit here since that his- 
toric stateVhent), or they knew it 
wasn't a typical Shaw band, but 
merely an outat he had picked up for 
a brief foray into the film houses be 
fore going into the Service. 

Whatever the reason, they weren t 
around, and the cops the manage- 
ment had placed at strategic spots 
around the house cooda stood in bed. 
Orch (Le Castle's) Shaw is fronting 
doesn't measure up to his standard, 
but In a way that's a break for 
Shaw's own personal following .since 
It places the burden almost exclu- 
sively on. hliii. And he's working 
harder and oftener than heretofore. 
Takes a solo part in practically every 
number and his lip-work has. seldom 
been more exciting. Warms them up 
with Jerome Kern's "Yesterdays,' fol- 
lowing "Back Bay Shuffle,' in which 
the iMnd almost drowns him out; 
shoots an okay novelty, 'One Foot in 
the Groove,' at them next, wallops 
home the inevitahle "Begin the 
Beguine' after that and winds up the 
show with an unidentified clarinet 
exercise in which he really goes to 
town and clinches .everything that s 
ever been sa'ld about his licorice- 
sticking. 

Band, made up of four saxes, three 
trombones, three trumpets, bass, 
drums, guitar and piano, Is pretty 
brassy and has no particular style, 
even Shaw's solo work failing to give 
it any semblance of one. Sum total 
is an instrumental wizard- back- 
grounded by a blare. Castle himself 
gets an Inning at the trumpet on 
"China Boy' and blows hiijnseK home 
an easy winner. -For the vocal 
chores, Shaw's carrying an attrac 
tive little lady named Fredda Gib 
son, who has done radio work chi'efly 
In the past, and she's a rfelief after 
the recent local run of band vocal- 
ists. Not only does she have a voite 
but she uses it in numbers, like 
•Stormy Weather' and 'It - Ain't 
Necessarily So,' which the usual 
femme singers" with an orch avoid 
like a plague. And for very good 
reasons, too. Gal's only nod to the 
norm is 'Somebody Else Is Taking 
. My Place,' and even in that she's 
stvlized way ahead of the average 
Two outside- acts are both clicko, 
Miriam LaVelle has an acrobatic 
control dance that's far and above 
this type of thing, just as easy on 
her feet as she is on the eyes. At- 
tractively costumed, she's- on early 
and remembered late. Gaudsmlth 
Brothers, clown acrobats, and their 
grotesque-looking pooches also mop 
up with their pyramiding and turn- 
bling in which the dogs are prac 
tic^y human partners. Although 
standard, Gaudsmlths haven't been 
around here in years and their crack 
turn is virtually new locally.

Seek More Fast Musicals, Bands At 
Camp Croft; Other USO^I Reviews 



Somehow or other, isince Chico 
Marx's devastating demonsbration of 
how to lead a band and peel a 
banana slmulteneously, Gene 
Krupa's- pioneer conception of a 
leaderless stage band does not seem 
nearly so daring. 

Krupa varies his style smartly so 
as to deliver squarely on the drum- 
heads for the jitteroos, while at the 
same time offering plenty of melodic 
manna to catch the conservative 
trade. 

Current show is a neat but hardly 
gaudy bit of entertainment Instru- 
mentally, it offers a genuine ride-out 
and an inoffensive boogie bender for 
the ubiquitous jive addicts. Krupa's 
stick work is whacko and a top-rung 
performance \from every point of 
view; there is no one on the rostrums 
who can begin to approach him in 
his metier and he carries it off^ith- 
out too much emphasis upon the 
novel or the bizarre. 

Johnny Desmond, with band, sings 
Tangerine,' 'Johnny Doughboy' and 
a tuneful reprise of 'Miss You,' with 
Anite O'Day picking up the femme 
vocal assignment with tumultuously 
received beat-out versions of 'My 
Man' and "Boogie Ride.' The en- 
semble's fine handling of Nacio Herb 
Brown's "American Bolero,' led by 
Krupa's foot-tuned kettles, would be 
a striking and extraordinary con- 
tribution in any company. 

On the added talent side, this show 
crop is decidedly of the early-June 
variety — pleasing, not calculated to 
contribute too much strain on the 
budget but undoubtedly due to pay 
off bountifully at the coin windows. 
Maysy and Brach, after a series 
of embarrassing opening mishaps, 
turned out "to be a colorful team of 
expert unicycllsts. Virginia Austin, 
a stand-in for Katie Hepburn on ap- 
pearance, with her marionets, seems 
tame in these surroundings and 
would probably be more at home in 
a smaller auditorium. A writer or 
two on her material wouldn't do any 
harm, either. Wally Brown, monolo- 
gist walks off with the peak palm 
rewards of the performance. His 
funny double-talk, though it could 
stand pruning on the polite side, is a 
natural for this crowd. His patriotic 
finale, as usual in- these cases, is in 
questionable teste. Graham Youngs 
trumpeted 'Sleepy Lagoon,' backed 
by the choiring of the brass section, 
is nifty ih the next-to-dosing slot 
and the weird rhythms of 'Drum- 
boogie' in the . Krupa version earned 
a riotous reception for the finale.

through the wringer of wartime cen 
sorship. What remains is good, how 
ever, because it provides a glimpsi 
of the Russian soldier and flghtmg 
marine. And the accompanying com 
mentary is excellent 

More than a year ago a Nazi gen- 
eral said that the Black Sea port 
would be token in 24 hours. Com- 
ment that drew laughs was that the 
Nazi general referred to 'died of 
apoplexy' and several other Nazi 
generals have since died similarly, 
with the post still holding out. Shots 
of Red Army advancing look as if 
steged especially for the propaganda 
mills since no enemy is pictured In 
line of fire. In other shots the Nazi 
dead are sho\wn lying around. Despite 
shortcomings the title and calibre of 
this Artkino subject make it a "must." 

Flareup in Mexico following Nazi 
submarine attacks Is pointed up in 
two clips, M-G and Par, showing 
street demonstrations and crowds at 
fever-pitch in Mexico City. One of 
the most exciting bits is a shot of an 
R.A.F. plane bringing down a Nazi 
bomber (Pathe). Dogfight was photo- 
graphed in slow motion from pit of 
the R-AJF. fighter, crumpling of 
enemy plane's wing and bailing out 
of the Nazi pilot being shown in de- 
tail. It's a smart piece of work. 

Only 10 of the 36 clips don't touch 
on war topics. In latter category 
there's a roundup of ship launchings 
on Maritime Day (Par), women sign- 
ing up for the newly created femme 
U. S. auxiliary forces (M-G), the 
story of the showdown on rubber 
(Par) and the British air aircraft 
carrier Illustrious, which the Nans 
claimed to have sunk several times, 
in action at sea (M-G). Mori.

Check-up, made Dy member of 
camp's public relations staff and 
'Variety' representative, found much 
enthusiasm, following two-night run 
of The Crazy Show' in Croft's No. 1 
theatre. Few complaints were regis- 
tered, and most of these dealt with 
lack of topflight talent, but several 
suggestions were offered. The lat- 
ter include: 

1. — More fast musical shows with 
'hot' swing bands. 

2. — Less repetition, especially in 
specialty numbers. In offering this 
suggestion, however, soldiers empha- 
sized that if the boys are to remain 
happy, USO-Camp .Shows should 
round up and route on their circuit 
the best possible . sOng-and'dance, 
musical, comic and specialty talent 

3. — Vaudeville may be on its way. 
out in some spots but the soldiers 
like it, and that goes for lads from 
the bright lights as well as those 
from the rural areas. 

4. — Less of what some of the fel- 
lows bluntly described as (the way 
they see it) routing discrimination. 
Opinion was expressed by a num- 
ber that' shows are graded into 'A' 
and-' 'B' productions, with smaller 
camps, like Croft with 20,000 men, 
drawing too much . 'B' and not 
enough 'A' product Whether USO- 
Camp Shows has any such classifi- 
cation the fellows talking didn't 
claim to know (there are such clas- 
sifications—Editor); they did sound 
a blue note re: their contention that 
some camps, forts and sea bases are 
drawing the cream of Hollywood and 
New York talent, both screen, stage 
and radio, and that other guys are 
getting 'B' product. They qualified 
this, however, by emphasizing- that 
most of the so-called 'B' product is 
Okay or better, and that some of it 
is- 'swell'; they'd like a little Al Jol- 
son, Kate Smith, Mickey Rooney, 
et al, though.

When 
last in New York he had a hunk of a bar and grill next to the Lambs Club, 
place now being Pat Finn's. Originally 'Ladies' did not have a member of 
the agents and managers union back with it. Union fixed up that little 
matter and through Pete Ermatinger, Its los Angeles representative, so 
Lissner got the job.

Legit managers have not yet obtained rulings from Washington on pri- 
orities needed for next scason''s productions, but some theatre maintenance 
stipulations have been set forth to date. A limit of $5,000 has been placed 
on theatre reconstruction or improvements and, of course, no new theatre 
building is permitted. Limit on expenditures precludes the installation 
of any more theatre cooling plants for the war's duration. Most Broadway 
houses Installed cooling systems in the past three years.

Those in the Icnow believe the actors charity does not often 
get enough credit for Its benefactions. 

The list of former names In show business who are getting weekly 
allowances from the Fund is not short of amazing. Most of those 
being aided are aged or HI, and all are broke. These payments have 
been going o^for years and the totals In separate Instances are up- 
ward of $3,00(r>o-d8t^ -one case showing the Fund has given a one- 
time star nearly $8,0(w. 

Surprising is the fact that while managers and players In legit help 
the Fund by appearing In benefit, performances, which Equity makes 
mandatory in their contracts, not enough are members of the Fund, 
which calls for dues of $2. annually. Fund's membership is less than 
2,000. Recently the annual report of the Fund showed an excellent 
financial' condition, despite Its many .disbursements and the support of 
its home for aged professionals at Englewood, N. J.

ard Watts (Herald Tribune), .793; 
Wilella Waldorf (Post), .688; Burns 
Mantle (News), .646. 

'Variety's combined reviewers, as 
per t^eir habit of recent seasons, 
wound up behind the dailies' leader 
with an .879 rating. The staff caught 
66 sliiows, calling 58 'rights,' but no 
amount of phenagling by this rag's 
mathematicians could reduce those 
eight 'wrongs.' 

Kronenberger led the pack right 
from the start, and was leading at 
the halfway mark with '902. He im- 
proved that by' the season's finale, 
coming fairljr close to Watts' record- 
winning average of .950, which the 
Herald .Trib's crystal-baller chalked 
up to win last year's sweepstakes on 
the legit hits and flops. This year 
Watts tumbled to seventh place with 
.793, but all the other critics' ratings 
were also lower than the previous 
season's. 

Another obvious- fact In this year's 
boxscore, and even less flattering to 
the critics, is the number of 'no- 
opinions' they handed out. Only 
Kronenberger, Brown and Coleman 
made a' definite prognostication on 
the chances of every show they 
caught 'while Mantle evidently 
couldn't make up his mind on the 
high total of 12. Lockridge failed to 
definitely classify three shows; Miss 
Waldorf, 3; Atkinson, 2, and Ander- 
son and Watts, one apiece. 

As before, the boxscore was fig- 
ured on the new shows only, exclud- 
ing revivals, off-Broadway produc- 
tions', non-commercial efforts, semi- 
pros and other hybrids. Such entries 
as 'Ghost for Sale,' 'Of V We Sing,' 
'Nathan the Wise' and 'Comes the 
Revelation' were included. 'Nathan 
the Wise' was judged on the basis bf 
the Broadway opening, hot its origi- 
nal presentation downtown. 



Pay Scale For Ushers 
' And Doormen Is Set 



New pay scale for doormen and 
ushers In legit theatres, as sought by 
theic new union, has been accepted 
by the managers. Scale for doormen 
is now $22.50 per week minimum, 
that taking in ticket takers and men 
on the stage doors. While some- door- 
men were getting $16, it was learned 
that the average. pay for such jobs 
was $20, or more. In Instances where 
the man got $25, a boost of $1 per 
week was voluntarily given by man- 
agers. 

•New scale for ushers is $11' per 
week, as against pay that varied 
from $8 to $10, captains getting'about 
50% more. It is part-time employ- 
ment, but the .stagehands union de- 
cided to organize them to keep any 
other union out of the theatre.

EqiHty Insbts on 2-Wk. Hinmiimi In 
Road Contracts, Despite War Hazards 



Equity appears to bav* an open 
mind about regulations on Broad 
way and the road next, season, the 
war doubtless affecting certain rules. 
One point is definite, however, if 
managers place players imder ten- 
tract at this time and, because «f 
.events to come, the shows do not 
open or are unable to reach the*polnt 
of opening, the minimum of two 
weeks salary must be paid. 

Managers felt that, due to unpre- 
dictable conditions, they should l>e 
permitted to cancel bookings with- 
out salary liability, if opening is im- 
practical or hnppssible. Equity takes 
the slant that it would be unfair to 
tie up people through stmuner with 
contracts without, assurance of at 
least the minimum two weeks. Show- 
men were told the alternative was 
not to give out contracts, until sure 
the shows wiU open on schedule. 

Should anything unforseen hap- 
pen after the minimum requirem.ent 
is met, contracts 'Will be subject to 
reconsideration. Already conceded is 
the contract provision calling for 
lower berths. If not 'obtainable, play- 
ers must accept such travel accomo- 
dations as can be secured, 



STAGEHANDS MAY TRY 
LINING UP S1KAWHATS

MQLLIE STEINBERG DIES; 
1ST SHOW QUICK FLOP 

Tragedy attended the first try as 
a manager by Mollle Steinberg, 
husky-voiced legit preu agent, who 
was found dead in her room at the 
Piccadilly hotel. N. Y., Friday (29). 
Last week she presented a revival 
of 'All the Comfort* of Home' in 
association with Mrs. Edith C. Ring' 
Jing, at the Longacre, show getting 
a press-drubbing. It closed Satur' 
day (31). 

Those aware of the troubles en' 
countered in getting the play opened 
knew that Miss Steinberg, who. was 
42, was deeply troubled. It was 
believed she took an overdose of 
sleeping tablets, though the medical 
report did not reveal opiates as the 
cause of death. 

'Home' did not cost much to pre- 
sent and it was figured that, with 
Mrs. Ringling interested, there would 
be no financial difficulty prior to 
premiere. Just how much the press 
agent invested was not revealed, but 
it is known that J. J. Leventhal put 
in $700, refusing on the debut day 
to take care of a small bill for props. 
Lee Shubert also had a contributing 
interest and was said to have paid 
the cast's salaries.. Show grossed 
$750 or less on the week, including 
the opening night. 

Miss Steinberg agented a number 
of shows on Broadway, also the 14th 
Street theatre, when used for -ep- 
ertory by Eva LeGallienne. She 
also handled the press for John 
Golden for a time. Last season she 
went to Hollywood and saw a re- 
vival of William Gillette's dated 
'Home' at the Pasadena Playhouse. 
Because such old comedies as 
'Charley's Aunt' were revived to 
^me success, she believed 'Home' 
would do likewise.

CLICK REVIVALS, VAUDE 



By JACK PULASKI 

Whether the critics and the Pulit- 
zer bunch called the turn by de- 
ciding there was no play this season 
really worthy of citation Is open 
to argument, but there can be no 
doubt that th* quality of drama 
unfolded was sub-normal. There 
were fewer shows that clicked at the 
boxoflice than at any time since 
1923-'24, when 'Variety' started box- 
scoring seasons and the critics. 

On one point only did the season 
of 1941-42 display any sign of an 
upward turn — there were slightly 
more new productions, total being 
66 as against 62 during the 1940-41 
interval. The latt«r count was the 
lowest In modem show times. 

There were only 12 shows In the 
money, six being unquestioned hits 
and six. of moderate^ success rating, 
an incredibly low record compared 
to preceding season. It means tiiat 
the click changes dropped, only one 
show m every 5% presentations es- 
caping the red. 

A few seasons back one out of 
every three, and a fraction shows 
proved okay, while the average over 
'a period of years was one out of 
every four and « fraction. There 
were 12 hits and four moderates In 
'40-41, a total '«f 16 money shows; 
In '39-40 there were 23 In the win- 
ning circle, 14 being definite hits, 
Debacle Started Dee. 7 

Records reyeal that Dec. 7, '41, was 
a fateful day in many ways. Not 
Only did the Japs' sneak punch at 
Pearl Harbor thrust America into 
combat but it. star ted a downward 
curve in many American activities, 
including show business. From that 
time up to May 30 (Saturday) 34 
shows opened on Broadway, Not 
one was a hit and only three man- 
aged to score moderately. 

That'i>ertalns only to neyr shows. 
There were some notable successes 
since December, such as the sur- 
prise draw of the revived 'Porgy 
and Bess' and the more recent sock 
revival of 'Candida.' 'Macbeth' was' 
revived to real coin early in the 
season. To the average playgoer 
there was not so much dross, for 
the board had and still has most of 
such excellent long-run shows as 
'Life With Father,' 'Arsenic and Old 
Lace,' 'Lady In The Dark.' 'My 
Sister Eileen,' 'It Happens on Ice' 
and 'Claudia.' 

Season's sparse success list is made 
up of three musical shows, 'Let's 
Face It,' 'Sons o' Fun' and 'Best 
Foot Forward,' three straight plajrs, 
'Junior Miss,' 'Blithe Spirit' and 
'Angel Street.' Only holdover musical 
was 'Lady in" The Dark,' which 
spanned a second season and closed 
Saturday (30). There were some 
costly musical flops, such as 'High 
Kickers,' 'Banjb Eyes' (which would 
have been among the toppers, but 
for its sudden closing when Eddie 
Cantor became ill) and 'Viva 
O'Brien.' 

Vaode Revival 

During the earl> :>prlng vaudeville 
turned legit, led by Trlorites of 
1942,' foUowed by 'Keep 'Em Laugh-, 
ing' and its successor, "Top Notchers.' 
Such layouts could be classed as 
revues, but represent hardly any 
production outlay. However, at 
weekend ticket' scale of $2.75, the 
variety outfits are competing with 
leglters « and carried in the same 
alphabetical show list in the dallies. 

America's entry in the war ap- 
parently sounded the death knell 
for war plays. The Wookey,' which 
was among the autumn shows most 
in demand, plun^eted at the box- 
office. War dramas which came

was a race. horse and quite annoyed 
after show that' no four-legged ani- 
mal franced across the stage.

ACTORS BURNING AT 
AGENTS'LEGAL CURVE 



Although a New York state bill 
that would have lifted the limit on 
actors commission to ; agents was 
vetoed, there is still some acrimony 
in actors circles over what is alleged 
to have been an attempt by certain 
agencies to beat EqUit^- 5% rule. 
Reported that an Equity official, in 
arguing the matter with a caster's 
attorney, compared it with the Japs' 
sneak punch at Pearl Harbor, with 
the. lawyer burning plenty. 

It was said that if the agencies had 
talked over the measure with the 
talent unions the feeling might not 
have arisen.' Equity people heard 
about the bill sometime after it was 
introduced into the assembly at Al- 
bany and attempted to get a hear- 
ing before passage, but met rebuffs. 
It is not imexpected that the casters 
will make further attempts to boost 
commissions in one way or another.

When the closing notice was posted, 
those who accepted the paper lit 
lieu of full pay entered claims with 
Equity for the loans as* well as the 
final '■week's pay. 

Val Ernie, the band leader, who 
was in Chicago and who posted a 
$12,000 bank letter of credit to 'guar- 
antee the •Kickers' people, advised 
the bank in N.Y. not to turn any 
coin over to Equity. Bandsman fig- 
ured that he might save $5,006 of 
the guarantee money if the LO.U.'s 
were not recognized as collectible 
against the bond, and it was stated 
from the managerial end that as 
soon as the loans were excluded the 
money -would be available to Equity. 

Sophie Tucker, ' >i^or was co- 
starred witii Jessel In <Kickers,' con« 
ferred with Equity upon .Tetura 
from CHiioago and -agreed nbt to 
press collection on : heir I.O.U.'s, 
amounting to about^ $3,000, How- 
ever, $1,500 is due her for the final 
week 6f the show (J^ssel's . salary- 
was tl.OOO, plus a percentage of 
profits, but the show closed 140 G'a 
in the red). To clarify the matter,' 
however, it will be necessary for 
others who made loans' tO'^o like- 
wise, those- Involved ' including 
Yorke and King, Chaz Chase, Betty 
Bruce and Franklyn Fox.

Impression was 
that only by dint of extraordinary 
hypos will this one make the grade. 

It's got funny stuff and funny peo- 
ple, but they're not assembled to 
make the most of either. Play con- 
cerns an easy-going southern sherifr, 
James Barton, who becomes involved 
in spite of himself in the near-lynch- 
ing of his good colored friend, John 
Marriott. Caught kissing the sheriff's 
pretty daughter (Beatrice Pearson), 
a town no-account (John Eftrat) 
shoots the colpred man who has 
walked in on them, then alibis that 
the shooting was to avenge the sul- 
lied honor of his cousin, Paula True- 
man. Clousin, a neurotic and well- 
played man-chaser, swears to the lie, 
and the pair make it stick. 

Barton goes to bat for his friend. 
When he can't reach the Governor 
for a pardon, he succumbs to his 
old failing, drink, for the first time 
since he swore oft on taking office, 
and. In his cups, lets the Negro go 
free. 

It's a neat twist when the mob 
comes With the bloodhounds, and 
sheriff gives them the scent, a pair 
of pants of the last occupant of the 
cell before Marriott. Mob goes off 
to the hills and the bloodhounds 
take to the pants of the amorous ex- 
prisoner, Walter Burke, at exactly 
the wrong moment In the third act, 
sheriff, in the doghouse with every- 
one discovers that Paula Trueman 
and ex-prisoner were the busy pair 
that the bloodhounds bit. He then 
finds a way of saving the day. 

One trouble with the play is it's 
too much social document for the 
light vein of the rest of it. Second 
act crucifixion of the Negro just ain't 
funny. A very slow first act is an- 
other hindrance. A second act third- 
degree of the cousin by Barton, 
which starts as big drama, dies aborn- 
ing. Also not helping" is the too-easy 
solution of the whole affair by the 
sheriff in the thjrd act 

A strong rewrite job could do won- 
ders for the play. Barton plays bis 
part well, as do Marriott, Miss True- 
man and Burke. Pearson decorates 
the stage whenever she's on it 
The single set is - adequate.

S. government now t>elng chary of 
anything being published that might 
comfort the enemy. 

Newsmen, upon arriving In Lisbon 
last weelc, after being interned in 
Axis countries, awaiting .their ex- 
change for Nazi-fascist nationals 
from America, found themselves 
free to cable their papers for the 
first time in months. Many em- 
phasized Italy's downl}eat, but that. 
Nazi Germany was still unified be- 
hind Hitler and that morale was 
still fairly high in the Germanic 
borders. 

After the first two days, however, 
the censorship became more strin- 
gent, but at first there was * little 
blue-penciling. 

Among the foreign contingent was 
INSman Hugo Specie, In Rome and 
Berlin for some time, and also one- 
time 'Variety' correspondent in 
Paris and Rome. Anotlier returner 
is Ed Haffel, ex-tradepaper reporter, 
longtime on tlie. Parlis Herald. 

The foreign correspondents on the 
Drottnlngholm evidenced a ' burnup 
at Robert Best, the United Press 
string correspondent who decided to 
remain in Germany 'in the interests 
of history.' That^Best went to work 
for the Nazis as a propaganda news- 
caster out of Berlin spealts for it- 
self, and the newspapermen who 
know Best frankly feel he's 'nuts to 
do so' because, as they put it, it 
'means his goose is cooked.' This 
refers to his nationality, from their 
understanding, since worldng for the 
enemy in time of war can mean loss 
of. U. S. citizenship. Normally It 
takes an act of Congress to achieve 
this. 

Best is a native-born American, 
but his bitterness against President 
Roosevelt, and also his known anti- 
Semitic tendencies, Influenced his 
falling under the Nazi orbit. He 
was a U. S. Army Lieutenant in 
World War I. 



Satevepost's New Hakenp 

Reaction In New York publishing 
circles to the 'new' Satevepost, which 
came out last week, was generally 
)!oor.' Consensus was that In chang- 
ing the mag's cover style and interior 
design it had been cheapened with- 
out making It. in any way a'better 
bet for newsstand sale.

many millions short of the revenue 
goal. 

Though the emphasis Is on pre- 
venting war profiteering and piling 
up of war profits, Mprgenthau's 
latest revenue suggestions tend to- 
ward the familiar idea of .more 
equitable distribution of wealth. He 
left the door open for his gumshoe 
squads to ride herr* on the fllir. in- 
dustry and reject the computations 
of picture companies which appear 
to be trying to escape profits levies. 
Even If Congress doesn't add to the 
Treasury's powers, Morgenthau said 
his subordinates will be more ener- 
getic than ever to prevent padding 
of corporate expenses. 

Kayo Snoh DednoUons 

Among the practices which Mor- 
genthau said will be checked closely 
are payment of unearned bonuses, 
unreasonable sums to persons closely 
connected with management, large 
outlays for repairs or public rela- 
tions or lobbying, misuse of pension 
funds, and huge salary increases. 
The Treasury will disallow all de- 
ductions which It thinks are out of 
line and send out assessment notices. 

In regard to the salary and bonus 
Item, the Treasury head said 'the 
factors that will be considered in 
determining the reasonableness of 
such payments are the. duties per- 
formed by the recipient, the char-, 
acter and amount of responsibility, 
the time devoted to the enterprise, 
and the peculiar ability or special 
talent of the particular officer or 
employee.' He added that the Treas- 
ury Is on the alert to discover 'dis- 
tributions o.f profits In disguise' and 
warned big earnings due to 'causes 
entirely unrelated to the activities 
of the officers of employees' do not 
justify extra rewards to executives 
or workers.

There wiU be 
nine pertormanccs weelily. 

Berlin hopes to make 'Army' big- 
ger than Yaphank, in scope and 
quality, although that was good 
enough to raise $83,000 for Army 
Belief in its four weeks on Broad- 
-way. To make it better, Berlin and 
Sergeant £zra Stone, who is the 
non-commissioned officer in charge 
ot production, under Berlin, have 
gathered talent from camps as far 
away as Celifomia and Louisiana, 
instead of being limited to the po- 
tentialities of Upton," as Berlin -was 
when he was a sergeant there 24 
years ago. 

Rehearsals have been going on in 
a bare wooden mess hall for the 
past two weeks, with the soldier- 
actors living In tents. And although 
they are more actors than soldiers 
at the moment, there's many a 
Broadway stage manager and di- 
rector who would give his last credit 
for the military discipline that pre- 
vails. 

Breakfast is at 6:45, followed by 
policing and infection of quarters. 
Rehearsals start at 8— including 
Sundays and holidays— and continue 
until 11:45, There's an hour and • 
quarter break for lunch and the boys 
are on deck again from 1 imtil 4:45. 
Then an hour and three-quarters for 
dinner and rehearsal from 6:30 to 
8:30. 

Triple Beheusala 

Usually three rehearsals are run- 
ning at once. And when a soldier 
isnt actually practicing his role, he's 
practicing the manual of arms and 
other standard Army drilL For the 
War Department has thought of 
everything, even to the assignment 
of Capt. John Schluter as the boys' 
military mentor to keep them up in 
the real work at hand when they no 
longer wiU be playing actor. 

Regular basic Army training will 
continue right through the rehears- 
als and engagement in New York. 
Arrangements have been made for 
space in Central Park as a drill field 
and Capt Schluter every day will 
parade Ills command with, rifle and 
bayonet'. Boys wHl live on their 
own, however. Inasmuch as there 
is no single place available to house 
such a large crew they will be' on 
■what the Army calls 'commutation 
and rations.' That means they will 
get something like $2.25 a day for 
room and board. They hope -that 
by' bunking together and practicing 
other economies the money wiU see 
them through.' 

They'll, be required to be on hand 
at 8 each morning. Any infraction 
of rules while they are in New York 
■will mean confinement to quarters — 
that means sleeping in the theatre. 

Rehearsals are conducted by Ser- 
geant Stone amid frequent consul- 
tations with Berlin. This is strictly 
an enlisted man's affair and Stone 
holds the highest rank of anyone 
connected with the production. Army 
protocol . forbids Berlin, a civilian, 
from transmitting orders directly to 
.soldiers. . So he makes his sugges- 
tions to Stone,, who transmits them 
to the .stage 'manager. Sergeant Alan 
Anderson (son of Maxwell Anderson 
and former stage manager for. the 
Playwrights Company), or the mu- 
sical director, Corporal Milton Ros- 
enstock (former WPA orch leader hi 
Brooklyn), qr the dance directors, 
Corporal Edward Qarclift ('Lady in 
the Dark') and Private Robert Sid- 
ney (vaude, muslcomedy). 

A few breaches of Army hierarchy 
are inevitable, however. As in the 
case of Joe Cook, Jr., who is doing 
his father's routine in the show. 
He's repeating the famed juggling 
and patter act even to using one 
of the elder Cook's stooges. Spencer 
T. Case. Protocol Is breached by the 
fact that Cook is just a plain pri- 
vate, while his stooge is a private 
first class. 

That the men have seen plenty of 
real soldiering before being chosen 
for "This Is the Army' is evident 
from the state of their rehearsal 
clothes. — two-, piece, loose-fitting, 
overall-like khaki or blue denim 
uniforms; the work clothes that mom 
arid sis and the girl friend never 



see their soldier • boy wearing. 
They're very useful, too, ■with the 
cast seated on the floor much of the 
thne practicing its gongs. 

Berlin and Stone have been as- 
signed a (me-stoiy frame' former 
CCC office building as their quar- 
ters. The v«t tunesmith shares a 
small room at the . reair ■with his 
famed old changeable key piano, a 
typewriter and a cot. Stone has a 
cubby hole with only a cot An- 
other room is the office, equipped 
with phone, typewriter and a com- 
plete file on the cast Hie large 
front room is given over to the mu- 
'sic arrangers and used for auditions. 

Auditioning Friday was a tenor in 
mufti. Stone explained that he was 
to be drafted the follo^ng day and^ 
having heard about the show, had 
made, a trip out to Upton from New 
York in the hope of getting the calL 
His chances appeared good. 

Personnel. 
Final count on the company will 
be about 125 soldiers actually in 
the cast another 50 in the orchestra 
(wliich consists of Corporal Rosen- 
stock's Camp Upton crew as a nu- 
cleus, around which the best in- 
strumentalists from other camp 
orchs have been added), about 30 
men in the front of tiie house and 
another 20 or so in the stage crew. 

"Hiere will be no imlon problem, 
curiously enough, for both front and 
back of the theatre will be manned 
exclusively by members of the re- 
spective unions — but soldiers, too, 
now. In the boxoffices eiftd man- 
ager's office wlU be- khaki-clad card- 
holders in Associated ' Theatrical 
Agents and ' Managers. And - han- 
dling, the scenery will be men who 
once did the same job for pro shows 
as meihbers of the International Al- 
liance of Theatrical Stage Employ- 
ees. Private Carl Fisher, former 
general manager for George Abbott, 
is handling a similar chore for 
'Army.' 

Only one-quarter or less, however, 
of the cast will be former dues pay- 
ers in the performer unions. Berlin 
and Stone didn't, ■want, any more 
than that, although the entire troupe 
could probably have been cast of 
Equityites through the carefully- 
kept records of the Theatre Section 
of the Special Service Branch, Sec- 
ond Corps Area, . work of which In 
the camps during the past six 
months is providing the base for 
the entire show. 

Berlin's idea, however. Is to make 
it an amateur show with profes- 
sional polish. ' He feels that only by 
using predominantly non-pros can 
he get that spirit . in it that made 
'Yaphank' such a smash and makes 
visitors so much enjoy the home- 
grown soldier theatricals occasion- 
ally staged in the camps. 

It's reported that Berlin, for this 
reason, nixed an offer from 'Victor 
Mature, who is due to join the 
Army, to participate. Even Stone 
will do only an endman bit in a 
minstrel scene that makes up the 
first half of the show. 

Sons of Theatrloal Oreata 

Tliat's not to say, though, that 
there's not plenty of talent of pro- 
fessional stature. There are enough 
sons of famous show business fa- 
thers, alone, to spring quite a jam- 
boree. In addition to the Maxwell 
Anderson and Joe Cook progeny are 
Corporal Plill Truex, son of Ernest; 
Robert Moore, diminutive deadpan 
comic son of "VMctor Moore, and 
Henry Rosenblatt son of the famed 
Hebrew cantor, Joseph Rosenblatt 

In addition' there are- Corporal 
Earl Oxford, who was in 'Life Be- 
gins at 8:40,' 'Parade' and other 
Broadway shows; Burl Ives, singer, 
who was in 'Boys From Syracuse,' 
■knd had his own radio show on CBS, 
and Julie Oshins, of the nitery com- 
edy team of Oshins ti Lessy. Sets 
and costumes are being designed by 
Private John Koenig, who handled 
similar chores for 'Charley's Aunf 
'Pal Joey' and other Broadway hits. 

Not to be forgotten, either, is Ber- 
lin himself, who will don the ser- 
geant's uniform he wore in 1918 and 
repeat the smash tune he sang in 
'Yip, Yip, Yaphank'— 'Oh, How I 
Hate to Get Up in the Morning.' 
Chorusing it with him will be eight 
other vets of the original show. 

There will be loads of other show- 
manship, too, including a big, good- 
humored bow, as the first act finale, 
by the Army to the Navy. It should 
tickle hearts ti'om Annapolis to Pearl 
Harbor and provide an equally big 
kick to civilians who have heard 
reports of Army-Navy antagonism. 

Similarly spectacular will be a de- 
tachment of military police assigned 
to the front of the theatre to lend 
martial atmosphere.

house has been set up and incorpor- 
ated in New York. It wUl handle 
the plugging and sale of various 
rights in connection with the nine 
new tunes Berlin has turned out for 
the Anny show which bits Broadway 
July 4. t 

An This Is the Army, Inc., 
Publishing Co. has been set ui^ 
administered by ez-songpluggers, 
now in the Army, of which Lieut 
'Walter Schumann (who came to .at- 
tention as publisher of the 'Hut-Sut 
Song* during the BMI-ASCAP 
wrangle) Is chief. Lieut Schumann, 
ex-RKO-Radio Pictures arranger, 
has culled a crew of ex-pluggers now 
in the service. Including Victor 
Sachs, Julie Stem, Hany Santley, 
Irving Siege], Bob Lissauer, Irving 
■^eiss and others. He'll have two men 
in Hollywood and two in Chi,, to 
plug the show's score, everything -of 
course to go to the Emergency Fund. 
..Berlin's own publishing firm is do- 
nating space, but won't even deduct 
overhead. In addition, Saul H. Bonl- 
stein, v.p. and gjn. of Irving Ber- 
lin, Inc., and Francis Gilbert, the 
firm's counsel, will assist Lieut. 
Schumann'.s setup with business, 
managerial and legal advice. But 
there will be no question of ASCAP 
'Or BMI-Ucensing,. since, this being an 
Army venture, alljjerforming rights 
will be funneled off separately and 
apart to benefit of This Is the Army, 
Inc. Pub. Co. 

Fall Bccording Fees 

Just to tap all sources to the hilt, 
the full statutory 2c recording fees 
will be demanded; not the cutrate 
1% to l%c sometimes in vogue. It's 
expected also that maestros such 
as Kay Kyser (who will introduce 
the No. 1 plug tune, incidentally, to 
night (Wed.) on his Lucky Strike 
radio ooramercial) will further swell 
the Ftmd by donating their disk ro- 
yalties. Another money-getter will 
be IPO deluxe editions of the score, 
aiutiiographed by Berlin, the cast 
et aL, to sell at $1,000 each, which 
is $100,000 right .there. 

The No. 1 plug song is caUed.1 
Left My Heart at the Stage Door 
Canteen', which, it is expected, will 
trailerize This Is the Army' by be- 
ing on the air, as a radio' hit, weeks 
in advance of the July .4 premiere. 
This, too, is a radical departure from 
World War I, when the now ffimed 
1 Hate to Get Up in the Morning' 
had to be plugged into hitdom the 
hard ■way. 

The second plug song will be 'Rus. 
sian Winter', then The Army's Made 
a Man Out of Me'; 'I'm Getting Tired 
So I Can Sleep'; 'My Sergfeant and 
I Are Buddies'; followed by 'How 
About a Cheer for the Navy* (first 
act finale, a tribute from the Army 
to the gobs); 'With My Head in the, 
Clouds' and 'American Eagles' (both 
dedicated to the Air Force), 'This Is 
the Army, Mister Jones' and a 
hokimi 'Jap-German Sextet'. 
PInggers In Uniform 

On the subject of songs and song- 
pluggers, the Army's staff of- song 
exploiteers will do their stuff in uni- 
form, and in doing so must conform 
to Army regulation when contacting 
bands and singers In hotels, cafes, 
theatres, etc., which means that all 
and sundry will have to accord them 
cooperation at minimum expense as 
a means to help tiie cause along. 

Even in song merchandizing in 
theatre' lobbies, etc., where 'This Is 
the Army' performs, the effort will 
be realized full net profit for the 
Fund. 

'Hate to tJet Up in the Morning' 
along with "God Bless America,' 
'Mandy' and 'This Time,' are 
the only familiars to be inter- 
twined into the otherwise wholly 
fresh Berlin score. These tunes also 
go in the Par fllmization, it being 
part of the deal and part of Berlin's 
contribution to get that $250,000 in 
advance for the Army Emergency 
Fund.

With nothing so impoTtant in the United States today as 
everyone pulling together for victory, some segments of the 
film industry present a discouraging spectacle. On the one 
hand is the production and distribution end, fiddling around, 
.fajling with a few exceptions, to get its teeth rapidly enough into 
a program that will really sell the war effort. On the other is 
. a groiip of exhibitors, chiseling by refusing to hook the few war 
pictures that have been made on tjie utterly preposterous claim 
that distributors should sell them at reduced rentals. 



Holljrwood should have its due for the fine pictures it has 
made on war themes — such pictures as Metro's 'Mrs. Miniver,' 
20th-Fox's 'This Above All.' -They prove, too, against what 
some studio executives seemingly would prefer not to believe, 
that good propaganda product and high boxoffice values are 
not antitheses, that they can go hand in hand. 



But there are all too few of the right films. Transplanting 
a cliched boss opry plot into an army background, or filming 
a bromidic yarn at Marine Corps base, is not doing a job. And 
those 26 shorts about which there was so much crowing when 
the industry agreed to make them at the suggestion of Lowell 
Mellett seven weeks ago are still in the preliminary stages. 

Washington, however, must take as much blame as the in- 
dustry for the failure to get a real program on films into high 
gear. This is war. The nice-nellyism of polite suggestion 
must be thrown to the wind in favor of two-fisted punching. 
That's the only language some people understand. 



On the other hand, the many producers willing and anxious to 
perform an important task 'must not rest in friendly, but inert, 
expectation of directives nobody in Washington has any in- 
tention of issuing,' as Archibald MacLeish .told the radio in- 
dustry several weeks ago. MacLeish made another point Jto the 
broadcasters of which the film industry might well take note. 
The Government, he said, does not want a mere donation of 
mechanical facilities. It asks of radio 'its brain, its heart, its 
energy.' 

As for exhibitors demanding reduced rentals for the so-called 
patriotic features, that's nothing but a chisel,. If the films are 
good enough to merit 40% rentals,, producers are entitled to 
every bit of that. If they're not good and won't do business, 
that will soon enough become clear and the usual laws of sup- 
ply and demand will drive the percentages down. 

Exhibitors' claims that 'patriotic' pictures can be made more 
cheaply than others are so infrequently true they do riot, merit 
discussion. Ihe fact is that the films use up screen time from 
which producers must draw revenue. There's no mention in all 
the exhibitor talk of willingness on their part to give up profits. 

• Paramount has made a commendable concession in offering 
to sell the shorts it makes under the Mellet program for $1 a 
day. Other distributors are planning concessions, top. Now 
it's up to the major companies to turn the shorts out as rapidly 
as possible and exhibitors to see that they are played at every 
show every day; 

Both sides might well consider how many pictures they 
could sell or how many theatres they could operate in a world 
dominated by Hitler and Hirohi to. .. 

1940 Base for Curtailing Raw Film 
Opposed By Companies With Greatly 
hcreased Accounts; More Huddles 



Establishment of fixed ceilings on 
the number of prints to be made for 
various classes of pictures was one 
of the proposals advanced at meet- 
'ings of producer-distributers last 
week in an effort to stave off an 
arbitrary Government edict cutting 
the use of raw film stoclc. Meetings 
are being continued in order to 
quickly establish, on a voluntary 
basis, a, sizable reduction in use of 
stock so that the War Production 
Board will not find it necessary to 
clamp down with a restrictive order 
which is believed imminent and may 
enforce curtailment by 25%. 

Instead of from 250 to 400 prints 
for top product, it was proposed that 
pictures in the top category be lim- 
ited to around 325 prints, with a 
maximum of say 175 or 200 prints 
for pictures in secondary classifica- 
tion and perhaps 125 prints for C 
pictures. It was pointed out that 



under consent decree, or limited 
block selling, the major consent 
distributors require fewer prints 
due to slower distribution, so that no 
great sacrifice would be entailed. 

Reported that only 250 prints were 
used in distribution of 'Ball of Fire,' 
where 350 or more prints would be 
required under the old blockbooklng 
system for a picture of similar cali- 
bre. No definite figures for ceilings 
were fixed, those mentioned only be- 
ing tentative. 

Ineqnitable Stanilard 

A proposal that all major distrib- 
utors cut their prints by a fixed per- 
centage, using 1940 bookings as a 
base, was hotly contested by some of 
the reps , who se companies have 
shown larS& In'creases in accounts 
since then. Universal Pictures, for 
example, has 2,000 more accounts on 
the books than in 1940. Other dis-

NO. UNIFORM BASIS, YET 

With eight different points of view 
represented in huddles of eight 
major film companies last week in 
New York on methods of conserv- 
ing raw film stock, the film industiy 
is faced with arbitrary Government 
regulation, unless definite and con- 
siderable progress in curtailment of 
film, can be shown when the In- 
dustry's sub-committee meets, with 
members of the War Production 
Board in Washington in about two 
weeks. 

Donald M. Nelson, from all ac- 
counts, has not yet inked agreement 
between the film industry and M. 
D. Mpore, of the WPB, made sev^al 
weeks ago, whereby the film indus- 
try was to have six months in which 
to curtail use of raw stock on a vol- 
untary basis. As a result, producer- 
distrlbs were warned by George 
J. Sdiaefer, chairman of 'the indus- 
try's War Activities Committee, 
last week that an arbitrary Govern- 
ment ruling restraining use of raw 
stock may be clamped down at any 
time unless the WPB is satisfied that 
the Industry has done more than 
render lip service to conservation 
plans.

Speed in passing foreign-made 
hewsreels . was stressed by Censor- 
ship Director Byron Price. With the 
standard American companies senl« 
ing their product In under bond, the 
boaid will be chiefl]^ concerned with 
nou-British foreign reels.

The censorship ordjir said pro- 
hibited material in iiii'doming films 
includes 'details of U^ted Nations' 
troop or ship movements,' stations or 
er-iipment, with the exception of 
newsreels or ' commercial films ap- 
proved by the Boards of Re'view or 
ynited States ' Postal Censorship 
authorities.'

Purity-Sealer Breen Sees litde 
Change in What s Bad for Pictures

Hollywood, June 9. 

There have been no changes or 
ampltficatlohs in the 'must nots' and 
'do nots' of motion picture produc- 
tion. And there probably will be 
none, Joseph I. Breen rather strong- 
ly Indicated in an interview. 

Back at his old desk as director 
of the Production Code Administra- 
tion at the local Hays headquarters, 
he had been on hoth sides of the 
fence as recent boss of RKO and 
consequently knew how each side 
felt on censorship — and so-called 
artistic license. But if he saw any- 
thing in the production end that 
needed restraint, It must have been 
too trivial for official notice. 

For it was a case of "business as 
usual 'at the Breen desk today. 

Had he seen the cling-kiss of Ida 
Lupino and Jean Gabin in 'Mopn- 
tide'? And. wasn't it strange that 
•The Male Animal' decided to de- 
pict, for the ilrst time in films, an 
ordinarily sedate, discreet and ever- 
loving wife, Jcisslng her ex-suitor 
with more than a show of unction 
and gusto?- 

"The code,'' said Mr. Breen, speak- 
ing carefully, 'is neither so rigid that 
It's unwieldy nor so elastic as to 
be loose and inoperative. Or let's put 
it this way: decency may- not be so 
easy to define, but Indecency prac- 



tically detects . itself. It's obvious, 
flagrant, challenging. 

'The code was enacted 15 years 
ago and it must have been a good 
one, because It hasn't been changed 
In essence sinc^-flrst it was drafted.' 

Yes, It was admitted, the war had 
brought on certain prohibitions, con- 
sistent with the. military policy. But 
that was to be expected. 

'And these aren't any of our 
don'ts, anyhow,' the Hays watchdog 
added. 'They are laid down by the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps, none 
of which are responsible to this of- 
fice. Nor is this office responsible 
to them. We work separately, yet 
on the same basic principle; Good 
taste.' 

What is good taste? 

Code Director Breen again took 
t)ie easier course. He defined what 
^yas bad. 

'It is bad taste,' he said, *to show 
drunken men or soldiers and sailors 
in unsavory situations. It Is bad 
policy to show scenes of any kind 
that might give aid to the enemy. 
As for those that give military in- 
formation, there Is no need to com- 
ment about that.' 

In other words, the Breen blue- 
alert system is not especially com- 
plicated. It merely decides what Is 
right by seeing what is wrong.

Exhibitors operating theatres at a 
distance from exchange centers 
should be allowed to purcliase entire 
season's output of any distributor. 
This proposal has been advanced by 
Robert Poole, executive secretary of 
the Pacific Coast Conference of In- 
dependent Theatre' Owners in a 
communication addressed to UMPL 

Poole states that tire and gasoline 
rationing generally throughout the 
country for {luration of the war will 
prevent film salesmen from making 
the frequent trips into the hinter- 
lands for sale of pictures in blocks- 
of-Aye or on the quarterly basis of 
selling', as proposed in the new 
UMPI sales plan. .Such a procedure, 
Poole claims, will materially reduce 
selling costs of -the exchanges, and 
in turn prevent film rentals In the 
smaller houses from reaching points 
where exhibs will have to close for 
the duration. 

Poole further states that the prob- 
lem of reduced prints through film 
conservation will tend to increase 
clearances for subsequent run houses 
and bring the pictures to the latter 
much later after initial first run than 
under present clearance schedules. 
He points out that the distributors 
must maintain present clearances iu; 
every territory through some means 
to be worked out, and under no cir- 
cumstances should' the present sys- 
tem be disturbed.

Exhibitor complaints abated when 
it appeared that major producer- 
distribs were nearing an agreement 
on the formula to be adopted for ' 
the sale and exhibition of the 26 Mel- 
lett shorts. • ■ 
3 Majors' Balk 
Among the points upon which it 
was said there 'Avas an agreement 
was that there would be only h 
nominal charige for the shorts pro- 
duced in Une. with Government re- 
quirements. War Activities Commit- 
tee officials stated last week that 
five of tlie major companies had for- 
warded . acceptances 'in principle*! 
for 'no profit' production and dis- 
tribution. From all accounts, how- 
ever, three important majors have ' 
so far failed to agree. 

'Exhibs, who were prepared in 
pay nominal charges for the shorts 
providing any profits remaining 
would go to charitable organizations, 
are now reiterating previous asser- 
tiontf'that they would not buy Mel- 
lett shorts on .the usual commercial 
terms. 

Paramount proposal of charging $1 
a day rental is generally regarded 
with favor among exhibs. , This plan 
has not been' adopted by other dis- 
tribs,. trhough 20th-Fox is reported 
favoring a similar policy, 
Fsr'a Idea 
Voluntary action of Paramount in 
suddenly setting up a sales, plan on 
the four Victory shorts it will make, 
under which if will offer the subjects 
to theatres at postage-stamp rentals.

Para- 
mount recently held an eastern exec 
sales meeting, followed by five 
regionals throughout the country 
and has no further plans with re- 
spect to the 1942-43 season, although 
probable that later on 'further ses- 
sions locally will be held. 

Metro is said to be definitely op- 
posed to a national' convention this 
year due to wartime conditions, 
transportation problems and the 
like. WB is similarly veering away 
from the idea for the same reason, 
plus the angle that patriotism calls 



for the least use of transportation 
facilities. 

Monogram has already had a sales 
meeting on the Coast, attended by 
franchise holders and branch man- 
agers, while Republic, as has el- 
wayi been its custom, recently out- 
lined 1942-43 product before several 
regionals stretching from Coast to 
Coast.

RKO was planning to. finance sev- 
eral plays on Broadway. When- 
asked about the company's legit i»'o- 
duction plans Odium said they'd bet- 
ter ^et some additional coii^ into 
RKO before talking of backing plays.

It's also claimed that Universal 
has been , 'arbitrary* and 'imfair' 
otherwise in its dealings, digging up 
unplayed shorits froni many years 
ago and requiring exhibitors to pay

As for Metro, it's charged that

It's a. better than average 
colored band composed of four sax, 
three trumpets, three trombones and 
four rhjrthm. It follows the usual 
piercing brass, jiunp-rh3rthm groove 
followed by most Negro bands and 
lacks only arrangements to lift it but 
of its current class. 

Only one o£ the arrangements of- 
fered here really does 'a job, and that 
upset the house when caught. Titleil 
'How . 'Bout That Mess,' recently 
recorded, for Bluebird, the number 
sharply stands out from the remain- 
der of the band's work and can be 
taken as an example of what the out- 
fit could do. with better arrange- 
ments. It's a killer. Wheeler, the 
group's arranger when It was known 
only as the Sunset Royal orchestra, 
does a fair job up front and occa- 
sionally plays trbmbone. Band 
works weU' behind acts, though too 
loudly at times. 

Cholly and Dottie, dance-comedy 
team, are- fair dancers, solo or duo. 
Thiey split routines with a too-long 
session of tired comedy. Few of the 
gags they pulled found hearty re- 
sponse. Leg-work needs routiniptf. 
Tyler, Thorne and Post, white, offer 
a slapstick drunk act that's painful 
at times. There's little in the turn 
for this spot, let alone higher-priced 
time. Two men In tails and girl In 
evening gown go through a routined 
series of pratt-falls and slow-motion 
tricks. 

'Snakehlps' Davis clicked solidly 
in a dance routine aptly described 
by his handle. Rubbery legs and 
torso, coupled to an unusual trick of 
picking up lhairs and tables with his 
teeth, and dancing with them, earned 
him hearty audience reaction. Finale 
finds him lifting, with jaw-strength 
alone, a fair-sized table and four 
chairs, trucking off With them. 

Batie and Tuffy, another comedy- 
dance act, contribute the only gags 
'worth a giggle. They run through 
them at the outset and then turn to 
leg work. One's thin and the best 
tapster on this bill, the other's 
chubby, a colored Harry Langdon In. 
appearance and somewhat like him 
in delivery. Latter also dances in a 
clever, comical groove and he foimd 
ready reception to his stuff.

Leon Leonidoff fittingly tufiis to a 
military theme for his current Music 
Hall presentation. His soldiers are 
gay, pleasant fellows, in the person 
of the M. H. Glee Club, and are vir- 
tually surrounded by the pulchritude 
of the Rockettes and the baUet. 
Which creates a picture of military 
life, so far as the^ M. H. is concerned, 
that gives one an urge to call the 
draft board and query: 'Hey, fel- 
lows, what's taking so long? 

Setting Is the front of one of the 
Florida hotels requisitioned by the 
Army and turned Into barracks, 
which helps create the pleasant pic- 
ture. It also givers opportunitar to 
lace in a couple of new tunes, "lltaf s 
Sabotage' and 'You Can't Say No to 
a Soldier,' by Mack Gordon and 
Harry Warren. They're done In good 
style by M. H. regular Robert Land- 
rum. He's aided in the second tune 
by the prop pouting, of looker Dania 
Krupska. 

Layout also gives good opportun- 
ity to work In the fine tap work of 
Betty Bruce and the wJc.~ comedy of 
Walter Dare Waht They're the two 
Tffits added to the regular M. H, line- 
up. Whole show Is clipped rather 
short this aesh because of the aUnost 
two-and-one-haU-hour ruiming time 
of the film. „ , . 

Miss Bruce recently closed a 
lengthy stand in .George Jessel's 
'High Kickers' musical In New York 
andon the road. She brings to Radio 
City the same verve, the same fine 
'technique and the looks and person- 
ality that have caused her to be 
ranked among the few top tapstresses 
of the day. Walter Dare Wahl clicks 
as usual with his glue-like fingers, 
that seem to stick to whatever they 
touch, and his swift hand-balancing 
with the aid of a skillful under- 
stander. ^. . . 

Ballet has a pleasant svfitcb from 
its usual type stuff, doing a strobo- 
scope number. Gals have the tops of 
their costumes done in luminous 
paint to give each one the appearr 
ance in tne dark of being a small 
doll. Arms are likewise done In 
phosphorescent, making them app^ 
to be the legs of the dolls. It opens 
the way to amusing routines with 
luminous balls, sliding .boards, see- 
saw and, finally, with a slack wire, 

Rockettes finale with one of their 
usual fine precision turns.

$20,000 and an additional $40,000. or 
more, has beeh lost on bookings. In 
many spots the 'selling' was not 
exactly right and potential custom- 
ers flgured it wais a roller derby and 
stayed awur in droves. Eventually 
the word 'Roller* was dropped from 
the title and there was some com- 

Saratlve b.o. Improvement One 
ling was certain, however, - and 
that was the show's good impres- 
sion. This has prompted its back- 
ers to continue, aesoite the losses. In 
the belief that - the second time 
around the same arenas the b.o. pic- 
ture will be brighter. 

Along with the- production Itself, 
those 'involved in its financing are 
likewise new to arena show busi- 
ness. Presenter, Harold Steinman, 
fight manager, is fronting for a Min- 
neapolis group in which Fergy 
Bloom, nitery and liquor store op- 
erator. Is most prominent financially. 
Others are Ray Perkins and Dick 
Chafont, 'said to be associated with 
Bloom In Minneapolis, iand Jack 
Sabes, who owns a chain of retail 
vegetable stores in the same city^ 

It's Stelnman's brainchild, though, 
and be has worked on the Idea for 
three years. Finally, he was brought 
together with Fanchon 8c Marco, 
and Gae Foster was assigned to 
stage and direct the show. She has 
done a magnificent job, especially 
In view of the fact that so many 
In the cast 'were amateur skaters 
before this .show went into re- 
hearsal. The only pros are such 
vaude turns as Buster West and Lu- 
cUle Page, Monroe and Grant, Bob- 
by May, Lew Testa, the latter pre- 
viously a novelty skater at roller 
derbies; the Lightning Trio, billed 
here as the 'Whirlwind Four with 
Eleanor Emanuel added, and Otto 
Eason, colored, who has a good 
novelty imitating BUI Robinson's 
stair dance on skates, " ' 

Also prominently concerned In 
the production on the 'idea' end 
were Jesse. Kaye, Sam Shayon abd 
Arthur Knorr, all of< F. & M. They 
helped conceive some of the produc- 
tion numbers, with Miss Foster car- 
rying them out' . 

The profit possibilities In this 
show can best be gauged b'y its budr 
get setup. 'When standing stiU, the 
shotv's nut Is only, around $4,000; 
when moving, the cost is between 
$6,000 and $8,000, depending on the 
length of the jumps. Playing arenas, 
where grosses can be tremendous, 
'Skating Vanities' could turn huge 
profits if It ever catches on. 

Show's costuming and production 
accoutrements ar^ excellent. Its 
routining is extraordinarily smooth, 
and a masonite floor, which is set 
up in sinall sections, has reduced 
the noise of the rollers to virtual 
Inaudibility. The flooring, incident- 
ally, cost around $5,000, but Is 
peculiarly susceptible to dampness. 
One was ruined In - Washington 
when It was laid on a wet floor. 

One of the show's surprising 
standouts ,is Lucille Page, contor- 
tion-acrobatic dancer who learned 
how to skate especially for this pro- 
duction and is now doing a^ ef- 
fective an act on rollers as she ever 
did on' a theatre stage. Likewise 
clicko and a newly born skater is 
Bobby'May, the crackeriack juggler 
of Indian cliibs and balls. Monroe 
and Grant aren't wprking on skates, 
but their comedy~ti:ampoline act Js 
nicely camouflaged in a barnyard 
scene. They also scored opening 
night at the Garden. Buster We^ 
doesnt make any pretense of get- 
ting on skates at all and his great 
reception for his talking hoke turn 
upsets all the dope' that an act of 
his type Is too handicapped for 
larjge arenas. As for the Lightning 
Trio, a foursome here, they are do- 
ing their standard vaude stage spins 
and holds as a unit but then re- 
lease Arthur EUassir for a fine skat- 
ing- solo in which he features every 
type, of spinning. 
Of the others, hl|;hllghts are Lew 



Testa, who does isome astonishing 
tricks on- the rollers In a screwba'U 
skating routine. He possibly got^th6 
biggest applause of the night aiid 
deserved It Bruce Towle, who was 
the amateur freestyle skatmg champ 
in 1941, gets over nicely with grace< 
ful figure-skating; Gloria ^ord, 
petite' and blonde looker, lives up 
to the glamour-girl buildup, she^ 
been getting, plus bejng pretty nifty 
on the rollers; Gordon Finigan and 
Walter Hughes deliver an excellent 
comedy routine somewhat along the 
lines of the Ice-skating Frick and 
Frack, .while Hughes, in another- 
spot, doubles nicely into ballroom 
skatlne with Dolly Durkin. 
'' Teddy Sokol does some good jump- 
ing. 

All of the ensemble work is good. 
Miss Foster has conceived some nice 
routines that closely approximate 
the group skating features of the 
ice show.- This is especiallv notalile 
in the patriotic finale and the open- 
ing rah-rah siene. . Another produc- 
tion number worthy of bows is the 
Cinderella bit which features Miss 
Nord and Sokol. 

Attendance opening night at the 
Garden 'was rather meagre at less 
than 7,000. but the audience liked 
the show from start to finish. 

'Skating Vanities' went into stor- 
age following the four-day Garden 
run, opening next fall on a tour 
of cities which have never had - an 
Ice-show. The promoters figure this 
strategy may solve the b.o. problem. 
Next spring. If feasible, a new pro- 
duction 'Will be staged to play those 
towns In which 'Vanities' has troup^ 
since last' January.'

N. Y. Chains In 
Mild Price TOts; 
Averages Up 6c 



A' general, mild admission-tilting 
In Greater New York Is imlnent and 
already has been installed in a num- 
ber of RKO and .Loew circuit the- 
atres. Estimated that th^ Increase 
is around 6c on the average in the 
major chain houses which already 
have raised the admittance fee. 
Tilts are strictly at night in most 
theatres, many being from 44c to 50c, 
but further boosted for the weelc- 
end trade with many houses charg- 
ing 50-60C for loges. Additionally, 
the changes have included elimina- 
<tion of any difletfential between bal- 
cony and orchestra seats in thea- 
tres where two scales lor different 
gections of the house prevail. 

Several factors are 'back of the 
admission increase, principal one be^ 
Ing the necessity of meeting greater 
overhead Including salaries, supplies, 
etc. Another is said to be a desire 
to beat any ceiling established on 
theatre admissions by the Govern 
ment, either threatened or likely to 
become an actuality. 

Theatre operators, too, are merely 
keeping pace with changed -audience 
habits. Many exhibitors in New 
York admit their matinees are way 
off but that their night business is 
on the upbeat. . Explanation is that 
50 many people presently are en- 
gaged in war activity, or engaged in 
wartime jobs that they are unable 
to attend in the afternoon. With 
gas rationing, patrons walk to their 
nearest neighborhood theatre for 
nigfit performances. Dimout situa- 
tion also is reported to have con- 
tributed to greater night biz. 

Beactipn of patrons on the whole 
has been good, though some have 
kicked. Fact that new scales have 
been installed to eliminate the han- 
dling of pennies, however, Is viewed 
favorably by patrons.

Vaudeville has taken a terrible 
slump in the last two years. Top 
houses, like the Winter Garden and 
Scala, are offering bills with as 
many- as 14 different natlonalltlea 
on their shows, but the topnotchers 
from America and Britain, of 
course, are missing.- Pictures of no 
less than 14 American artists. jwere 
seen -in the foyer of the '.Scala re- 
cently, including three of Joe Jack- 
son, but there wasn't an American 
on the bill. As a result class show- 
manship has- taken a dive «nd offer- 
ings become increasingly repetitlou*. 
The same goes for the Winter Gar- 
den where the bill is concerned but 
the Germans are eating it v>p be- 
cause there .is nothing else. . 

Night clubs are in the same shape. 
First, there is no dancing. They are 
all still operating — and crowded 
more than could ordinarily be be- 
lieved — ^but take away the show and 
the grapple amont' the customers, 
and you've taken away a lot of 
the come-on. The .crowding ex- 
plains a lot oi things. The ordi- 
nary German who is. not carrying 
a gun has made a lot of money and 
can't buy anything with it; so he 
spends it. Champagne— still to be 
had— is about 20. bucks a bottle but 
they swizzle it lilte beer.

COCALIS' ESTATE 

Theatre Owner's Gross, $1,109,157— 
Coart OKs Aecountlnr 



Elizabeth, N. J., June 9. ' 
An accounting of the estate of the 
kte Soteros A. Cocalis, Greek im- 
migrant flower seller who rose to 
ownership of 36 theatres, was ap- 
proved in Orphans' Court here Fri- 
day (5) by Judge Walter L. Het- 
fleld. Cocalis was a resident of this 
city. 

The court permitted an amend- 
ment of the will, changing terms 
which the executors asserted would 
have' encouraged a daiighter of 
Cocalis to seek a divorce. 

The daughter, Mrs. Mara Cobouris 
of Jackson Heights, t. I., was left 
$25,000 on the provision she marry 
an Orthodox Greek Catholic, which 
her husband is not. The court per- 
mitted the executors to pay her 
$16,666.67 in $500 quarterly install- 
ments each year plus 4 percent in- 
terest, when they explained she was 
married to. Cobouris at the time the 
will was made. 

The gross estate, according to the 
accounting, was $1,109,197.87, of 
which . the balance on hand was 
$655,861.19. It now consists of 11 
theaters in New Jersey and one in 
Beacon, N. Y., the others having 
been sold. 

The. court allowed the following 
executors' fees: James J. Thompson 
of ^ this city, $21,250, and Evangelos 
T. Hardaloupas, president of the 
Helenic Bank & Trust Co. of New 
York, and William A. Scully of 
Forest Hills, L. I, each $13,275. 

Monroe A. Stein of this city, 
proctor,, was allowed $16,000; Jo- 
seph D. Epstein of this clfy and 
Nicholas Tomasulo of Rosselle 
Park, appraisers, $760, and Herbert 
M. Ellend of Newark and Saul J. 
Zucker, guardians ad litem for 
three minor heirs, $500 each. 

Ward Kremer; Asbury Park at- 
torney representing another daugh- 
ter, Mrs, Ethel Andrikakas of Well- 
ington, ir. C, asked for allowance of 
fees in Mrs. Andrikakas' petition 
to compel the executors to file an ac- 
counting. The court reserved deci- 
sion 'On the request. Mrs. Andrika- 
kas under the wlU was entitled to 
$50,000 if the estate was -over $500,- 
000 if she married a Greek Orthodox 
Catholic, which ah^. did. , She filed 
her petition in April and the ac- 
counting was filed April 20. 

Permission was given the execu- 
tors to sell the summer home of 
Cacolis at 88 Roosevelt Ave., Desd, 
for the. price ofv^the mortgage of 
$17,500 plus $50 to Louis Birken- 
feld, the mortgagor, .The executors 
said Birkenf eld hadr -agreed to ' the 
proposal and then withdrew and 
they intended to force -him to go 
through with it by appeal to the 
courts. Cocalis paid $35,000 for the 
place in 1935 and spent $15,000 on 
improvements,, they said. 

Under the will, another daughter, 
Mrs. George MacMllIan' of Washing- 
ton, was to receive $25,000 if she' 
married a Greek Orthodox Catho- 
lic. She forfeited the bequest when 
she married MacMillian in Newark 
in 1940.

with no 'desire for profit of any kind, 
has placed the other major distribu- 
tors in an awkwt^rd . position, but 
doubted that they will follow suit; 
with at least one possible exception. 
This is 20th-P6x, which is reported 
looking on the $i-a-day rental for 
the shorts, regardless of the house or 
run,' with some favor. 

Among ptiiers, while no policy has 
been laid down officially, it is under- 
stood Metro will not deviate from its 
original intention of marketing the 
shorts on a basis of the same rental 
scales as its^regular briefies are sold, 
with variance in price dependent 
upon the run. Also unofficially, it 
is said that Warner Bros, is consider- 
ing similar means of -marketing the 
Victory shorts. Metro has subscriljed 
to making, the. largest number, nine, 
while others ranjge from two for Uni- 
versal to foiir for WB, 20th and RKO, 
and five for Columbia. 

While other distribs very likely 
will be able to show profits on the 
sale of the 'Victory briefies. Par may 
not, since it wil) charge only $1 a 
day after the expense of production 
and prints. The minimum at which 
shorts are ever sold, even In the 
smallest of subsequent runs. Is $2 or 
$3. Par, however, will turn over 
any profits it may show at the nomi- 
nai'$l rental, with all clearance her 
tween nms waived. Company will 
not assess any distribution costs. 

In his letter last week to Joseph 
Bernhard, chairman of the theatre 
division of the War Activities Com- 
mittee in which he outlined his plan, 
agreeing to turn over any profits 
shown on the Victory shorts, NeH 
F. Agnew of Par said in part, as fol- 
lows: 

'This plan dispenses with the 
necessity for price arbitration or any 
other imwieldly machinery, the 
operation of which would tend to 
minimize 'the -complete success of 
your extensive campaign.' 

'While not amplifying, the arbitra- 
tion plan which Agnew refers to 
with respect to the Victory shorts 
was se| up by the WAC some weeks 
ago. Under -it, if an exhibitor didn't 
agree to a price on the Victory 
shorts, he was to be offered the pi^^- 
ture or pictures anyway, with- the 
matter of a justifiable rental to be 
determined after they had been' 
played. WAC to this day has kept 
this plan under its hat. ., 

In addition to obviating exhibitor 
complaints on rental, -vtrlth' estimate 
being that not more than 10% of the 
country's accounts will squawk at 
the $l-a-day price,. Agnew believes 
that the Par plaix 'will make..Jt a. 
simple matter for all exhibitors to 
show these pictures, not only re- 
moving any possibility of price ob- 
stacles, but actually creating an in- 
ducement ' for their exhibition in 
every theatre in the United States.' 

A liberal number of prints will be 
furnished on the Par shorts and all 
clearance 'between runs waived, so 
that a short completing an engage- 
ment In a first-run, will immediately 
go Into the next Immediate run with- 
out any Intervening lapse of time. 

Expecting sales to be fast at the 
nominal $1 rental, with telephone, 
telegraph and air-mail used to close 
many deals rather than making 
salesmen go around on calls, Oscar 
Morgan, shorts sales head for Par, 
believes that the company can cover 
85 to 90% of the country in eight to 
10 weeks. 



U. S. distributors were given au-~' 
thority this week to transfer 75% of 
the amount permitted out of Aus- 
tralia last year, or about $1,725,000. 
Eight American major companies ac- 
cepted this new arrai^gement with- 
out prejudice -to their efforts to tm- 
freeze 100% of coin presently im- 
pounded in Australia and provide 
free flow of distributor revenue from 
that country'. This.. Is. regarded as a 
concession, because considerably 1>et- 
ter than the initial offer of around 
$900,000. 

Australia allowed the eight Ameri- 
can distributors to remit $2,300,000 to 
V. S. in the 'fiscal year ended last 
March 1, which was less than the 
$3,100,000 permitted out of Australia 
under the first year's frozen coin 
pact. Estimated that there is nearly 
$7,000,000 of U. S. distrib money pres- 
ently frozen in Australia and that in 
excess of $1,700,Q00 is tied up in New 
Zealand. Under the agreement an- 
noun'ped by New Zealand about a 
inonth ago, Xf- S. distributors were - 
permitted to shijp about. $794,000 to 
tnlff eountry, covering about a year's 
business there.

been asked to submit confidential 
figures to the Hays office on the 
quantity of celluloid used in 1840 
and 1941, along with figures show- 
ing how much less stock is being 
used currently.' 

Sundry Plans 

At meetings in New York last 
week various ideas for film con- 
servation, in addition to a celling on 
prints for various classes of pic-, 
tures, were submitted. Distributors 
using fewer prints in distribution 
than the ceilings mentioned ware 
naturally in agreement with this 
proposal, while others opposed it. 
One producer-distributor rep sug- 
gested an overa^ reduction of 20% 
in both negative and positive film. 
AQOtb.er suggested cutting A and B 
product by .500 feet, estimating that 
in -a releaiTe. requiring 300 prints, 
150,000 feet of film would be saved. 

.Suggestion Was also yolced for a 
10^ cut on prints. . .Op .th?; .other' 
hand United Artists, reps could not 
undex'take any basis for curtailment' 
petiding decision on next season's 
producUon schedule. 

As result ' of the wide differences 
of opinion and necessity for taking 
into account individual company 
conditions, it is generally -agreed 
that no uniform or percentage basis 
for cutting raw film stock could be 
established. Producer-distribs were 
therefore asked to cut down on use 
of raw stock in the best possible 
way without undermining produc- 
tion, either by (1) cutting down on 
running time for pictures, (2) re- 
.duction in the number an I running 
time of trailers, (3) reduction- in 
total number of features. 

Point most strongly stressed, 
however, was that a definite program 
of film conservation should be in 
the hands of the Hays office so that 
another meeting .of producer -dis- 
tributor reps can be hdd this week 
and complete details prepared to 
show War Production Board officials 
that the industry Is cutting down. 

A 'WPB ruling cutting use of raw 
film stock by, approximately 25% 
Was reportedly prepared several 
months ago and is being held in 
abeyance pending voluntary com- 
pliance by the' industry. Sudden 
change In war conditions might re- 
• suit in enforcement of this regula- 
tion In any event.

Petrillo de- 
manded a $2.50-a-week raise in 
their $47.50 base pay. 

Hie band went on with canned 
music and the old circus calliope was 
resurrected. Business continued at 
a brisk pace, live music or no, said 
circus officials. There was no picket 
line as the bandsmen had walked 
out reluctantly. Their leader, Merle 
Evans, said they were 'perfectly sat- 
isfied' with their pay and working 
conditions. 

Most of the musicians' had hung 
around the Big Top all week in the 
hopes that the dispute between the 
circus and the union would be 
straightened out. They finally packed 
up and left over the weekend. North 
indicated that he didn't care if they 
never came -back. 

ThexJrcus Is making a two-week's 
stand here— first tifiae in history. All 
previous stays in Philly were limited 
to one week. Some business or- 
ganizations iare grumbling, claiming 
that a long stay would take too 
much dough out of Philly. Nabor- 
hood film exhibs are likewise grous- 
ing over the long stay.

Picketing Threat, Bot 
Brecher Takes Film 

Ne'gro Theatrical Guild and other 
Negro organizations were threaten- 
ing to picket RKO, Loew and 
Brecher circuit houses in Harlem 
last week because of a dispute with 
the chains by Toddy Pictures Co., 
producers and dlstrlbs of Negro plx. 
Performer union maintained that re 
tusal.of the theatres to pay a 'fair 
price' for Toddy films was keeping 
Negro actors out of jobs. 

Toddy claims to have had three 
features and' a short on the shelf 
in New York for four months be- 
cause the three circuits, only oper- 
ators of Important houses using 
Negro product, wouldn't pay him 
what he felt was a proper rental, 
Ted Toddy, prez of the outfit,- finally 
came to terms for one of the films 
with Leo Brecher, operator of the 
Apollo, Harlem Opera House, Re 
nalssance and Odeon. Pic, 'Take 
My Life,' op^s at the Apollo .July 3. 

Although Toddy sells his films to 
some 480 accounts, virtually all of 
the users of colored product in the 
country, he claims that he cannot 
pay union scale to actors . and' tech- 
nicians unless he gets a reasonable 
rental out of thie big Harlem first 
runs. He there'fore threatened to 
discontinue making the pictures, 
which led to the consideration by 
the Negro Theatrical Guild of pick.* 
eting. 

-Execs of the - three circuits- in- 
volved In the dispute all assertied 
that they wanted to play the films, 
but couldn't jlay the price demanded 
by Toddy. He sold !Llfe' to Brecher 
for the same figure- the other two 
chains offered -him.

BesplU 'decline of about $106,000 
In theatre earnings as represented by. 
Faramount's 'trect and indirect net 
interest as stockholder in non-con- 
solidated subsids, Paramount first 
quarter earnings were estimated by 
the company to be '^2,915,000, as 
against $2,475,000 In comparable 1041 
quarter, after all charges in both in- 
stances. This improvemellt of nearly 
$445,000 over last year is equal to 
94c per share on 2,901,580 sbares of 
common as against SBc on 2,496,620 
common shares la the first quarter 
last "year. 

Company reported that the earn- 
ings included $544,000, representing 
Par's direct and indirect net Interest 
as stockholder in combined undis- 
tributed earnings for the quarter in 
partially owned non-consolidated 
subsids (company's- theatre opera- 
tions) and $130,000 of non-recurring 
income.

All' owners of unlicensed radio 
transmitters— meaning chiefly deal- 
ers and manufacturers but also cov- 
ering foresighted broadcasters with 
spares in the closet — must get a 
permit from- the FCC under an order 
adopted Monday (8)'. Registration 
papers must be sought by Jun^ 2{l. 

The ultimatum designed to tighten 
control over apparatus that, might 
wind up in the hands of enemy 
agents, will lead to a check on the 
exact location of every bit of trans- 
mitting equipment in the nation. 
This step is in accord with an earUer 



order of . the Defense Communica- 
tions Board requiring that the gov- 
ernment shoula catalog ell Individ- 
uals possessing apparatus equipped 
for radio transmission. 

The Commish exempted phono'"- 
graph oscillators, test oscillators 
signal generators and wired radio 
systems, but directed that all other 
persons who do no{ have a ticket 
'for the operation of a transmitter 
in their possession must step forth. 
Anyone acquiring a ticketed piece 
of apparatus must notify the FCC 
within 15 days and the registrant 
must make a rejwrt within 6 days 
whenever the equipment is moved 
from its recorded location.

Thematicaliy 
the 'self-Interest' of the consumer, as 
such, was submerged under wartime 
emphasis in the 'nation-interest' to 
which the consumer can contribute 
by taking less, demanding less, 
i;rumbling less. Stated another way, 
:he quarter hour was Department of 
Agriculture in some spots and in 
manner, but a reflection of the Office 
of Facts and Figures in current 
theme stress most of the way. 

The program's style is- lively. Heed 
is given to keeping the text simple, 
using voices to break the continuity. 
There were direct, cues used for 
sound effects and engineering, pre- 
sumably to inject listener Interest in 
the actual radio mechanics as well 
as the material going over the radio. 
The bulk of the script was a dialog 
between a male . announcer and a 
female announcer, there being sev- 
eral quick scenes to illustrate travel 
congestion in aU modes of transit, 
from airplanes to trains to buses to 
private cars.

Man, Alleging Disregard of Rules 



Philadelphia, June 9. 

Theodore J. Swystun, ■ director of 
Ukrainian programs for WDAS, was 
discharged last week by the station 
for his alleged refusal to submit his 
script to execs for perusal — the sta- 
tions* policy for all foreign-language 
broadcasts. The firing climaxed 
week of 'insubordination,' according 
to Patrick J. Stanton^ vice-president 
of WDAS. Denying the allegation, 
Swystun filed suit in Common Pleas 
Court Wed. (3), accusing the station 
of breach of contract. 

Stanton declared that Swystun 
balked at filling out questionnaires 
on his nationalistic afiillatlons and 
allegiances, as ordered by tiie De- 
partment of Justice and the Federal 
Communications (Commission. He 
finally returned the filled-in forms 
'under protest.'- ^ 

When the' station ordered aU an- 
nouncers, foreign-language as well as 
thdse broadcast in English, to elimi- 
nate all requests, Swystun persisted 
in using: recordings asked for by his 
listeners, Stanton .charged. Wheii 
Swystun submitted his scrijits, he did 
so ill-naturedly, said Stanton.. On 
several occasions he 'surreptitiously' 
went on the air before he got his 
script okayed, latec claiming he 



couldn't find any station official in 
'time. 

Stanton declared he warned Swy- 
stun three weeks in succession (the 
Ukrainian hour is broadcast each 
Saturday). Last week, Stanton said, 
he heard Swystun's program studded 
with a list of names of listeners, 
against station regulations. After tha 
program Swystun ^,wa8 .summarily 
fired. 

Swystun, in his petition' in court, 
declared the station could not cancel 
his program no'r fire him. He de- 
manded that the station continue the 
program and pay him his weddy 
commission of $15. Swystun is soon 
to be inducted into the Army,, and 
the announcer had intended! that hia 
wife would cairry on.

Mutual Execs Repeat Charges That Option Time Is 
Repeatedly Used to Prevent Mutual Closing 
Contracts With Prospective Advertisers 



Washington, June. 9. 

Proposed revision of the 1934 Com- 
munications Act is merely a smoke- 
screen to cover attempts to block ap- 
plication of the anti-monopoly regu- 
lations, the most ardent admirer of 
the FCC reformers' handiwork, Mu- 
tual, told the House Interstate Com- 
merce Committee last week. The 
tale of MBS woe was poured into 
ears of the House group by Alfred J. 
McCosker, board chairman, and Fred 
Weber, chain general manager, 
several hours of argument against 
the sweeping procedural changes sug- 
gested by the radio barristers and 
backed by CBS and NBC. WhUe 
some overhauling of the administra- 
tive machinery may be desirable, the 
Sanders bill goes altogether too far, 
said Weber and McCos!cor, and has 
for its secret objective scuttling the 
anti-monopoly regulations, not bene- 
fiting the public. 

The law-makers received a detailed 



lecture on marketing, program -build- 
inj, and time-selling from Weber, 
who directed most of his Are at the 
Blue and pointedly directed attention 
to the failure of the newest RCA 
family member to enter an individual 
ap^.arance at the hearings. Weber 
crlled names in charging NBC 
snatched business by exercising op- 
tion-time agreements that shut Mu- 
tual out of certain essenti..! markets 
and questioned what is behind the 
new Blue rate card, which omits so 
many vital outlets formerly available 
on either NBC skein. 

Fly Bules~frralsed 

Virtually all of the Mutual testi- 
mony dealt with the prospective 
benefits from the Fly-designed anti- 
monopoly commandments, both 
Weber and McCosker directly an- 
swering the attacks of NBC and CBS 
officials and declaring the allegedly 
adverse consequences upon NBC and 
CBS have been greatly exaggerated. 



By allowing the FCC to proceed with 
its reforms, Congress will bring new 
competition into broadcasting and 
thus give the public better service; 
they contended. 

With the warning that free compe- 
tition in radio may disappear if 'the 
regulations are l>locked, McCosker 
slammed the 'powerful and wealthy 
corporations' seeking to . entrench 
themselves by curbing their curbers. 
The CBS and NBC complaint about 
the Commish isn't because of the 
procedure, he opened; but because 
the senior chains too often don't like 
the nature of the decisions. The pri- 
mary purpose of the legislative drive, 
he charged, is to strip the FCC of 
power to police the industry for the 
general benefit of the public, the' 
independently-owned transmitters, 
and any rival networks. 

Vigorous support of the proposed 
Fly rules was registered by McCos- 
ker, who also deplored the suggestion 
the FCC chairman should be shorn 
of the right to participate in de- 
cisions and 'administrative proceed- 
ings. There is no evidence the Com- 
mish has a 'common carrier com- 
plex,' the WOR exec scoffed, and the 
regulations are aimed in exactly the 



opposite direction. U the reforms 
be:ome eilective, there will be less 
danger of rate control. Interference 
with management, government SV' 
pervislon over operating policies, or 
tl eat of program censorship. By 
removing present restraints— IropQsed 
by CBS and NBC— the Commish 
would give everybody a better chance 
to develop naturally, thus minlmiz- 
Irg the possibility, a government 
agency will step in to maintain irri- 
tating watch on operations. 



They FUUcr Matwkl 

The Mutual chief aclcnowledg^d 
that cold statistics — such as the senior 
chains presented early 1 i the hear 
Ings — sliow the newcomer has grown 
substantially. But both McCosker 
and Weber drummed away at the 
idea Mutual sttU gets only a tiny 
wedge of pie, compared .with the 
NBC and CBS "labs. The percentage 
Increase in Mutual revenues has been 
exaggerated, AricCosker insisted, not 
ing the $4,700,000 figure for 1941 is 
puny beside the others' time sales. 

'While we are proud Of Mutual's 
affiliates and its annual Increases 
in revenue, particularly In view of 
the obstacles we have had to over- 
come, we trust you will not be miS' 
led by the figures and charts which 
have been presented by witnesses 
for NBC and Columbia 9t this hear- 
ing,' he told the lawmakers. They 
give a flattering but highly exag' 
gerated notion of Mutual's growth 
and size.

their creative faculties to bear on the war- 
effort . . . the Army got a poster of terrific 
impact , . . and Westinghouse Radio Sta- 
tions again demonstrated their ability to 
assvune a leading role in the current scene, 
their power to deliver real public service. 
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has, • and overlook mentioning the 
relative desirability of the stations 
as to power, toverage, location and 
other vital factors, it. is very much 
as if you compared tfie wealth of 
four men according to the number 
of bills each has in his pocketbook 
without looldng at the denomina- 
tion of the bills'. 

This slant occupied much of 
Weber's time, the general manager 
going into questions of comparative 
wattage, availability of outlets, and 
the consequences of the time-option 
practice.." With the help of several 
complicated exhibits, the Mutual 
general manager emphasized that 
NBC and CBS have control of the 
'first choice* • plants in the first 60 
markets, while Mutual Is Jorced to 
use stations only available for 
Ihnited periods and liable to be 
snatched in 26 cities^ The aggregate 
wattage of the NBC and CBS sta- 
tions in the principal markets far 
exceeds Mutual''s strength^ he noted, 
and there are only 36 cities in the 
entire nation where each web has 
its own full-time station. 

The idea of licensing networks 
appeared fantastic to McCosker.. .He 
observed the stations already are 
subject to Federal supervision and 
warned the only Important effect 
would be more, not less, govern- 
ment interference. He poked fun 
at William S. Paley for tempering 
Columbia's endorsement of the sug- 
gestion. 

Lltltatlon' Aabit 

Any suggestion that the Commish 
went on half-cocked . is wholly un- 
justified, McCosker argued. Noting 
the time elapsing since the start of 
the investigation, he commented the 
fighting is not over yet and every 
possible opportunity has been of> 
f ered to submit evidence. The older 
webs have' litigated whenever they ' ' 
could think of an excuse, he 
snorted. Revision of the original 
proposals and adoption of amend- 
ments suggested by Mutual are evi- 
dence the FCC had an open mind, 
rather than arbitrary attitude. 

Mutual has .been able to operate 
under the regulation without either 
inconvenience or injury, .the board 
chairman declared. He repeated the 
customary Mutual argument that 
optioning is hot essential-, and that 
Mutual adopted the practice only 
in self-defense, and insisted the 
demonstrated' advantages of the 
Mutual-, system of (]oing business 
could he enjoyed more widely if 
the shackles of CBS and NBC con- 
tracts are removed. Exclusivety is 
unnecessary under the formula de- 
vised by the Commish to'-insure ac- 
cess to every market, he said, while 
the lack of firm options, can be 
'overcome with a little enterprise 
and liberal use of airmail and the 
telegraph and telephone'. 

Aiming more at NBC than at 
CBS, Weber told at length the ob- 
stacles and troubles Mutual has ex- 
perienced and termed the regula- 
tions an 'eminently practicable and 
reasonable' means of eradicating 
abuses. He was particularly en- 
thusiastic about the time-block op- 
tion scheme which the Commish 
would' permit, observing it would 
not' take away from the Red or 
Columbia .more than a fraction of 
the most desirable time. now booked 
and- would. give the Blue bigger s^,^^,..,^. 
ments than it has been able to sell. 
Snper-Wcb Improbable 
During his course in marketing and 
booking, the Mutual general man- 
ager insisted the Commission's alter- 
native . for . firm options prevents 
abuses and perpetuates all the pres- 
ent . advantages of being , able to 
assure advertisers of outlets. The 56- 
day call period ts about the time 
needed to set up a program, he ob- 
servedi Nothing in the regulations, 
he added, will prevent the. carrying 
out of all existing contracts, and the 
idea of a 'super-network' is absurd, 
since the highest-powered and most 
desirable transmitters already have 
all the business, they can handle. 

Weber pointed an accusing finger 
at NBC in telling how unexercised 
options have been taken up suddenly 
.to injuire Mutual. He told how the Bal- 
lantine's beer shovT was shifted after 
10 of 14 Mutual outlets notified the 
web that NBC was taking'lhe time 
for 'Canada Dry. ' Jiegotiations for 
(rtarch of Time) collapsed when 
NBC threatened to book another pro- 
gram during the half -hour Blue out- 
lets were wanted. Inability to expand 
coverage to additional areas caused 
th- American Tohacco Co. to move, 
he said, and the' option device 'was 
used to lure the J. B. Williams (True 
or False) program. There are other 
nstances— the Philip Morris and 
Caod Will Hour programs— where 
Mutual lost accounts because Blue- 
Affiliated outlets were ta'^en away 
from Mutual, he said.'

If they .have specific contracts fix- 
ing the weekly wage and providing 
pay for expected overtime work, 
broadcasters,, newspaper publishers, 
and other employers of white-collar 
help don't have to bother about the 
Federal Wige-Hour Law, the United 
Stdtes Supreme Court held Monday 
(8) in a' 5 to 4 decision ending litiga- 
tion involving the practices of the 
A. H. Belo Corp., owner of WFAA, 
Dallas, and the Dallas News. 

The majority of the umpires held 
the WFAA management complied 
with the statute by adjusting salary 
schedules after Congress enacted the 
'Fair Labor Standards' act . so that 
pay for extra work is figured by a' 
stipulated* formula.- The- majority — 
Chief Justice Harlan F. Stone and 
Associate Justices James F. Byrnes, 
Felix Frankfurter, Robert H. Jack- 
son, . and Owen J. Roberts — vigor- 
ously discarded the Labor . Depart- 
ment contention that a contractual 
weekly wage, no matter how much 
or how calculated, is only the com- 
pensation for a standard work-week. 

Seeking, to upset' lower .courts 
which; held' in- favor of. the ' Belor 
QOrp., the :gQvernment maintained 
that additional pay miist b^.'fiigured 
on. the 'b^is "of each'hour. qver,.the 
4()-hour; .maximinn allo'wed.' in, the 
law. Whether the total jpay tops the 
minimum figures set forth In the act: 
is of no consequence, the Lahor. Die-' 
partment added.

The majority, in.an opinion by As- 
sociate Justice Byi'nes, said:

All WFAA and Dallas News work- 
ers, except some mechanical em- 
ployees, were advised that the com- 
pany was. guaranteeing a 'weekly 
wage in excess of the amount sped- . 

The arrangement 
provided that a $40-a-weel£ legman 
was paid 67c. per .hour and would get 
$40 a week regardless ot how long 
he worked. On this basis, he could 
be required to work 54H hours (the . 
maximum' afHhait time was 44 hours 
weekly) before being entitled to any 
extra .cashi: . A(ter Ijeing followed 
fqr 16 months, t}iis arr^gement was 
assailed' by the Labor Department, 
which held that. WFAA apd the 
paper's employees were entitled to 
reimbursement to' the . tune ..of 
$80,000. ' 

The arrangement, Justice Eij^hes 
conceded, unquestionably was de-' 
signed to keep the pa}TOll at the 
same level as before the law went 
into effect. Congress- did not deny 
an employer the right, however, to 
make such a contract, as long as he 
pays the minimum required, the ma- 
jority spokesman added. The guar- 
ailty of 'a fljied amount 'carries out 
the ihtention'vtif ;the Congress,' he ob- 
served. " -" . 

' In the dissenting opinion, delivered 
'by 'Associate' Justice Stanley F. Reed, 
the riiiinoidty '- complained that the 
prevailing opinion will - permit em* 
ployefs 'and ^their hired hands 'to 
'caprlcicriisly select a certain figure, 
iinreiated to . the wages, paid' and 
agree that it is the 'regular rate' of 
compensation. The majority', view 
'frustrated' the desire and purpose 
of . 'Congress, Justice Reed .com- 
plained.

The two writers were some 
weeks ago asked by. ASCAP's com- 
plaint committee to answer charges 
that the licensing of . their works 
through BMI Was in violation of the 
terms of the ASCAP consent decree. 
After the anti-trust division of the 
U. S. .Department of Justice had 
stepped into this situation by ques; 
Uoning ASCAP's right to discipline

Max Winslow, 59, 
Vet Music Exec, 
Dies in H wood 



Hollywood, June 9. 
Max Winslow, 59, v.p. of Irving 
Berlin, Inc., who In the heyday of 
vaudeville ranked as the music busi- 
ness' No. 1 exploiter of popular 
songs, died June 8 in the Cedars of 
Lebanon Hospital. He suffered a 
stroke following a diabetic illness he 
didn't know he possessed. His widow, 
Tillie,r also w611 known in Hollywood 
and Broadway, survives. ' 

Winslow had spent over 30 years 
in the music publishing field, and it 
is to his influence as an advisor and 
exploiteer that Irving Berlin has al- 
ways ascribed a major share of his 
success as a writer. A factor that 
made Winslow's dominance as a pro- 
fessional manager uncontestable for 
years was his ability to control -the 
outstanding performing, personalities 
in vaudeville. He maintahied this 
status imtil radio came into the ex- 
ploitation phase of the music busi- 
ness. It was then, that he felt that 
he had reached a snag In bis career, 
and he gracefully bowed, out of the 
business of exploiting songs. Never- 
theless he harbored a certain resent- 
ment against the- new medium. - 

He had always' maintained that the 
success of a performer was tied up 
with the song material that was 
brought him by the publisher, who 
knew that performer's particular ap- 
titudes, but here In radio was a spe- 
cies of entertainer, bsndmenr. aiid 
vocalists, Who, because of their 
simultaneous contact'-with millions of 
persons, telt "that they were the best 
judges of what was best' for their 
talents. . Winslow could ho longer 
control his personalities. 

Winslow's- association with Berlin, 
started through that early period of 
'Everybody's Doing It' 'Turkey Trot' 
'Grizzly Bear' and 'At the DevU's 
Ball,' extended through the 'Alexan. 
dier's Ragtime' era, and ran on dur- 
ing the days of 'What'U I Do,' 'Al. 
ways' and 'Remember.' Winslow 
during all this was a master by high- 
pressuring a song into the hit class, 
He would get up in a Broadway spot, 
such as Maxim's, and introduce a 
new Berlin tune and, after a week 
or two of such similar songplugglftg 
appearances In like spots, the tune 
would suddenly find acceptance from

CHICAGO HEARS 
OFWAR AGAINST 
PAYOLA 



Chicago, 'June 16. 
Johnny O'Connor came to town, on 
a quick 24-hour rotmd trip on Fri- 
day (5) to address the Professional 
Music Men and' addressed them' for 
slightly over two - hours about the 
payola situation. O'Connor minced 
no vocabulary in stating the case 
and said that he was heading a drive- 
to eliminate . the payolas from the 
music' business... - 

O'Connor went , back to 1918 and 
told about how he helped clean 
out the music publishers' pay-oS 
mess to vaudeville acts. And\today 
]he payolas must be eliminated 
again. Payments fo'i: arrangements, 
free tickets to' shows, gifts of scotch, 
salami and Sulka ties are all out 
If a publisher wants a band leader 
to see a show, he must take him 
himself, not send the tickets around. 

The point was stressed -that it will 
not be necessary 'to get absolute 
black-on-white evidence to convict 
a publisher of pay-offs; a good cir- 
cumstantial evidence case will be 
good enough to kick an offender out 
of the -union. 



Measure to amend the copyright 
act so as to give recognitioh to 
interpretive artists and musicians 
has been Introduced in the House of 
Representatives by Congressman 
Leon Sacks, of Philadelphia. The 
amendments were ^rawn by Maur«' 
ice J. Spelser, general counsel for 
the National Association of Pet- 
forming Artists. 

The bill would do awsly with the 
section in the act. which exempts a 
coin-machine from licensing, imless 
a fee is charged for admission, and 
would make It mandatory for a 
commercial user to obtain a license 
in the case of the making or re- 
producing of any recording of a 
copyrighted work. Under, this 
amendment a special fee would have 
to be paid on phonograph records 
used ' over the air, in col^-machlnes 
or by an7 other device so long as 
.the profit clement is'.ln'volved. . 
' .'While the- . amendments would 
make var'lo'»is' versions of a work 
subject, to copyright, the copyright 
owner of the original manuscript Is 
protected In' any. event. - Before a 
copyright may be secured for a' re- 
corded version .of a number, ap« 
proval .miiSt come, from the orig* 
Inal.c'ojpyrlght owner.' By this clause 
the interpreter's rights' are aubor»- 
dlnafe to the rights of' the holder 
of a manuscript's copyright

With vaudeville showing signs of 
a marked comeback — with still 
greater expectations for next sea- 
son — it was expected that some old- 
style gyppery long familiar In that 
field would crop up. It has. 

Chief abuse is that of "paying off 
in the dark,' with the actors, of 
course, getting the dirty end. That 
gimmick works . chiefly where the 
booker gets a lump sum for the show 
and then pays off the acts himself. 
It has been found that aU of these 
bookers— for some 'strange 'reason— r 
can't count, but— for an even 
stranger reason — they never make a 
mistake in the performer's favor. 

One of the indie bookm In N. Y., 
booking a number of one and two- 
day stands in and around the metro- 
politan area, has made a fine art of 
that particular dodge. In order not 
to be caught with the goods when 
the inevitable denouement comes, 
he's not even issuing the semblance 
o( a contract to the acts — ^but hands 
them strips of paper merely carry- 
ing the name of the theatre they 
are to play and directions on how to 
get there. 

His salaries in some cases are not 
even enough to pay the acts' gasoline 
bills to the theatre, It's not unusual 
for this booker to pay singles $3- 
for a full day; doubles $6 and $7, and 
three-people acts as low as $10. 
That's in N. Y., Vlth the American 
Guild of 'Variety Artists virtually 
around ihe corner. This booker 
sports an AG'VA franchise, but evi- 
dently forgets how to read when^lje 
fdnies " to ' the" ' ""minimum salary* 
clause in the AG'VA basic agree- 
ment Latter calls for minimum 
pay of $10 per person per day. 

Another old vaude. gimmick back 
in play is the tactics of some book- 
ers to 'doublecross' the agents by 
buying acts cheaper than at the price 
quoted by the talent reps. This is 
done simply by the booker calling 
the .act direct, after the agent has 
gone, of course, and browbeating, 
or cajoling, the talent to take less 
money than the agent had been ask- 
ing. 

About the only chiseling gag not 
yet heard from Is the 'double con- 
tract,' with none of the copies read- 
ing alike andt the book«' always 
holding the one that calls for the 
least amount of pay. But this also, 
will likely soon be pulled again.

songs, and that's a rtarked improve- 
ment, though the vitamin number is 
as weak In Martinique as it is at the 
44th Street.

Wort Is Anotber Threat to Road 



Problem of Uving accommodaUona 
Is the newest threat to the lOad 
next season and, unless a solution 
is found, a "number of shows will 
skip crowded stands, if not entirely 
ducking the road. Approximately 
100 complaints have been received 
by Equity from actors who were 
forced to play out of town -under 
conditions that they believe to be 
unbearable. 

Ordinarily it is part of the ad- 
vance agent's Job to arrange for 
rooms, but unless advance men re- 
ceive th6 active aid of local house 
managers, they are virtually tmable 
to function currently in a number of 
cities crowded with war workers. 

Washington, Baltimore, and Pitts- 
burgh are the stands mostly com- 
plained about, and It Is Ukely that 
musical shows especially will be un- 
able to play such bookings. Re- 
ported at times thfit cots have been 
provided backstage for visiting play- 
ers, who regard such conditions as a 
hardship. Talk of using Pullmans 
and sleeping cars during engage- 
ments Is discounted, as army re- 
quirements call for that equipment. 
Chances, of shows being hampered 
in making, jumps because of war 
transportation priority has been the 
subject of consideration for some 
time. 

Complaints also are made that 
hotels are charging excessive rates 
In war work centers. 

It was also revealed last week that 
living conditions among war plant 
workers Is desi>erate. As many as 
10 persons are using the same foom; 
also that beds are used In eight-hour 
shifts. ■■ Government plans call for 
expenditure of $1,000,000,000 to be 
used for war workers* housing. 



SHUBERTSSHED 
SOME THEATRES

Broadway theatres which they took 
over about two years ago. Just prior 
to the World's Fair showmen pre- 
dicted a big influx of visitors would 
result In a boom, Shuberts, along 
with' others, made arrangements ^to 
book or lease several houses which 
were In the hands of banks, general 
idea being to guarantee Ihterest and 
taxes and share in possible profits. 

Understood the Shuberts decided 
to let the Hudson slip 'back to bank 
'hands, house having only a success- 
Ion of flops, since they took over. 
Likely that the Belasco will also be 
droptked by the Shuberts. Among 
the theatres they took over is the 
Broadway, figured to have been a 
money-maker mosUy through the 
spotting there of Tantasia.' 

Broadway will house HiIs Is^the 
Army,' the Irving Berlin service 
show which .open* July 4 with a 
$27.50 top, prices thereafter being 
$4.40 top at night. Shuberts say 
their share of the receipts will 
merely cover the rent Proceeds go 
to the Army Emergency Tund. .

PAY; ARBITRATE L0.Ui 

Indicated that the bank letter of 
credit which 'Val Ernie the bands- 
man arranged to guarantee salaries 
of the "High. Kickers' cast will be 
cleared. Those members of the com- 
pany not paid for the final week of 
the Chicago engagement, will there- 
fore receive that salary "and Equity 
will be reimbursed $5,000, which 
amount it sent to pay the lesser sal- 
aried players and return transporta- 
tion fot all. Equity came forward 
with the coin to save 'Kickers' from 
stranding. 

Situation was complicated when 
the principals filed LO.U.'s as addi- 
tional claims to thetr final week's 
pay. Ernie thereupon ordered the 
bank not to pay off. 

Management contends that the 
l.O.U.'s represent personal loans from 
the players to George Jessel so that 
the show could continue after the 
Boston date. Understood that Equity 
has agreed to arbitrate the status of 
the I.O.U.'s, inferring that such pa- 
per does represent loans, rather than 
salaries due. Arbitration will be be- 
tween the players and Jessel, who 
signed all their contracts. 

If the present arrangement is not 
upset, Ernie will be able to save 
around $5,000 of the guarantee coin. 
Equity and its chorus branch are the 
principal claimants, since they paid 
the chorus and those players who 
were getting $100 or less weekly.

BUT NOT PHILLY 



With Sunday performances hav- 
ing proved so vital in keeping alive 
in-between shows on Broadway, 
other stands in the east are likely 
to go on the same basis next season. 
Managers have proposed to Equity 
that Boston be recognized -for Sun- 
days, pointing out that baseball and 
other amusements operate on that 
day. Equity referred* the matter to' 
a committee, but indicated willing- 
ness to okay the idea it along the 
same lines as N. Y. . ' ^ 

That means that if shows are 
given in the Hub on Sundays there 
must be a layoff on Mondays. Sun- 
days- are legal in K. Y. provided 
there id a 24-hour rest period one 
day during the week. No other 
state has^ that stipulation.' So far 
as N. Y. is concerned, the statute 
is regarded as discriinlnatory, be- 
cause not applicable to other amuse- 
ments where, there are longer work- 
ing hours nor sports. It has been 
expected that the Ifgit managers 
would seek legislation to correct 
that situation, but no attempt to 
do so has yet been 'made. 

Actually Chicago Is the only 
seven-day town among the prin- 
cipal' cities. . It provides legit the 
privilege of playing ^ nine per- 
formances weekly, but one-eighth 
extra salary must be paid, that, 
being Equity's requirement Not all 
shows, however, take advantage Of 
the right and stick to the regula- 
tion eight times. 

During the first World War Wash- 
ington played Sundays and may re- 
vert to that schedule next season, 
provided there Is no Equity Inter- 
ference. Other stands. Including 
Baltimore, are possibilities, but 
Philadelphia Is less likely to lift 
its Sunday blue laws.

That may 
tend to speed Up productlnt for next 
season. Showmen who havC^ been 
setthig their activities for the fal) 
period are expected to move , their 
schedules forward.

The rules 
call for one-eighth extra for each 
added performance and it was ex- 
plained that meant but $1.25 more 
per week than the winter chorine 
scale of $30. Scale applies to shjws 
with a ticket top of $1.10 and, if 
higher prices are charged, the chorus 
gets $5 additional. 

Leventhal had two shows using 
chorus people on his Atlantic coast 
circuit One was 'Johnny 2 x 4,' 
which had six girls, and when he 
could not get the concession Is said 
to have cut the group to four, same 
number as used when thie show 
played the Longacre, N. Y. The 
other show was the musical 'Pal 
Joey' which went off the boards.

'By Jupiter' (hee 'All's Fair' and 
adapted from 'The Warrior's Hus- 
:band') is a lush - and la-vish musi- 
comedy which, will enjoy a moderate 
run., It's not a smash,. althou^ its 
business potentials may exceed its 
basic modest due, chiefly^ because the 
competition on Broadway this year 
isn't too keen. They're" hungry for 
new shows. ' , 

The. monotone of masculine f emmes 
and effeminate men makes for not 
too inspired comedy. The first act 
Is strong;' the second act lets down 
considerably. Ray Bolger is" a funny 
man but after a while it palls to see 
him as the nurtured -male who yearns 
for a honeyinoon at the Nigerian 
falls; who- is sheltered fifom rude 
traveling salesladies' ribald gagt^ 
and who is accused by his' pro- 
tecting mother as 'sometimes you 
swear like a loneshorewoman.' The 
libretto features lines such, as 'What 
do the Greeks do.?' 1 hear they nm 
restaurants'; the ingenue lead, Con- 
stance Moorel rebukes herseU, 'I 
don't know, why, but I never raped 
the men we conquered in our wars; 
sometimes ' they used to 'tease me 
about that at military school!' and 
Bolger chides Benay Venuta, 'What 
do you think I am— a pullover?' 

Of course, when the conquering 
Greeks, led by Ronald Graham, juve 
lead, finally best the femme warriors 
of Pontus, the sex relations' ritfht 
themselves, accdrding to our stand-, 
ards, ^ , 

In between, much clever — some- 
times too much so— lyrical wordage 
by talented Lorenz Hart holds- the 
action together. The Dick Rodgers 
score Is a bit too ultra for popular 
consumption; and it's a cinch that 
Harfs lyrics will have to undergo 
sapoliolng before they're radio-ac- 
cepted, or for that matter made gen-* 
erally palatable. Some of It is as 
subtle as a gag about -the farmer's 
daughter, but in academic, lyrical 
phraseology it sounds smarter. Some 
of the lines In 'The Gateway to the 
Temple of Minerva,' 'Now That Tve 
Got My Strength' and 'Jupiter For- 
bid' aren't exactly Rover 'Boy jive. 

As a musicomedy it is extravagant 
adult and betimes amusing. Had the 
second act topped . the first stanza 
there'd be no question. But it all 
soon becomes as obvious as a Greek 
leer that the femme warriors will 
relax, and the conquering Qrceks' 
nature would take its course. Thus 
Ronald Graham, alumnus of past 
Rodgers and Hart musical comedy 
successes, is-virtually paired oil -with 
Constance Moore; and the B.C. road 
company of Casper Milquetoast, Ray 
Bolger, asserts his latent masculinity 
and makes Queen' Hippolyta (Benay 
Venuta) take orders, instead of giv- 
ing commands as has been her wont. 

The -trouping is tiptop from, the 
star and the featured three down. 
Perhaps the hit of the works, a 
sleeper, is that dowager lady. Bertha 
Belmore, who time-steps with the 
limber Ray Bolger In a manner that 
almost eclipses the star. Bolger 
wisely throws it all her way, and 
the sight of this post-SOs matron 
strutting her shapely gams is some- 
thing very worthwhile for audience 
values. Miss Belmore musically re- 
creates the role she did 10 years ago 
in the play original with Kathalrine 
Hepburn. Bolger, incidentally. Is 
less the hoofer and more the straight 
mime, a wise enough evolution for a 
very funny feUow, excepting that he 
left the customers waiting for. that 
boff dance specialty which never 
quite came forth.

off by taking positive action to cre- 
ate good will. 

That means that policy-making on 
public relations will no longer be a 
function of the Hays office. Latter 
will . become merely the agency for 
putting Into effect or disseminating 
what the P.R. committee decides. It 
was dissatisfaction with the pussy- 
foot public relations of the Hays 
office that led to formation of the 
new group. Move was riecommended 
by the committee of six lawyers set 
up by Industry leaders to make an 
overall survey of public relations as 
a result of the Senate Investigation 
of war films last fall. 

How effective the new committee 
can be is doubted even by some of 
Its own members, although there's 
no doubt whatsoever that It will be 
an improvement over former prac- 
tice. What creates the dubiousness 
Is whether or not top industry lead- 
ers will take the advice of their "own 
hired help. They've shown Indispo- 
sition to do so beore. 

On the matter of high salaries, for 
Instance, committee doesn't feel It 
can tell Louis B. Mayer- he should 
take a cut from $700,000 to $300,000, 
or at least take the pay In some 
other form so that It doesn't show up 
so boldly on SEC reports. Instead, 
the committee has been figuring out 
ways of making the salaries more 
poUble to the public by showing 
how much goes to taxes, how much 
to charity, etc. They can .make 
a pretty good case, but It Is admit- 
tedly only a secondary approach to 
the problem,, merely a.follow-up and 



thus not highly effective In counter, 
acting the original bad impression. 

It's for that reason that it has been 
suggested, although never known to 
be seriously considered, that a high 
powered outside public relations 
man be brought in-^someone of the 
late Ivy Lee's calibre— at a price 
high enough to make the Industry 
respect him. Wendell WUlkle with 
his natural bent for public relations, 
has been suggested, although 
whether he would consider such i 
job is something else again. 

Survey planned by the' public re 
latlons committee will not be its all- 
Importent task, but merely a jump- 
ing off place for determining Some 
aspects of the job that needs to be 
done. Idea has become prevalent 
that the survey Is the committee's 
No. 1 reason for being, and it has 
made no move to, eliminate this Idea 
It's fostered it, if anything, feeling 
the survey will conveniently take 
emphasis off other plans. 

Committee, in drawing up methods 
of attack, is avoiding minor one- 
shot schemes. It is considering only 
broad, continuing plans.

Chicago 
suburb. The carnival was set 'to 
close Sunday- night (7.) after a six- 
day run, sponsored by the 'Veterans 
of Foreign Wars. , ■ 

Shortly ^tet 11 Sunday night - a 
player at one of fiie machines re- 
portedly demanded a. payoff and was 
refused: He struck the -game's-, opx 
erator,, and a general ii.ot . -ensued 
in which moxe tiian 1,000 partici- 
pated.' . Tents wire wrecked and- 
fired, and booths were upset, with- 
flghts all over the parnival lot 

.Norman L. Qlxon, manager of the 
carnival, was arrested ' and charged 
with dlstiirblng the peace and riot- 
ing.. A dozen other, employees -were 
held on open charges. The crowd 
was .dispelled only after -state and 
county police had arrested' the man- 
ager. 'Officers £rom half dozen 
suburban towns joined with the stat&- 
and county patrolmen to quell -the 
riot. 

Amount of damage to the carnival 
not estimated, but early 'reports in- 
dicated that it would be' 'consider- 
able. A sound trudc wa,s' .turned 
over, and numerous booths were 
damaged as the angry crowd smash- 
ed' through with shouts' of. "Tear the 
place apart.' ' • 

Police of the . locality .commented 
during the riot proceedings that 
complaints ' had been registered 
against the show during the stay 
by citizens who complained against 
the gambling and . indecent shows 
were supposed to be a part of the 
carnival.

Hollywood, June 16. 
What General Sherman said about 
•war is a state ot bliss compared with 
tlie plight of Hollywood's upper 
castes. Filmtown'a aristocracy is 
threatened with a nameless exist- 
ence for the duration. In the mo- 
tion picture art -a 'name' is a price- 
less jewel, rating above an armful 
of emerald bracelets or a chromium- 
plated alfalfa ranch. .

'The men who are fighting and 
dying on the battldflelds of the 
world will win the war. There is 
nothing cute about thousands of men 
dying daily. The rationing and con- 
servation program should ce pre- 
sented without trills In a forthright 
inanner. People, read their news In 
straight, undiluted form In the news- 
t>apers and so it should be presented 
on the radio.'

Just as Hollywood now puis one 
out of each IS persons in a crowd 
scene in uniform,' which Is the ra- 
tio of servicemen to the rest of the 
population, so White desires that one 
out of 10 persons be' (i Negro in 
normal pursuits. For instance, in 
shots of Grand Central Station, he- 
aslcs that "Negroes be shown not only, 
as porters, but as travelerisr too, just 
as they are In real life.

federal court Among other things, 
while pointed out the intent ot the 
Whole 'UMPI plan is clear as worked 
out by exhibitor ana distributor com- 
mittees, some matters remain to be 
taken care of before the plan can go 
Into practice. 

Point No. 1 ot thckUMPI selling 
formula Is as tollows: 

'Features are to be offered to ex- 
hibitors In groups representing, in 
each case, not less than 26% of the 
company's anticipated annual output 
up to 12 pictures per group, and not 
more than tour groups per year.' 

The problem on this point Is what 
occurs when a distributor sells pic- 
tures selectively to Radio City Music 
Hall, N. Y., or other large buyers In 
the open market Obviously, the dls- 
trlb caimot make deals in such cases 
when restricted to offering not less 
than 25%. 

Another angle concerns the dlstrib 
who might, want to make more than .. 
48 pictures a season. It held to a 
maximum' of 12 films four times 
yearly, the question Is what happens 
to any additional films. In order to 
be covered' on this point it is prob- 
able that If a dlstrlb schedules more 
than 48 on a season, he wiU be per- 
mitted to sell five times yearly. 

In the UMPI plan, also, nothing is 
covered as to what a distributor Is 
to do with the designated pictures 
that an exhibitor cancels, except that 
rejected films from one group cannot 
be re-lncluded In a subsequent group.. 
Supposition is that films that have 
been cancelled by one «xh{b may be 
offered tetany other exhib, whether 
a regular customer or not 

Under the old, full-line selling an 
exhibitor who cancelled a picture 
relinquished all rights to buy it back 
at some later date. Dlstribs enforced 
this ruling so that an exhib wouldn't 
cancel a picture sold to him under 
the contract at one price and a few 
weelcs later come along wanting to 
buy It b&ck at a shorter rental. 

The UMPI clause concerning re- 
jections states that the time and the 
manner of cancelling to be agreed 
upon.' Before the plan becomes final 
and goes Into effect this will no doubt 
be amplified. It Is understood. . 

Any dispute .with respect to 
whether or not there was a devia- 
tion In Identification shall be subject 
to conciliation or arbitration to be 
agreed upon. Since th« sales plan 
itself Is of first importance, the mat- 
ter of setting up arbitration, based 
on many recommendations already 
made, will come later. ' No meetings 
ot the Cominittee of the Whole to go . 
further into arbitration or other mat- 
ters are presentiy scheduled.

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Double Duty for Films in Distribs 
Wo Conservation Plan to Avoid U.S. 
Rations; Studios Can't Save Enough 



Faced with lini>endlng' Govem- 
inent regulation, arbitrarily curtail- 
ing use of raw film stock; members 
of the board of directors of the Mo- 
iion Picture Producers St Distribu- 
tors met in New York yesterday 
(Tues.) to consider Immediate steps 
for voluntary conservation of film 
at the studios and in distribution. 

: Realizins that the War Production 
Board will clamp down with a ceil- 
ing dn film, and that maximum sav- 
ings can be made in cutting the 
number of prints used in distribu- 
tion, major company executives are 
considering a plan evolved by sales 
heads and their assistants which 
Would Include a print ceiling where- 
by every print would do double 
duty. Average print now playing 25 
or' 30 accounts would have to be 
used fot as many as 50 or 60 book- 
ings. Fresh prints wo\^d go largely 
to the first run accounts; while 
smaller operators, in nearby metro- 
politan areas, who have been get- 
ting new prints early, would be 
obliged to wait until first-run show- 
ings are played out. 
' Objective of at least a 25% saving 
In film, considered necessary to 
show War Production Board officials 
that the film industry is approach- 
ing the problem realistically, from 
all accounts cannot be achieved by 
tightening up on shooting schedules 
at the studios alone. 

Eastern executives find that 
Hollywood has placed a major por- 
tion of the film conservation prob- 
lem in their laps. A switch in cur- 
rent distribution practices would 
make It impossible for small town 
theatres to get fresh prints on na- 
tional release dates. 

Meeting yesterday, from accounts, 
broke up without any uniform form' 
ula applying 'to all companies being 
reached. A flexible system, whereby 
the sales heads of each major distrib 
will determine how much cutting 
<:an be done, will' likely result in a 
favorable showing prepared, for the 
meeting with Harold Hopper, of the 
m.p. upit in WPB, in Washington on 
June 23.

Fewer Prints May 
Cause Qearance 
To Be Extended 



While exhibitors are always try- 
ing to change clearance against 
themselves on one ground or an- 
other, in major distributor circles it 
Is said no movement has been made 
to revise schedules due to changed 
conditions resultant from war. 

In fact it is pointed out that the 
print problem which will grow pro- 
gressively more serious, makes it 
dubious whether distributors could 
upset clearance schedules as they 
now stand by reducing the so-called 
'protection' between theatres and 
runs. If anything, the scarcity- of 
prints may make it necessary to 
lengthen clearance, while no doubt 
there will be plenty of cases where 
various. runs will be forced to wait 
longer than their clearance period 
before getting a print from the local 
exchange. 

Also, length of clearance becomes 
of less Importance for towns which 
play up to 60 days behind release 
or later, especially those which have 
only one or two houses and follow 
some nearby or distant situation. In 
that town people will be forced to 
stick to its confines due to the car 
problem, tires, gas rationing, etc., 
with result there will not ba the 
same tendency to travel to some 
other place to see the pictures ear' 
(Continued on pag« 24) 



Dimouts Creating Localized Film 
Patronage; Biz on More Even Keel 



Localization of business and better 
distribution of patronage within the 
confines of cities, towns and villages, 
is resulting from dimouts, practice 
blackouts and gas rationing in the 
l7 Atlantic coast states alTected, ac- 
cording to reports trickling in from 
the field. 

Operators are of the opinion that as 
the strain on cars, tires and travel 
Increases there will be a similar tend- 
ency of trade to become localized, 
placing all theatres on a more, even 
keel in accordance with their im- 
mediate drawing population. 
' It is believed that this will be a 
healthy/ condition, placing most all 
theatres in the position where they 
will know just about what they can 
expect regularly in the way of at- 
tendance and thus be able to guide 
themselves accordingly on operation, 
prices, film deals, etc. 

.Ho'wever, certain situations stand 
to suffer, including beach resorts, in- 
land mountain towns or 'resorts and 
centers which may have become 
overseated as result of attracting 
patronage from miles around. At the 
same time though, the towns from 
which the trade was drawn will re- 
tain it and thus they should prosper 
through the vicissitudes of war, ra- 
tioning, etc.

Confronted with the diCtlcult task 
of reducing the mileage film trucks 
may travel by 25%, by order of the 
Office of Defense Transportation, 
effective next July 1, the National 
Film Carriers Association yesterday 
(Tuesday) huddled with district and 
exchange sui>ervisors of picture 
companies in an effort to realign 
national booking and shipping setup 
of the industry. Representatives of 
the ODT at Monday's session read 
the three-page edict on curbing film 
carrier delivery service ' and ex- 
plained all phases of the rilling. 

Near the close of the first day's 
session of the Film Carriers at the 
Astor hotel; N. Y., delegates reached 
the conclusion that the ODT ruling 
would force a complete revamp of 
the film business' booking and print 
shipping. ' It became apparent to 
Film Carrier reps in attendance that 
the ODT slash would force distrib- 
utors to take longer In- covering 
playdates per picture. Recently, the 
streamlined' film carrier system had 
enabled distribs to play out an av- 
erage feature in five or six months, 
but the new Government edict prob- 
ably would require film distributors' 
eight to nine months to cover ac- 
counts. 

Besides the outright demand for 
reduction in mileage by 25%, ton- 
nage rules are laid down to force 
each truck to be loaded to certain 
capacity. This has been worked out 
according to size of truck and di- 
mension of tires. Film carriers must 
have a 100% load on outbound trips 
and 75% on returning trips. 
Fewer Ptcknps, DellTcrles 

In round numbers, the film carry- 
ing truck company which covered 
10,000 miles in 1940 would be able 
to cover only 7,500 this year under 
the ODT ruling. This wUl result In 
less pickups and less deliveries, ac- 
cording to opinion expressed by del- 
egates. Because the order specifies 
as to number of stops that can be 
made. Film Carriers fear there will 
be plenty of confusion imlesa ex- 
hibitors and distributors cooperate' to 
the utmost. For example, a truck 
may have to deliver a Universal 
feature and a Fox Movietone tiews, 
but there Is no waiting for the news- 
reel if it is not prepared fot trans- 
portation by the shipper. 

Under the old streamlined meth- 
ods of servicing accounts, exhibitors 
were rushed prints by motorcycle or 
small truck or. even motor car when 
special service was demanded. Ap- 
parently aU of this speclaling Is out 
under the ODT edict because in 
many spots this Is expected to nar- 
row down to one-a-day delivery and 
pickup. 

'Where exhibitors don't have their 
'shows' ready for return to the dis- 
tributor or next playdate this Is go- 
ing to 'wash out' a ntmiber of screen 
shows. The only way the next ex- 
hibitor can get prints will be 
through the exchange and even then 
the delivery by train or mail Is like- 
ly to be uncertain. Consequently 
the distributors and Film Carriers 
are mulling a plan of educating ex- 
hibitors on the necessity of prompt 
return of prints; otherwise, there 
will be a string of mlssouts for 
subsequent exhibs.

Hair of the Eastern Public Rela- 
tions Committee's program of plan- 
ning, covering, an' industry census 
and a news letter, was adopted by 
the adjourned' session of the Rays 
office directorate on Monday (15).

'Viewing the Skouras and Century 
circuits in New York City as a dead 
issue so far as its product is con- 
cerned, although some overtures for 
peace have been made. Paramount U 
now selling its ^ixth blocl; to inde- 
pendents In opposition to the two 
chains, and, according . to the sales ' 
department, will- also shortly make 
available its seventh (final) group on 
this year's program. 

Thus' Par will- ride out the entire 
season without the B5 theatres in the 
Skouras-Cehtury circuits, which it 
has sold for years. In addition to its 
regular groups. Par also will offer 
'Holiday Inn' and 'Reap the Wild 
Wind' to Indies under separate con- . 
tract, as elsewhere. 

Recalcitrance of both the Skouras 
and Century chains in yielding to 
deals with Par, and, on the . other 
hand, an equally determined stand 
by Par not to give Its pictures to 
either circuit at assertedly 'unfavor- 
able terms,' makesr this the only ma- 
jor break of the season: between a dis- 
tributor and any large buyer. 'While 
a few occurred and others were 
threatened, peace in e&ch- cas^ was 
quickly achieved, but Par has. stuck 
by Its guns, regardless of the playing 
time involved in the Skouras-£ea- . 
tury schism.

Forces, local and statewide, which 
have kept Sunday shows out- In 
many territories, notably the South, 
are meeting with much resistance as 
result of war and the cry that is be- 
ing sent up to provide every pos- 
sible means of entertainment for 
servicemen. 

Pointed out in theatre -operating 
circles that authorities and others 
who have kept Sundays closed up 
are now somewhat on the 'spot be- 
cause of the importance of amuse- 
ment for soldiers on their days off, 
and a tendency on the part of the 
public to favor Sunday picture or 
other shows. Any argument against 
Sunday shows now is a rather weak 
one, it Is stressed, with result the 
war may prove Uie means of re- 
pealing or easing old Sunday clos- 
ing laws. 

Recently the ice was broken In 
Mississippi, where theatres have al- 
ways been closed. Protagonists of 
Sunday shows brought about a test 
case in Jackson, with theatres now 
open on Sunday and likely that sim- 
ilar -moves win be made in other 
parts of the state. 

Latest Southern w.edge in favor of 
Sunday Operation has been made in 
South Carolina, with statewide re- 
peal of the Sunday laws possible 
there. 

Most states in the South have local 



option, while in Florida Sunday 
operation Is' okay everywhere. . . 

In Alabama, which has local op« 
tton, virtually tiO, towns of any im- 
portance are, however, on seven-day 
operation, including Birmingham, 
Montgomery, Anniston, Aiibum, 
Bessemer, Jasper, Selma, Troy, Tus- 
caloosa and Tuskegee.

Paramount has decided to 'special' 
this Irving Berlin fllmusical, and 
rightly so. It's a standout film. With 
those Berlin tunes, a strong story 
content and Bing Crosby and Fred 
Astaire for the niarquee it's an tin- 
deniable boxoflice parlay, a winner 
all the -way. 

Loaded with a wealth of songs, its 
mealy, not too kaleidoscopic and 
yet closely knit for a compact 100 
minutes of tiptop fllmusical enter- 
tainment. The titular 'Holiday Inn' 
idea is a natural; and Berlin has 
fashioned some peach songs to fit the 
highlight holidays. A couple are a 
cinch , to take their place as Amer- 
ican popular song standards, along 
with his now classic 'Easter Parade,' 
which is naturally reprised for the 
musical setting of that holiday. Plus 
•Lazy,' another Berlin oldie, these 
afe the sole two revivals — the rest of 
a prolific score . is wholly original. 

Plot is a new slant on a back- 
stage story. Crosby is the crooner, 
Astaire the hoofer, partnered with 
brunet and 'fickle Virginia Dale. 
Latter JUts Crosby for Astaire (who 
subsequently becomes No. 2 to a 
Texan millionaire) which thiis leaves 
the frankly lazy Crosby to carry 
out his *Hoiiday I(m' idea on his own. 
The crooner has figured' out there 
are some 15 holidays in the year and 
by operating a Connecticut road- 
house on those festive occasions only 
be can loaf the rest of the 340 days. 

Thus are strung together these 
eongs and ideas: 'White Christinas'; 
"Let's Start the New Year Right'; 
'Abraham/ a modem spiritual for 
Lincoln's Birthday holiday; 'Be Care- 
ful, It's .li^ Heart' (St Valentine's 
Day); 'I Gotta Say I Love You,' 
•Cause I Can't TeU « Lie' (Washing- 
ton's birthday); 'Easter Parade,' of 
course; 'I'm Sii^ginS a Song of Free- 
dom,' wherein Crosby, attired as the 
Freedom Man (with a snatch of 'Any 
Bonds Today<?') introduces himself 
as aa American Troubadour (and he 
epitomizes that to the hilt incident- 
ally); Tve Got Plenty to Be Thank- 
ful For* (with cute calendar busi- 
ness of should it be Nov. 20 or 27th? ), 
and so Into Xmas and New Year's 
again. 

These tire backgrounds for the. 
' basic triangle, with Crosby and As- 
taire friendly feudists, first for Vir- 

S'nia Date and later for Marjorie 
eynolds. Latter, a blonde new- 
comer, is. a comely looker b£ much 
-talent, P9ise and versatility, who 
wlU certainly calendar her own pro- 
fessional prominence from the 
springboard . of tliis' Crosby- Astaire 
fllmusical. Picture does' plenty for 
her; In brief, a new Par star may 
Indeed be bom from the impetus of 
"Holiday Inn.' 

(^st as a Etagestruck gal, through 
a spontaneous sequence of events 
Astaire wants her to be his new 
partner, after the vaciUatlng Miss 
Dale lams it for the 'Texas miUIons.

Thk In- 
cludes a film break for the not too 
happy Marjorie Reynolds, and «ids 
happily when the crooner comes to 
the Coast for the final scenes. 
■ '^klark Sahdrlch's production and 
direction are more than half the suc- 
cess of the picture. He has trans- 
muted the Berlin idea— the song- 
smith has been nursing this theme, 
along with the compamon songs for 
some time — ^with- understanding and 
feeling for his subject, plus consum- 
mate showmanship, verve and tempo. 
In this he has been aided by a good 
Claude Binyon screenplay from 
Elmer Rice's adaptation. 

Sandrich hasn't permitted the illus- 
trated song idea to dominate, and at 
the one point when the audience ex- 
pectancy might be that the sequence 
of hol'days— Lincoln, Washington, 
St. Valentine, Easter. July 4, etc.— 
may be just one roadhouse whoopee 
after another, with appropriate 
scenic divertissement, the tempo 
changes.

With Louise Beavers as his house- 
keeper, and her two cullud kids, 
Shelby Bacon and Joan Arnold, for 
comedy assists, the Abraham Lincoln 
motif keys a corking 'Abraham' 
spiritual, which Crosby crooiis to 
wow effect. In the SL Valentine set- 
ting, Astaire finally catches up with 
his mysterious new partner. Miss 
Reynolds. Previously he had done a 
dandy stew dance routine with her, 
but his memory was blacked out by 
the hangover. 

In the powdered wig motif, to 
match Feb. 22, the jealous Crosby, 
at the ivories, jazzes up Astalre's 
svelte spinet-style routines by jam- 
sessloning his combo. This is good 
comedy and 52d street stuff. 

The July 4 production effects 
afford Astaire a whale of a fire- 
cracker dance specialty, on top of 
Crosby's own 'Song of Freedom.' 
This, of course, is a setup for the 
cinematic montage of U. S. planes, 
battleships, ak^maments, MacArthur, 
F.D.R. and finally Old Glory. That

"Eagle Squadron' is a timely and 
topical drama of the American flyers 
who went across to England a year 
ago within the framework of tiielr 
own group designated by the title.

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Delayed Plane Shipments of U. S. Pix 
To Latin Americas Irk Sales Chiefs 



Major company foreign sales 
chiefs registered a prolonged and 
etem protest over the way airplane 
film shipments to the Latin-Ameri- 
can market have been maltreated. 
The session of foreign distribuUon 
managers, at the Hays office last 
Thursday (11), reviewed how ship- 
ments of films, via plane to South and 
Central America, have been delayed 
lor weeks because they've been left 
off at cities en route to their destina- 
tion. Excuse has been that space 
on the planes was needed for war- 
time necessities. Whatever- the ex-' 
cuse, the foreign managers know 
that films have not been arriving on 
schedule. 

Feeling among different foreign_ 
sales executives is that the Amerii 
can film business has been cooperat- 
ing to the utmost in aiding hemi- 
epheric solidarity and working with 
the Rockefeller Inter - American 
Committee. In the face of this, some 
frankly admit they have been ham- 
■trung by this trouble over delayed 
plane shipments. 

Pointing ont that the matter of 
priorities hardly, enters into the sit- 
uation, if regular newsreel and other 
picture shioments are to go forward 
promptly to the Latm-Americas, one 
official said: 

These people in South' and Cen- 
tral Americas are our 'Allies. But 
I sincerely belieVe if they are to re- 
main so, they will have to see for 
themselves the might of the Ameri- 
can war 'effort and actually see the 
weapons being turned olfl in the 
U. S. The best way to obtain a 
comprehensive picture of this is via 
motion pictures. But How can I<atln<- 
Americans f;et this if regular- news-- 
reel and film service Is curtailed? 
I really don't see where there is any 
question of prioritiet entering this 
problem. Pictures shoidd be a must 
on these planes.' 

' Aside . from the fact that shipping 
newsreels by boat is too unsatisfac- 
tory, betause of obvious timeliness 
of such subjects, situation Is shap- 
ing up so that several companies are 
leaning on CUpjfer plane service for 
shipping negatlvies (one per feature, 
with positive fllnu being printed up 
In the Latin-American countries) on 
Important feature pictures to some 
of these markets. At least one ma- 
jor U. S. company sendd negatives 
to Argentina on every '. Imnortant 
feature, and tithers plan following 
suit 

Foreign managers also went into 
the frozen - money situation at this 
session with little new reported. 
Also .they were told of the progress 
being made on ctistoms import and 
export Inspec^on of flln\s, now that 
committees have lieen established in 
N. Y. and Hollywood to expedite the 
service.

United Film Ad Service, Kansas 
City; Ray-Bell Films, St. Paul; Alex- 
ander Film Co., Colorado Springs, 
Colo.; and A. 'V. Cauger Service, In- 
dependence, Mo. Three executives 
of the association also were signers 
of the denial. 

The Commish several months a'go 
charged the distributors entered' into, 
individual contracts with exhibs.for 
the exclusive privilege of showing 
advertising reels for specific periods. 
The allegation was - admitted by 
G.SA., the association, and Alex- 
ander, but denied by SBC. Other 
companies Maintained the majority 
of their- contracts were non-exdu- 
slve. 

The respondents denied . they 
banded together to exercise control 
over the . trailer business, fixed rates 
or otherwise- specified the conditions 
under-^hich such films are unreeled. 
The answer said each distributor in- 
dependentiy fixed the rentals. None 
of the respondent distribs is or ever 
has been capable of furnishing a 
national advertising campaign for 
any product because of insufficient 
contracts, the Commish was told, and 
the association was formed in re- 
sponse to requests from advertisers 
anxious to get national coverage.

Although not orticially announced, 
It's understood that Prince Littler 
has already acquired the Stoll fam- 
ily holdings ifi the late Sir Oswald 
StoU's theatres. 

Company's ca°pital comprises £2,- 
190.000 (about $8,780,000) in 2,090,000 
ordinary £1 shares and 100,000 man- 
agement shares of £ 1. Of these, 
Stoll family owned entire stock of 
management shares and 320,000 .ordi- 
nary shares, the entire' lot of which 
was purchased by Littler for £175,- 
000 ($700,000).

With the 'Stoll circuit 
and houses owned- by Prince and 
•Emile Littler, this brings circuit up 
to around 20 houses. . Deals are also 
pending with some other indie the- 
atre owners for. purpose of amalga- 
mation, ,wlth hope of bringiiig total 
up to over 30 houses, which will gi.ve 
company status to compete with 
General Theatres, and Moss Empires, 
whose total is 26 spots. This will be 
B boon for producers, who can have 
competition for their attractions on 
probably better terms.

Arrival here of a sMPer-powered 
trade mission headed by Don Ri- 
cardo Aunos, first such expedition 
sent :to South America foy General 
Franco, has served to Intensify 
foeating of the Falangist propaganda 
driim, especially In the entertain- 
ment fields. 

Although getting no great ap- 
proval from the public at large, 
which from the time of the Spanish 
civil war has been anti-Franco, the 
Aunos mission has been gladhanded 
by Acting President Ramon S. Cas- 
tillo and Minister ofForeign Affairs 
Dr. Enrique Ruiz Guinazu, plus 
other official biggies. 

A number of local foig shots, plus 
figures . In the entertainment biz 
whose pro-Democratic- leaning^ have 
never been too strong, have formed 
a group on which the Spanish mis- 
sion is working. There's been fer- 
tile ground .because quite a number 
of .people here, especially some film 
men, are anxious to do business with 
Madrid even though they suspect 
that, Franco's reps are only purchas- 
ing agents for the Axis. 

There have been quite a number 
of undercover talks between mem- 
bers of the mission and picture peo- 
ple, . with la-vlsh promises being 
made that, now* that Spain under- 
stands their problem, it will be clear 
sailing for Argentine picts in Spain. 
More practical industry leaders, 
knowing past history, are inclined to 
give the gesture the flsheye, but. 
those who insist.' that business is 
business ^parentiy are uncon- 
cerned. 

Much of what, the mission Is say- 
ing "is dIsprOven by Madridls own 
annoimcemehts regarding' films, con- 
cert and stage ertlstS, but Aunos and 
company are buildini! h'opes' nevcr^ 
thel&s. 

More Spanish Fix 
More Spanish picts than seen here 
for some time iiave opened In. the 
last month, in part due to Interest 
in the mission's arrival but mainly 
the result Of work by pro-Falangists. 
Strangely enough a number of these 
are being handled by. U. S. compa- ' 
nies. Latter are. in no way propa- 
ganda films li.ut pre-civil war and 
there's much argument within the 
industry as to wtiether or not such 
showings aren't Indirectly aiding 
Franco nevertheless .by 'proving' his 
poiilt that Spain is the home of real 
Spanish art. , 

Spanish stage works have also 
been on the increase, with one show, 
•Maravillias de Espana,' at the Av«- 
nida, setting a new high. Book is 
by Olga Enhart and .cast includes 
Josefina- LJaser, LIta Enhart Ana- 
marla Gbnzalez and Paquita Dar- 
reta. 

Spanish gypsy singer and guitar- 
ist Juan Jose PadlUa has also focen 
chalking up' new records. . Insidious 
part of such shows is that they're 
not direct propaganda and therefore 
many attend unwittingly, not realiz- 
ing that they're indirectly aidhig the 
Franco cause. 

General effort of Falangist spiel- 
ing in the press is: to stress that war 
Is of no concern to Latin-AiYierlca 
or, for that matter, to Spain. Pha- 
lanx-minded newspapers like Diario 
Espanol, Correo da Gallcia and 
Nuevo Orden have stressed this 
theme and also harped on the Idea 
that the real affinity Is between 
Spain and Latin-America not be- 
tween the Pan-American republics. 

There isn't much said . about 
Franco's connectioh with Hitler and 
Mussolini but Falangist newspapers, 
films and stage shows try constant- 
ly to stress the flesh-and-blood 
bonds between the countries of His- 
panidad.

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Newsreek Hard Put for Worthy 
War Clips; Censorship Angles

Although promised pictures of 
portions of the Coral Sea battle and 
possibly also something on the Mid- 
way Island attack, newsreels were 
hard put for news stories last week, 
editors admitting it was the cul- 
mination of several weeks with a 
dearth of U. S. war news. 

Newsreel chiefs admit that the 
public today generally is not Inter- 
ested In anything but the war, or 
subjects closely related to It. This 
puts them In a bad spot to satisfy 
exhibitors and their patrons because 
It has been a struggle to get any- 
thing from the battle front where 
American forces are concerned. Not 
only that, but long delay In actually 
releasing vita} stories has dimmed 
their true news worth. Typical of 
this delay, as pointed out by some 
eds, was the delay last, week in ob- 
taining clips of Molotov's visit to 
Washington for a conference with 
President Roosevelt, These were 
allowed to go to the reels only after 
the new^aper stories had been pub- 
lished, many days after >the actual 
.visit. 

Squeamish attitude on what con- 
stitutes a military secret, and delay 
in getong material to American 
reels, Is the biggest flaw in the set- 
up presently, wltii the newsreels 
plaliUy discouraged at the small 
amount of material they have ob- 
tained on vital fighting zones. The 
five newsreels have men stationed 
on every front; hence, the reels 
claim It Is a matter ,of undue or \m- 
called for censorship. 

Reels were told originally that 
the prints of films taken of the Coral 
Sea battle had been lost when a 
Ship or plane bearing ^em to the 
U. S. went down. No report regard 
Jng whether material of the Tokyo 
iiombing will be available to the 
V. S. newsreels, although reported 
that still photos were taken from 
American bombers.

having fewer prints per feature in 
circulation Is the best solution. 

Hollywood Is, of course, being 
looked to to help In the conserva- 
tion program^ 'and various Coast 
meetings have already been held to 
outline concrete conservation plans. 
However, while some savings can be 
made in the number of shots per fea- 
ture, tiie big savings Is in positive 
print stt>^ goUtg- to exhlbs. 

FUm conservation meeting in New. 
York last week (10) also broke up 
without any basic formula -applying 
to - all - companies. However, aU 
agreed to present curtailment plans. 

At various sessions, In which 
major company reps 'tirere present; 
Metro argued in favor ot a percent- 
agc-wise cut in footage as a means of 
reducing raw stock consumption. Cut 
in.

Heavier Inventories 



Heavier inventories and pro- 
vision for longer term financ-

Fewer prints per picture, 
combined with curtailment of 
film delivery services, would 
require a much longer playing 
off period for features. 



for distribution. On the other hand, 
Metro's ratio of negative to positive 
stock used is around 22 to 1, namely 
220,000 feet of film being shot for a 
10,000-foot feature. 

A company such as Universal 
shows a ratio of negative to positive 
only eight to one, shooting approxi- 
mately 78,000 feet for a 10,000-foot 
feature. And while some of the 
majors have been going overboard 
on footage, nmning time of films 
from ottiers are usually around 65 to 
7S minutes, making a cut in footage 
on this basis Inequitable.

Friction within the ranks of North- 
west Allied, independent exhibitors' 
organization, is growing because of 
the present 'appeasement' adminis- 
tration's failure to accomplish in- 
dustry •reforms.' 

Failure to attain the body's goals 
has caused dissatisfaction. There's 
soreness, too, because, despite the 
expenditure of time and money in 
getting Its Minnesota ahtl-consent de- 
cree law enacted and the costly de- 
lay it caused in the release of new- 
season product, buying under the 
measure has proved' imsatisfactory 
and the statute now apparently is 
.headed for the scrap heap. Inability 
to get objectionable trade practices 
eliminated also is responsible for 
some grumbling.

lier. They'U just wait, for the most 
part, until they come within walk- 
ing distance. 

In larger towns and cities this 
may be true also to some extent 
since people are remaining closer to 
their neighborhood theatres, the 
nearer they are the better. Thus, 
where folks formerly may have 
traveled considerable distances to 
see films on their first runs, they 
may be willing to wait awhile un- 
til they come closer to home or 
around the .corner. Also pointed 
out, the average parent isn't going 
to let the kids, out of school this 
summer, to stray awa^ from home 
areas into downtown zones due to 
blackouts, dimouts, bombing dangers 
and the like. ' 

Clearance schedules have been re- 
vised here and there under the ar- 
bitration features of the consent de- 
cree but the instances where it. has. 
been lowered represent only a hand- 
ful when it is considered around 
16,000 theatres are in. operation. As 
a matter of fact,, the number of ex- 
hibitors who have brought com- 
plaints seeking relief imder clear- 
ance have been comparatively few. 

There has been no tendency 
among operators to increase the 
clearance they have over runs be- 
hind them, odd in itself since clear- 
ance between nms In scores of cases 
is relatively short 



Heat Hay Rash Coofing 
Plant for N. Y. Canteen 

Plans for Installing a modem cool- 
ing system at the American Theatre 
Wing's Stage Door Canteen are ex- 
pected to be speeded after last 
week's sweltering weather. Condi- 
tions in the popular basement spot 
on West 44th street, N. Y„ were 
alleviated to some degree by chang- 
ing the air with forced draft, but 
more comfortable atmosphere is a 
must both for the men in wiform 
and the showfolk volunteers. 

An estimate to install the cooling 
plant Is at hand, cost being $5,000, 
which is considered a modest amount 
for such ' apparatus. 'Wing, which 
finances the Canteen, is in a position 
to pay for the installation, what with 
money obtained from film fights 
and a one-time radio program, If 
the cooling plant is ordered it will 
constitute a permanent improvement 
for the spot, which is rent free but 
which may become a night club 
again after the war. Canteen prop- 
erty is part of the 44th Street thea- 
tre and is operated by the Shuberts. 
The Astbr Estate owns the site. 

Up to late last week the Canteen 
had entertained 281,000 men of the 
Allied services since opening March 
More than 3,000 professionals 
have given their spare time to the 
Canteen. Approximately 2,000 sand- 
wiches, 3,000 cups of coffee, 3,000 
cakes and doughnuts, 5,000 cigarettes 
and 25 gallons of fruit juices are 
served the men gratis nightly, aver- 
age attendance running well over 
2,000.

■ Reaction in picture business to Sidney L, Bernstein's remarks, as 
reported herewith from Washington, Is that the American fllni Indus- 
try generally will take all the British or Canadian pictures', whether 
government-made or otherwise, which - have audience-appeal. They 
must possess audience appeal, It was pointed out, because the U, S. 
picture business has access to plenty of films In this country with du- 
bious appeal, And after all this is the true test of. any screen subject, 

'officials stated, because without such appeal the pictures will fall short 
of their objective— to sell a message to the public. 

American picture business always has felt that suitable product . 
can be made and now is being made which can' Incorporate a wartime 
message or inspirational appeal to the general public. Those in the 
trade point to the 'World of Action' series of shorts (being distributed 
In the U, ^ by United Artists) as illustrative of the' strong type of 
government-made or compiled screen material .that not only carries 4 ' 
message or Inspiration but at the same time is worUiwhile because 
carrying the essential appeal. 

These subjects were made by John Grierson's Canadian film unit 
with Stuart Legg, a British-educated producer, doing actual produc- . 
tjon and editing. Of the three already released, not one has failed 
to measure up to highest audience-appeal dassiflcation, yet much of 
the material previously had been available to both U. S. and British 
film units. « 



'U S. Must Make Pix Itself 
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Hays 
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news associations and syndicates. . 

Directors thanked members of the 
Public Relations Committee for their 
efforts to date,' feeling being that the 
activity of the group thus far was a 
step in the right direction, and to 
date loomed as an intelligent ap- 
proach to tiie situation. 

Coe Gets Added Authority 
One Of first pieces of "business at 
the Wednesday (10) session was 
naming of ChaHes Francis Coe as 
general counsel and vice-president 
While his selection as Hays office 
general counsel had been more or 
less expected, the designation as 
v.p., repeatedly denied by Hays of- 
fice executives as a possibility, came 
as added' authority to Coe, Will 
Hays Informed the directors, follow- 
ing the v.p. designation, that he was 
placing operation of Motion Picture 
Producers & Distributors Assn. of- 
fices in N. Y., Hollywood and Wash- 
ington under Coe's direction. 

This arrangement relieves Hays of 
many present burdens and, as had 
been previously pointed out in 'Va- 
riety,' Coe .will act as spokesman 
for the MPPDA when Hays Is not 
available.' However, it was em- 
phasized after the director's session 
that this should not be interpreted 
in any way as Hays stepping down 
or becoming less active than pres- 
ently. 

Proposition to make an all-indus- 
try feature to raise funds for fami- 
lies of draftees was received ' via a 
telegram from Hollywood, but not 
even considered by the directorate 
because ruled out of its province 
to act Since many Coast producers 
already had. turned thumbs down on 
this proposal ' previously, there was 
hardly more than passing discussion. 

Several means of ^carrying out this 
f ur.d-raising plan were outlined, best 
probably beiiig that of using a group 
of name players such as Clark Gable, 
Abbott - Costello, Tyrone Power, 
Bette Davis, Claudette Colbert, Gary 
Cooper, Rita Hayworth and Speiicer 
Tracy in one super-super produc- 
tion, with all monies, above actual 
production costs, going to this war 
charity fund. Another, all-industry 
film idea, still in the formative 
stages, was not even mentioned at 
the session. 

Indicated following last week's 
session, .that the matter of restoring 
old salaries generally at the Hays 
office likely would be taken up 
later. 



United States is fumbling and floun- 
dering — even Government people ac- 
knowledge there Is scanty progress 
so far — in its attempts to exploit mo- 
tion picture possibilities. Bernstein 
h^s tried to help out by giving the 
benefit of British experience. He 
huddled Friday (12) with Lowell 
Mellett, President's film coordinator, 
and his crew and is talking with all 
the other execs concerned with the 
psychological side of the fighting. 

The British have offered all of 
their product — there now are over 
70 'factual' films available in their 
library here — to the U.S. Govern- 
ment royalty, and rent free, and 
have been making them available at 
cost for any non-theatrical showings. 
Except for a few outstanding num- 
bers— 'Target' for Tonight" the 
Quentin Reynolds Christmas short, 
and similar jobs-r-American dis- 
tributors have shied away from 
booking the product commercially. 

One idea 'Bernstein has thrown 
out to Federal officials Is to get mor 
bile projection units that might 
make it more convenient for the 
public In isolated communities to see 
the informational films. By sending 
truck-trailer . apparatus to small 
towns and staging regular showings 
in war plants, shipyards, arsenals, 
etc., the British brieve they have 
built up a real appetite fpr pictures 
explaining various aspects of the 
war — those telling the farmers 
how important -their. work Is, show- 
ing the importance of speed in lay- 
ing bricks, explaining the e\gr- 
nificance of hum-drum- activities, 
and cementing morale. 

British Experlencd Contrary 

With many U. S. trade Experts 
still firmly convinced that people at 
war want 'escape' pictures, Bern- 
stein has been preaching that Brit- 
ish experience is to the contrary. 
There is a desire for pure entertain- 
ment and a yen to get the minds off 
the war, the British braintruster 
conceded, but to a startling degree 
all classes of the population want to 
know what is going on. Hence, 
Tiewsreels must be supplemented by 
explanatory films— the British don't 
like the 'propaganda,' 'documentary,' 
or 'informational' tags any better 
than we do — to appease this y^n. 
To some extent the film fare is 
forced on the public, but by and 
large the people are anxious to see 
anything that tells how production 
is going, methods of combatting sub- 
marines, etc. Bernstein said the 
English workers especially appre' 
ciate seeing such fihns during their 
lunch periods, while the ticket- 
buyers react Ijke any patrons, turn- 
ing thumbs down on pictures which 
are stuffy or amateurishly done. 

De^ite the trade's unenthuslastic 
slant on numerous British 'factual' 
shorts, there is a definite feellici'g 
here that Hollywood and New York 
might find out the American audi- 
ence responds to such tnings more 
than they can imagine. Reaction of 
Government officials and numerous 
news writers who have glimpsed a 
half-dozen English reels is favorable. 
The National Press Club, for in- 
stance, jumped at the opportunity to 
put on several pictures of the docu- 
mentary and ballyhoo types. When 
notices went out that special show- 
ings were in prospect^the NPC had 
three separate programs of British, 
Canadian, Chinese and Russian pic- 
tures—the presumably blase and 
sophisticated legmen and rewrite 
experts stampeded for tickets. Their 
response Is cited as Indicative of a 
curiosity that the money-minded 



bookers and exhibitors haven't ap- 
preciated. 

Invites to Pix 

For the industry's information, 
many Army and Navy officers have 
grabbed gratefully invitations to 
look at 'Merchant Seamen,' which 
was turned down by New York as 
too stuffy and poorly edited; 'Listen 
to Britain,' despite its acknowledged- 
big dose of sentimentality; and run 
of mine stuff. Their curiosity may 
not be typical, British and U. S. of- 
ficials concede, but their comments 
were more than simple flattery and 
stirred a desire of colleagues to see 
these reels. Likewise with the news 
gang, which generally shrugs off in- 
vitations to see preachy films. The 
scribes confess they would nqt like 
large doses regularly, but various 
writers generally considered highly 
'sophisticated' have commented the 
British material was more intriguing 
than much American stuff. (At the 
same time it Is acknowledged the 
product Dtiiich Hollywood conceived 
and produced on its own decidedly 
tops the bulk of Government-in- 
spired and directed reels.)' 

Considerable interest has been 
shown by U. S. officials in the way 
British government fihns get booked. 
Government execs still are reluctant 
tn use an... or else method. Bern- 
stebi has told them of the moves by 
which British exhibs were induced 
t3 book the Ministry of Information 
output and It's likely American 
chain managers will be subjected to 
the "shame, shame* treatment 

Tho'agh there have been generous 
expressions of praise and apprecia- 
tion, for Hollywood's educational 
fihns, many Federal authorities be- 
lieve the British have pointed the 
way to using celluloid to a greater 
.degree in bringing the ■ American 
people to their feet. The English 
instructional stuff on civilian de- 
fense particularly intrigues U.. S. of- 
ficials, who hope to arrange for non- 
theatrical showings of such reels aa 
the one on fire protection and- 
handling incendiary bombs. Bern- 
stein's crew has screened several 
fihns of this khid for different 
groups of Federal toppers. ■

Wartime Radio Showmansiiip St§rvey Spotiights 



By ROBERT J. LANDRY 



The modus operandi of organized appeals, via 
radio is now fairly well worked out. Whatever 
else may be said of American radio propaganda to 
date in this war, a plausible machinery to solicit citi- 
zen cooperation has been designed, tooled and set up 
^ind it is functioning. Its motto is 'do-this-for- 
•Uncle Sam.' 'After some weeks of practical opera- 
tions the equipment, the map, the men, are ready 
for the emergency ta.sk just assigned them : rubber 
salvage. 

For the past four weeks 'Variety' has intensively 
studied (i.e. listened to) war message-bearing net- 
work programs. This is, of course, but one part of 
the total of radio participation in the war effort, 
but it is preeminently vital because of the big cir- 
culation guarantees the p^ular commercials carry. 
Radio itself is, of course, only one part of the total 
of all morale-buiIdin|f or morale-conditioning miedia 
but in many ways it is probably the dominant media 
because of its capacity to. reach millions so swiftly, 
so certainly,' and in terms of domestic habit, i.e., 
radio listening. 

Actually if a comparative study of newspaper and 
magazine and . perhaps motion picture activity in 
the war were'made and placed in invidious juxta- 
position to radio there might be evidence that radio 
has lagged in originality, ingenuity, daring, com- 
pared to its possibilities. The overwhelming 
amount of radio contribution to even the routine 
of organized appeals is no more nor less nor worse 
than classified advertising. By itself there is not 
much in this sort of thing worthy of serious analy- 
sis. The column of donated minutes and blurbs 
sums up into a large pile of time. It is exactly that 
!— a pile. 

It would not, however, be fair to charge either 
advertisers or broadcasters with- faint-heartedness. 
Just now both are getting into stride. Mqre, much 
more, of enterprise and eloquence probably may be 
anticipated in the immediate future. Time and 
official assurances hav« gradually overcome the 
work-habits of the 'neutrality' period. Nor can it 
be forgotten that the American people, after 20 
years of debunking on high diplomacy, are acutely 
skeptical of . emotional orgy stufif. The organized 
radioi appeals of the network allocation plan are 
obviously legitimate and incorporate hardly more 
than a faint trace of the lurid (to those who^recall 
the last war) but even they can be evaluated only 
in relation to the prevailing state of niind of the 
nation, willing, to serve and pay and suffer but not 
willing to be spoon-fed on government double talk. 

Being a democracy the United States is cherish- 
ing still, even ii^ war, its right to regard rulers as 
fallible men Who sometimes make mistakes and the 
rulers are extremely conscious of this fact: it shows 
in much that they do and the tentative way they 
do it. ■ ^ • . 

Americans are propaganda-shy and fairly inethod- 
wise.. Not accidentally is it stressed again and 
again that ours, as contrasted to Hitler's, is the 
propaganda of simple, obviously 'true truth. 

It is significant of the mood 6l considered state- 
ment and no atrocity tales that our only 'master- 
plan' 6f morale management is a Presidential speech 
of austere limitations and our only 'master-mindl 
(since Saturday last) a man of dry, unadorned, 
concise recital of established facts. 

Goebbels, all agree, is a liar. But some seem to 
think he is also a genius, although C. J. Friedrich 
-has shrewdly pointed out that the genius of Goeb- 
bels is identical with and only as successful as the 
terror of Himmler. 

To escape any appearance of unreality all ques- 
tions pertaining to, and all discussions about, war- 
time morale ought presumably to begin with a re- 
minder and an admission. Actual victory will be 
won by force, namely 

The Army, the l^avy^ the Air Force. 

— AttD — 

The production and delivery in quantity of the 
'^'■■eapoiis and machines of modern warfare. 

But this does not imply any unimportance of 
inorale strategy if it is kept in proper focus. It 
(Iocs i)robably need to be said that no gingle and 
certainly no patented theory or system of morale 
oiR.inization Ls' all-vital in the sense that its adop- 



tion guarantees a complete victory and a shortened 
war and its neglect assures a lesser victory and a 
longer, more debilitating, less efficiently conducted 
conflict. 

There now is emerging a further anxiety of 
morale strategy, made manifest by the speeches of 
Henry Wallace and Sumner Welles and by the 
new agreements between the United States-Great 
Britain-Russia. There have in recent months been 
all too many cases , of conflict, contradiction and 
clumsiness in official statements on shortages and 
other public vexations. The net result ol this sort 
of Washington bungling might be, some fear it 
already is, an accumulation of distrust and impa- 
tience in the public possibly creating a future dan- 
ger, inflamed by America Firsters, that public opin- 
ion will be disinclined to go the full distance to and

until world-wide reorganization has been assured, 
but will instead rebel, complain^ stir restlessly or 
fall out of ranks at the first moment actual physical 
danger from Germany or Japan is negated but be- 
fore the full job to guarantee an enduring peace is 
completed. 

By common consent of most U. S." Government 
agencies, and especially the Office of Facts and 
Figures, the master blueprint for propaganda in 
this war was sketched by President Roosevelt him- 
self in his address of Jan. 6, 1942. As abstracted 
.from the presidential text there are six iiiain head- 
ings under which information and persuasion are 
organized. All taken together are s\ipposed to con- 
stitute the sub-headings of this war's propaganda 
of truth. The six are : 

Why we fighf . , 

Whom we fight . 

Our Allies .

Our war sacrifices. 
Our warriors .

With the current coriiptetion and announcement 
in this issue of 'Variety's- special wartiine, radid 
showmanship survey (spanning the May iS-Jun^ 15, 
period) it is now" possible to draw certain probably' ] 
justified conclusions concerning ^^hat the Qffice . 
of Facts and Figures has succeeded in getting well; 
begun on" the sponsored programs of the radio 
networks in relation to the six Rooseveltian propa-/ 
gaiida points. First,' and most forcibly, there is the 
impression that the O.F.F. has concentrated -tipon, 
. and, adVfertising has oisediently reflected, the last 
three— production problems, war sacrifices, and our 
warriors, the, latter including, of course, military 
nurses. The 'first three points, why we fight, our 
enemies and our alliejs have been referred to .casu-, 
ally and in passing, rather than, f ully and dirisctly. 
Indeed, the whole mechanical organization of the 
O.F.F.'s 'Radio War Guide' and its related network . 
allocation plan has a natural- convenience priilci^ 
pally for the accomplishment of 'drives' (for man- 
power and womanpower, bond pledges, salvage) 
and the inculcation of workaday •attitudes' such as 
automobile pooling, litis" 0;F,F. radio apparatus 
for commercial shows-does not much concern itself, 
if at all, with counter-propaganda against either 
foreign or domestic enemies. 

Meanwhile the Radio War Guide is as close an 
approximation to a master morale. i>Ian as'wt Jtavc. 
Under it fortnightly war informatiofi facts sheets 
are issued. The basic, blueprint, and the supple- 
mentary and intermittent memoranda form a 
sketchy, undetailed •directive' to the radio industry 
from the Office of Facts and Figures, The lattef . 
' meanwhile, in collaboration with the networks, and 
the Advertising Council, also*" maintains a giant 
booking chsPft" ot all advertising-sponsored pro- 
grams. Whatever nation-wide drives or attitude the 
Goviernment at any given period wants emphasized 
via radio are booked with thesp thoughts in mind : 

—War messages shall be properly spacei^ within the 
.total broadcast schedule so as not- to follow each other , 
or to bore, confuse or callous the public 

—No one sponsored program shall be requested to 
devote part of its time to war messages oftetter tha^ 
once in four weeks. 

On this page are listed those advertising'supporte^r 
network programs which are hereby awarded Scrolls 
of Honor by 'Variety,' The* awards are made wholly 
on the sole judgment and responsibility of this news-v 
paper and have reference to the elements of (1) Imagi- 
nation, and (2) Effectiveness embodied in war mes- 
sages suggested by thie Office of Facts and Figures and 
interpreted and executed by the advertisers.

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If Sponsor s Message Is on Show, 
It's Commercial; Fox Sees No Cause 
To Waive Fees on War Parodies 



Harry Fox, who licenses mechani- 
cal rights, for publishers, holds that 
his clients are justified in asking 
fees of $50 to $100 for the use of 
parodied lyrics in connection with 
Government messages on the Truth 
or Consequence' program (NBC). In 
answer to the protests of the Comp- 
ton agency, which handles the pro- 
gram for Ivory Soap, Fox has stated 
that the publishers involved would 
gladly waive collection of a fee If 
the program did not also contain 
Copy plugging the product Under 
the circumstances. Fox has con- 
tended, his clients could logically 
consider the use as strictly commer- 
cial. On the other hand he has ad-, 
vised the agency that if the Office 
of Facts and Figures were to submit 
a letter advising that the announce- 
ments constituted Government busi- 
ness there would be no charge for 
such parodies. The program's com- 
mercial plugs have in the past made 
frequently use of parodies and the 
question of payment did not arise- 
until the agency decided to make the 
parodies part of the Government 
message. 

Fox pointed out that his office has 
Jor months been knee-deep in gra- 
tuitous work for various . Govern- 
ment agencies, obtainlng'^free tran- 
ecription licenses, sheet music and 
band arrangements from publishers 
and in compiling service songbooKs.

Corps, has been mentioned for the 
assignment, but nothing is set There 
is : a possibility that Corwin may 
stay on .in England to do other prO' 
grams when his regular eight-week 
eeries is completed; but that is vague, 
also.

Sees Best Smnmer for 
Radio Despite the War; 
'Daylight' Grief Avoided 



Kansas City, June 16. 

Dean Fitzer, manager, is antici- 
pating the heaviest summer biUings 
in over 20 years of WDAF's opera- 
tion. Optimism is based on audit just 
closed showing month of May, 1042, 
to have been best May's business' in 
history of station, 20% ahead of May, 
1941. April and March, 1942, showed 
corresponding margins over com- 
parable months of 1941. 

One reason for avoiding the here- 
tofore habitual summer slump was 
the February adoption of^ daylight 
saving time (war time) which has 
eliminated the' annual April (when 
daylight saving time was usually 
adopted) psychological suggestion to 
agencies to retrench for the summer. 
Fitzer points out that now the radio 
industry has a concrete example of 
the futility of twice annually up- 
setting bookings, billings, programs 
and general routines for daylight 
saving time and sees no reason why 
the radio industry should observe the 
time chapge once the national emer- 
gency is returned to normal. 

Local biz, moreover, is holding Its 
own and WDAF has not lost a single 
local sponsor, with few if any acr 
counts likely to go off in the near 
future. 

This increased pace is being main- 
tained at WDAF despite the mount- 
ing effort and personnel attention 
necessary to handle details of radio's 
extensive contributions to the war 
effort, in which Fitzer feels the in- 
dustry is serving generously but un- 
sung and mostly unaccredited as far 
as the public is concerned.

Other holdings of CBS 
stocks comprised 87,080 shares of

Elmer Davia, the new tophand in Government propaganda, 
is a wliite-haiired,. hard-bitten, clipped-sentence gent, a former 
N. Y. Times reporter, a freelance magazine writer, glib, articu- 
late, a schooled ad libber. He is the only standout success in 
thp field of the five-minute, fast highlight news summary broad- 
cast, in the CBS tradition he has. been a news analyst, not a 
news commentator. 

Hi? appointment came after it had been rumored for weeks, 
the rumor usually being accompanied by the report of his 
rpfii^l of the job. He was no job-hunter. 

. Although a familiar by-line in the better magazines for years, 
Davis became a public personality through radio and because 
of the war. His incisive, unflowcry Yankee delivery was in 
sharp contrast to the more expansive, more dramatic, more 
speculative commentating gentry. All evidence, personal and 
professional, lends credence to the belief that Davis will oppose 
propaganda spoon-feeding of. the nation. 

Besides assuring Davis a place in history the appointment 
is a great compliment to radio and to the Columbia Broad- 
casting System. It suggests not only how important radio 
has been, but how much more important it will be. Davis 
knows radio thoroughly, including the embarrassment of a 
grown man standing by for a female voice to gush to his au- 
dience about Colgate soa[K 

Tough, knowledgeable,. bunk-free, politically footloose, ma- 
ture (52), judicious and generally respected, Davis knows all 
the propaganda media save motion pictures, and has worked 
with pronounced ability in all, with this one exception. The 
job he has had forced upon him is gigantic, probably withotot 
' etatitude, guaranteed troublesome. His own character and the 
character of his taste, humanity sentiments, known associates 
and versatility suggests that until a better man can be found 
he will probably do very nicely.

News Commentators See Appointment Good ^ Omen 
— ^Murrow Stresses Davis' Rugged Yankeeism 



Appointment Saturday (13) of 
Elmer Davis to head the new War 
Information Bureau superimposed by 
President Roosevelt on other U. S. 
propaganda' agencies was the subject 
of widespread comment over the air 
as charted by Radio Reports, Inc., of 
New York. Davis himself set a 
record for brevity in announcing his 
own retireraenjt, saying:

Broadcasters of racing news serv- 
ices can not be held as accomplices 
i.i Ulegal enterprises of gambling 
without sufficient proof that 'opera- 
tors had knowledge that broadcasts 
were to be used for gambling pur- 
poses, Municipal Judge Lewis 
Drucker ruled June 10 in acquitting 
Morris Wexler and two of his co- 
defendants on gambling charges. 

Wexler, 40, .manager of the Tele- 
News Service, Inc., and former 
agent of the Annenberg race news 
syndicate; William Mayer, 27, an- 
nouncer, and Emmett Potter, tele- 
grapher, were arrested one month 
ago ' by Detective Lieutenant Dave 
Kerr and charged with aiding and 
abetting gambling. 

Wexler, Potter and Mayer were 
tried jointly with three bookie^^

convicted, and who used Tele-Newa 
Service — in a case which Chief 
Police Prosecutor A.' A. Rutkowskl 
described as a 'test' in which an 
adverse ruling, such a^ was re- 
turned, would strike the 'death knell 
for law and order In this com- 
munity.'

Newest in thfi 'Stories America 
Iioves' series iot Wheatles is being 
given the most extended run of any 
so far. It's to continue for six 
months, which is 130 episodes. Under 
the circumstances, adaptor Carl 
Bixby (co-author of 'Life Can Be 
Beautiful' on WE/J-NBC for P. & G.) 
Is getting into, the 'Kitty Foyle' ?tory 
quite leisurely. There's no effort to 
grab listener attention by arresting 
action. Instead, it seemed, Bixby 
and the Knox Heeves agency are de- 
pending on the Christopher Morley 
novel's wide reading popularity and 
film following to attract and, at 
least temporarily, retain an audi- 
ence. 

Style of narration, as In the book, 
is a first-person account by the 
heroine, with flashbacks of her 
reminiscences. That's a standard 
story-telling technique, but It puts a 
demand on Julie Stevens, playing 
the title part of Kitty, particularly 
so early in the morning. For in the 
narration, Kitty was the adult char- 
acter of the latter part of the novel, 
while for the flashbacks she had to 
switch to markedly youthl.l voice of. 
a girl In her teens. Miss Stevens 
achieved these alternate effects 
rather well, though she tended to 
slide into normal voice after a few 
moments of the youngish one. The 
desired characterization was estab- 
lished, however, so the lapse was not 
serious. Otherwise, Miss Stevens' 
performance was perfectly accept- 
able In a Juicy part. 

Victor Tborley was^ almost too 
stolid as Kitty's first, unfortunate 
swain. Amanda Randolph ad- 
mirably expressive as tbe kindly 
Ke^o maid. Marie Smith was' 
plausible as Kitty's frequently' satu- 
rated father. Rikel Kent's direction 
skiUftiUy adapted the playing tempo 
and pitch to the Intensity of the 
action. The production seemed, light; 
however. Mel Allen, currently han- 
dling the Yanks-(iiants baseball

In general. 'Kitty Foyle' seems 
natural radio material, but somewhat 
weakened In this case by. its sluggish 
presentation.

poor radio show on Its inaugural 
from Fort Belvoir, Va, last week, 
but so was the first 'Army Hour* • 
bad radio show and it has since be- 
come a good one. 'Cheers' thus has 
a cheering precedent to shoot at 
ActuaUy, the things that were wrong 
the first time were so obvious and 
so relatively easy to correct that 
marked Improvement seems assured 
if no more than the eradication of 
these errors is accomplished. 

There is another comparison be- 
tween 'Cheers from the Camps' and 
'Army Hour.' 'Whereas the latter 
terms Itself a military mission, the 
(General Motors program presents 
itself not as a radio entertainment 
but as a military activity— the home 
talent and relaxation side of the gar- 
risons. The first broadcast was cast 
in the l<}rm of a letter written by 
a soldier to his parents. The con- 
tent of the broadcast was to illus- 
trate the private's letter as to what 
camp life was like. This seemed an 
efiCective and potentially poignant 
production device. 

The Belvoir episode probably 
taught the Henry Souvalne office 
plenty about putting together a show 
in the crowded, preoccupied environ- 
ment of a camp. Reports in the New 
York broadcast trade were that lack 
of rehearsal furloughs for the parr 
ticlpants, difficulties of transporta- 
tion in the camp itself and other 
purely physical factors badly han- 
dicapped . showmanship. A profes- 
sional listener, just on the basis of 
the performance, might harve guessed 
as much without possessing powers 
of divination. 

The working out of a headache- 
free formula seems to call for a 
strong professional master of cere- 
monies. The amateur at Belvoir did 
a nice- enough job— for an amateur. 
But there was an obvious need for 
a puller-together personality and 
probably only the calm assurance of 
a professional can fill the bUl. The 
weakness of the first broadcast's ma- 
terial, notably a long-winded and 
dreary sketch; also suggested that the 
series will not be able to rely, except 
in rare cases, upon soldler-wri^tten 
material. Amateur talent is enough 
to worry about without uncertain, 
untried amateur writingSr although 
it is fair to add that one song about 
Army Engineers was distinctly 
amusfng. 

(leneral Motors has an agreement 
with the American Federation of 
Musicians whereby some ZOrOdd men 
from the nearest local are used. 
Union music played a small part in 
the first broadcast. 

It may take several weeks for 
'Cheers from the. Camps' to find its 
format It' needs to escape from 
spiritual kinship with college or 
highschpol revues Interesting only to 
the alumni. The soldier needs to be 
universalized as a symbol even while 
the human side is brought out, the 
individual fiavor of the different 
forts and stations and centres must 
b« captured to separate one from 
all, even while maJdng the current 
one seml-^Ical of all. 

Meanwhile, there is great natural 
Interest in the circumstance that a 
leader - In the production war, Gien- 
eral Motors, has set out to do this 
salute to the ^ank and file of the 
blood war. Commercial credits were 
very casual, hardly constituting ra- 
dio advertising by normal standard!

In 
any event neither party to this sam- 
ple of free American enterprise, the 
N.A.M. and the Blue, seems to be 
making its point in clear, emphatic 
fashion. 

If there was any imagination ap» 
plied in the planning of this series, 
It must have heen elbowed out even 
before the initial installment went 
on the air. 'This NaUon . At War" 
may bring personal delight to the 
Blue's Individual affiUates but its 
no prize contribution to tiie war ef- 
fort Odec.

'Valiant Lady* is still standard 
daytime drama, with hefty emotional 
melodrama. But currently there isn't 
a single brain tumor or neurotic 
l;usband-wife relationship to be 
heard. The plot line at the moment 
has the heroine's husband reported 
dead, with the Little Woman bearing 
up bravely and, in fact on the verge 
of saving that spoiled young pup, 
Jeff Clark, from a ruthless, gold- 
digging hussv named Cookie. Old 
Moneybag Clark is on the heroine's 
side, despite what his son can do to 
sour him on the gaL Vigorously 
written, with lots of action, rapid 
movement, clear-cut characters and 
hardly a . cliche in several episodes. 

Rikel Ken,t's direction as heard 
was sharp and well paced. Miss 
Blaine was a throbbingly emotional 
heroine. liawson Zerbe seemed sur- 
facey as Jeff, while Charles 'Webster' 
was properly weighty as the tycoon. 
Jean Ellyn's portrayal of Cookie was 
somewhat broad to make her appeal 
to Jeff believable. 

Jesse Crawford's organ back- 
ground and cues were unusually 
illustrative and suggestive. Hobe.

Lew Valentine, who formerly, 
m.c.'d the 'Dr. I. Q.' series, tries 
valiantly to make an entertaining 
go of these proceedings, but doesn't 
seem to have enough flexibility or 
dawy in cashing in on a humorous 
or human interest opening. It is also 
quite possible that with a few mora 
programs and the necessary revamp- 
ing this stiff and stUted impression 
could be overcome.

Washington, June 18. 
Reflection on the comments of the 
United States Supreme Court ma- 
jority In the network-FCC wran- 
gling over the anti-monopoly reforms 
Is characterized by smiles on the 
faces of most Industry observers. 
When the language used by Chief 
Justice Harlan F. Stone is shorn of 
legalisms, it seems to mean the chains 
have more than an even chance of 
winning the tifl over the right of the 
Commlsh to impose such radical 
changes In established business meth- 
ods, the bullc of' attorneys and exec- 
utives believe. 

In many ways, the majority ap- 
pears already convinced— though the 
issue was not directly involved — 
that the outlawing of time options 
wiU destroy the foundation of pres- 
ent network operations. Chief Jus- 
tice Stone heartened the senior webs 
with his observation that the option 
clauses in present contracts 'are al- 
leged to be indispensable to tha 
maintenance -and ef(icient operation, 
of its network and to the existence 
of a strong and efficient network 
broadcasting system and necessary to 
enable appellant to compete witli 
other advertising media.' 

While the highest tribunal did not 
promise to uphold the CBS and NBC 
asguments, the whole tone of the 
Chief Justice's opinion Iq^lcat^ the 
majority was deeply Impressed with 
the senior webs' (omplaints about 
the effect of the regulations. Tha 
majority spokesman said that on the 
basis of the charges in the original 
complaint . 'it is evident that applica- 
tion by the Commission of its reg- 
ulations in accordance with their 
terms would disrupt appellant's 
(CBS) broadcasting system and seri- 
ously disorganize its business.' Tha 
provisions against exclusive arrange- 
ments and options, viewed together, 
'operate to break down the network 
enterprise,' the Chief Justice re- 
marked. 

The reasoning of the court in tha 
Sanders Bros. (Dubuque) case was 
reaffirmed by the Chief Justice, in 
the estimation of most industry peo- 
ple. They paid particular attention 
to the remark in the majority opin- 
ion that 'since the Commission is hot 
in terms given authority to regulate 
contractual relations' the reform or- 
der is an attempt to get around tha 
barrier against such control over 
management.

'People Are Funny," audience participation-quiz Friday nights on NBC 
from tbe Coast for Brown Se Williamson, is -one of the original parlor 
game radio shows, even antedating Truth or Consequences,' also on NBC 
for Procter & Gamblie. It started June 5, 1838, as a Coast show for wil- 
shire Oil, under the title, "Pull Over, Neighbor.' After a two-year run. 
It was sold to Southern Pacific Railroad and retitled 'All Aboard.' On. the 
expiration of that sponsorship, it was taken over by B. & W. 

Another angle on 'People Are Funny' is that the 'Bet. Your Life' por- 
tion of the show was originally called 'Double or Nothing' and operated 
similarly to Take It or Leave It' for more than a year before either of 
the latter shows was on the air. However, when. Teople' went network 
for B. & W. it dropped the 'Doublet or Njothlng* tag so as hot to be con- 
fused with the Feenamlnt series on Mutual. According, to John Guedel, 
author-produper of 'People,' all three of the shows stem from gambling 
games, and he doesnt believe the 'Double' or 'Take It' producers were 
aware of his series when they started theirs. i 

New twist on 'People,' starting two weeks ago. Is that a $100 bill is 
passed around among the contestants, with the winner keeping possession 
of it It adds suspense for the competitors and audience. 



Broadcasters have become Increasingly aware of the supposedly success- 
ful appeal made by newspaper publishers to business houses who share 
with the newspapers fear of the present concentration of 'power in Wash- 
ington and of the known hostility of certain 'bureaucrats' to business and 
to advertising as a part of the profit system. Broadcasters know that the 
newspapers have frankly told business that 'free press* in the modern 
world was^possible only with advertising support. While 'free radio' might, 
be equally impossible without advertising support the radio industry can- 
not well make such an overture. 

Grove Patterson of the Toledo Blade at a convention of the Association 
of National Advertisers two years ago was frank in telling business that 
the press was its front Une of defense against anti-business attacks. 

It's a simple formula of psychology and it's having a tremendous effect. 
Industrially have In mind two spectres, (1) present bureaucratic control 
from Washington and (2) the possibility of more Government control over 
Industry after the war.

Bunkin, 
one of three salesmen at the station, 
has been a member of ACA since last 
Jan. 16, according to Charles Smith, 
chairman of the eastern division of 
the union. WIP execs had claimed 
that Bunkin had joined up aft^r he 
was fired. They alleged that Bun- 
kin was bounced 'because of reor- 
ganization of the sales staff.' '

4. ' The broadcaster will examine 
carefully the background of all per- 
sons connected in any way with the 
preparation or presentation of for- 
eign language programs. A question- 
naire shall be filled in by all such 
personneL All such personnel shall 
be fingerprinted. One original and 
copy of the questionnaire, finger- 
prints, and other pertinent informa- 
tion shall be forwarded to the For- 
eign Language Radio Wartime Con- 
trol Committee for transmission to 
appropriate Government agencies. 

6. No person wilt be employed 
whose record Indicates he may not 
faithfully cooperate with the war 
effort 

6. Any broadcaster discharging an 
employee for failure or refusal to 
abide by this Code shall immediately 
notify the committee. 

7. The broadcaster will cooperate 
wholeheartedly with interested pub- 
lic and private agencies, and partic- 
ularly with pro-democratic -groups, 
in the selection of program material.

SAYS FLY IN RADIO BILL APPEARANCE 



Caldwell, in Extended Commentary on FCC Regula- 
tion, Sees EviU of McNinch Regime Overcome— 
Fly Has Tried to Clarify Policy 



Washington, June 16. 
■ Chairman James L. Fly of the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion appeared last week before the 
House Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee hearing testimony on the 
Sander; BlU which, U made into 
law, would change existing radio 
statutes and outlaw pending anti- 
monopoly reforms formulated' by 
Fly. While his network enemies 
looked on in exa^eration the ad- 
roit chairman avoided a written 
statement, which would Immediately 
have- been masterminded by his 
critics, and instead took Congress- 
men on a side tour devoted to run- 
ning down enemy spy and propa- 
ganda stations. The House group, 
reportedly primed with hostile In- 
terrogations, listened In fascination 
to the chairman's detective stories 
and for several hours appeared ob- 
livious to the net-work-ralsed ques- 
tioa whether the radio regulators 
have abused their powers or neg- 
lected their duties In regard to com- 
mercial broadcasting on the home 
front. • 

Using the loud pedal on the Com- 
mish importance . id wiir activities. 
Fly described himself first as chair- 
. man of the Defense Communications 
Board, putting the FCC In secondary 
place. With fellowj-members and the 
,more Important staffers ready to 
supply detailed Information, he told 
the lawmakers he would get around 
eventually to the topics . pressed on 
the Committee by parties with a 
special interest' and will diiscuss the 
proposed reform : legislation para- 
graph by paragraph, 
' As for broadcasting. Fly told the 
House Committee the Commish has 
taken the view that 'It ought to be 
held in status quo for the duration — 
everybody ought to dig In and put 
his- shoulder to the wheel.' But reg- 
ulating commercial stations is a 
decidedly minor Job at present, he 
observed, and the most significant 
phase of Commish activities at pres- 
ent is- policing the ether, watching 
out for unauthorized transmissions 
and .weighing Axls; propaganda. 

Fven 'in normal times, there are a 
Vast lot' of other duties besides 
riding , herd on networks and com- 
mercial broadcasters, he reminded 
the. legislators. All the talk so far, 
he suggested, has been about the 
FCC's dealings with only one phase 
of .the broad communications field, 
with no discussion of such matters as 
aeronautical and -ship radio, cables, 
and 'telephone tariffs. 

Commenting that monitoring takes 
the time of half the force and about 
. the ' same proportion of appropria- 
tions. Fly reported the Commish has 
probed 5,102 cases since the spring 
of 1840, hundreds of ttifim at the re- 
quest of the Army, Navy, and Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation. He 
told how FCC eaves-droppers lo- 
cated the Axis propaganda blarer 
'DEBUNK' and helped the G-men 
round up a mess of Nazi spies con- 
.victed in New Yo'rt several months 
ago.' 

Louis Caldwell Praises 
^ FCC With Reservations 

As virtually the only witness who 
: didn't ' Just wall about either the 
Commish or opposing elements In 
the Industry or who didn't boast- 
fully tell what a fine job he or his 
group is doing, Louis Caldwell 
had previously given the legislators 
much thought-provoking testimony 
about, shortcomings of the present 
law arid regulatory machinery. He 
advised the House ^oup . the 
McNinch-Dempsey-Koplowitz influ- 
ence still motivates much of the 
Commish, segregating or quarantin- 
ing the common carrier regulators is 
impracticable and undesirable, there 
has been too much censorship by the 
doghouse method, and the public in- 
terest formula 'has been stretched 
too far. 

Chief trouble, Caldwell main- 
tain^, is the way the regulators 
have interpreted the statute, not the 
law Itself. While it Is subject to 
improvement in several directions, 
the 1034 Communications Act 'is one 
of the best drafted and most finely 
conceived of the many statutes 
which serve as charters for Federal 
Bdrjiinistratlve agencies.' The San- 
ders bill, he-, regnarked, ■ ^proposes 



some changes in the law- that are 
sound and should be eventually 
adopted' but still has 'too broad or 
too drastic' clauses that should be 
revised and *ome features that are 
'either unnecessary or whoUy un- 
sound.' 

Caldwell's principal dissatisfaction 
with the bill was the possibility It 
will tie • up the regulators and the 
industry in too much red tape and 
it puts an undue amount of em- 
phasis on broadcasting. The Mutual 
attorney advised Congress not to be 
too specific in saying what the regu- 
lators can do or how they should do 
it. Overly-detailed provisions are 
the worst feature of the Sanders 
bill, in his estimation. 

Dragging Skeletons Out 
Of Some Radio Closets 

The Commission deserves some 
commendation, Caldwell argued, for 
dragging skeletons out of closets and 
forcing issues. By proposing con- 
crete regulations, rather than back- 
room theories, the regulators have 
given the Industry clearer ideas of 
what It can and can't do. On the 
whole, it is beneficial to have poli- 
cies and standards set down In black 
and white, rather than be subjected 
to regulation by hit and miss 
methods, he observed. 

There is toom for improvement of 
the law, both on the procedural and 
substantive side, Caldwell acknowl- 
edged, but the most serious problem 
is the way the Commish has con- 
strued the law rather than anything 
in the ^statute itseU. Trouble also 
has resulted from failure of the 
courts to 'follow either the language 
or the intent' of Congress. 

Issuance of regulations — such as 
the chain broadcasting reforms — ^is 
both desirable and proper, the Mu- 
tual barrister maintained. Only In 
this way can regulated persons know 
or find out 'what their rights and 
duties are in advance of action which 
may otherwise subject them to 
penalties.' To his mind, 'there is 
much better assurance that the prin- 
ciple will be uniformly applied' 
when It is spelled out specifically. 
Discrimination becomes obvious it 
the rules are written down -for 
everybody to read, while unjust or 
unworkable regulations can be modi- 
fled or. repealed. 

'Great Confusion' During 
McNinch Administration 

*I know of no more crying need 
for improvement in the administra- 
tive process than to encourage 
agencies to express their policies by 
this' method of making law,' Cald- 
well observed. 'Whatever you may 
think of the Commission's network 
regulations, or of its pending inves- 
tigation, of newspaper ownership of I 
broadcasting stations, or of its tele- 
vision or frequency mpdulation 
regulations, it has for the past two 
or three years endeavored increas- 
ingly to bring its policies out into 
the open in the form of regulations, 
after full and fair hearing, where 
their actions can be examined and 
criticised as they have in this very 
hearing.' 

During the McNinch regime, Cald- 
well acknowledged, there was great 
contusion and* uncertainty, with 
policies being 'buried in written de- 
cisions in particular cases or, what 
is worse, talked about only behind 
closed doors and in chambers.' For 
many years the regulators somer- 
saulted frequently, he declared, as 
evidenced by an analysis showing 
that out of ten types of actions re- 
garding network affiliation there 
were decisions both ways. In th,e 
old days, he noted, an applicant go- 
ing before the Commish 'knew that 
the matter of chain affiliation might 
prove Important but you didn't have 
the slightest idea whether it would 
be a point fqr you or against you,' 
Similarly^ with regard to newspaper 
ownership, the Commish in .denying 
tickets to publishers 'would not give 
its real reason frankly and openly' 
but resorted to subterfuges. 

Commending the regulators for 
holding hearings on both the net- 
work and newspaper-ownership mat- 
ters; Caldwell said 'this course is to 
the Commission's credit and much to 
be preferred over the former state 
of affairs that obtained during the 



administration of the former chair- 
man.' 

Public Interest Goes 
Beyond Technical Issues 

Though he was uneasy about the 
ex post facto censorship aspects of 
Commish regulatory methods, and 
does not believe newspapers can be 
forbidden to own stations, Caldwell 
took Issue with legal associates who 
maintain the Commish can regulate 
only purely technical phases of com- 
mercial broadcasting. He said the 
Act has several plain Indications 
Congress expected the FCC to go 
beyond the scientific problems. It 
is Impossible to apply the public 
interest formula, he said, without 
considering social and economic fac- 
tors. If only physical matters are 
to be considered, he suggested, sta- 
tions should be located at given in- 
tervals determined solely by inter- 
ference and without regard to pop- 
ulation or economic support The 
regulators must strike a balance be- 
tween conflicting conditions, he 
added. — 

The ldea-:-as advanced by NBC 
and CBS— that the Commish is 
powerless to do anything to check 
monopolies imtil the courts have 
established the existence of a mo- 
nopoly is poorly founded, Caldwell 
argued. Such' .an- interpretation of 
the statute 'flies right in the face of 
what was said and understood both 
in the House and the Senate.' 

The N.A.B-sponsored aim^ndment 
lifting language from the Supreme 
Court decision in the Sanders Bros. 
(Dubuque) case has been misunder- 
stood, Caldwell maintained. Though 
dressed up as a free speech protec- 
tor; this proposal would deprive the 
Commish of power to regulate 
phases of the business which require 
Federal supervision. The Sanders 
decision, he added, has been -fre- 
quently misquoted. It doesn't say 
the Commish has no right to con- 
sider competition in administering 
the public interest clause but, to the 
contrary, fits in with the Idea of a 
'free market.' If all the outlets in 
the leading cities are tied up under 
time -options, there can be no 'free 
market,' he said. If the Conmilsh Is 
forbidden to take into account the 
proposition of competition. Congress 
would be compelling the regulatory 
agency to be 'an accessory before 
the fact to building up. an unlawful 
monopoly or a restraint of trade.' 

The worst feature about Commish 
procedure, Caldwell explained, is 
the failure to have independent 
examiners and the mingling of 
judge-jury-pfo'secutor functions. It 
would be unwise to specify the pro- 
cedure too much by law, but there 
should be separation ot these duties. 
The Sanders bill, however, 'does 
nothing of the sort.' 

Longer Licenses Needed 
To Encourage Stability 

The law should provide much 
longer licenses than at present — 
even up to 20 years — in order to 
provide stability, Caldwell advised. 
Since the pommish has the right to 
revoke permits, lio harm would 
come from giving virtually undated 
tickets. He says there is no more 
reason for limiting license periods 
than there Is for making railroads 
get operating permits periodically. 
Under present conditions, the Com- 
mish uses an unfair method ot 
spanking offenders and requires 
ticket-holders to prove their inno- 
cence whenever accusations . are 
made; By trying licensees when 
they seek renewals, the Commish 
has thrown traditional legal proc- 
esses into reverse gear, he opined. 

Paul Spearman Bombards 
Clear Channel Boys 

Barrage was thrown by Paul 
Spearman at the clear-channelites. 
Pouring his wrath on 'Victor Sholis, 
director of the 'Clear Channel Broad- 
casting Service, and blasting the 
idea of superpower. Spearman sar- 
castically commented the I-A plants 
always profess to be a friend of the 
farmer when their wattages are en- 
dangered but don't love the rural 
listeners enough to move away from 
juicy markets. 

Instead 'of raising the wattage 
limits, the Cominish will do much 
more to promote 'public interest by 
spotting additional stations on the 
reserved frequencies. Spearman 
maintained. He poured but all the 
arguments registered with the FCC 
in. the 193S engineering hearings and

Canada's biggest concert course is 
in Winnipeg, with Fred Gee the im- - 
presarlo. . This is probably the big- 
gest course In either the ' U. S-. «r 
Canada, which means the world.' Ge« 
presents 11 attractionsr all- ot stellar 
artists, and pays $25,000 for them.

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A TOUGH FIGHT LOOMS 

Realist that he is, James Petrillo, well knows, and in fact 
has publicly stated, the risks he runs and the American Fed- 
eration of Musicians runs in boldly announcing that ^fter Aug. 
1, 1942, no member may engage to make 'canned music' in- 
tended for broadcasting, or for playing in public places that 
possibly could but certainly don't employ live musicians. 

Petrillo faces powerful enemies. Phonograph companies 
backed by and allied with the networks, transcription compa- 
nies servicing national accounts and local broadcasters will be 
joined by high-powered legal counsel. Panic-stricken smalL 
stations will especially scream that they^are being driven to 
the wall ; that a union leader is tampering with Constitutional 
rights and economics. 

Job-stealing and strike-breaking are the, crimes charged by 
the A. F.. M. against canned music. Petrillo desperately needs 
and wants to find more work for his membership. He cites 
a constant growth in the popularity and use of music accom- 
panied by a diminishing curve of musician employment. Thur- 
man Arnold or not, Petrillo calls this suicidal and thinks some- 
thing must be done. That something, dated Aug. 1, is a 
drastic, sweeping, world-defying prohibition. 

Not quite ready to appear on the scene, probably awaiting 
further overt action by Petrillo, are the la\vyers. The past 
week was devoted in radio to a gathering storm of resentment, 
to threats! to defensive deliberations. Broadcasters were as- 
suring each other 'we licked ASCAP, we can^ick this attempted 
disc lock-out.' 



Vivid in the whole struggle is the now-old story of men 
against machines. Technological unemployment is the con- 
stant shadow over every local. Tiie grim political reality of the 
bench-warhiers, perennially jobless in the union, cannot be 
shrugged off. Events irresistibly compel Petrillo to attempt 
some soliition. Just as irrestibly the self-interest of hundreds 
of radio stations and thousands of jukebox joints compel them 
to fight acceptance of 'forced employment.' 

This fight may equal or excel in bitterness the ASCAP 
struggle. It is izr more likely to divide public opinion. If the 
masses were more or less confused by the copyright legalities 
and unstirred by what was essentially a price-setting problem, 
it is less certain that they will remain similarly lethargic where 
the issue iis presented as job protection. That's invidiouis on 
the face of it, in a nation that has had 12 years to learn what 
not having a job means. 

Naturally the broadcasters and other business men do not 
admit any moral, legal or other claim. They did not buy a 
responsibility to the A. F. M, They have no 'sentiment for, 
but quite often against. Union musicians, as such. 

A lot of people are going to be hurt— take that any way you 
want to take it.

. booked by MCA. Latter was part of 
the deal Glaser made with MCA .last 
year when he gave that agency the 
booking rights, to Les Brown's band 
and several other white properties. 

If anything comes of the Gale- 
Glaser ■ talks It would Involve only 
colored talent Glaser has long evl- 

. denced a desire to shift to the 
Coast, where bis wife and family 
live, and under the arrangement he 
would headquarter there while Gale 
directed the eastern end. There's 
another reason for the talks, too, 
which will be brought sharply into 
focus In the event busses are taken 
out of clrculaUon by the Office of 
Defense Transportation. When that 
happens it will be almost Impossible 
for Negro orchestras to move. Since 
Gale books the Savoy Ballroom, 
Harlem, N. Y., and Glaser owns the 
Grand .

Maestro Griff Williams has re- 
ceived an extension to July .29 to 
file a petition for • writ of certiorari 
for a review of his case before the 
U. S. Supreme Court. Williams is 
trying to jupset a Federal Court 
ruling in Chicago that he, and not 
niterles, ballrooms, etc., employing 
his band. Is responsible for social 
security taxes on his individual 
musicians. 

A referee of the social security di- 
vision of the Internal Revenue De- 
iwrtmenf originally ruled Williams 
responsible for the taxes. The band- 
leader appealed and won a reversal 
in the lower ^arts in Illinois, TKen 
the Internal Revenue Departmeat 
prevailed upon the Department of 
Justice to appeal to the Elghest U. S. 
court in Illinois, which ruled that 
Williams must pay the taxes. 

The case has been looked upon by 
the dance band tr^de as the first real 
test of the social security, tax re- 
sponsibiU.ty. It's especially interest- 
ing to theatre owners because of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau's strong ' 
desire to tag Williams, a bandleader, 
with that responilbiUty, although the 
American Federation of Musicians, 
via its Form B contract, has forced 
theatres playing iravellijig orchs to 
assume the responsibility. '

That the building and maintaining 
of big-name orchestras Is a major, 
and expensive business Is made clear 
in the voluntary petition for bank- 
ruptcy filed by Bobby Byrne's law- 
yers last week. Money which poured 
Into Byrne's grooming, by his vari- 
ous backers,' is probably , the largest 
amount ever posted to put across, by 
the force of money alone for musi- 
cians, arrangements, air-time, etc., a 
new name in as little time as pos- 
sible. 

. Byrne lists totel liabilities of $58,- 
713 in his petition, and an additional 
$45,706 in personal debts. Since both 
actions were filed at the same time 
it's possible that the latter figure, 
represents the majority of the for- 
mer, meaning that the leader him- 
self guaranteed the losses his band 
has incurred so far. Even so, the 
.$58,713 is probably the heaviest wad 
of cash ever put up for a new band. 
Jack Teagarden previously had the 
distinction of being the leader heav- 
iest In debt He filed a bankruptcy 
proceeding several years ago involv- 
ing bver $26,000. 

Byrne's personal backers are listed 
In thet bankruptcy petition. Fore- 
most among them is A. Edward Masr 
ters, N. y. lawyer, who has an in- 
terest In the band's ownership, a 
position he is In with two other out- 
fits now located in N. Y. hotels, 
Johnny Long, at the New Yorker, 
and Jerry Wild, at the Lincoln. Next 
Is Tom Rockwell, head of General 
Amusemenr~Corp. ($6,500), which 
books the band. Another Is Charles 
Horv/ath, midwestern ballroom 
owner, who's listed as being owed 
$'4,000; his Interest In ^Byme was 
generally unsuspected. Irvihg Mills, 
music publisher'and band manager, 
was Interested In Byrne's manage- 
ment for a time; he's owed $4,000. 

Remapping creditors are General 
Amusement Corp, separate from 
Rockwell, $4,610; Decca Records, $54; 
Hansen-Willlams, Inc., $1,426; Na- 
thaniel Miller, $503; and 46 musicians 
owed from $3 to $249. Byrne's per- 
sonal Assets, were listed at $1,000, 
while the band has none. Byrne 
stated his earnings in 1940 were $3,- 
768 and in 1941 $6,706.

Don Bestor's been a name in band 
biz for more than a score of years 
now, hitting the top during his days 
with Jack Benny on the radio (that 
'Play Don' was a bvword) and then 
goinjr into something of a decline 
following his union difficulties. Smce 
the AFM reinstated him. Bestor s 
been climbing back steadily to his 
old pre-eminence and currently has 
a band that sounds almost as good as 
any he had in the lush era. . 

Bestor manages to combine the 
melodic styles of yesterday, which 
are growing practically new again, 
with modern tempos and rhythms. 
Result is an outfit that seldom gets 
monotonous, plays danceable music 
and is just as easy on the ear when 
the feet are still. Arrangements are 
all high-grade, and make excellent 
use of the m&estro's clicky instru- 
ment, vibraharo. which he plays like 
a whiz. Although adept at ho stuff, 
Bestor's forte,- Is a sweet overtone 
and even his iswing has a palatable 
suggestion of symphonic restlessness 
about it. 

Three brasses, four saxes, piano, 
drums, bass and vibraharp comprise 
the lineup, with Bestor getting 
plenty of action from his veteran 
pianist, Wayne Euchner, who has 
been with him more than a decade. 
Band has built up a great catalog of 
bygone Hit- Paraders, and Bestor 
mixes them smartly with the pops to 
keep both the kids and their elders 
contented. Also has a couple of 
crack vocalists in Mildred Law and 
Dave Ballantine. Former is an ex- 
tap dancer who was featured on 
Broadway in 'Too Many Girls' and 
'Pal Joey' and turned singer only 
last fall with Vaughn Monroe's out- 
fit. She's a comer in the field, has 
plenty of s!a., makes a striking ap- 

gearance and knows how to handle 
er pipes. Still not . completely 
finished but shi's bound to develop. 
Ballantine puts loads of pash in his 
baUads and a cinch to flutter, the 
femmes with 'his nice, easy-going. 
Intimate style. Two warblers haye 
lots to do and do it well, with band 
Itself satisfying all the way.

' ' Ijondon, May 1. 
Dear Jack: ■ 

Abe° Olmari lias asked me to' write 
to you as to' how the war-has af 
fected' the sales of music and records 
during the two years and eight 
months of conflict, and I doii't' think 
I can do better than give you &h' out 
line of Ilie 'various phases since Sep 
tember, 1639. 

At .Uie . beginning of hostilities 
everyqne anticipated an immediate 
and terrific serial bombardment of 
our principal cities, and in particular 
London,. with .hundreds of. enemy 
aircraft,, and when an alert, was 
sounded, within .a few hours, of the 
declaration . of war everyone took 
cover.. ..... 

For -a- time there was a nervous 
tension- and -a -general dislocation of 
business -of -all- kinds, "but when, the 
anticipated - bombings did not take 
place and- confidence rettimed. things 
settled down - again, and by the end 
of the- year conditions seemed. to be 
almost ■ normal (looking back— too 
normal) and business of every .kind 
was flourishing.- - On the music- busi- 
ness publisheFs -were, in the. begin- 
ning, -working -principally on patri- 
otic or semi-patriotic, songs, but. there 
was quite - a- mixture, of bright 'pop' 
tunes, • and - by -the end of the . year 
the niuslc -business was- booming.

ASCAP will distribute at least 
$1,100,000 in royalties to its members 
for the current quarter (April-May- 
June). The Society's board is slated 
to pass on the divvy at next "niurs- 
day's (25) and the checks will be in 
the mail June 6. At $1,100,000 the 
dividend would be as large as any 
ever issued by ASCAP, The Society 
whacked up $950,000 for the initial 
quarter of this year. . 

'When it comes to determining the 
performance quotient for - the cur- 
rent quarter's payoff the Society will 
use as its basis the network plugs 
accumulated from Nov. 1, 1941, to 
March 31, 1942. In that way ASCAP 
will be but' three months behind in 
its performance yardstick for sub- 
sequent quarters, with the result 
that members will be paid off for 
the third quarter of 1942 on the basis 
of the April-Jtme period. 

It had originally been intended to 
have the accumulative performance 
quotient for^the current quarter's 
payoff the plugs shown on reports 
received from all local stations op- 
erating under per program licenses, 
but the business machines required 
for such broad calculations have yet 
to be delivered to the Society.. These 
machines were ordered last year. 
Priorities may defer ■ delivery on 
them imtll after the war. 

ASCAP'S count of station licen- 
sees, either blanket or per program, 
on Its books as of the end of. last 
week was 711. The ASCAP man- 
agement reports that there are be- 
tween 70 and 80 stations of com- 
mercial complexion that are not as 
yet signed up. Many of these are 
located in states where the Society 
Is still barred by statute from doing 
business.

LEGALISIW FINE 
SPUN IN MARKS' 
ANSWER 



As counsel for the writers in- 
volved in the suit brought against 
ASCAP by the E. B. Marks Music 
Co. in the. N. V. supreme court, John 
Schulman last week filed an answer 
which went considerably beyond the 
legal position taken by ASCAP in 
its own answer. ASCAP's answer 
argued that when a writer or pub- 
lisher become a member of ASdAP 
he vests hi^ performing rights with 
the Society and that the agreement 
he s.igns every five' or io years, is 
merely a confirmation of these 
vested rights. It' is further con- 
tended by ASCAP's answer that 
when Marks failed to execute its 
confirmatory agreement in 1941 it 
breached its. contract witii the 
writers since it had originally rec- 
ognized the right of the writers, to 
participate in the performance In- 
come 'from their works in the Marks 
catalog. ,' 

Schulman's answer not only - re- 
peated the foregoing points but it

Much speculation and comment 
has been aroused within the music 
publishing business by the intro- 
duction in the House of Representa- 
tives of a bill which would grant In- 
terpretive artists a copyright of 
their recordings. The measure was 
submitted at the behest of Maurice 
Spelser, general counsel for the Na- 
tional Association of Performing' 
Artists, and the question' which 
started to form in the minds of pub- 
lishers last week was whether the 
incident in Washington was linked 
in any way to the announcement of 
Jaiiies C; Petrlllo, t)'rez of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Musicians, in Dal- 
las 'that 'his -members would not be 
permitted to make any phonograph 
records after Aug. 1. It is gener- 
ally known that the AFM financed 
the. NAPA in Its period of incuba- 
tion, but what caused last week'g 
pondering among music men was the 
timing o'f the Washington and Dal- 
las events. 

Music publishers and writers 
aren't yet decided . on whether to 
take the Speiser bill seriously. The 
general Impression among them . Is 
that the Spelser project will become 
entangled In so much legal' 'illogi- 
calities that it wUl' not even be re- 
ported out on the floor of -Congress. 
The bill, in essense, seeks to Impose 
a 'copyright on a Copyright, since the 
interpretive artists will not be able 
to copyright his own interpretation 
imless he obtains the permission of 
the copyright owner of the work 
that he has recorded. 

Under the copyright, law the term 
of protectipn is liniited to 28 years. 
The question now raised Is: suppose 
the Interpretive artist records a 
work In the IDth year of Itfl copy- 
right and he actually gets the per- 
mission ° of the work's .<ilvner to - 
copyright the Interpretation. 'What 
the interpreter had thereby rer ' 
celved is something that the com- 
position's copyright owner had no \ 
right to grant since his o-wn copy- . 
right was to run out in 18 years. 
The right so received by the Inter- 
pretive artisi; would not only' extend 
beyond the' term of -the cohhpbsl- 
tlon's copyright owner but imping*

Another complication foreseen by 
m'usic men were It possible for the 
l^peiser bill to become law is the 
nevita'ble conflict that would de- 
velop in the event an Interpretive 
artist sought to enforce his copy- 
right on radio stations holding li- 
censes from the American Society 
of Composers, Authors and Publish- 
ers. The assignment, that ASCAP 
received from its members does not 
limit the method ot reproduction so 
that a station has under an ASCAP.

The first hot-vireather casualty will be 'Top-Notchers,' which 
Gracie Fields is headlining. This two-a-dayer close's Saturday 
" nig^t (20) after three weeks, the b.o. stifled by the lack of a 
cooling system at the 44th Street, N. Y. 

From Chicago, where 'Headliners of 1942' opened last Wed- 
nesday (10), at the Grand Opera House, the initial boxoffice 
reports are far from promising. Anxl Chicago is notoriously hot 
at this time of the year; its temperature more conducive to 
swimming than theatregoing. 

The Chicago show got an exceptionally fine press, which, 
under better weather conditions, would have spelled money 
in the bank. Whether it will survive now appears questionable. 

But few people will blame the weather, even, though some 
. showmen, in an article in 'Variety' some weeks ago, expressed 
the thought that the two-a-day revival might end disastrously 
unless eased along until the fall. It would take but one major 
flop to 'scare' oflE the vaude-minded managers, and make the 
public question vaude's entertainment worth. 

That means that vaudeville will take the rap again, although 
the grosses in vaudfilm theatres week in and week out prove 
conclusively that stage ghows usually spell the difference 
between profit and loss.

The Mayor revealed that the city, 
which has only a loose control over 
bistros (direct control Is under the 
supervision of the State Liquor Con* 
trol Board), would compel all op- 
erators to obtain, entertainment and 
dancing licenses if any music at all 
is played in' the spot. . If any viola« , 
tions were found, the licenses will 
be lifted, the Mayor said, and the . 
proprietors prosecuted..

ize the skaters being waged by the 
American Guild of Variety Artists. 
Correspondence has been Inter- 
changed by Walter Greaza, now ad- 
ministrative chairman of AGVA, and 
Arthur M. ■ Wirtz, co-producer with 
Sonja Henie of 'Stars.' The latter 
is adamant in refusing to sign a basic 
agreement. 

Backing AGVA 100% for the first 
time since it was set up are the other 
talent unions, principally Equity, and 
Screen Actors Guild, Latter's posi- 
tion may be the key to a settle- 
ment, since Miss Henie is a member 
of SAG and could be subject to its 
action, which would possibly be In- 
imical to her Hollywood studio en- 
gagements. 

First edition of the Henie-Wirtz 
rink show, 'It Happens on Ice,' at 
the Center had an agreement with 
AGVA, 'but there was none for the 
second edition of 'Ice.' Reason is 
that those in charge of AGVA at the 
time made demands which Wirtz 
declared to be impossible. AGVA's 
schedule of pay originally called for 
$75 minimum for princip'als and $50 
for cliorus. Attempt was made to 
increase the minimum to $125 weekly 
for principals and $75 for chorus, 
which upset the applecart Wirtz 
took the position ' that because of 
AGVA's internal difficulties he be- 
lieved the union to be too unstable 
to be tied up with a contract. He ob- 
jected also to an attempt to limit 
performances to eight weekly, with 
overtime for additional shows. 

There are 15 principals in 'Stars,' 
chorus being around 30. Number of 
skaters in the various Ice shows ap- 
proximates 374. Only three or four 
in the new 'Ice' belong to AGVA, 
Center's ice attraction is generally 
regarded as a legit show,, but Equity 
did not classify it that jvay. 

Wirtz was also upset by the re- 
cent verdict of American Arbitra- 
tion Assn. Arbiters awarding Le 
Verne, featured skater, $3,925 and 
holding that Wirtz had dismissed her 
from 'Ice' because of AGVA activ- 
ities.

With the fever rampant In the east, 
and central areas of the country for 
vaudeville, Los Angeles had its first 
view of the big-time entertainment 
at the BUtmore here tonight (Wed- 
nesday). It was not, the type of 
presentation or routining that the 
customers had been getting at the 
old Orpheum for $1.65 top (same for 
this show), but it's sterling, gilt- 
edged entertainment that took the 
first-night audience and subsequent 
ones by storm and will warrant more 
than the usual week's sojourli that 
has been afforded local vaude shows. 

The theatre has three and one-half 
weeks of playing time that this show 
can run and will have available time 
between legit bookings for vaude 
bills in case the town wUl support 
entertainment of this kind. 

Nut for the show first week is 
pretty heavy, due to preliminary ex- 
penses of advertising, fares, etc., 
running from $16,500 to $17,000. 
Payroll for ttie talent is around $10,- 
000, which Finkiehoffe bonded for 
with AGVA. Other expenses would 
bring normal nut- to around $14,500. 
^ade opening night hit around 
$1,300, with subsequent two days'" 
tallying collectively $2,500. Matinees 
were not of much consequence on 
the two days, but weekend of three 
shows Saturday and Sunday gave 
the house a chance to ring up an 
average of $3,000 a day. 

As composite entertainment this 
show is the best the town has ever 
had at $1.'65 top, and a show of this 
standard should be able to click as 
regular fare, providing .talent of this 
calibre could regularly be assembled, 
for which currently the outlook is 
dubious and an impediment in mak-' 
Ing vaude anywhere in the country 
steady' weekly fare. Naturally, the 

Broducers of these shows could not 
ve on the week-stand basis, and 
here again it is controversial as to 
whether or not, after the initial nov- 
elty of a vaude show without a pic- 
ture, stage shows could weather two' 
or more weeks. Experimentation is 
the oniy thing that could prove this: 
point. Row many of Tne boys keenly, 
interested in the comeback of vaude 
would take the gamble is quite con- 
jectural, for show backers in any 
form want winners froni the start. 
' Opening night was most reminis- 
cent of other opening nights for big- 
time vaude. It brought out those 
who were regular subscribers to the 
old Orpheum here ahd the many 
vaude and pic acts who have become 
' local Inhabitants since Ihe death- 
knell of the two-a-day shows locally.- 
There was. unusual enthusiasm by 
this crowd, who took over most of 
the lower flftor of the theatre. They 
reminded of a preview night, where 
titles and what not on t^ie screen are 
applauded. And they applauded 
everything here. 

It was a great stimulator for those 
In back of the foots to give their all. 
And- they did, for they presiented a 
smart, classy and entertaining pro- 
gram for two and one-half hours.

. Jjfsel, beyond question, is the 
highlight of the show. He's never 
Wiled harder or more zealously than 
he is doing here.

This show is a bit overiong. Run- 
ning approximately 60 minutes, it 
unwinds fast enough, but there are 
several spots where it easily could 
be cut without disturbing the gen- 
erally good impression.. Dean Mur- 
phy artd Benny Fields, the perennial 
minstrel man, walk off with top 
honors. . Each is on for long sessions. 

Clyde Lucas' orchestra, fresh from 
a recent stay at the Roseland Ball- 
room, New York, is the musical ac- 
companiment this week, temporarily 
replacing the house pit band. Lucas' 
outfit, comprised of five sax, three 
trumpets, two trombones and three 
rhythm, is a neat enough combina- 
tion that plays well, without excit- 
ing any undue interest. Its arrange- 
ments in many instances leave a lot 
to be desired; the most outstanding 
j}ieces -used here are a novelty, 
'When the Circus Comes to Town,' 
ver^ showmanly 'presented, and a 
Latin-tempo 'Mama Inez.' Re- 
mainder are ordinary, including 
The Wolf Song,' which is built to a 
letdown. Lucas has another novelty 
he recorded, but which he doesn't 
use here, called 'Chinese Rhumba.' 
It perhaps would be better than some 
of the items he's now using. 

From a musical standpoint the 
combination is inconsistent At times 
it seems very rough and at others 
clean enough for anyone's taste.- 
That goes for the rhythm section, 
too, particularly the drummer. His 
beat is sometimes stiff, and then 
flowing enough to be enjoyed. Lucaa 
trombones out front every so oftefi. 

Vocal section of the outfit could 
stand improvement. Jane Ward, as- 
sertedly new to the group,' was 
nervous when cau.ght and probably 
will do better. She was okay on 
'Not Mine.' Lyn Lucas, leader's 
brother, makes a poor impression on 
the difficult 'Sleepy Lagoon.' Teddy 
Martin, from the saxes, does a neat 
job, however, on "Begin Beguine.' 
Aiidience liked him. The leader 
sings, too, in company ■ with a trio 
or. quartet that's fair. 

Nelson Sisters, trapeze - artist^-^ 
present an uniisual turn. Their ses- 
sion could be cut They haven't 
much room to work In front of the 
band, but they win nice applause 
with various strong-arm tricks. Best 
stunt they do is the finale in which 
the two clasD one another to pin- 
wheel around an elevated bar. 

Murphy's next and he cleans up. 
This audience seemingly- could hav* 
taken eKcores as long as he cared to 
deliver. His excellent impersona- 
tions of the. usual screen sun and' 
people In ttie public eye seemingly 
can't be matched by any similar act 
One fault— which this audience 
brushed aside — is the occasionally- 
weak material he uses Iiv his apings. 
His serious impression of FJSJL (a 
patriotle spiel) is relieved by a 
humorous one of the President's 
wife. They are the flnale to a score 
of others. Murphy ia a fave White 
House entertainer, and he's billed as 
such. 

Mata and Hari are also an unusual 
act Their satire on an Indian fakir 
dance, in amusing costimies, Is clev- 
erly thought out end executed. TTiey 
do only the one ' routine. 'While 
patrons here didn't get too much of 
a kick cut of it, a leas sophisticated 
audience will. 

Benny Fields closes with essen- 
tially the same act with which he re- 
cently clicked solidly at the Flatbush 
and Windsor theatres. New York. 
He's a solid dick here, too. He's 
using the same song routine, which 
tees off with "HI Neighbor,' then 
segues Into an 'I Hear Music' and 
'Music Goes Round' routine, which 
brings up various pops of the day, 
some of which could be replaced by 
more up-to-date stuff. 'Blues in 
Night' and even 'I Don't Want to 
Walk,' are faded. His excellent 
salesmanship is then turned fin 
'Lucky Fellow, Mr. Smith' and his 
prayer meeting arrangeipent of "Yes, 
Indeed.' both solid. 

As a flnale, Fields is Interpreting - 
faves by George M. Cohan, including 
'Mary,' "Regards to Broadway,' etc. 
It's a nostalgic grouping that this 
6udtehce' ■went" for unstintlnglyi 
Finale Is one that really socks it all 
home. Fields does 'Over There' 
while a scrim Is lowered on which 
Is projected mxurchlng service men, 
flag, etc., and a large V. At one 
show, four sailors in the front row 
spontaneously threw their caps to 
Fields and he doffed his topper, 
donned a sailor hat and continued 
to wham results.

workers. Finally, Bessoff lined up a 
basement of an old (but fully occu- 
pied) apartment house at Connecti- 
cut Avenue and N street The re- 
modeling of the place created a 
pretty nut right off the bat but it 
was done, and with Brian Brown 
creating and executing the Russian 
design an attractive place has been 
set up.

were some- good shows,' during the 1941-42 period. Mantle comment 
•Some of our exuberant correspondents have been shouting that it was 
easily the worst theatre season in N. Y.'s history, but that Is Sheer Broad- 
way boast The average was Idw, but not Impossible. 

News critic's 'best' list: 'Junior Miss,' 'In Time to Come,' The Moon Is 
Down,' Angel Street,'. 'Jason.' 'BUthe Spirit,' 'Candle in the Wind,' 'Letters 
to Lucerne,' 'Hope for a Harvest,' 'Uncle Harry.' » 

Five shows named were distinct flops, which Mbntle well knows, but 
the list reflects his personal reactions. Twp are of the moderat'^ly success- 
ful kind, while three are distinct hits. Three are still running. Latter 
established successes are 'Miss,' 'Street,' 'Spirit,' moderates: 'Candle' and 
'Uncle Harry.' 

Mantle comments: 'to imply that becajse there were no prize winning 
plays produced there was no decent dramatic entertainment offered pn 
Broadway during the year Is, I think, to do the theatre, the dramatists and 
the producers definite harm.'

There now appears to be no season 
for music; it all depends upon 
whether the publisher has the goods 
to seU. In normal times March 
should be the quietest month of the 
year. Usually about that time; the 
public are thinking of spring 
clothes, . summer holidays and new 
cars, cruises, ete., but as most of 
these are out of the question' they are 
spending their- money on music, rec- 
ords, cinemas and other entertain- 
ment, and digging up the garden. 

In the ordinairy way we would 
have, spent several days at Easter at 
some seaside resort, but on Easter 
Monday, Mrs. Abbott and I actually 
stood in a queue for seats at a 
cinema (for the first time in my 
life). That's just an Indication of 
changed habits. 

Of course, any return of a blitz, a 
general threat of invasion of any- 
thing like that would probably be 
another setback, but, given present 
conditions, I can see nothing to pre- 
vent the continuance of the boom. 

There are several reasons to ac- 
count for this: 

1. There Is practically no unem- 
ployment, and thousands of people 
are earning more money than they 
ever dreamed would be possible, and, 
after all, it is the good class working 
population who buy music and 
records. 

2. Multiple' chain stores such as 
Woolworth's.and British Home Stores 
are short of so many other lines of 
goods that they are giving more 
counter space to music than they 
ever did. Our . business with Wool- 
worth has increased enormously. 
They no longer place a price limit of 
sixpence on goods they handle. There 
is now no such thing as sixpenny 
music; all "pop' numbers are retailed 
at a shilling, and this to some extent 
accounts for Increased turnover. 

3. Because of the rationing of a 
good many things, such as food and 
clothing, and the high price of most 
luxury articles like Jewelry, wines, 
spirits, ete., and the restriction on 
private motoring, there are few 
things for the people to spend their 
money on, and music Is something 
they can still freely buy, and even at 
a shilling per copy It is still compar- 
atively cheap. It Is also one of the 
lew articles on which there is no 
purchase tax. 

As America is not likely to have 
any aerial bombardment or invasion 
scare, I should say the cut to a boom 
period will be quicker than it was 
here and be better maintained. 

The one thing likely 'to Iteep down 
sales Is the restriction on paper. We. 
have been given a quota of 30% of 
our 1940 consumption, and the busf- 
ness we are doing is eating into our 
reserves. In England the practice is 
for the English publisher to buy the 
paper and supply the printer, where- 
as in America I bellev* the printer 
does the complete job. 

Our quota la on a tonnage basis, 
and yrt can- us* that tonnage how we 
like, and to meet tba situation we 
are cutting but certain folios (which 
require a lot of paper) reducing the 
size and weight of the ordtoary piano 



copy; in other words,^uslng the ton- 
nage to the best advantege. 

In order to mainteln our earnings 
from the Performing Rights Society, 
we must continue to publish orches- 
trations as well as pianoforte copies, 
but we use great care to eliminate 
wastage and there are very few 
complimenUry copies of orchestra- 
tions. Supplying copies to the trade 
'on sale or return' has altogether 
ceased. In any case, It was not such 
a serious evil here as in America. ' 

The boom In phonograph records 
has been keeping pace with music, 
but, unfortunately, they are now re- 
stricted In their supplies of shellac, 
and they are rationing retail dealers. 
From the Gramophone Company we 
are now getting only about 25% of 
our normal requirements for sale in 
our retell department' Moreover,, 
they will now have to pay a heavy' 
purchase tax equi'valent to 662/3% 
of the wholesale price. 

My advice to you is to see that 
either your company or your print- 
ers get a good stock of paper, be- 
cause, after all, that is your raw ma- 
terial. . One thing, it won't go down 
In price— not even after the war — 
for a good many years. On standard 
things, particularly those which have - 
a steady sale, prin( up good stocks — 
they'll always be good — and I be- 
lieve that stock and copyrights will 
t>e more valuable than money. 

An argument wQ consistently use 
is that music Is a necessity — without 
it there can be no broadcasts or en- 
tei;teinment tor the forces — so essen- 
tial . to mainteln the morale of the 
people. A copy of music or an or- 
chestration can be used over and 
over again . and give enjoyment to 
thousands, and over the radio it can 
entertein millions. A copy of a book 
using 100 times more paper and cost- 
ing 10 times as much as a sheet of 
music Is probably read by a dozen 
people. A newspaper Is read by one 
person and thrown away — these are 
strong arguments that the music in- 
dustry Is encouraged.

More than that, Hollywood Is enjoy- 
ing the process. 

In fact, it's be'glnning to sense that 
the old system of waste and indul- 
gence is gone forever; that, having 
been thrown on its resourcefulness, 
it is learning sound methods that 
quite likely will endure after the 
need for inventing them is gone. 

For instencot 20th-Fox has applied 
for a patent on a nall-strightenlng 
device and, further, claims it is sav- 
ing SO feet of film on every *teke' it 
makes. How? In the first place, by 
the usfe of a new slating device and, 
in the second, by having the camera- 
man, not the director, stert a take 
with the immemorial word, 'Roll 
'em.' 

This lot also is using interchange-, 
able wall panels, so that the same 
props can be used lor different 
rooms. 

Even better. Jack Sklrball and Al- 
Ired Hitchcock are .planning to get 
by with Universal's 'Shadow ol a 
Doubt' without the construction of a 
single exterior set They intend to 
use a Northern CaUlomla town, as 
is, for part of the action and will go 
all the way back to New Jersey to 
flim scenes amid architecture not 
found near Hol^wdod. 

They're thus doing a good job of.

ager, Edward Ebele, succinctly calls

STANLEY LUPINO 
Stanley Lupino, 48, vet British 
ahowman, comedian and father of 
Ida Lupino, . Hollywood film star, 
died in London June 10. Making his 
initial stage appearance at the age 
of six in a pantomime show, Lupino 
■was a member of a family associated 
with the KngUsh stage over 300 
years. Besides appearing in musi- 
cals for which he wrote the books, 
Lupino also wrote the lyrics, many 
of the shows enjoying huge sue- 
In 1910, after a tour of South 
Africa, Lupino appeared for the first 
time in London's West End, playing 
In 'Dick Whittington' at the Lyceum. 
Four years later, substituting for his 
brother, Barry Lupino, the manager 
of the Drury Lane theatre saw his 
performance and engaged him for 
'Sleeping Beauty.' In the next eight 
years, from 1915 to 1923, he ap- 
peared in many other shows. 

Lupino made his first appearance 
In the U. S. in 1926 as Theophile 
Michu in 'Naughty Riquette.' He 
also played in The Nightingale' in 
this country, returning to England 
to appear in 'So This Is Love,' The 
Love Race,* 'Ixive Lies' and numer- 
ous other stage productions.

Meanwhile the 47th aimual con- 
vention of the American Federa- 
tion of Musicians has closed on the 
same note which prevailed through- 
:out the six days of session. Cheers, 
flag waving and other traditional 
expressions of patriotism accom- 
paiiled the adoption of the closing 
resolution, pledging the organiza- 
tion's support to the United States 
In the war emergency. 

The pace of the entire convention 
was set Monday (3) with President 
James PetriUo's storm-brewing ban 
an making canned music by Fed- 
eration members after Aug. 1. No 
backing down of the president's 
stand on the subject came forth, 
although many 'reliabfy informed' 
sources predicted a softening of 
PetriUo's initial statement 

Almost as harsh as this ultimatum 
was the action to be taken against 
Senator Harry F. Byrd, ot 'Virginia, 
as a result of the senator's un- 
friendly remarks concerning 'WPA 
music appropriations In a recent 
magazine article.

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Film Carriers Decide to Attune 
Shipping Systems to Local Needs 



Followlng huddles with film ex- 
change and distribution representa- 
tives In N. y. last week. Film Car- 
rlers Assn. at the New York 'con- 
vention decided compliance with the 
Office of Defense Transportation 
25% mileage - cut order, effective 
July 1, should be left to individual 
territories to place In actual opera- 
tio'n. Exchange reps In different 
territories will work out a formula 
with their carrier representatives, 
and some 32 exchanges were ad- 
vised by the Hays office this week 
to handle shipping, in line with this 
decision and according to local con- 
ditions. 

During confabs In N. Y., It was 
agreed that where one method of 
complying with the ODT order 
might work okay In the Philadel- 
phia area, for Instance, different fac- 
tors likely would not make the same 
method- workable in the state of 
Texas. Kence It was left to each 
exchange territoi^ to handle the 
situation. 

The ODT order forcing carriers to 
reduce mileage 2d% as compared 
with 1041 is foreseen as making 
fewer pickups, shorter trips and us- 
ing smaller trucks in flim carrier 
service. It wiU eliminate 'callbacks' 
and all special trips for exhibitors. 

Because of the industry's desire to 
save on raw film stock by using 
' prints longer than usual, per ^ the 
WPB attitude on conservation, ' ex- 
bibs wiU be unable to circumvent 
this reduction in delivery service by 
asking distributors to place addi- 
tional prints into circulation. 

New ODT ruling means that one 
call per day on the film - carriers' 
route will become prevalent Also 
that it wiU be difficult to circuit 
prints on close-date bookings where- 
by the distributor was able to ship 
from town to town and give the ex- 
hibitor his show earlier than It the 
print were recalled to the exchange 
for inspection. 

Ultimate result of the reduced 
mileafe on film carriers is that it 
will take considerable longer to play 
out dates on a feature. Efficient film 
delivery service presently has en- 
abled theatres to receive prints 
early. Slowing up of playing out 
dates, too, likely will add to the in-, 
ventory overhead of all picture pro- 
ducers. 

Film carrier system in recent 
-,W8irf..|j5(5 ..deye^oEedJto...s^fl^_s^.Jie- 
gree that shipments to almost any 
account require no more than a 
single day. In contrast, experience 
shows that shipping by parcel post or 
express required two and three days 
for some theatre accounts. 

Order of the ODT applies to all 
common carriers and is not aimed' 
at any particular Industry. If the 
fllm business had been granted any 
exception to the ruling, some 300 
other Industries obviously would 
have clamored for similar special 
rules.

Claim Is .that certain liOew 
theatres, under percentage bookings, 
have been making false reports of 
gross receipts. Plaintiffs are unable 
to state what sums have been chis- 
eled, but believe they are in excess 
of $50,000. 

Theatres referred to in the suit of 
Paramotmt Fihn Distributing Corp. 
vs. Elias M. Loew, -of Milton, Mass., 
are as follows: 

E. M. Loew's Theatre, Inc., E. M. 
Loew's, Inc., E. M. Loew Beverly 
Theatres, Inc., Winchester Theatre 
Co., Liberty Amus. Co., Superior Ex- 
hibitors, Inc., Lancaster Theatre Co., 
National Theatre Co., Fitchburg 
Amus. Co., Framingham Theatres 
Co., Capitol Theatre of Santord, 
Watertown Square Theatre, Inc., 
Consolidated Theatres, Inc. 

It is claimed that E. M. Loew's 
Theatres, Inc., is owner of all or most 
of the capital stocks and that he con- 
trolled operations. It is claimed the- 
atres leased the pictures from the 
plaintiff on a percentage booking, 
30% of the gross to the distribs. In 
the contract it was agreed that the 
defendant report correct gross .re- 
ceipts; the statements to be signed 
by the manager, cashier or other au- 
thorized theatre representative with 
the right of the exhibitor's represent- 
ative to examine the books and veri- 



fy admissions. That information was 
to be confidential. Attorneys for 
Paramount are Edward F, McClen- 
nan and Jacob J. Kaplan. 

The same kind of suit has been 
brought by 20th-Fox, with the fol- 
lowing additional defendants added: 
E. M. Loew Strand in Peabody, Fim- 
ber Amus. Co., HolUs Operating jCo„ 
Inc., and Webster Theatre Corp. 

As a result of information recently 
obtained by the plaintiff, he Is in- 
formed, and believes and alleges that 
E. M. Loew and said enterprises and 
theatres have, from time to time and 
on many occasions, furnished to the 
plaintiff fabricated and false state- 
ments of said gross receipts; that 
payments have been mad« of much 
less amounts than should have "been 
paid; that the defendant concealed 
the fact that false reports were 
made, and that the plaintiff discov- 
ered the . fact only recently in the 
course of other litigation pending 
between the plaintiff and other de- 
fendants. It is alleged that on or be. 
fore July 23, 1920, Loew and the 
enterprises and theatres entered into 
conspiracy to falsify reports and pay 
le.<;s than due. 

The plaintiff asks the coilrt to ea 
join these defendants from disposing 
of or altering books, records and 
papers for accounting of amounts ac- 
tually due for the rental of percent- 
age pictures and a judgment for 
$50,000. 



Financing problems continued to 
absorb attention of RKO directors 
last week following departure of 
George J. Schaefer, whose resigna* 
tion ais president has not yet been 
acted upon though he is technically 
no longer .prexy.

hdttstry Leaders Report to Gov t 
On Plr(M|ress So Far in Conserving 
Raw Film Stock; 25% Cut Certain 



Film industry leaders were in 
Washington yesterday (Tuesday) to 
huddle with Harold Hopper, of the 
motion picture division of the War 
Prbduction Board, and present plans 
made for voluntary curtailment of 
raw wi"! stock and other materials 
in film production. At the same 
time, figures ■were submitted show- 
ing the extent that use of film 'And 
other materials has already been cut 
Bt the studios. . 

Curtailment of raw film stock in 
distribution, combined with cuts at 
the studios, is expected to result in 
an overall deduction of 25% in film 
consumption,, as compared with 
original Government intimations 
several months 'ago t^t a 50% re- 
duction was .expected. Some of the 
majors, such as Metro, have already 
reportedly advised their field forces 
that fewer , prints will be available. 
. Among those listed attending Hxe 
sessions were Joe Harden, Barney 
Balaban,, M. Warner, Eddie Man- 
piv William Rodger?, Abe Schneider, 
Hermaoi Bobbins, Grad Sears and 
jiay Klune. Klune, who represents 
the ' Film Conservation Committee 
find &ie.

Industry reps here stressed Ibat 
the WPB was not telling the indus- 
ti:y how.to curtail and -that the 
meeting was primarily for Qis puT' 
pose of reporting tQ'the Government 
on what .ha» already been done in 
thp way of cutting do-wn use of raw 
dim stock and other material so that 
Government regulation would not 
betibmia necessary.. 

In an interchange of Ideas during 
tte sessions today, the only new 
pr<^Qsal advanced, in addition to 
print reductions and studio produc 
tion cuts already made known in 
New York and Hollywood, -was a 
suggestion that film projection be 
slowed ioytn from BO feet a minute 
to possibly 60 feet, thus saving 
large volume of film annually. Idea 
Is considered' impractical, however, 
as it would involve a changeover of 
all projectors, in studios as -well as 
theatres, since new sprockets would* 
be required. For tl^ purpose an 
estimated 50 tons of steel would be 
required, with the WPB givhig no 
4:eply as to whether such a quantl^ 
of steel could be made available for 
the purpose. Another objection to 
the idea was that if projectors Qre 
changed then the present stock of 
films would l>e rendered useless and 
reissues would have to be abandoned. 

Durmg the huddles various Gov- 
ernment ofTicIals spoke on the lum- 
ber, shortage, tire,, tube and rubber 
rationing, ch^n^cal shortages and the 
transportation problem as It affected 
•11 industries, hicluding films.

Pattmied After Mam s System 



IndloBtlons that ^weU Mdletfs 
setup for newsreel ooverage will be 
patterned mor* and more after the 
Brltidi MTwaretf organization Is 
seen In recent requests made for fuQ- 
data regarding .such British handling 
of -wartime ne-ws. . American news- 
reel Tapresentatives covered their 
knowledge of British treatment of 
news stories In a special memo 
transmitted to Washington. 

In this, it -was pointed out that 
-under the lineup used by Great Brit- 
ain newsreelers, latter are placed on 
ships covering battle action. That 
Is how tiic newsred crews obtained 
pictures of ttic raid on Madagascar. 
Often they are assigned under sealed 
orders giving the newsreel reps no 
idea as to objectives. No newsreel 
cameramen are permitted on planes 
when taking the place of combat 
personnel. However, outside of 
England and Egypt,- in many de- 
tached spots newsreel cameramen 
have flown on combat duty when 
okayed by the commanding officer. 

Hegardhig whether the British 
government made special stories for 
the newsreels, U.S. report reveals 
they are made but generally are 
rated inadequate. It was pointed out 
that both the Army and Navy in 
-Britain have special cameramen of 
theh: own but most- of this material 
Is for the record or training pur- 



poses. Much of it Is made available 
tor. fit* ae-warecQs, but not much -Is 
considered acceptable. 

It was Teported by the V3. Teels 
also that the British coverage ex- 
tended to permitting newsreel cam' 
eramen to go on Commando raids. 
The reelB,assign a laan to a unit (he 
disappears from all contact with any 
newsreel) and goee into training 
with the Commandos for several 
weeks. Tntimately he participates 
In the raid as a member of the force. 

As to the British authorities fram^ 
ing Scenes in advance of the actual 
event, it was shown that this seldom 
Is practiced. Only where, as with 
the recent Commando raid, the com 
mending officer Is convinced an in- 
telligent story Is better than 
hodge-podge of 'imrriatpd Incidents, 
are advance scenes staged. 

Theory of American newsreel 
chiefs is that the only worthwhile 
newsreel stories of U..S. forces In the 
war must be obtained by their o-wn 
cameramen -or crews under ipecific 
Instructions from newsreel head- 
quarters. "That Is why they have as- 
signed representatives of all five reels 
(via the roto system' of coverage) to 
prihclpal armed forces of U.S. fight- 
ing on virtually all fronts. Big dif- 
ficulty thus far has been to get their 
finished stories ireleased in time to 
be- newsworthy and with the maxi- 
muni «f censorship trims.

UMPI; Also See No SkippedSales 



With the Initial season (1941-42) 
under the consent decree three- 
quarters gone, It has become ap- 
parent that the selling strain has 
not been as great as It was thought 
It would be. It has eased as the sea- 
son' advanced and unbought product 
has piled up, making It possible to 
close for more than one group at a 
time, but despite this; In sales circles 
It Is stressed that the burden will be 
vastly lighter under the United Mo- 
tion Picture Industry plan. 

From the seller's viewpoint the 
TTMPI formula Is strongly .favored 
frr this- reason, among others. In 
exhibitor circles the ability to buy 
only four times yearly and huddle 
with salesmen fewer times, has also 
gained widespread favor for the 
VtSPI plan, plus the cancelation 
features. 

With sales In groups of 12, the 
chances are that there will be fewer 
skipped deals since, under the de- 
cree every now and then, an exhib 
' has bought onci group but 'passed up 
. another. Since the groups have ru^ 
. three, four and five pictures, many 
accounts have found it possible to 
turn a cold shoulder to certain 
groups and still find enough product 
to fill out. Thus, they may have 
bought Group No. 1, skipped No. 2 
and bought No. 3. 

However, on many occasions 
where exhibs stalled on deals, they 
have purchased two or - more groups 
at one clip. This has been made pos- 
sible where films, available for re- 
lease, have piled up end are ready 
for buying. This has eased the- sales 
. burden somewhat, but. when thedis- 
.trib does not get a deal on Group 
. No. 1, until months after the films 
have been screened, the return on 
its Investment Is seriously delayed. 

Under the UMPI plan, as pointed 
out, the distrib will have up to a 
maximum of 12 ready ttt one clip 
•t the start of the .season for the 
. ^rst-quarter selling. It is highly un 
likely that accounts will wait until 
a second group or a possible total 
of as many as 24 are ready before 
ha buys. Also, if stalling too long 
on the first UMPI group, he Is tak- 
ing the chance the dlstrlb may sell 
it to an opposition. account. 

Under the 'decree, of course, the 
distrib has not been able to offer 
-more than five pictures In a group, 
hut there has been nothing to stop 
a deal for two or three blocks as 
'long as separate contracts-tertns 
' have figured on each and the sale of 
^one was not conditional upon the 
. sale of another. 

UMPI plan, embracing conciliation 
as well as sales, is nearing Its final 
legal-drafting stages for presentation 
to Judge Henry W. Goddard of' the 
' Federal court, N. 'V. Understood that 
by the time it reaches Judge God- 
dard, a recomntendation may be made 
.to increase maximtmi groups to 13 
for companies that plan making 92 
pictures yearly, whereas If more, 
. which Is unlikely for any decree dis- 
tributor to make, then the court may 
be asked to approve selling five times 
yearly. If the blocks are restricted 
to 12-per-quarter, a company Is held 
to a yearly program • totaj of 48. 
Unity provisions to meet certain 
other contingencies, such as selec- 
tive deals, will also . probably be 
offered to Judge Goddard for his 
approval or advice. 



'Obnoxlons' Checking

Referring to Point' B of the UMPI 
plan which states the industry must 
'provide for the adjustment or modi- 
fication of the policies or practices 
of one branch or member thereof 
wUch artf opposed by any other 
branch or a substantial portion 
thereof,' M. A. Rosenberg, president 
of Allied States Assn., takes issue 
with regard to certain practices on 
the part of distributors.

Salvage Drive 



Because of the shortage of copper 
and the necessity for salvaging the 
metal In every possible way, it is 
understood: .the War • Proifuction 
Board is' going through the motions 
of organizing a countrywide drive 
among theatre operators and others 
to urge collection of the precious 
material. 

■ Every theatre owner or manager 
is expected to be asked to salvage 
all of the copper it can, no matter 
how'small the pieces, including drip- 
pings from carbons as well as- car- 
bon butts that may be laying around. 
It Is believed In some cases that a 
large amount of this scrap copper 
may be found on the premises of the 
theatres. 

Procedure which it is said theatres 
will follow is to round up all the 
copper possible and turn it over to a 
local supply dealer, with profits 
from Its disposal to be donated to 
the Red Cross. While the 'WPB 
drive has not been annoimced of- 
ficially as yet, exhibitors meantime 
may begin the salvaging job and 
retain a record of what they con- 
tribute to the campaign.

BIG INVENTORIES 



Consensus' of opinion among 
sihowmen Is that picture house op- 
erators must now count on going 
into single feature policy, hitherto 
a remote and academic problem. If 
not this season then by next, due 
to Government restrictions on film 
and other supplies which ,are ex- 
pected to increasingly straitjacket 
operations as the war goes on. With 
rare exception, Single billing has 
proved a . disastrous ' experiment 
wherever it has been tried in the 
past by RKO, National Theatres, 
Fox West Coast, and other circuit 
and Independent theatres. Circuit 
operators who have tried it, how- 
ever, point out that single billing 
failed In part because opposition 
houses continued dualling and how 
it will work out it all theatres are 
limited to single features yet re- 
mains to be seeii. 

Theatre men have not been of- 
ficially requested, as yet, to go Into 
a single feature policy, and no Gov- 
ernment edict to this effect is an- 
ticipated. Same purpose, however, 
will be accomplished . indirectly 
through curtailment of supplies at 
source. 

Both film production and distribu- 
tion departments of major com- 
panies have already made cuts ' in 
use of raw film stock and plans were 
under discussion in New York last 
week for further curtailment dur-. 
ing the coming year. These plans 
were also taken up during sessions 
in Washington with War Production 
Board officials yesterday (Tuesday). 



Deliveries 

The trade this week Is attempt- 
iBg;-to;appifalsr the effect the cur- 
tailment of film delivery service and 
compliance ■ with the WPB raw flln) 
stock,, conservation program will 
have on inventories and theatre at- 
tendance. If both are carried out 
to the degree planned, film com- 
panies anticipate that they will- be 
forced to add millions of dollars to 
production inventories. ' la some 
cases it will , prove a serious prob- 
lem in financing. 

'What the reaction will be in thea- 
tres having to use prints that al- 
ready have gone through 20-3p play- 
dates is another subject for current 
conjecture. But experienced thea- 
tre operators are. convinced that 
audience reaction to greasy and 
dirty prints, or those with faulty 
sound tracks, resulting from usage 
in previous' playdates, will not be 
good. Normal theatre attendance 
may suffer. 

The public generally would not 
know that the fault is in the projec- 
tion, caused by extended use of 
prints and would blame the theatre 
operator. 



Partial Award of $2,286 
Against Wm. Dieterle 

Partial summary judgment of 
$2,286 was granted yesterday (TueS' 
dfiy) by New York supreme court 
Justice J. Sidney Bernstein in favor 
of Ida Coudenhove-Kaleigi, conti- 
nental actress, against William Die. 
terle, film director. Justice Bern- 
stein ordered the rest of the case 
to trial. 

Plaintiff is suing for $7,840 on a 
contract made with Dieterle in Ger- 
many. On an alleged breach of 
contract, the German courts, at the 
time, granted her judgment for 9,600 
gold marki.

This Is a Grade A whodunit, with a 
superlative cast that will count 
strongly at the boxoSice. The novel 
stot7 iLie, which would do credit to 
an-AUred Hitchcock thriller, has the 
added potency of Hedy Lamarr and 
William PoweU to make exhibs 
happy. 

Although John Kafka and Howard 
Emmett Rogers are billed as furnish- 
ing the original story for Guy Tros- 
per's excellent screenplay, a French- 
m'ade picture of the same title and 
plot was released in the U. S. in 193B. 
The Hans Eofka who wrote that ver- 
sion is one and the same person as 
John Kafka. Ilie story bears repeat- 
ing even if only sltlhtly changed 
from the original. 

If s good, escapist drama, without a 
hint of the war despite- its Parisian 
locale, drca 1S35, and evidences ex- 
cellent casting and good, direction. 
The script likewise was well turned 
out, ihougb better pace would have 
put the film' in the smash class. Its 
. only fault is a perceptible slowness 
at times, alUiough the running time 
is a reasonable 82 minutes, caused by, 
a plenitude of talk. 

The punch is in the acting and the 
story. Performers like Felix Bres- 
sart, superbly playing a sympathetic 
neurologist, Basil . Rathbone, as a 
blackmailer, and Claire Trevor, ^ 
his night club singer-accomplice, are 
an enhancement for any screenplay 
and are perfectly placed here. Such 
additional acting- luminaries as H. B, 
Warner, as an attorney, Margaret 
Wycherly, also a member of the 
„ blackmailing plot, and Philip Meri- 
vale^ as a police chief, though only m 
bits, make every moment they are 
on the screen count heavily. Direc- 
tor Jack Conway couldnt have asked 
for a better complement of players, 
nor better production accoutrements 
than provided by .producer Edwin 
Knopf. 

The original French version con- 
cerned a prosperous businessman, 
but here Ivs a prominent member 
of France's Foreign Office, William 
PoweU, who is accused of having 
been a thief .prior to a train accident 
in whldi he suffered a fractured 
skull and amnesia. Not -remember- 
ing anything about his past, and 
since having 'married the beauteous 
Hedy Lamarr, PoweU has a black- 
mailer arrested. .During .the trial he 
first learns of his alleged criminal 
activities under another name, but at 
the last hiinute Basil Rathbone steps 
In as a witness and 'proves' that it's 
a cas& of mistaken' Identi^; that the 
criminal PoweU was supposed to have 
been, actually had died in Africa. 
Once freed, PoweU Is then harassed 
by Rathbone, who says he perjured 
himself on the stand and that PoweU 
was, actually, bis accompUce in the 
murder 18 years previously of a bank 
messenger and the robbery of 2,000,- 
000 francs. Rathbone and Claire I^e- 
vor, stippoaedly PoweU's pre-amnesla 
sweetheart, demand 1,000,000 francs 
hush money. They even introduce 
Margaret Wycherly as Powell's 
'starving mother.' 

• Finally, of course, PoweU upsets 
the entire plot and completely -vin- 
dicates Tiimggif 1q a surprise flzilsli. 

Miss Lamarr and PoweU are a 
wholly satisfactory romantic palr- 
Powell, in his first straight dramatic 
role in some time, is satisfactory, 11 
not as completely dashing as could 
be expected from a- handsome dmlo- 
mat of the Antiiony Eden type. MUss 
Lamarr delivers here one of her best 
acting jobs to date; for once it's not 
merely a matter of being beautiful- 
she's learning to ^ak lines cred- 
ibly. 

Along with the entire roster of 
featured players, some of those cast 
in the smaller parts rate bows, i. e., 
Slg Rumann, as a pompous neurol- 
ogist, and Guy Bates Post in a fine 
character portrayal of the president 
of the French court. 

Bressart and' Rathbone are except 
-tional In their respective parts, and 
not far behind is Vlifa Trevor. She 
was given fine treatment in makeup, 
dress and photogr^hy end delivers 
nicely the film's only song, Til You 
Return,' a deft ballad by Arthur 
Schwartz and Howard DIetz, in a 
nitery setting. Camera work as a 
whole is topnotch. Scho.

Guitry, Cecile Sorel, Charles frenet, 
Paul Azais, Blanche Montel' and — 
mind you — Harry Bauer were able to 
show proof that their red, blood 
was not 'conaminated' by J^ish 
microbes. Playwright Leopold 
Marchand, who wrote 'Three 
Waltzes,' couldn't, so he lost his job 
as Press Director to General Wey- 
gapd in Algiers. Some French anti~ 
Semite ^en had the name of the- 
Sarah .Bernhardt theatre changed to 
Theatre de la 'Cite to make it sound 
more French, 'as Bernhardt didn't 
ring true to his ears. 

So you see, even Bauer made the 
grade at the time. 

Le affaire Guitry had real Paris 
atmosphere aljout it, breaking after 
Bauer bad been 'cleared.' Early in 
1941, the Parisian newspaper, 'France 
Au Travail,' a Nazi-controlled sheet, 
charged that the French dramatist 
was not a pure-blooded 'Aryan.' 
Since ^ that meant all the dilTerence 
between affluence and starvation, 
Guitry sued. The case tried at the 
Palais de Justice gave rise to a na- 
tionwide controversy 'Is Guitry a 
Jew.' At the trial Guitry proved 
that he was pure 'Aryan' all the 
way back to Adam (was Adam 
'Aryan'?). ■ This satisfied the Tri- 
bunal so he was put down oil the 
records as an 'Aryan' even though 
the court didn't mention some of 
the spouses of the playwright's for- 
bears. 

In conclusion I might stress one 
point. The huge majority of French 
are quite indifferent to whether 
Guitry and Bauer are Jewish or not. 
They have been and will continue to 
judge these two men on the basis of 
their talenis and ability — and oii 
the extent of their collaboration with 
the Germans. No one Tve ever 
known has ever had anything bad to 
say against Bauer except the fact 
that 'he is a stubborn old codger who 
likes to pinch his pennies. 

Guitry is the greater, personality 
and by this token has more enemies. 
His avarice, conceit and egoism has 
riled many poor souls. 

(juitry undoubtedly lost much of 
his popularity wh6n he remained be- 
hind in Paris and worked rather 
«losely with the Germans. Bauer 
too may have lost some stature 
among his fans by accepting the Nazi 
bid to act in their picture. Some 
Jewish blood may have slipped in 
Guitry's veins somewhere down the 
line. Of that, I'm not sure. Bauer 
definitely is Jewish, and the Ger- 
mans' knew it when they cleared him 
after they occupied Paris. It may 
not prove much, but Bauer married 
his young, Jewish secretary some 
few years back. ' ^ . * 
I think one of the greatest com- 
pliments to Bauer's integrity, and 
sincerity is the fact that such violent 
Jew-baiting weekly sheets as the 
'Candlde' and 'Gringoire' have never 
had ah unkind word to say against 
him. I think that in some distant 
future when this thing has cleared 
up somewhat, fans will not think in 
terms of whether Bauei^ made -a pict 
for the Germans or not, but in terms 
of his great acting ability. They will 
surely think of Bauer in bis ^reat 
portrayals of Beethoven, Rasputin, of 
Jean 'Valjean in 'Les Miserables,' of 
•Tares Bulba' and his roles in 
'Carnet de Bal,' 'Samson,' and In 
'Crime and Punishment' and other 
plays and films.

Though seven of the eight major 
companies concerned in the produc- 
tion and distribution of the 26 Low- 
ell Mellett shorts on a commercial 
basis have accepted the no profit' 
basis In principle, distribs are still 
disagreed on a rental formula. -Vir- 
tually every- one of the eight com- 
panies is entertaining a different plan 
lor rentals to be charged exhibitors. 
Metro, lilce several of the others, does 
not intend to subscribe to the Par- 
amount plan of charging $1 a day in 
all situations, claiming that Radio 
City Music Hall, New York, and the 
binterland small-seater should not 
be billed the same way, regardless of 
any relief under a proposed arbitra- 
tion system. 

Paramount, whose primary' objec- 
tive is to insure speedy distribution 
of the shorts because they are part 
' of the Government's wartime infor- 
mation service, is convinced that the 
$l-a-day plan will do the job better 
than any other. 

Similarly, no plan has yet been 
agreed upon regarding the disposi- 
tion of Qie profits, if any. Sugges- 
tions have been made that profits 
should be turned over to the Red 
Cross, other charitable organizations, 
^r used to support the United Motion 
. Picture Industry. 

All are agreed, however, that no 

Sroflt should be retained by the pro- 
ucer-distributors. 

Metro plans to distribute the shorts 
on its regular commercial basis, 
rather than sell them for token 
rentals. With other distribs also in- 
clined to favor their Individual pro- 
posals, indications are that distribu- 
tion heads of each company will de- 
termine the rental charges and that 
HO uniform distribution plan apply- 
ing equally to all the majors will be 
evolved. 

Warners has yet to be heard from, 
though here also acceptance 'in prin- 
ciple' of the 'no profit' basis is vlr- 
tudly assured. Temporarily holding 
back, the Warners acceptance Is un- 
certain health of Joe Bernhard, who 
' has been heavily Immersed in various 
war activities In addition to com- 
pany affairs. 

As SQon as Warners' consent to the 
^0 profit' plan is received, it Is un- 
derstood that distributors will huddle 
again in a final effort to work out a 
unified plan. 'jff

Washington, June 23. 
Army motion picture business is 
good, and it's getting better, as new 
tens of thousands join the uniformed 
forces monthly. For 20 years the 
Army Motion Picture Service has 
been a self-sustaining unit of the 
armed forces, requiring no federal 
appropriation and operating success- 
fully oh paid admissions. 

Regular service is maintained for 
all overseas units, end soldiers In 
far-off Alaska, Iceland, Australia, 
Ireland - and other distant reaches 
see Hollywood features in 16 mm. 
form, sometimes before they are re- 
leased in America. No admission Is 
charged for shows beyond the con- 
fines of continental America. 

R. B. Murray is general manager 
of the service, a civilian who gets 
more money than a lieutenant 
general, . and from his office in tlie 
Tower building in Washington, di- 
rects his own army of film buyers, 
exploiters and exhibitors. Nomin- 
ally, this service is presumed to be 
under the jurisdiction of the Army, 
but its important phases of admin- 
istration outside of the camps are 
civilian-dominated. Today it is the 
largest motion picture chaiii opera- 
tion served by Hollywood, with 
more than 700 theatres in camps and 
stations regularly serviced by the 
exchanges, and paying out film 
rentals that will be in excess of 
$6,000,000 in 1942. 

Catering to the soldier film ap- 
petite, and finding features that hit 
the buUseye on the camp screen, re- 
quires the same knowledge of hu- 
man nature and average emotions, 
as that possessed by the most suc- 
cessful city exhibitor. For instance, 
the Air Corps will not take 'horse 
operas' regardless of stars or quality 
production, and so called 'arty' pic- 
tures are rejected by the soldier 
audiences and no amount of persua- 
sion can get them to accept 'H. M 
Pullham, Esq.' or 'Major Barbara,' 
regardless of kind words from the 
intelligentsia critics. 

In May the top pictures on ' the 
Army circuit were 'Shit) Ahoy'' with 
Eleanor 'Powell and 'Red Skelton. 
Popularity traced to Skelton's grow- 
ing radio appeal, for the soldiers are 
avid addicts of the loudspeaker. 
'Tortilla Flat' clicked solidly and,

Larry Stewart, the band's only 
vocalist aside from Harris, handles 
Tangerine,' 'Johnny Doughboy' and 
"Beguine' with effective gusto.

The band hits it up plenty hot 
with 'Jersey Bounce.*^ Then the 
Rogers dancers, two men and 
woman, contribute their comedy and 
straight adagio, among the tops ot 
its kind.

Harris finally gets down to his own 
vocd asdgnment, and his choice of 
original and exdusive comedy num- 
bers.

Though 
there are four sax, three trumpets, 
two trombones, five rhythm (two 
bass) and three violins, the com- 
bination never lets loose a jive bar- 
rage though it seems easily capable 
of it It's unusual — and occasionally 
tiresome. However, the band tmd 
accompanying acts generally offer an 
entertaining 60 minutes that some- 
how, seems longer. Perhaps a punch 
arrangement or two would ease that 
impression, 

Morgan defies band show tradition 
by leading off with a quietiy played 
'Clementine' (most outfits think 
they're getting off badly If they don't 
hammer an audience siUy on the. 
getaway) and follows with three 
others in the same vein. Clarence 
Melter, violinist vocals first, with a 
mixture of comedy, while Walter 
Link, bass, does 'Sweet Eloise.' 
Elizabeth Rogers possessor of fair 
voice, but endowed with physical at- 
tributes that make her singing sec- 
ondary, pleased ibis audience im- 
mensely with "Nightingale' and 'Miss 
Yon.' She's a definite asset 

Morgan's outfit plays well. It's ' 
provided with neat, though not out- 
standing, arrangements. Besides, the 
outfit works with an informality that 
this audience found good for laughs. 
Occasionally, the men go a shade too 
iar, but on the whole their kidding 
keeps within the confines of good 
taste and never once is It allowed to 
interrupt the performance. Morgan 
troihbones, sings and controls the 
antics of his men easily. He kids 
himself at times. In announcing

his band recorded, he states'. . . and 
Bomy Goodman's record (ot 'Some- 
body') sold like heU.'

Haymond Scott band still 
manufacturing just about the most 
Interesting music oi the times, with 
arrangements so technically and 
melodlcaUy brilliant that they prac- 
tically represent a new rhythmic 
form: he has some of the finest solo- 
ists in the AFM and a couple of 
vocalists any maestro would be 
happy to call his own. 

Scott's apparently trying to get 
away from his old quintet rep in 
both sMe and repertoire for he's not 
playing any of those colorfully titled 
tunes he's composed and with which 
he's-been associated. That seems lilce 
a mistake; a suggestlor of such num- 
bers as 'Powerhouse, "Minuet In 
Jazz,' "War Dance of Wooden In- 
dians,' etc., perhaps in a fast medley, 
would do the trick and identify him 
more accurately. 

Scott's only deviation from the Hit 
Parade norm now is his 'At An Ara- 
bian House Party,' and band does a 
crack job of It * Otherwise, catalogue 
Ifl Tangerine,* .'Sleepy Lagoon, 
•Johnny Doughboy,' '3 Little Sisters,' 
etc., and practically all of these vocal 
spots with the orch merely as back- 
ground. Scott's chief fault hiere is 
that he doesn't reserve enough time 
lor himself; opening number, 'Ara- 
bian,' and the 'St. Louis Blues' finale 
comprise the entire schedule for his 
four saxes, three trumpets, two 
trombones, bass, drums and piano on 
their own, and that's insufficient. 

Singers are BlUy Leach and Doro- 
thy Collins, both definitely comers. 
Leach is a local boy who was signed 
by Scott several months ago from 
KDKA here.- A good-lookmg kid, 
the youthful, collegiate type, he 
warbles easily, naturally and has an 
Infectious warmth, at the same time 
handling his, pipes smartly. Collins 
gal is a' young protege of the 
maestro's with a deep, educated voice 
and more vocal style and authority 
than most of her femme contem- 
poraries, She's a comely blonde and 
has fine diction, quite unusual for 
the gals who warble with bands.

Group of first cameramen were 
granted a master charter ' in the 
International Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers that will give them 
the power to issue sub-charters to 
the balance of their craft in the 
motion picture industry. This char- 
ter covers the United States, Ca.nada, 
Canal Zone and Hawaii for first 
cameramen. 

This group of cameramen who ob- 
tained the IBEW charter are mem- 
bers of the American' Society of 
Cinematographers and they finally 
decided to get tj>ls charter because, 
on several occasions, the lATSE re- 
fused them one. So within five days 
thne after the IBEW charter was 
issued to tiie 10 first cameramen, 70 
other caimeramen joined the organ- 
ization. They are ail men who also 
hold cards in ASC and some who 
hold cards In lATSE Local 659. 

The ASC has been waiting for ■ 
ruling from the National . Labor Re- 
lations Board to issue an order for 
a hearing whereby ASC, which holds 
a contract with the producers that 
has two years to run, would be 
ordered as a sole bargaining agent 
for motion picture camerameni It Is 
expected that orders for this hear* 
ing will t>e forthcoming Portly from 
Washington. Then when this hear-_ 
Ing is ' disposed of, and should the' 
labor board rule in favor of ASC, 
it is expected that the ASC will be 
merged into IBEW and the scope of 
the organization will reach further 
Into the industry, taking other. cralta 
affiliated with first cameramen. It is 
b^eved It will precipitate .battle be- 
tween lATSE and IBEW as both ai'a 
Internationals. IBEW has a member- 
ship of 400,000, a number of whom 
are studio workers currently. Efforts 
will be made by the IBEW group, 
following clearing up of the status 
'bf the local situation, to become 
members of the Conference of Studio 
Unions, beaded by Herb Sorrel, for 
the purpose pf general coordhiation 
and^cooperation in the industry. -

to a report just prepared by the 
American Arbitration Assn. Of the 
168 cases filed the first year of arbl- 
tratlota,'118 were on clearance, while 
2|l appealed for 'some run,' tour for 
a'designated run and 16 under vari- 
ous other sections of the decree. 
' However, as the' AAA points out 

reviewing the work accomplished 
for exhibitors, It is Impossible to state 
the results, obtained in the cases 
settled and withdrawn as there is no 
reciuirenlfiit to file such Information 
upon- the withdrawal of a complaint.' 

Observation is made that It would 
■eem. however^ that an exhibitor 
withdrawing his complaint must 
have made some satisfactory adjust- 
ment of the situation complained of 
and it would, therefore; appear in 
those, cases the exhibitor had Im- 
proved his business situation.' 

Out of the 168 demands brought 
for arbitration,. 120 cases were dis- 
posed of during the first year, 78 
through awards and 49 by Mttle- 
ment Awards rendered In favor of 
the exhib number 37, whUe in 41 
cases the claims were disallowed. 
. The AAA cites these figures to 'in- 
dicate dcHly that substantial bene- 
fits .have been obtained by success- 
ful exhibitors who have sought arbi- 
tration tmder the decree, and adds 
that ICr. Wright (Robert .L. Wright, 
assistant attorney general in charge 
. «f the motion picture junlt) stated 
the American .Arbitration Assn. has 
•et Up and administered the system 
in a manner which the Departmoit 
(D. of J.) regards as eminently sat- 
isfactory.' ' \ 

In a breakdown of the 168 com- 
plaints filed. New York leads with 
31, while |>hiladelpliia Is second with 
17 and Chicago third with 12. There 
has not been a single case in Seattle, 
while only one has been brought by 
any exhibitor in the Oklahoma City, 
Omaha and Salt Lake City terri- 
tories. Considtting there. are over 
18,000 theatres in operation in the 
country, this represents a very small 
number of cases. Only 22 decisions 
have been appealed either by exhihs 
«r distrlliutMs. 

In an effort to be of service to the 
industry tite AAA is making all ot 
thk first jrear's awards available for 
consultation by intecested parties in 
each ol the 31 tribunals.

Steadily dimliing admlsai(His tax 
receipts carried the Government's 
take from amusements to within a. 

Hie 
May collections by the ' Treasury 
amounted to $14,506,354. three of 
the six Imposts jwoduced more 
money tor the Government in May 
than during the prior month, while 
the take from the 10% boxoftice tap 
soared $1,015,458, the second largest 
climb since the tariff was stiffened 
last October. Admission; take 
brou^t in $11,803,921, compared 
with $6,055,991 in the same nionth 
of 1941. The May figure Is the fattest 
on record, topping , the previous peak 
(December) by almost $400J)00. 

During the first five months of this 
year. Government has relieved ticket 
buyers of $54,300,876 compared with 
only $32,776,901 In the same period 
of 1941. 

Other increased yields were cred- 
ited '•to phonograph record and 
musical Instrument sales. Impost on 
platters produced $229,413, a rise of 
$86,472 over April, and the levy on 
band instruments brou^t $338,033, 
up $9,511. 

Sharp drop In radio and phono- 
graph sales wa^. evidenced. Receipts 
from this source were $1,941,756, a 
decline of $171,509 below April and 
the lowest take this year. Slot ma- 
chines yielded $165,919, off $41,807, 
and bowling alleys and pool tables 
$27,312, down $4,409.

306 and Empire Unioii 
DiscossiBf Merger 
Wilk Aid of SLRB 



For years looking like a conquest 
in dreams only, it now appears that 
the scrap between Local 306, Moving 
Picture Machine Operators of New 
York, affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor, and the Em- 
pire State Operators, chartered by 
New York State, to end the reign of 
the latter, may reach a settlement 
Negotiations between 306 and 'Em- 
pire have been quietly inaugurated 
under the supervision of Father 
Boland ot the State Labor Relations 
Board, with a meeting scheduled tor 
today (24) to go farther into the 
matter in the hopes of attaining an 
amicable agreement and ending the 
rivalry 'of the two projectionist or- 
ganizations. 

For a long time, during the pres- 
ent Herman Gelber administration 
in Local 306 and over a period of 
years when his predecessor, Joe 
Basson, was in office, many efforts 
were made to effect a merger be- 
tween 306 and Empire, withdut 
avail. From time to time, the 
unions have cross-picketed each 
other. 

Approximately 75 theatres in the 
Greater N. Y. area employ Empire 
men, the backbone of its strength 
being the Century circuit. 'While 
EImp numbers only around 230 mem- 
bers, its. importance lies in the fact 
that the men are in the booths ot 
the Century chain and scattered 
other houses which are paying less 
to Empire men than they would to 
306. Ijatter union has 2.200 mem- 
bers, many ot them unemployed. 

In the negotiations just begun be- 
fore Father Bolahd, 306 is repre- 
sented by Gelber, president, and 
Nathan Frankel, the union's attor- 
ney, while Empire is represented by 
Goodwin, counsel tor Emp. • 



New Tax Bifl Aiming at Pix Again; 
Also 2d Gass Mail and 4c Postage,

'' Washmgton, June 23. 
When the new tax bill is completed 
by the Ways and Means committee ot 
the House, and sent to the'Senatefor 
consideration, an attempt will be 
made to hoist the tax on theatre ad- 
missions. 

Some ot the isolationist bloc in the 
upper chamber, bitter on the news- 
papers, will fight tor the abolition of 
the second class mailing privilege, a 
4c postal rate, and an Increase in 
Uncle Sam's take at the theatre box- 
oflTice. 

Publishers, yell fortified, will fight 
whatthe Postoffice Dept. regards as 
a subsidy to periodicals and the 
press. Government contends it sub- 
sidizes one national magazine issued 
weekly to the extent ot $85,000 per 
year in below cost mailing ratesl' 
Press is well .prepared, to fight the 
plan to end second-class mailing 
privileges, and the fact that 1942 is 
an election year is credited with be- 
ing a strong enough argument, to 
block the 4c postage stamp' idea. 

Theatres will have to fight, but 
they enter the ar^ "better prepared 
to h'old existing levels than ever be- 
fore. Wendell Willkie demonstrate 
ed last fall that when the motion 
picture industry really buckles on 
its armor it can put on a battle that 
impresses Congress. .Since then the 
industry's public relations set-up. has 
been .bolstered and individual pro- 
ducing companies have disregarded 
:Bays office leadership to set up their 
own' legi$laiive personnel, ^e ar- 
guments are ready to -prove that any 
increa^ . in the . admi^ion taxes 
would be confiscatory, would' drive 
patrons in the lower wage brackets 
and children out of the theatres, 
would defeat the very purpose of 
the new tax bill, i.e., raising"addl- 
tional Tevenue. 

There is a strong anti-film bloc In 
the Sfenate^ It comprises those who 
contended' that Hollywood worked 
hand in hand with the New Deal in 
circulating interventionist propa- 
ganda via the screen, some of the 
original advocates of. Neeley biU, 
.and' a group that is against .Holly- 



wood on general principles. They 
will be fortified with statistics show* 
Ing 4hat mediocrity Is recompensed 
in Hollywood with fabulous salaries; 
that profits are in many cases fan-, 
tastic, and that the boxofflce could 
readUy absorb increased taxes with- 
out passing them on to the paying 
public. 

Industry, on the other hand, has 
good friends in high places and the 
friendship of the New peal. Major- 
ity leader Berkeley ot the Senate 
and Senator Coimolly are among 
those mentioned as likely to fight the 
plan to hobble the amusement in- 
dustry with more restrictive taxee.

Broadcasting Magazine Denounced 
By Office of War Information 



Washington, June 23. 
■Broadcasting' magazine has been 
denounced by th$ brand-new Office 
of War Information, Elmer Davis, 
director, for use of a secret Govern- 
ment documeht. Official statement 
from the War Information Office as 
released June 22 reads as follows: 
PBESS BELEASE 
In today's (June 22) issue of 
the radio trade magazine 'Broad- 
casting' appears an article in 
tohich ore reproduced portions 
of the report of a survey made 
by the Intelligence Bureau of the 
Office of Facts and Figures, now 
part of the Office of War Infor- 
mation. This report, which deals 
with 'Ameriian Attitudes 
Toword Wor Niwt,' i» a secret 



document of the United States 
Government and is plainly so 
designated, It is clear that the 
document could have been ob- 
tained only in an improper, and 
possibly illegal, manner. Publi- 
cation of excerpts from the doc- 
ument was without authorization 
from the Office of Facts and 
Figures or the Office of War In- 
formation, which alone could 
give authsrizatton. The fact that 
the document was quoted only in 
port, ond the further fact that 
extracts were selected with the 
apparent purpose of serving the 
magazine's ielf-interest result in 
giving an Incomplete and mis- 
leading picture of the contents of 
the report.

On Mntnal Problems and War 



Officials of the Radio Directors 
Guild and the Radio Writers Guild 
have. reached a broad agreement of 
cooperation. Leader^ of the two 
groups met last week and discussed 
mutual problems and aims. Although 
no specific working pact was set, Ijie 
discussion Was entirely in accord on 
general matters. Another session is 
tentatively slated for Friday (26). 

Besides the organizational topics 
discussed, the director and writer 
officials also talked about plans for 
collaboration on ' war programs. 
Further confabs will be held on this 
matter, also.. 



Washington, June 23. 
Danger that broadcasting stations 
in . areas dependent upon hydro- 
electric energy may be forced to 
curtail operations this summer and 
fall seemed more imminent last 
week when the War Production 
Board told the National Association 
of Broadcasters that 'non-essential'- 
radio operations cannot be given 
special consideration If power ra- 
tioning becomes necessary-. Federal 
authorities fear the low--water sea- 
son will compel sharp restrictions 
on many consumer's, especially in 
the Southeast, upper New York 
State, and parts of the Far West. 

Emphasizing that no curtailment 
has been ordered yet, J. A. Krug, 
chief of the W.P.B.^ Power Branch, 
said It is not contemplated that 
power deliveries will be eliminated 
entirely to any users but in case of 
shortages only the most essential 
consumers will get preference. He 
asked station owners to cooperate in 
se.elng that plants turning out war 
supplies get all the juice needed.. 

The reply to the NA.B, protest 
raised the spectre of an. entirely 
new type . of government checking 
on the broadcasting Industry. Never 
before has any Federal . authority 
uhd^taken to specify' what pro- 
grams or stations are 'essential' or 
even hint that anything short of a 
military emergency — either an 
enemy attack or imdenlable Army 
or lisivy need for a frequency or a 
plant — would result In telling an 
op'erator to shorten his schedule or 
go off the air because he Is 'unnec-- 
essary.' While the' WPB undoubt- 
edly will consult with the FCC and 
the D.C.B., the eix>ergency agency 
In actuality would exercise unpre- 
cedented censorship powers. 
Radio's Part In War' Effort 
To the extent that radio broad- 
casting forms an Integral part of the 
war effort or essential civilian ac- 
tivities, ''our regional curtailment 
schedules will permit continued de- 
liveries of power to jadio stations,' 
Krug told the trade body. 'Where, 
however, the broadcasting Is of a 
non-essential nature, there seems no 
less reason to curtail such broad- 
casting tiian to curtail the aotivities 
of other Information and advertising 
media. 

''fflien curtailment appears neces- 
sary In any 'particular area, we 
would expect to - consult with the 
War Production Boturd Communica- 
tions Branch and other agencies 
concerned with radio as well as with 
the stations themselves as to. any 
special problems -which should be 
^ken into account with regard to 
broadcasting la the affected section. 

'Complete public ' cooperation Is 
necessary to assure the success of , 
any- curtailment program and the'- 
radio Indu'stiT' can be of the great- - 
est^ uAfulness in gaining popular 
support for power conservation pro- 
grams In shortage areas. We trust 
that.we will be able to count on the 
assistance of broadcasters in helping 
to make the maximum supply of 
powei^ available for the use of war 
producers.' 

Krug specifically suggested the 
possibility statioi^ in shortage areas 
may be required to operate fewer 
hours. Total consumption may. have 
to be reduced by - fixed percentages, 
'which could ordinarily be' achieved 
by decreasing the hours of radio sta- 
tion operation,' he noted.

fi^,' Fly mainfhined. The reason 
some men^rs are shown to have 
attended only a small number of 
meetings and hearings is the short 
time they have been members, not 
shirking duty. . He noted Commis- 
sioner^ C. J. Durr, appointed within 
the pa'st year, has been on hand for 
81.9% of the 170 huddles held since 
h$ todk'the oath.

tidies and bentlemen, there are no slackers in the adver- 
tising business in World War 2. Thousands of us have traded 
typewriter and brush, pen and pencil, for military equip- 
ment. Whole agencies from George Bijur in New York to 
Fletcher. Udall in San Francisco have closed shop, turned 
over accounts to erstwhile competitors and gone to war en 
masse. Dozens of established desks in our larger agencies 
have lost their occupants. 

The vital thing Is that yoii and I — representatives of the 
hundreds of western advertising people who are still behind 
the lines — realize deep down inside us that if we put as much 
intelligently directed energy into our jay-by-day jobs as the 
leaders of our armed forces put into theirs, our contributions 
to winning this' war will be just as important as theirs. 
There's no room for quitters in the front lines or the rear 
lines. And if we haven't sold ourselves on the tremendous 
Importance of advertising in wartime by now, then this con- 
vention is certainly the place to do that selling and I'm going 
..ta.ge* in there and pitch right now. 

Advertising in War Only 
Undergoes Change of Degree 

In the first place we must remember that war brings to 
advertising a change of degree, not of Icind . , . the pessimists 
who see the doom of advertising in this war misinterpret the 
•very word in an outmoded sense ... for after all a sale is not 
merely- the passing of an article from the hands of a seller to 
the hands of a buyer. More properly conceived, it en- 
compasses the whole long process of inciting curiosity whet- 
ting desire, capitalizing on a name with good will behind it, 
making the actual competitive presentation— then the 
physical transfer of .possession — and after that the continued 
selling of the buyer to keep him convinced that he's made a 
wise purchase, the servicing- of the item, instructions on its 
care and conservatjcin. Advertising plays its definite role in 
every one of these component parts of a true sale. 

With many of you who still have goods to sell, all these 
processes are still present, and hence advertising should go 
on as usual filling its vital function of speeding actual 
physical transfer of goods from- you to consumer. And you 
dqp't have to feel that you're being selfish by going all-out 
In advertising to sell. The food manufacturers who comprise 
such a big proportion of our western advertisers have a 
glorious opportunity to be both selfish and altruistic by using 
the ftig nutritlon-for-national-health theme. The new de- 
hydrated foods Industry, so much of which centers here In 
this glorious northwest, has the additional theme of saving 
precious space in freight cars, trucks and slups. The drug 
Industry has an advertising job more essential than ever now 
that so many doctors and dentists are in the services and 
personal health care, especially in the smaller communities, 
is so necessary. ^ 

The financial and Insurance field can do a splendid job for 
Itself and its country by helping to absorb some of the 
millions of dollars of new purchasing power which have no 
products on which to spend themselves — and this group prob- 
ably more than any other can do much to stave off the 
spectre of inflation. For all of you who still have a physical 
job of product selling to do, advertising ofiters its usual direct 
route to the minds and pocketbooks of a population bigger 
than ever with an income greater than ever. 

As for the rest of you who haven't enough to sell: of all 
those parts of a real sale which I mentioned, priorities have 
affected only one — the actual transfer of the- article frdm one ■ 
owner to another. ' Still remaining are all those other pro- 
cesses which lean so heavily on- advertising: curiosity, desire, 
competitive presentation, good will, confidence, service and 
maintenance, conservation. The only missing cog is the 
product to be sold— and that's missing only temporarily. It 
will be back. And unless all these other operations are care- 
fully processed for the duration, the product itself might as 
well not come. back— it will just die a natural death at the 
point of distribution. 

Arthur Deute, president of the National Brewing Co., 
phrased It aptly when he called advertising 'Brand Life In- 
surance.' To businesses-which are considering cancellation of 
advertising because they're supposedly oversold, he— and I— 



say simply 'do you drop your life insurance just because you 
feel too healthy?' 

After all, advertising is the priceless Ingredient In that Im- 
meausrable commodity 'known as 'good will.' And if you 
don't believe good will has a monetary value, try to buy a 
going bus^ess like Union Oil or Jantzen Swim Suits and see 
what you pay for this *good will.' 

The Objectives of Wartime 
Advertising Can Be Legion 

The list of things which war time advertising can talk 
about is legion. 

It can promote tetter huymanship among consuTTiers, such 
OS the large size bottle campaign of the milk and beer in- 
dustries. 

It can tell how to make scarce articles last longer, as the 
tire people are doing so magnificently. 

It can explain substitute materials, as plastics lor metals. 

It can discourage hoarding, of items such as sugar. 

It can ^courage buying hysteria like the silk-stocking rush 
of some months ago. 

It can prepare minds for inevitable shortages, and thus 
lessen panic when they do arrive. 

It can popularize simpler and mare unified styles, such, as 
men's victory suits. 

It can introduce a brand to the new strata of buyers who 
have graduated from the lowest income groups to the new 
financial aristocracy of manual labor. 

It can Introduce o new product, such as quick-frozen foods. 

It can introduce a new package, such as the switch from 
cans to glass, jars. 

It can substitute for salesmen's personal calls on dealers, 
espedallv the marginal distributors In dut-o/-the way places. 

It can keep the public informed of what a company or a 
whole industry Is doing to help the war effort. This expended 
vista of public relation is so obvious, especially to firms with 
Government contracts where the informed good will of the 
electorate is paraTnount. More and more agencies are paying 
greater attention to the public relofions- fUTiction of advertis- 
ing; many of them have separate public relations depart- 
ments. In fact, a well-known public relations counsel has just 
incorporated as an advertising agency! 

Despite the doubts that may have perplexed some of you, 
the American public is not averse to continued advertising 
during this war — as long as- that advertising performs a con- 
structive task. The National Association of Manufacturers 
discovered this by a recent public opinion purvey. The- 
survey showed what you and I would expect it to show: that 
the public has no patience with ads which merely boast about 
a company's patriotism: but it is definitely interested in con- 
crete facts about the care of materials, and in equally con- 
crete facts about the place of an Individual business in the 
total war scheme. In the excellent words of the current as- 
' sociated business pap6rs''campaign, 'useful advertising needs 
no defenders.' 

That public which you and I want to reach is more im- 
pressionable by advertising today. It is reading' and listening 
more than ever. It Is staying home more because restrictions 
are compelling it to stay home. It is shopping closer to home 
because it wants to save tires and gas. With the neighbor- 
hood store coming into Its own again, private brands will . 
shrink in importance and advertised products will corre- 
spondingly move ahead. Food men realize this. At the gro- 
cery manufacturers convention last month, 37% of the com- 
panies polled reported Increased advertising budgets for this 
year — and not one reported a cessation of advertising. These 
and other manufacturers who are putting out constructive 
advertising are getting a response better than ever. Batten, - 
Barton, Dursiine & Osbom last month checked 22 news- 
papers and women's magazines, and found that deader re- 
sponse to recipes, patterns and sewing kits has increased 
materially sinccthe war in 19 out of the 22 cases. 

Arnoldf Henderson, Montgomery' 
Not Opposed to Advertising 

Now what about your Government: does it want you to 
advertise? 

If Government were one man, we could answer this 
question categorically. But thank God this is still a democ- 
racy, so all we can do is look at the evidence of individual 
men in that Government. 

The New York Times made a fine coiltributlon to this sub- 
ject by. doing a very simple thing a few weeks ago. It went 
to the three men whose views on advertising are most often 
criticized within our own house — Mr. Thurman Arnold, Mr. 
Leon Henderson, and Mr. Donald Montgomery— and just 
asked them if they believed in continued advertising during 
this war. .And every one of the gentlemen came out with 
an affirmative answerl 

The Department of Commerce in- Washington has been in 
the forefront of a vigorous move to continue brand adver- 
tising throughout this conflict, as opposed to a more radical 
undercurrent in certain Washingtn circles, which would favor 
a single 'victory' label for everything. At the National 
Federation of Sales Executives in New York last month, 
Carroll L. Wils"bn, director of The Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, emphasized what others of his staff had 
said in print in the official Department of Commerce weekly 
about continuity of brand advertising. In his own words,. 
'You're going to have a hell of a time after the war if you 
fail to preservftfthem.' 

The last war spawned -plenty of new products, gave Im- 
petus to many others including the radio and the automobile. 
This war is going to do even more, because research is today 
at a higher peak. Most of those new products are going to 
come out ynder established names, because in that way they 
have half their marketing battle won. As Red Motley of 
Crowell-Collier Publishing Company told the Los Angeles Ad 
Club, a few weeks ago, just think how the imagination of 
America would be gripped after this war by the appearance 
of a Lockheed Interceptor automobilel

has time and again urged Increased advertising by private 
btistness in his oWn special ballwick, Latin America: .No on* 
knows better than he, how advertising there, as well as here^ 
can improve living standards and help keep up the national 
and personal morale which is so essential to an all-out war 
effort. . . . 

Product Casualties of 1917-1918 
Followed Advertising Stoppage 

Printer's Ink and other trade journals' have done an excel- 
lent job in telling the obituaries of Pearline and Sapolio and 
Sweet CaporaL You know the story of the big cigarette 
which decided io put its advertising budget in the bank one 
year and dropped 30% in sales; of the coffee which quit ad- 
vertising and saw its annual sales slump in 10 years from 
50,000,000 to 23,000,000 units; of the building material manu- 
facturer who -bought out all his competitors and stopped ad- 
vertising, only to find that the public forgot him dnd started 
building its houses with a different material. That first war 
saw big companies with army and navy contracts decrease 
thelE advertising, thus opening the door for little conripetitors 
to move in and take their public right away from them. 
Some of these companies '^ed to come back after ^e war.' 
Brother, the pardon came too late. Some of them found they 
were out of business for keeps! Others found it a very ex- 
pensive luxury to stage a comeback. .. . , 

Many of today's biggest advertisers got their start in World 
War I: Lifebuoy, Lucky Strike, Pepsodent, American Cliicle, 
CaUfomia Prune & Apricot Growers, Eversharp, General 
' Cigar, General Baking, Tidewater, U. S. Rubber, California 
Packing. ... 

. Tm sure you newspaper, magazine and outdoor representa- 
tives would be disappointed if I didn't say a word or two 
about radio. . From a very mercenary standopoint, 'ridio is 
the only medltun to shrw a gain In gross re^renue for the first 
four months of 1042 against a similar ^eriod last year. Net- 
work radio Is up 13%. National spot dipped sharply in De- 
cember but has gained steadily ever since, 'I.i April it liit en 
index of 198, i^g the years 1939-1939 as a base of 100. And 
believe it or not, the biggest upsurge came in the gas and oil 
category, followed by food, soap, tobacco/ toilet goods end'- 
schools. Only automobile, travel and resorts showed a de- 
crease. I won't say that radio's profits are up. They're not, 
and we don't want them to be. Radio is. contributing more 
time and talent for war purposes than ever I^fore; and in-. 
~ cldehtally it's also plowing ba£k more taxes than ever before; - 
Radio will not expand physically during- this war. The 
number and. size of stations is practically frozen dye to 
priority on materials, and the entire Industry is forming « 
pool of spare parts to provide replacements. You hear about 
labor shortages, especially in the engineering, field, forcing 
stations off the air, but . so faf only one little local in^Texas 
has felt this effect. You hear about there being no,more-re- 

■ ceivlng sets for sale: but the stores are still full of pew and 
second-hand sets and parts; 30,600,000 American families— 
nine out of 10 of the national total—- own 69,000,000 radios. 
That means an average of almost two sets per family, and if 
one should wear out, its tubes and parts can keep the other 
one going. No, you don't have to worry about America run* - 
nlng out of radio sets for a lonj; time to coine. After all,' 

' here's a country which has twice as many radios as it has 
wired homes or automobiles or electric ixoat, tliree times M 
many radios as ranges or -washing machines or telephones or 
refrigerators. ' 

Last month's supreme court decision, that the FCC regu> 
latlons regarding a network's relations with its stations ore 
reviewable by the district courts, means that the structure of 
network broadcasting as you know it Is reasonably safe now. 
for some time to come. 

As WABC says in a very clever 'Varied Ad: There's no 
place but home this summer.' C. E. Hooper tells me tLat lor 
the first time in radio history th* listening index did not 
show a sharp summer dropQff this year. ... 

After this war America will have a tremendous productive 
capacity tooled up for maximum output. Walter Fuller, 
president Of the Curtis Publishing Company, points out that 
'we have never produced i>t consumed to capacity . . . never 
used the selling 'wa^ til t]i^ fullest. What good tvill «11 thlj 
potentiality be unless there are markets for the products?' 
These markets must be created, and their creation is a long 
pull which can't wait until after the war. I<et us streu the 
patriotic theme to the hilt, yes; but let us add to it a good 
dash of enlightened self-interest. Let us pre-sell today'* 
public on tomorrow's products. As Charles Carr, advertising 
manager of The Aluminum Company, put it to the sales ' 
executives last month in their convention, urge savings now 
so that we may 'buy tomorrow tolday.' 

Private Enterprise Must Emerge 
Intact From This Struggle 

I would like to close on one rather somber note. One of 
the things we are fighting for in this war is freedom of the 
press and radio, and freedom -of private enterprise. These 
freedoms are Inextricably intertwined. Free private enter- 
prise must have a free press and free radio through which to 
express^ itself or it ceases to remain free. Government press 
and Government radio will only lead to Government control 
of business. Newspapers, magazines, radio— every one of us 
can keep going as private entities during, this war only 

■ through continued advertising. If this sounds purely selfish, 
if you think I am taking advantage of an opportunity to ask 
for more business, I can only say, ladles and gentlemen, it is 
just as much to your personal advantage as it is to mine. 
Advertisers, agencies, media, and the dear old American 
public-— we all stay free and independent or we all eventually 
are swallowed up in the maw of the corporate state. God 
forbid this should ever happen. 

Remember the headline in that recent ad ... It always hat 
stopped raining and wars always fiave ended.' When the sun 
comes out again, let ud hope — and pray— and work that it will 
flnd.a. world -wortli-shinlng on.

With name bands playing the 
Riverside almost every week, it was 
customary until a few months - ago 
for the visiting l eader s to partici- 
pate in various WTMJ programs, 
giving the station live name talent 
and giving the theatre publicity. 

Russ Morgan's band played 
the theatre in April the Musicians' 
union sought to have it appear at 
their annual Easter ball, but .

Welsfeldt, manager otthe Riverside, 
objected to his headliner being ad- 
vertised as an attraction there, al- 
though willing to have it put in an 
appearance. Union heads felt that 
If they couldn't publicize the band 
it 'was of no use to them, so it didn't 
appear. 

VoUmer Dahlstrand, the 'union 
chief, then stopped the practice of 
'visiting band leaders from the River- 
side, participating In local radio sta- 
tion programs, and none have been 
on the air here since. 

With a new contract In process of 
negotiation between the music men 
and WTMJ, the radio station execs 
attempted to Insert a clause permit- 
ting them to use- visiting bandsmen 
as they formerly did, but DaMstrand 
nixed the idea pronto, and conver- 
sations looking to an agreement are 
deadlocked. . ' ■ '

MANY TONGUES 



Cleveland, June 23. 

The difficulties, hazards and at- 
tractions of foreign language broad- 
casting are vividly illustrated In 
Cleveland. It was here that some 
years ago a Lutheran clergyman 
confessed he was a distributing 
agent for made-ln-Germany record- 
ings that, at the time, were given 
free to various American ihidwest- 
ern. radio stations, their innocent 
musical nature hiding brief but 
pointed Nazi speechlets In German, 
Actually Cleveland has, like Detroit 
and Chicago, brought alien groups 
together for big civic affairs in 
which- ■ the picturesque costumes 
mingled with songs of the . old sod. 
Foreign i^nguage meant much- here 
in cultural, musical, political and 
marketing terms. Usually the alien 
groups had a single rallying point, 
Americanism. 

The so-called Nationalities Broad- 
casting Association of Cleveland was 
and is a group of specialtists In lin- 
gualistic radio. They still are very 
active although Cleveland as In . 
other cities Is not without its tend- 
ency to solve the foreign language 
"problem* by substituting English. 
Some critics feel that this method al- 
ways begs the question. 

WCLE permits only song lyrics 
and titles In a foreign tongue. Every- 
thing else is in English, and pro- 
grams have been- restricted to 210 
minutes of recordings. Statlqji 
banned foreign talk six years ago. - 

WGAR, working through NBA, 
has 225 minutes, much of it live. 
Three years ago the six programs— 
Kumanlan, Czech, Hungarian, Slo- 
vak, Slovene, Polish— were 100% 
foreign talk, but organization volun- 
tarily cut to 50% of such chatter. 

The Nationalities Broadcasting 
Assn. is on Its honor. Carl George, 
WGAR director of policy reports: 
'They realize that one serious devia- 
tion from . prepared script means' 
they are through. In the six yearr 
they have been with us we have 
^ound them to be reliable and hon- 
est We have never had a German 
broadcast and th^ one Italian pro- 
gram dropped out last October be- 
cause of a personal matter which had 
nothing to do with station policy. As 
a precautionary measure the sta- 
tion has Its own private monitors, 
which check all foreign language 
programs.* 

The Nationalities Assn. was set up 
«s a non-profit corporation to pro- 
mote better understanding of races 
colonized in Cleveland. A set of rules 
adopted three years ago have stood 
the test of time and. war censorship 
and remain the basis for broadcast 
toda», according. to Frederick Wolf, 
gecretary-treasurer of organization. 
These regulations Include: 

1. Broadcoitert must submit copy 
of projrrom, including . trarulations, 
48 hour* be/ore broadcast to Wol/ 
toho checks and refers to station. 
'2. Each broadcaster has -piedged 
that his continuity will not be al- 
tered once it hoi been submitted. 
Penalify is loss of program and 
membership in Association. 

3. Plays ond sketches in foreign 
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AMERICA'S LARGEST 
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tongue are taboo. Majority of 
American bom children of foreign 
parentage have only a routine 
knowledpe of parent tongue and 
would fiot grasp or appreciate 
'literature.' 

4. All commercial announcements 
are 50% in English. 

6. Definite' limits are fixed for 
talking, including free announce- 
ments; ..rest of broadcast must be 
music aTtd singing. 

6. Announcements concerning 
CleveloTid civic ' organizations — ^Red 
Cross, Community Fund, Association 
for Crippled and Blind, etc., are 
liberally provided gratis. 

7. Taboo are death notices and an- 
nouncements.. Strictly enforced are 
all regulations of Better Business 
Bureau and regulations Bureau may 



Impose on advertisements, doubtful 
firms, articles, etc. 

BtUer Hatred 

Association officials said they are 
responsible for censorship of their 
programs, radio station seldom Is. 
However, after Munich and before 
Pearl Harbor, studio officials asked 
'Association to tone down Its Hitler 
hatred programs and announce- 
ments.' 

Czech program features news pre- 
pared by Czech government in exile, 
and this is of acute interest to large 
local Czech population. 

Although the Nationalities Asso- 
ciation closely monitors programs, 
possibility is admitted that some lan- 
guage broadcaster might go off the 
beam with anti-American tirade. It 
would be some minutes before be 
could.be cut off the air, as monitor — 



assuming he is listening in — would 
have to call station officials, who in 
turn would have to contact engineer. 
To record program a day in advance 
would make broadcasts 100% fool 
proof, but expense in cutting platters 
is deterrent. The dangers are hypo- 
thetical only. Association points out 
all nationality announcers have long 
records with organization that prove 
they are 'loyal to democracy.' 

The Association, cooperating with 
WGAR, utilized a series of 15 one- 
hour programs prepared by Dep't of 
Justice on 'I Am an American,' cit- 
ing success stories of foreign-born 
Americans. WGAR furnished time. 
Association paid all other costs. 

Nationalities Association split from 
WHK when station bought out WJAY 
(now WCLE). Studio insisted, ac- 
cording to Wolf, that 'programs be- 



come property of station, and that 
organization should solicit advertis- 
ing for programs, collect money from 
businessmen and make translation* 
of every foreign word Into English to 
be filed with WHK. Of the total 
amount which we would collect 
every week we would have io pay 
our own talent, which meant muslo 
end singers, and from the balance tht 
station woul^ pay us 15% commis- 
sion. In a case where I would col- 
lect tloa a week after paying my 
share lor talent, about $40, I would 
have a commission on $60 — the sum 
of $9 for a week's work.'

Union Raue« Issue lliat Re- 
placements Must Come 
From Biembcrsllip — Thia

TO ARBITRATE 



St LouU, June 23. 

A flve-bour strike Tuesday (16) 
sUenoed KMOX, 50.000-watter outlet 
of the CBS here, when a iemme en- 
giheer-tiainee was hired over the 
protest of the SEW, Local 1277. The 
strife is to be settled by arbitration. 
When 21 radio engineers left, Kerle 
S. .Jones, manager of the station, de- 
cleCred the walkout was a violation 
of the contract made last January. 
After the station's switchboard was 
swamped with calls, Jones invited 
Fr^nk Castanie, prez of the local, to 
a\coi^ab at the station, where lie 
pointed out that machinery for set- 
tlement of the dispute is contained 
in the oontract. 

The pact calls for the appointment 
of a committee to settle such dis- 
agreements and, in the event they 
• cannot settle It in that way, for the 
submission of any disputes to artil- 
tratlon. 

Castanie phoned international 
union execs at Washington and 
agreed to permit the men to return 
to work and submit the matter to 
arbitration. The turmoil 'started 
when lbs, Leta Busb, an amateur 
radio operator, was employed as an 
engineer-trainee and was told she 
would leeeive full-scale union pay 
when she became ai member of the 
union, but that she would be dis' 
missed and replaced by a -former 
KMOX employee six months .after 
the end of the war. The union re 
fused to permit ISxa. Bush in the 
station's studios and the union super, 
visor on duty refused to instruct her. 
According to Jones, Castanie de- 
manded Ttlrs. Bush's disdiarge with- 
in an hour end when Jones refused 
to heed the warning the men wall^ed 
out • 

The imderlying question in the 
KMOX controversy Is of major in- 
terest to broadcasters throughout the 
country. Both the networks and 
indie station operators expect to be 
stymied in fhehr move to train 
women technicians to replace thos'e 
male empIOTecs called into the serv' 
ice should the union hold to the 
principle involved in the' SMOX 
case. 

The union has no objection to 
broadcasters engaging women tech' 
nicians providing there is not avail- 
able within the local union's juris- 
diction a male onion member who 
is capable of flUing the, spot. Since 
practically all sucfa male monbeis 
are already employed by other sta' 
tlona^ insistence on this principle 
means that the evenings, cqieeially 
when they pay hitfber -wages. wDl 
be filled by the p r ocess of weaning 
men away from other stations. The 
technicians union takes the view that 
a meaiber of senior standing has the 
rl^tt to monetary advancement end 
that It should not be of any concern 
to the station paying the higher 
wage whether hb hiring nay make 
it tou^ on the replacement capa 
biUties of some tcmailer competitor. 
That, holds the dmon, is the concern 
strictly of the latter station.

Personalities Prevail During Testimony — Congress- 
men Deflect Chairman From His Line of Pres- 
entation — 'Rocking the Boat' Interpretations 
Wide Apart 



Washington, June 23. 

James L. Fly, chairman of the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission, 
last week continued on the witness 
•tand before the Congressional Com- 
mittee probing the nature of broad- 
casting and the policemen thereof. 
Fly was candid In his bitterness 
toward NBC and CBS and toward 
the National* Association of Broad- 
casters which he held to be the 
creature of the networks. Congress- 
men gave Fly a sharp prodding with 
qilestions and forced many detours 
from his central thesis by the chair- 
man. As before, however. Fly proved 
an agile self-reliant witness. 

Sarcastically Fly said the factions 
fighting the antlmonopoly regvdations 
'are putting on a false front' of con- 
cern about free speech and public 
service. Actually Fly Insisted over 
and over again, the chains exercise 
a distasteful and dangerous degree 
of control over public opinion, boss 
the trade associations, and harass 
the Commish by inspiring Congr^s- 
■tonal hearings or running Into 
court. 

St. LonU BccaUed 

The St Louis convention poke at 
the NJ\.3.— 'It's like a dead' mack- 
erel in 'the moonlight; It shines and 
stinks' — was echoed throughout Fly's 
testimony, Acknowledging the phrase 
Is his 'choice description of the trade 
body. Fly told the House crowd he 
firmly believes 'it would be a good 
Idea to change the management of 
the' N.A.B.' because as~ things stand 
the major part of the broadcasting 
Industry is 'dominated from New 
York.' Two men -virtually dictate 
the fate of 900-odd licensees, he 
wailed. If Congress wants to toler- 
ate this condition, legislation should 
be written specifically permitting 
chain managements to rule the oper- 
. ations of aU afilllates, he advised. 

Pyrotechnics began - 'Wednesday 
(17) after Fly had spent more than 
an hour of his third appearance be- 
fore the lawmakers telling about .all 
non-broadcasting aspects of Com' 
mish work; Several members prod' 
ded him into discussing the Sanders 
bin, with 'Rep James McGranery 
of Pennsylvania forcing the- Issue by 
Inquiring of Chairman Clarence F, 
Lea whether 'any of this (Fly's com- 
mentary) relates to the- legislation.' 
In fast order. Rep Jared Y. Sanders, 
sponsor of the reorganization plan; 
Charles Wolverton, ranking RepubU 
can; Clarence J. Brown of Ohio, Carl 
Hinshaw of California, Michael 'J. 
Kennedy of New York, and 'Virgil 
Chapman of Kentucky were hurling 
verbal hand grenades.

Fly Passes Test 

■-Washington, June 23. 

Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee today (Tuesday) con- 
firmed the nomination of James 
L. Fly for a second term as 
chairman of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission. The 
extension is seven years. 

Fly had meanwhile done a six- 
hour stand before the committee 
in closed session. His principal 
interrogator was Sen. Charles 
Tobey, of New Hampshire. 



lawmakers. Fly registered these 
principal points: 

1. Except ioT specific changes en- 
abling the regulators to do their war 
work better, no lefrislation should be 
eTtacted at such crucial times. 

2. Outstanding objections to the 
Sanders bill are the 'bifurcation' of 
the regulatorv ogencv, opportunity 
for great deUiy through hearifigs and 
interventions, loss of control over 
station sales, legalizing of manage- 
ment contracts, and inadequacy of 
the examiner-hearing system, 

3. Fear of censorship is a 'bugaboo' 
created by the chains to cower up ef- 
forts to dodge regulation for protec- 
tion of the public. 

4. There is no slighting of common 
carriers or over-concentration of ef- 
fort oil broadcasting regulation. 

The 'Whole Cake' 

Fly's sugg^tlon that Congress 
leave things alone during, the war 
plunged him into a laugh-provoking 
row- with Rep. James Simpson of 
Pennsylvania. One of the best ways 
to avoid rocking the boat, Simpson 
observed, would be to put the net- 
work reform rules on the shelf, thus 
lessening agitation for new legisla- 
tion and ending court controversies. 
The head regulator retorted 'it would 
be simpler for those two networks 
to. write a one-paragraph letter that 
their contracts will be construed in 
accordance with the regulations.' 
Simpson countered 'you want to 
have the whole cake.' 
" Networks and commentators were 
applauded by Rep Patrick- ^d 
Kennedy, with Fly admitting 'on the 
whole, the broadcasting Industry has 
done a very good job' of helping the 
war • effort. Broadcasters 'entered 
this war in the same spirit as the 
rest of us; they have made a great 
contribution,'' Fly acknowledged. 

Fly's comment about the 'big In- 
terests' running to 'Congress fre 
quently Irritated Representative 
Wolverton. The New Jersey Repub 
lican sermonized that It Is "^uly 
American' for persons with special 






interests to ask for legislation and 
took the slant that the law-makers 
should give considerable weight to 
persons running a business when 
studying the effect of legislation or 
regulation on such lines of activity. 
He said he was 'deeply impressed' by 
the knowledge, character, and sin- 
cerity of persons urging enactment 
of the Sanders bill, challenging Fly 
to 'give us the background of the 
commission' so the committee can 
tell how much weight to give their 
views. This line of discussion pro- 
voked Congressman Browii to ob- 
serve Washington is lammed with 
alleged 'experts,' Including youths 
who aren't dry behind the ears. 
Who's 'Who 

Fly retorted with remarks that 
William S. Paley formerly was a 
cigar manufacturer, Harry Butcher 
came Into radio from the fertilizer 
Industry, and Frank Russell was a 
newspaperman. In direct jibes at 
the latter two, vice presidents for 
CBS and. NBC, Fly observed "when 
one of those men comes in to see you 
he talks -with a lot more Infiuence 
than just a man from Iowa.' 

'When he finally' got around to his 
concrete objections to the pending 
legislation. Fly was .most emphatic 
In protesting the Idea of splitting 
the commission Into sections dealing 
with public and private communica- 
tions and reducing the chairman to 
the role of executive officer. 

When Representative Hinshaw. 
argued the Interstate Commerce 
Commission functions efficient^ in 
panels. Fly maintained that broad- 
casting cannot be separated from 
other phases of communications. 
There Is much overlbpping in re- 
gard to allocation of frequencies, he 
noted, and the relations between 
broadcasters and the telephone sys- 
tem often dovetail. Hinshaw pressed 
Fly about the reason for the Com- 
mission's concern with 'business as- 
pects of broadcasting,' and Sanders 
wanted to know why everything re- 
lating to monopoly in radio should 
not be left to the Justice Depart- 
ment. Fly told Hinshaw it would 
be "unfortunate' if the FCC could 
not exercise supervision over busi- 
ness practices because the .'mandate 
■of the statute is dear' in regard to 
monopoly. He advised Sanders 'we 
should not be compelled to build up 
a monopoly for the Department of 
Justice to tear down.' 

Xong Step Backward' 

Splitting up the Commish 'would 
be 'a long step backward,* Fly as- 
serted,..and 'there is no point at all 
in having a chairman of a commis- 
sion if he is only to have the atro- 
phied functions which this bill' com- 
mits to him.' 

Limiting the Commission's right to 
delegate functions to individual 
members or subordinates is undesir- 
able, because it. would greatly in- 
crease the amount of work and red 
tape, delaying action on numerous 
propositions that should be disposed 
of rapidly. Fly argued. Unless the 
Commish can make grants without 
formal hearings, newcomers would 
be virtually barred from the broad- 
casting business, since the bllljre- 
wards legal maneuvers and obstruc- 
I tiva tactics.' 

I The legislative proposal to allow 
i more interventions in Commish pro- 
ceedings is especially unwise. Fly 
said. Noting the regulators have 
. 'generally been liberal' in allowing 
participation in cases, he said the 
suggested scheme 'would make in- 
evitable the presence of a great 
many parties,' besides depriving the 
Commish of practically all 'discre- 
tion in drafting the issues* for hear- 
ings. By widening the door for ln< 
tervenors. Congress would make pos- 
sible *a great field day for lawyers, 
On this point, the chairman pointed 
out only 20% of all petitions to in' 
tervene which have been considered 
were turned down. Since the pres' 
ent policy — involving a showing of 
real interest— there have been 217 
petitions presented, 124 granted, 37 
dismissed, 12 withdrawn, and 44 de- 
nied; 

The examiner system— which all 
parties before the committee Iiave 
Indorsed — is unwise because it does 
not potat up the issues, in Fly's view, 
Present modus operandi— where the 
Commish hands down "proposed find 
Ings'— is far superior because 'the 
parties are thus in a position to be 
able to address themselves intelli- 
gently to the issues which the Qom- 
, mission considers Important.' He 
maintained the existing technique 
'saves time and effort for both the 
Commission and the parties,' ellml-

nating 'needless waste of energy.' 

There is no basis for contentions 
the Commish Is loathe to change its 
mind after announcing a tentative 
decision. Fly declared. In '63% of 
all cases, counsel accepted the pro- 
posed findings; in 24% whereexcep- 
tions were filed the Commish re- 
versed itself, while in 13% the pro- 
posed findings were modified. Only 
76 of 160 tentative decisions, were 
challenged, and the analysis 'leaves 
little doubt that the Commission 
'considers exceptions and oral argu- 
ment with an open mind.' 

The bill would legitimatize man- 
agement contracts which the Com- 
mish -has undertaken to outlaw. Fly 
protested. By dropping a few words 
from the present statute, proponents 
of the Sanders bill would deny the 
Commish authority to pass on trans- 
fers of frequencies granted licensees; 
He said. 'these contracts are not- In 
the public Interest because they re- 
sult In a shifting of the responsibility 
for the operation of a station from 
tl)e licensee to a third person.' 

Congress shouldn't allow dissatis- 
fied parties to go into any court for 
review of decisions, the Commish 
head insisted. Stations generally 
have Washington counsel, records 
are kept here, and the District of 
Columbia Court of Appeals Is the 
most convenient place to litigate dis- 
putes. By broadening the review 
privileges. Congress would saddle 
many applicants with unfair burdens 
and help entrench the 'vested inter- 
ests.'

NBC had previously filed a mo- 
tlon for a bill of particulars by the 
plaintiff, explaining In further detail 
just what the charged violations 
are. Judge Barnes ruled that Mu- 
tual did not have to give additional 
facts. 



N. T. Trial Starts Oct. 8 

Trial date has been set in New 
York for the NBC and CBS peti- 
tion to restrata the Federal Com- 
munications Commission from put- 
ting Its new rules oh relations be- 
tween networks and affiliated sta- 
tions into effect The case will be 
tried before a special tribunal of 
three Federal Judges Oct. 8. 

By a split decision the U. S. su- 
preme court ruled that the three- 
judge court was invested with au- 
thority to determine the iequlty of 
any prospective action by a Govern- 
ment bureau- even" though the lat- 
ter's regulatory precincts are speci- 
fied by law. 



SEEK ACTIVITY STEP-UP 
IN RADIO INSTRUCTION 



Boston, -June 23. 

Expansion of radio instruction in 
the city high schools and the pos- 
sibility of obtaining a 24-room school 
for radio technicians under sponsor- 
ship of the Army 'Signal Corps l9 
being studied by the Boston board 
of school superlntend.ents. 

Dismayed because only two 
schools are giving Instruction In ra- 
dio techniques, ' though one — ^Boston' 
Trade School — operates 'on a 24-;hour 
basis, the school committee directed' 
its superintendents to attempt to ob- 
tain federal government support for 
an expanded program to be inaugu- 
rated in the Fall. 

Students at Boston Trade School 
are paid $1,440 a year by the federal 
government while they are learning 
this vital' skill A less ambitious 
radio course is given at Charlestown 
High School.

Under the circumstances, the na- 
ture of the show was all the less 
explicable. Miss Davis gave; an ini- 
Ctsive performance,.as one of those 
Oboler characters who talk to them- 
selves. Having just seen hubby off 
to an Army camp, she wished . to 
God, as she drove home through 
.Connecticut, that Hitler were there 
with her. She'd tell him a thine or 
two. Whereupon a hltcTi-hiker 
turned out to be Adolf himself. 
When he realized he was in America 
and thpj a crazed woman was going 
to wreck the car to kill him, he blub- 
bered and sobbed In hysterical, cow- 
ardly terror. After the crash, Mrs.' 
Bunyon was told by rescuers that 
there'd been no one in the car with 
her. At that she was in a frenzy 
to see the next morning's news- 
papers, apparently expecting to read 
of Der Fuehrer's death. 

Doubtless that was fantasy and 

erobably it was supposed to be sym- 
ollc, or something. It was fantas- 
tic, but what -it all. meant was best 
known to Oboler, and possibly Miss 
Davis and Hans Conried, who played

With this series by Stephen V, 
Benet, the Council for Democracy 
reasserts .itself :.s an encourager, 
producer and booker of eloquent 
pieces. The Council did much he- 
fore the war to articulate the ideo- 
logical issues rf this struggle, using 
for that purpose on several occa 
slons this same writer. 

Each week Herr Schickleg^ber Is 
to be addressed by an American, 
First, a farmer (played by Raymond 
Massey, without v/hom no morale 
series of broadcasts could be offi- 
cially launched.. .In. this, war) and 
next week a businessman to be im' 
personated by Melvyn Douglas. 
Helen Hayes, as a housewife, will 
follow, and so on. 

It's an 'are-you-lIstenlng-Adolph?' 
Idea. The voices are ried for sec 
tlonal dialect, for related points of 
view. Tom Bennett's music (directed 
by Joseph Stopak) sketchlly unites 
the elements, all of which funnel 
through the- narrator personality. It 
adds up to a vivid reminder to 
Americans, a hurling of scorn ' at 
the would-be enslaver. 

Pieces of this kind acquire their 
basic sincerity from the author 
rather than the actors. Benet's method 
is to sound familiar chord, translate 
ordinary people's political thinking 
Into the vernacular. Here the farmer 
considers his own life, his neighbors, 
his son in the army, the vagaries 
of nature and crops. Life is hard, 
but his' kind of people would not 
make it easier, if they could, by de 
frauding anybody. The Nazis aren't 
nice people. They aren't decent. And 
the slow-spoken, furrowed' and fur- 
row-cutting farmer slowly gets 
very, very angry. 

Farmers ' in the aggregate will 
'choke Adolph on wheat and corn, 
smother him in cotton and soybeans.

What makes this a noteworthy 
contribution to radio's literature on 
the war Is Its forthright, blunt, 
scornful but stlU factual treatment , 
of the personalities behind the Axis 
front. As with the previous CBS 
•They Live Forever" a network Itself 
has elected to take off Its frockcoat, 
roll up Its sleeve and apply the 
verbal shillelagh to quarters that It 
has been long due. It's a superior 
job because of neat surgical tech- 
nique. "The Nature of the Enemy' 
pulls no punches, splatters its 
victim of the occasion with odium of 
a most seering grade and yet con- 
veys the impression that the author 
of the indictment is indulging in 
under,stotement 

The note that reverberates through 
the program is not one of anger, 
fist-cIenchlng or defiance. If any- 
thing, it suggests a tone of warning, 
A warning which is backed up by 
the blistering white light of fact 
culled from personal history. There 
are opening charges that may stortle 
the more squeamish listener but by 
the ' time the program has run Its 
course those charges have been 
proved conclusively and in a way 
that it will be hard to forget im' 
mediately. 

'The Nature of the Enemy' tees 
off from the thesis that the figures 
that have or are playing a grand 
and bloody part within the ramparts 
of the Axis are men whose acts and 
backgrounds classify them as per 
verts, pimps, dope-flends, thieves 
and international second-story ex- 
perts. It's a tough narrative for a 
network to bring into the homes of 
the American people but, to resort 
to an old wheeze, to be forewarned 
Is to be forearmed. That element of 
warning is lifted .to a superbly dra- 
matic pltoh at the closing moment of 
the program when a victim of Axis 
invasion takes over the mike for a 
brief statement. In the Instance of 
the Initial instaUment (17) that 
fadeout speaker was Jan Masaryk, 
former vice-premier of Czecho- 
slovakia and now representative of 
that Government in Exile in this 
country. All that Masaryk had to 
say was that the program has given 
the American people a pretty good- 
idea of the nature of the men that 
are now running my country.' And 
then he added, 'Make damn sure that 
they don't run yours.' 

For the Introductory Installment of 
this series Colombia chose the per- 
sonal history of Franz Von Papen. 
The writing, the direction, thk nar- 
rating (Barry Kroeger) and acting 
on the program were uniformly tops. 
The production was perfectly 
balanced and the paie with which ft 
moved and socked earned a spepial 
tribute for Charles Vanda, who was 
in general charge. 

von Papen has devoted "his lite to 
treachery, betrayal and villainy. He 
has been for decades a 'professional 
Judas.' 

Characterizations of Von Papen and 
Hitler were deftly compounded by 
Allen Euwitt and Ted Osborne, re- 
spectively.

the Hawaiian garrispn ' speaks to 
friends and relatives In the states. 
It is as such that 'Hello from Hawaii' 
should be judged, for as entertain- 
ment it was just filler-inner, not 
quite up to network standards. , 

Material is of routine local studio 
quality. The weakest portion, as 
might be supposed, was the attempt 
at comedy. Gab about a date, with 
a Polynesian beauty, a supposed trip 
by jeep, through downtown Hono- 
lulu, was pretty vague to the Inex- 
perienced listener 5,000 miles away. 
Strange-sounding, too, was one line 
of dialog In which a soldier ad- 
dressed his date as 'my brown- 
skinned cutie,' or words to that ef- 
fect However, for those who know 
the Hawaiian background it may 
possibly have "been very nostalgic. 
The program conveyed little infor- 
mation, although a few generaliza- 
tions about things being ship-shape 
now at Pearl Hsrbor, ete, were in- 
cluded. 

New York was 'saluted' on the 
program reviewed. Soldiers from 
this area spoke, reading 'letters' to 
their families. Nevada and Penn- 
sylvania will be addressed by this 
method in the succeeding two broad- 
casts. Idea Is that three fighters 
broadcast what they have written 
just before posting the letters for 
physical delivery. . 

Atmospherics were not Ideal this 
Saturday, but program was reason- 
ably clear technically. No doubt' 
there are many technical production 
difficulties, including censorship, in 
an undertaking of this sort at this 
time. Webley Edwards, of KGMB, 
Honolulu, Is credited with the pro- 
duction in collaboration with U.S. 
morale officers, whose names were 
not quite clear over the air.

'THE GTFST BABON* 
Opera; Jone 19, 1942 
Cosmopolitan, N. T. . 

The first performance of Johann 
Strauss's opera, 'Zigeunebaron' in 
N. Y. since 1929, and the second since 
1905, was presented Friday (19) by 
Gustavo Kotanyl. Performance as 
a whole had much to recommend it^ 
and while parts were not all up to 
par the general standard set was 
very high- 
Foremost In the cast was conduc- 
tor Robert Stolz whose authorita- 
tive handling of the music drew 
'every ounce out of the score and 
his 45 men. Tenor Mario Berini re- 
vealed a cleafr luscious voice, heard 
to particular advantage in the many 
duets and especially in the aria, 'Als 
flotter Geist Berini's faults lie In 
^Is almost Inaudible non-resonant 
piano tones, but fortunately he re- 
sorts to full voice on most occasions 
and up to the high 'B' flat the voice 
Is as good as most any lyric tenor 
around today. Margit Bokor was 
somewhat of a disafipointment as 
Saffi, singing with bad production, 
not always on pitch and with con- 
tinual glottis attacks. 

The voice sounded strained and 
tired at times and the high tones 
were frequently pinched. Her act- 
ing was generally good, but a trifle 
kittenish. As the Gypsn Theresa 
Gerson revealed a somewhat short 
voice, limited in range on top and 
bottom, but' of an ingratiating qual- 
ity and well used within its limita- 
tions. 

Christina Carroll^ displayed an ex- 
cellent coloratura, somewhat small 
in size, but perfectly placed and 
with excellent quality. Her acting 
was adequate. None of the balance 
of the long cast had more than ordi- 
nary voices but their acting was 
good and the comedians tops. Stag- 
ing of Herbert Graf of the Met was 
barely adequate but the chorus of 
75, was up to par. Performance was 
played to a completely sold out 
iiouse. ' fddv. 



•BABBEK OF SEVILLE' 

Essex Connty Stadlam, Newark, N.J, 

The Essex County Symphony 
opened its summer season in New 
ark, N. J., with Rossini's 'Barber' in 
a performance which had consider- 
able merit, but was marred by bad 
acoustic conditions and the conduct- 
ing of Sir Thomas Beecham. The 
veteran conductor alternated be 
tween a breakneck pace which left 
his singers breathless or dragged 
proceedings, 

Salvatore Baccalonl, as Dr. Bartolo 
added to his vocal form high-grade 
mimicry, graceful handling of a 300 
pound bulk. ' Robert Weede, sang his 
first local 'Figaro' in splendid voice. 
His 'Largo al Factotum' stopped the 
show. ■His,immense power and ring- 
ing top 'A' naturals were standout. 
Weede disclosed a flair for comedy 
as well. 

' Josephine Antoine as Rosina also 
delivered an excellent performance, 
especially in 'Una voce poca fa' and 
the 'Charmant Oiseau' where her 
clarity and adherence fb pitch in the 
higher tessitura were nigh well per- 
fect to the 'F* in alt, and her acting 
was coquettish, but always in line 
with the proceedings. Bruno Landi 
sang his usual good Almaviva with 
'Ecco ridente' and 'Se il mio nome' 
being standouts. 

Nicholas Moscona, gowned more 
like Ramphls than Basillo, did a 
creditable 'La Calunia' but his actihi : 
missed most of the comedy displayei . 
by the. others. Edw.< a Eustfs was 
an excellent Berta, a bit short on the 
top perhaps, but a good comedian, 
and one whose aria was quite satis- 
factory. Given outdoors, the per- 
formance .attracted 15,000 persons 
with a probable half of th^se not 
hearing a thlnf, so bad were the 
acoustics and 'mikes. Eidy. 

Lanrltx Melchlor is booked 'solid In 
16 concerts to the opening of the 
Met season. Tenor will appear as 
soloist with the Rochester, Harrls' 
burg, Toledo end Davenport Sym' 
phony orchestras.

N. Y. opened ita 25th season Thurs- 
day (18) with 12,000 in attendance to 
hear Artur Rubinstein appear as 
soloist with the N. Y. Philharmonic 
In tha RachmaninoS Second Piano 
Concerto under Artur RodzinskL 
Pianist was In excellent form. Pro- 
gram opened with a rather routine 
and uninspired reading of the Weber 
overture to 'Frelschutz' and closed 
with a dragged and prosaic inter- 
pretation of Brahms First Sym- 
phony. The^tone of the orchestra 
was generally good except for the 
occasional weaknesses In the wood- 
winds and some blasting of the brass. 
Rubinstein encored the concerto 
with four selections In which his 
playing again revealed high stand- 
ards. 

The Stadium's secohd night was 
dedicated to new Russia with Private 
Eugene List, In uniform, appearing 
as soloist In the Shostakovitch piano 
concerto. The work Itself slowed 
proj^eedings considerably, but List 
played with ample feelhig. (As a 
stimt he was appointed a 'corporal 
at the dose. ' His raise In pay is not 
likely to excite the pianist who drew 
fees of $750-$l,OOiO a performance.) 
The Marche Heroique of Gllere, 
Shostakovitch's Fifth Symphony, and 
the Internationale made up the bal-. 
ance of a not too interesting pro- 
gram. Attendance was 4,000. 

The third night 14,000 heard an 
all Tschalkowsky program with Al- 
bert Spalding as violin soloist in the 
concerto in D Major. Program opened 
with a tremendous reading of tha 
'Romeo and Juliet Fantasia' with 
Artur Rodzinskl and the orchestra 
both In top form. Spalding, how- 
ever, -Was not always In good form. 
Many of his tones were squeaky and 
thin on top^ and some deviated from 
pitch, especially in the first move- 
ment and more particularly In tha 
difficult cadenzas. . - 

Sunday (21), a crowd of 3,000 at- 
tended Lewisohn Stadium for the 
fii:st non-soloist night Program 
marked the last appearance of Rod- 
zinskl as conductor, A good reading 
of the 'Oberon Overture' opened the 
program, which was followed by a 
superb performance of "Beethoven's 
Fifth Symphony. Much more co- 
ordhiatlon between the strings and 
the brass sections was noticeable 
with the Improved power of the for- 
mer aiding the performance Immeas- 
urably. Havel's 'Daphnls et Chloe' 
Suite No. 2, and Kern's Scenario for 
Orchestra on themes from 'Show- 
boat' closed the-program and Rod* 
zlnskl's stay.

Check of Bookers Finds All 
Concurring — It's a Life of 
Worry and Special Prob- 
lenU, But Grosses Remain 
Pleasing and New Types 
of Dates Develop 

TRAVEL BIG FRET

Despite the paralyzing blows the 
band business has suffered in the 
pa^t few months — the great reduc- 
tion in record production, almost 
insurmountable transportation diffi- 
culties, conscription of musicians, 
etc., — ^the industry is in as good shape 
as it has ever been at this time of 
year, according to bookers' date 
sheets. Summer normally sees a 
boom in bookings of all types; 
there Is always a shortage of good 
bands. This seasor is no different 
from any oth:x. 

- One-night bookers, theatre men, 
Iccation salesmen all have a similar 
answ^ to a 'how's Business' query. 
Without exception, 'it's good.' 
They're cleaned out of open' time 
on major properties, and little un- 
filled time remains on lesser names 
between now and Auigust. 

Harry' Moss, MCA exec in New 
York, asserts that that ciency has 
had to turn down queries for talent 
in ntunerouB instances. Dick Gabbe 
and Harry Romm, at GAC, say tiie 
same. While one-night bookings 
have fallen off 20-25% this June, 
Moss points out, as far as that 
agency Is concerned, other things 
have come along to take their 
places. Potomac River Boat Line, 
Washington, D. C, for example, is 
now a one and two week stand 
whereas . it formerly, confined Its 
buying for weekends only. 
' .Cellcfes Open Soauaera 
In addition there are scattered 
dates at colleges, which are con- 
ducting summer semesters this year 
for the. first time. Charlie Bamefs 
band, which opens a month's stay 
at Atlantic City's Steel Pier, July 
5, leaves the Pier for one night July 
10' to play at Penn States College, a 
type of work-opportunity never be- 
fore available. There are some paid 
dances in other imexpected places, 
too, such as the one Johnny 'ScaV- 
Davis plays at Maxwell Field, Mont- 
gomery, Ala., Saturday (27) for air 
corps graduates. 

Amusement paries are using their 
usual quota of talent. Palisades 
Park, Fort Lee, N. J.; Eastwood 
Gardens, Detroit; Cedar Point, San- 
dusty, O., are all operating, to men- 
tion a few. And they're doini. good 
business, according to reports. 

While the 20-25% reduction in 
one-night hooking mentioned by 
Moss (and echoed by others) has 
been caused by leaders who prefer 
locations to dealing with transpor- 
tation headaches, pne-nighting has 
been very profltabfe to those bands 
working them. Gas rationing in the 
e. Ttern territory was expected to be 
a sharp deterrent in less popu- 
lated regions, as tires and fuel 
problems loomed to bands them- 
selves. Yet there have b:en few 
poor grosses turned -tn. 

At Hershey Park, Hershey, Pa., 
Saturday night (20), a spot which 
figured to be seriously handicapped 
by lack of transportation, Jimny 
Dorsey playeu to 5,812 dancers, a 
new high for the 2e-year-old ball- 
room. Of course, that's an isolated 
example, but it proves what bookers 
have been contending from the first,- 
that if a powerful enough name is 
the bait, ther- will be 'business as 
usual.' That gasoline wasn't plen- 
tiful over the week-end is attested 
by daily newspapers stories of 
dry flUing stations from Maine to 
the Carolinas. 

Even suburban New York rotd- 
houses, which were conversationally 
doomed when gas rationing started,- 
are holding tl eir own. Alvino Rey 
had the best week his band ever 
experienced at Frank bailey's Mea-

Ifs 'very possible that the lade of 
that metal will hurt the recording 
biz as much as the lack of shellac. 
In time. 

While innumerable attempts have 
been made since March to develop 
a substitute for shellac, by company 
chemists and private ones alike, 
nothing lias been formulated that 
'Will do the same Job. Ifs under- 
itood that materials have been de- 
veloped which could replace the' 
India product, but all show wearing 
qualities far inferior to the original. 
Since juke boxes, which, eat up Sfi% 
of the total output of populdr plat- 
ters, are hard on discs, anything In- 
ferior tb the present surfacing would 
be unpopular with operators.

slightest indication as to his ultimate 
objective 'or line of strategy. While 
recorders are inclinf^d to take. Fe- 
trUlo's Dallas statement with utmost 
seriousness, they express themselves 
as puzzled as to just what Petrillo 
is shooting at or for. Some are in- 
clined to the beUef that the whole 
AFM campaign will wind- up with 
the recorders having to pay more 
for the services of musicians. 
WUteman Case 

The disc men state that even if 
Petrillo is serious In his determina- 
tion to obtain increased employment 
for local AFM members in taverns 
by bringing pressure t^ bear against 
the source of jukebox fodder they 
can't see how the phonograph com- 
panies can legally co-operdte with 
him in that direction, even if they 
wanted to. The Paul Whiteman case 
of four years ago, they point out, 
showed that the courts were opposed 
to any effort by manufacturers to 
control the commercial uise of phono- 
graph companies. The disc men also 
recall the efforts of the head of the 
Coin-Machine Manvifacturers Asso- 
ciation five years ago to induce some 
tavern men to employ some live mu- 
sicians, as well as maintaining a 
jukebox in their spots, and how he 
failed completely. 

In other recording quarters there 
exists the feeling that the iAdustry 
will go tlirough the same procedure 
that it did in 1937 when the then 
AFM prez, Joseph N. Weber, like- 
wise banned his members from do- 
ing disc work. Out of the negotia- 
tions that followed the shutdown 
came an agreement by broadcasters 
throughout the country to employ 
regular stalls of musicians. The vast 
majority of broadcasters have lived 
up to the letter of this agreement, 
but since Petrillo assumed the AFM 
presidency there have been quite a 
few cases of local controversies In 
which the federation has had to shut 
down on remote danceband service 
to the networks - before the issues 
could be alnicably settled. A few 
recorders believe that PetrlUo's ulti- 
mate objective Includes a permanent 
cleaning up of these occasional , kick- 
ing over of the traces. 

Broadcasters In 

Meanwhile the National Associa- 
tion of Broadcasters has Inferen- 
tially declared itseU' as prepared to 
join in a fight against any drastic 
measure that Petrillo may take 
against the further manufacture of 
recordings. Word has been passed 
on to transcription manufacturers 
that they can look to the N.A.B.'s 
support Transcription manufactur- 
ers have duriiig the past week re- 
ceive letters from theh: station cli- 
ents expressing' them as wanting to 
see the fight with the AFM, if there 
Is one, fought through to a finish. 
One of these letters cracked, 'We 
gave ASCAP a good licking and now 
let's put the mxisicians union In its 
place.' 

Tlie'AFM Is fully aware of the 
forces of antagonism, not only those 
directly affected but the usual anti- 
labor elements, that WiU be mob- 
ilized against it, but the federation 
feels that it must face this battle if 
It isio stem the spread of unemploy- 
ment within its ranks. It is' the era- 
old fight of tiie craftsman . against 
the machine, of technological prog- 
ress. 

Doomed to be caught, in. the mid- 
dle of such a .conflict is the music 
publisher. Phonograph records, par- 
ticularly those which go in the coin- 
machine, have become a valua))le 
Exploitation instrumeht to him, not 
to speak of their importance as a 
source of royalty income. Coming 
nine months after that tough and 
costly clash with the radio interests, 
such a showdown would prove' a bit- 
ter pill for the publishers to swal- 
low. 



Advertise Juke Spots 

Cleveland, June 24. 

Phonograph Merchants' Associa- 
tion sponsoring new half-hour Sat- 
urday p.m. program over WOLE 
(27) to popularize amusement places 
with automatic phonographs and 
help build popularity of tunes on 
machines. 

PMA controls 4,000 coin-operated 
phonograph machines in Cuyahoga 
County. Program will present, first, 
the five top recorded tunes of the 
week; second, a 'memory' tune re- 
quested for revival by listening 
audience; and third, interviews with 
band leaders and prominent musi- 
cians.

Disc jockeys around the country 
so far are- not alarmed over the 
edict of AFM prexy J. C. Petrillo 
banning his unic^'s musicia. ^ from 
recording any tunes for use in juke- 
boxes or. on radio programs. In 
general, jockeys feel that this fight 
will be fought for hem by the sta- 
tions, some 300 or more' of titem 
depending for existence upon the 
broadcasting of platter music. The 
Aug. 1 desist order (reported in de- 
tail this issue) doesn't apply to old 
discs and the jockeys feel they can 
go on for months with their Backlog 
of stuff. 

'Without our constant plugging, 
and the tremendous publicity of the 
cumulative plugs ofr the nation's 
record players, where would most of 
the popular bands be today?' is an 
oft-asked question. 'We take plenty 
of unknown and relatively unknown 
bands and build them into name at- 
tractions every year,' the argument 
continues. 

'Does Petrillo thinlc today's big 
orchestras could do nearly as well 
without our help? If there's any 
doubt about it, maybe he should 
conjult the successful members of 
his union.' 

The plan to put niore musicians to 
work is not opposed by any of the 
jockeys, though they point out that 
many members of the AFM aren't 
technically able ti hold down jobs 
in radio or in spots that depend 
upon music, is a major attraction. 

Network musical shows — includ- 
ing the remotes — have educated the 
ears of listeners . to a good brand 
of music that simply cannot be 
equalled or even remotely ap- 
proached by most of the men Pe- 
trillo seeks to put to work through 



eliminating jukeboxes and ths 
broadcasting of phonograph records. 

Whether the elimination, of discs 
from the air woulc result in the 
'greatly increased employment of 
musicians is a moot point. More 
than oile station mana 'er, the rec« 
ord spinners declare, are embar- 
rassed witt their house ban^s now, 
and many cases mlgh; be cited to 
prove the contention that program 
directors often . lave preferred to 
schedule their house bands ;. little 
as possible, rather than use the full 
air-time permitted by their AFM 
contracts. 

For the moment, the situation Is 
one of 'watchful waiting' on the 
part of the offender' jockeys, but 
they assertedly are ready to join 
whole-heartedly in a concerted 
effort on the part of broadcasting 
stations to put the issue up to tha 
public, should I'etrillo stand firm in 
his resolve. 

Aside from '.hs financial L.ipUca- 
tlons of Petrillo's order (and broad- 
c.-sters have declared that it would 
be disastrous to the Industry if en-, 
forced) there is .e pressure of pub- 
lic opinion. It Is not entirely with- 
out reason that radio, and e^eciall; 
its disc jockeys, feel th: "i they can 
win the battlj of public opinion, 
with the arguments at hand and' the 
means tO' get these arguments Into 
the ears of millions.

John G. Paine, ASCAP general manager, has resigned from the direc' 
torate of 'This Is the Army,' Inc., which was chartered to take care of 
the business angles of the Irving Berlin camp show. Paine withdrew 
when he found that the project was to include a publishing venture. He 
felt that, because of his oSidal position at ASCAP he ought not to be 
associated with any OEganizatlon that engaged in the publishing business. 
■ Paine explained last week that when he was Invited to join the 'TTiis 
Is the Army' board he was under the impression and It was to be an ASCAP 
corporation which would receive all royalties and distribute them to the 
armed service relief funds and that the copyrights of the show's score 
were to be controlled by IrvJng Berlin, Inc., as happened In the case- of 
the trust fund established for the song, 'God Bless America.' But since 
Berlin has turned it aU over to the Army, It's no longer a Society function. 



"niis Is God's War,' new marching song inspired by Joe Ijouis, will be 
aired by Sammy Kaye's orchestra on NBC next July 4. The Associated 
Music Publishers' tune was adapted from Carl Byoir's poem which in 
turn was inspired by Louis' remark at a Navy Relief rally that 'God Is On 
Our Side.'

Nagel at' 'I Am American Day' services in N. Y.

A* pre- 
liminary ateps to proposed litigation 
on the issue, Samuel Jesse Buxiell,

Milwaukee, June 28r 
After many poatponemanta and de- 
lay*, the long-drawn-out batUa be- 
tween th« Amerlean Society of Com- 
posers, Authors, and PiibUshen on 
one aide and the Wisconsin Tavern 
Ke^Ts" association on the other 
flnaUr got to trial In Federal court 
her* this past week, but under differ- 
ent circumatanees than Sia litigants 
had figured on. In a pre-trial con- 
ference, Judge F. Ryan Duffy, whose 
antipathy to ASCAP la well known 
(he fined the Society $^,250 last 
year in a Government anti-trust 
suit) disqualified himself from sitting 
on the case, saying It had been Indi- 
cated he had been charged with 
prejudice and that he would rather 
not try it, under the drciimstances. 
Accordingly, he withdrew, and Judge 
Lewis B. Schwellenbach, of Spokane, 
Wash., was called in to liear the case, 
or cases. 

ASCAP had brought- adtlohs for 
alleged copyright infringement 
against six Wisconsin defendants, 
and inasmuch as the same legal ques- 
tions were involved in all of them, 
it was decided to lump them to save 
time and money for everyone con- 
cerned. The cases: Leo Feist, Inc.,^ 
vs. Wiley Young, of West Allla. for 
playing; The Waltz You Saved for 
Me'; Leo Feist, Inc., vs. Charles 
Hymek, Bfanitowoc ballroom oper- 
ator, for playing 'Wabash Blues'; 
Shapiro, Bernstein 8c Co., Inc., vs. 
Victor Felts, Shawano ballroom op- 
erator, for playing 'Sweet Sue'; Irv- 
ing Berlin, Inc., vs. Joseph Pekel, 
Manitowoc tavernkeeper, for play- 
ing 'Easter Parade'; Miller Music, 
Inc., vs. Theodore Suszka, MUwaiikee 
tavern keeper, for playing IVb 100 
to One'; and M. Wltmark & Sons vs. 
Joseph Molitor, Milwaukee tavern- 
keeper, for playing 'What's New.' 

Judgments of $250 and Inlunctlons 
restraining further copyright viola- 
tions were asked against each de- 
fendant, all actions having been 
started by Robert A. H<ss, ASCAF'a 
Wisconsin legal rep., who, with E. F. 
Hartman, of- Chicago, general west- 
em counsel for the society. Is trying 
them in their present setup. Hess, 
examined adversely, testified that 
ASCAP had collected about |4S,000 
in copyright fees each year from 
1935 through IMl from Wisconsin 
taveijikeepers and dance hall oper- 
ators. 

The tavemmen offered no defense, 
but objected to the proceedings on 
technicalities, making a two-front at- 
tack: on the constitutionality of the 
Wisconsin law, and the right of 
ASCAP to sue imder the copyright 
laws. Fred R.. Wright Is counsel for 
tavern Interests, who also have the 
backing of ' Wisconsin's organized 
musicians. . 

Judge Schwellenbach Indicated 
there would be no further stalling in 
settling legal questions Involved once 
and for alL Ha dlractad the defend- 
ants to file brlefi by July 1, with 
Hartman and Heu to reply by July

The Music Publishers Protective 
Association has gone on record as 
prepared to oppose the passage of 
a bill now before the Ijloiise of Rep- 
resentatives which would grant 
copyrights to recording artists. Altit 
the MPPA board, at a meeting last 
week, voted unanimously tb fight 
the measure, the- phonograph rec- 
ord companies Indicated through 
coimsel that. they would also be 
aligned on the opposing side should 
the bill cdme up for a hearing. The 
bill was authored by Maurice 
Spelser, counsel for the National As- 
■odatlon of Performing Artists, and 
was Introduced by Rep. I,eon Sacks, 
of Philadelphia. 

In a letter addressed to MMPA 
members following the board meet- 
ing Walter Douglas, chairman, 
Stated that while the bUl contains 
sqme desirable features, such as 
eliminating the exemption of coin- 
machines from the licensing pro- 
visions of the copyright law. It was 
not drafted y/Uh the Interests of the 
publisher in "mind. The proposed 
bUI makes It mandatory for an in- 
terpretive . artist to obtain peiteis- 
elon form the owner of the original 
copyright before seeking a copyright 
for his recorded interpretation. 
Douglas In his letter pointed out 
that the publisher had nothing to 
gain from such a proviso since the 
present law gives him the right to 
deny the artist the right to make 
his own arrangement or interpreta- 
tion of a copyrighted number. 

Douglas described the Spelser bill 
as Vholly inconsistent with the 
fundamental theory of the copyright 
law.' 'It's passage,' he wrote, 'would 
necessarily result in the existence 
of more than one, and i>erhaps as 
many as 10 or 15 copyrights, aU af- 
fecting the same work in one way or 
another. Exclusivity, which always 
has been the very essence of copy- 
right, would disappear. The prob- 
lems which 'inust arise in tonnec- 
tlon with the issuance of licenses, 
should this bill become law, would 
be too numerous to mention and of 
most serious consequences.'

Try to Set Stdt Versos

State of Pennsykaiiia 

Philadelphia, June 23. 
More Important than the copy- 
right Infringement suit by Dr. Clay 
A. Boland and S. Blckley Relchner 
against Paramount Pictures and Leo 
Feist, Inc, over their 'Midnight on 
the Trail,' Is the novel argument 
presented by their attorneys that 
Feist, via ASCAP, does business In 
the state of Pennsylvania. XTiereon 
hangs their right to bring the action 
here rather than In New York. If 
their point is sustained, it will mean 
that similar suits henceforth may be 
inaugurated in divers states. Instead 
of the New York home-offices of the 
sundry publishers. 

. Boland, a local dentist, and Relch- 
ner are best known for their annual 
authorship of the U. of Pennsyl- 
vania's Mask & Wig Varsity shows, 
although they're established ASCAP 
songsmiths, long out of the U. of P. 
Their "Midnight on the Trail' was 
published by Feist, and Paramount 
Is charged with having infringed via 
'Dancing on a Dime,' from a Par 
fllmusical of the same name. Famous 
Music pubUsfied ,the Par song. 

The reason . why Feist is joined 
with Paramount Pictures is also 
novel, in that it becomes one of the 
few times that a songwriter has in- 
stituted an action for infringement 
Heretofore the publisher, as the 
technical copyright owner, alone had 
authority to sue. However, Feist 
refused to become co-plaintiff with 
Boland and Relchner, stating that 
Par was willing to effect a $500 set- 
tlement. Whereupon the song- 
smiths dissatisfled with the 'nuisance 
value' settlement, made their own 
publisher as co-defendant with Par- 
amount 

George E. Beechwood, local 
ASCAP representative, and who has 
in times before acted for Feist, now 
finds himself suing Feist It was 
Beechwood who presented the novel 
point that Feist, through ASCAP 
performing rights revenue collection, 
was doing business in this state. 
Feist, on the other hand, got the 
music buyers for the local John 
Wanamaker, Kress and Kresge stores 
to testify that they ordered their 
sheet music, via sales representa- 
tives, from New 'York, as evidence 
that the head office was not in 
Philly. 

Because of the impolrtance of the 
technically legal Issues Involved, C. 
Brewster Rhoads of Montgomery, 
McCracken, Walker Si Rhoads, had 
Feist's chief counsel In New York, 
Julian T. Abeles, come here for the 
argiunent Of the motion to dismiss 
the complaint Decision has been re- 
served.

Canadian OUlma Copyright on 
Antique Church Piece 

Toronto, June 23. 

Music written four centuries ago 
is the subject of a civil action here 
with Arthur A. Downing, doing busi- 
ness as the Anglo-Canadian .Music 
Co., bringing action on the part of 
copyright Infringement against the 
General Synod of the Church of Eng- 
land In Canada, the Oxford Univer- 
sity Press, and Healey Wlllan, com- 
poser-conductor. The musical work 
is listed in the current Anglican 
Church's 'Book of Common Praise' 
as "The Office of the Holy Com- 
munion set °to music by John Mar- 
becke in the year 1550, with organ 
accompaniment 6y Healey Willan.' 

Dowidng claims to be the owner 
of the copyright by transfer and as- 
signment from Healey Willan. Plain- 
tiff asks the court for an injunction 
restraining defendants from publish- 
ing the worlc, $25,000 damages, de- 
livery to the plaintiff of all printed 
copies, destruction of all printing 
plates, and a taking of accounts and 
costs. 

Bishop Broughall of Niagara, who 
headed the church's hymn-book com- 
pilation committee, was called to tes- 
tify but admits that he knows Uttle 
if anything about copyright on mu- 
sic. The hymn-book sells for $2. 
Meanwhile Downing states that he 
himself prepared the assignment of 
the copyright, forwarded this to 
Healey Willan for signature, that 
this was duly returned satisfactorily 
signed, but that he (Dowplng) has 
now lost the document Case is con- 
tinuing.

Cbrify Greene and Rerel; 
No More Coffo Licenses 
To Radio Broadcasters 



Hollywood, June 23. 

Mort Greene and Harry Revel 
have returned to good standing as 
inembers of ASCAP. The team of 
writers will continue their publish- 
ing relations with Greene & Revel, 
Inc., which Is controlled ^y Broad- 
cast Music, Inc., but the use of their 
songs bn the air will be confined to 
stations that hold licenses from 
ASCAP. Greene and Revel has here- 
tofore granted gratuitous licenses to 
all broadcasters, while maintaining 
their membership In ASCAP. 

Greene remarked last week that 
the move takes him and his partner 
'off the fence.' He added that they 
had made their peace with ASCAP 
and_ gotten out of their difficulty. 
The' latter referred to .ASCAP's ac- 
tion in bringing them up on. charges 
of violating their ASCAP contract 
and certain ASCAP bylaws. 

The publishing, contract which the 
twosome signatured about 10 months 
ago gave G & R, Inc., the exclusive 
rights to their works for three years. 

BMI'a. Statement 

It was .explained at BMI Monday 
(22) that. the G '& R corp. has no in- 
terest In common with the consent 
decree Jicense which Greene 'and 
Revel as writers has been Issuing to 
broadcasters. ' Surprise was, -how- 
ever, expressed at the writers' ex- 
pressed intention to withdraw the 
broadcast rights from stations not 
licensed by AsCAP. But, It was 
added, the privilege was theirs, 
since the twosome's contract with 
the G & R corp. recogplzes that the 
broadcast, rights to all their works 
flow from their - agreiement with 
ASCAP. 



Chappell 8i Co. makes the latest 
publishing firm to take a blast at ihm 
American Tobacco Co. for Its -method 
of ranking songs on the 'Lucky 
Strike Hit Parade.' The protest con-> 
cerned the dropping of 'Sleepy La- 
goon' from first to seventh position 
between two consecutive programs, 
namely Jtine 13 and June 20. Intl- 
matlons were received by the pub- 
Usher Monday (22) that 'Lagoon' will 
be back in No. 1 on the 'Hit Parade' 
this Saturday (27). 
. Edward A. Wolpin, manager for 
the Chappell firm, took the issue dl- 
recQy to . George Washington HIU, 
the ATC's prez, in a wire addressed 
to him Friday (19). The telegram 
read as follows: 

'We have just learned that our 
publication 'Sleepy I,agoon' has 
dropped from flr^t position to sev- 
enth on Your Hit Parade for Satur- 
day, June 20. We are at a loss. to 
understand how your compilation 
could determine this sudden decline . 
when during the week ending June 
13th the sheet music sale was far , 
greater than the week previous, per- ' 
formances much Increased and rec- 
ord sales so big that the record com- 
panies were imable to fill their or- 
ders, and on such previous week's 
survey you gave 'Sleepy Lagoon' the 
number one position on your June 
13th Hit Parade. ' 

■Your Lucky Strike program Is ad- 
vertised to convey to the public the 
10 best selling and most played songs 
In the order of theh: Importance 
based on actual surveys. Under the 
circumstances the information which 
we are Informed you will broadcast 
tomorrow- night Is' definitely false 
and misleading and may cause us - 
serious damage. ' 
. 'We are advised by our counsel 
that in the event that you pefsist In 
this wlUul misstatement of . fact and 
we suffer actual damage, as we, be- 
lieve It will, we shall have grounds 
for court action against you.' 

Publishers In general hav6 found 
that sheet music dealers are often 
Influenced in their order and retuma 
on the istanding of current tunes ' on . 
Lucky's 'Hit Parade.'

tive summer because of the stay-at- 
home trend on account of gas and 
tire rationing. The drive agalnat the 
'Barbary Coast' spots continued here, 
with the city seeking permanent in- 
junctions against operators of spots 
alleged to have 1)een hangouts for 
-pFosUteks -and 'un;te3lrables, while 
catering to service men. 

One injunction was granted Sat- 
urday (20) against a spot accused of 
flagrantly violating State . liquor 
laws, nils forbids the operators 
from ever operating in Pennsylvania. 

In addition to the re^ttainers, the 
city Ls usinf its amusement licenses 
as a club. Revocations were or- 
dered against the Steve Brodie Cafe 
and the Stop Ciafe — both in the old 
Tenderloin district 

At the . same time police took ac- 
tion on the first complaint filed by 
Rev. Francis Maguire, crusading 
Catholic' priest, who announced a 
private drive against 'immoral nlt- 
eries.'

Although there has been no settle- 
ment of tha dispute bet#een the 
American Guild of Vaudeville Artists 
and iSjrthur M. Wlrtz over- a basic 
agreement, indications ire that 'Stars 
on Ice' will open at the Center thea- 
tre, N. Y, next Thursday (2). without 
union interference. Wirtz, in one of 
his letters to AGVA, decUred that, 
though Son}a Henle's name appears 
as co-producer with him, she is not 
Involved In the controversy. 

Implication from AGVA was that, 
as Miss Henle belongs to the Screen 
Actors Guild, the Associated Actors 
and ^Artistes of America, of which 
SAG Is an affiliate, might bring pres- 
sure for a settlement of the arga 
ment 

Four A's has been morally support- 
ing AGVA's campaign, but is hesi- 
tant about figuring in the situation 
because of Individual contracts be 
tween Wlrtz and all the slcaters in 
the 'Ice* revue. Possibility of' legal 
proceedings against AGVA and the 
Four A's because of the performers' 
contracts appears to be the factor in 
the evident decision, of the unions 
not to force the Issue at this time. 

Number of 'Ice' skaters have- con- 
ferred with Walter Greaza of AGVA, 
Some seem , disposed, to rally to the 
support of the union if better Work- 
Ing conditions at the Cenier could be 
obtained. One problem of AGVA is 
to discern how many In the 'Ice' 
outfit ar« actually willing to back 
the union, A preponderant maiority 
is sought before any actual pressure 
is brought to bear on the show man- 
agement 

Wlrtz declared he Is In favor of 
union organizations and was the 
first In the Iqe akating field to sign 
a basic contract covering the skaters 
he engaged, but 'it was only after 
repeated breach of contracts and re- 
pudiation of written agreements by 
AGVA that I. lost ,all confidence in 
this organization.'. That statement

Wirtz and the union when those no 
longer connected with AGVA were 
in charge. , 
Further stated by Wirtz that two 
weelts or more have elapsed and he 
has not received a reply to a letter 
of Jime fi to Greaza, adding that 
AGVA's Chicago representative 
could have, reached him at his Head- 
quarters there. Letter in question 

. concluded by,, saying his position 
would not be altered. However. 
Wirtz indicated willingness to nego-

BOOKERS AIDING 
USO THUS HIT 
OWN SETUP 



New York vaude bookers are be- 
coming. Increasingly ~alarmed at the 
shortage of talent available for the- 
atre dates, due chiefly to the large 
number of acts taken out of 'circula- 
tion' by the USO-Camp, Shows, Inc, 
units toiuring army and navy bases. 
Presently there are ' 15 USO-CSI 
units touring on that outfit's summer 
program, each troupe averaging five 
acts. 

Thus 75 standard turns are not 
available for theatre bookings, and 
so stage-show . houses are hard put 
to round out their bills properly. 

Ironically, It's the theatre bookers 
themselves; sitting in at USO-CSI as 
a special talent-buying committee, 
who are thus creating the shortage 
for themselves. 

With the shortage of vaude talent 
already acute, the bookers are look- 
ing ahead to even tougher conditions 
in the fall, when there is generally a 
resurgence ot .vaudeville nationally. 
It has been suggested that as a means 
of somewhat relieving the situation 
for the commercial theatres, and also 
the USO-CSI' units, that the latter 
.serve as a break-in time for new tal- 
ient, which would serve the purpose 
botii j^ntertaining- the soldie'rs.nhd 
build up' a reservoir of acts for any 
future' vaudeville ^comeback.' 

USO-CSI, however, has been re- 
luctant to adopt a 'new faces* policy 
for' fear of criticism that it is not 
providing the servicemen with the 
best possible talent.' 



Despite a trimming of some $3,000 
in the budget, including salary cuts 
ranging up to 25% for some acts, 
the Alfred Bloomlngdale-Nat Karson 
two-a-day vauder at the Grand 
Opera House,' Chicago, will fold 
Saturday (27) after a run 'of two 
and a half weeks. An attempt is 
being made to get the show a book- 
ing in N.Y., but no air-cooled legit 
theatre with sufficient capacity 'to 
house the straight-vaudeville bill is 
available. 

It's estimated that the show lost 
at least . $10,000 during the Chicago 
stay. Shortly after the opening, all 
matinees except Wednesday, Satur- 
day and Sunday, were dropped, like- 
wise the midnight show Saturday. 
Substantial savings were thus made 
In union salaries, with more coming 
via cuts in the actors' pay. Frances 
Faye dropped out after the. ;first 
week, which meant another economy, 
but, despite< all this and great , re- 
views from the daily newspaper 
critics, the Chicago public didn't 
seem to want straight vaudeville. 
Gross last week was only around 
$13,000. 

On the Coast; however, the two- 
a-day vaude show headed by George . 
Jessel, playing the Biltmore, is do- 
ing good business. First week's .take 
was estimated $15,000, and second 
week around $16,000 — and ' tliat 
means profit for the Fred Finklehoff 
presentation. Scale on the Coast 
has been $1.50 top at night all week, 
but this week is being tilted to 
$2,20 on weekends. 

Originally scheduled for three 
and a half weeks on the Coast, 'Show 
Time' wiU get an additional week 
at the BUtmore and then moves to' 
the Curran, San Francisco, opening 
July 10, for an indefinite run,

Showmen are prone to place the 
blame for Chicago's vaude flop on 
the heat and the town's notorious .

In his fourth year in Hollywood, 
Earl Carroll has learned a lot of 
things about putting on a show for 
the type of trade that takes its night 
out here. On his .first pitch, still 
feeling his way, he went all out for 
spectacular staging, lighting, cos- 
tuming and tossed in a few name 
acts to make the production look 
more like a Broadway revue. It 
caught on like that and the Holly- 
wood picture mob gave the spot a 
fast' and munificent play. Out-of- 
towners also made tracks for the 
boite and in no time at all Carroll 
was turning a pretty profit and the 
gag about the spot making a good 
garage became strictly a gag. For a 
time Carroll wasn't so sure himself, 
but the period of doubt was soon dis- 
sipated. 

New revues came and went and 
still the trade kept coming, with 
ledger entries made In black 
ink. Of late the wily Carroll sensed 
a psychological change In public 
taste for entertainment, engendered 
by the war find what was going oiy 
aroimd him. There was plenty of 
coin and an itch to spend it VHiat 
they wanted was entertainment,' on 
the lighter side, and to feast the 
glims on chorus cuties In varying de- 
grees of exposed epidermis. All else 
seemed secondary, and that took in 
one of the biggest items on the cost 
sheet— production. 

In the first issue Of 'Star Spangled 
Glamour' he gave- his theory a try. 
Sets and costumes were trimmed 
down, still splendorous but not so 
budget-sagging. It worked like a 
charm and business was as brisk as 
ever. No one seemed to notice the 
difference, or carp — so why tamper 
with a success? 

In what he prefers to call the 
summer, or second, edition of 'Star 
Spangled Glamour,' Carroll drew 
back the plush Thursday night (18) 
to an almost capacity turnout of 
some 1,100 sitters. He sat back to 
appraise the reaction to this even 
' less costly venture and must have 
smacked his elation — his judgment 
again publicly acclaimed. 

What was paraded across the stage 
might easily have passed for what 
now is commonly called vaudeville 
were it not for the femmes and fancy 
hangings. Most of the acts have 
been around and those that haven't 
won't cut much of a swath anyway. 
Taken in the order of their preferred 
(from the out front point of view) 
billing, they comprise Happy Felton, 
a large chunk of man with an in- 
gratiating wp'v. about him, but short 
on what it takes to make his emcee' 
ing notable; WIere Bros., precision' 
Ists with fiddle, hat and hoof, but 
given too much latitude for hossplay 
that detracts from their finely timed 
. and turned routines; Roily Rolls,' 
zany of the keyboard who breaks up 
a piano ad then makes It play, top- 
ping his act off with a number on 
an accbrdion no bigger than a three- 
decker sandwich; Aurora Miranda, 
sister of Carmen end a hot tamale 
In her own right, torching and torso 
tossing In what the Americano be- 
lieves to be the authentic Latin 
thing; Al Norman, fleet-footed hoofer 
and not so fast on the lip; Shirley 
Wayne, deadpan fiddler who strokes 
a mean bow and also makes the in- 
strtmient stooge for her comicalities; 
and the holdovfts. Gall Gall, magi; 
Willie West and McGinty, knock- 
about builders; St. CHalr and Day, 
slick ballroomologlsts, and Beryl 
Wallace, who la cut in on a dozen 
apciialties. 

Line of girls Is shapely and well 
routined . (it's not a Carroll chorus 
otherwise) but not overworked in 
this edition. They're more decora- 
tive than mobile. Score by Sid 
Kuller and Hal Borne is tuneful, but 
not distinguished. Eddie Prinz and 
Nico Charisse directed the ensem- 
bles. Manny Strand plays both the 
production and for the network line, 
delivering acceptably In both de- 
partments. Ortiz dishes up rhumba 
tunes for the customers on stage.

1,500 servicemen virtiially bringing 
into John Q. Public's front parlor the 
blueprint on how his sweat tears and 
taxes are being expended. 

Via a cross-country tour that will 
run into mid-October, the Govern- 
ment through this gigantic propa- 
ganda-patriotic spectacle, is bringing 
the war to the. people at home, who, 
in the ordinary course of events, 
wouldn't even hear a Bistol fired In 
their lifetimes. 

Some 45,000 spectators were 
th'rUled at the opening here. Another 
33,000 were just as enthusiastic at 
the second showing last night (Mon- 
day), even though forced to sit 
through a downpour. There was no 
show on Sunday, but before the 
manunoth production leaves here 
Saturday night (27), Army officials 
expect that at least 400,000 will have 
paid 55c admission each . to see the 
superb show. Another 25c Is charged 
as admission to the sideshow, with 
all monies going into the Army 
Emergency Relief Fund. However, 
It's primed more for propaganda than' 
money-raising. 

Topper of the scores of showmanly 
stunts in the fast-moving, noisy, 100- 
minute spectacle and the 'sideshow' 
which surrounds it is probably a va- 
riation of the old door-prize routine. 
Spectators are urged to write their 
name on cards which are tossed into 
the casing of a 2,000-pound shell. 
Those whose names are later drawn 
out have the privilege of painting a 
message and their name on a bomb 
which the War Department guaran- 
tees will be dropped fn Germany, 
Japan or some other 'appropriate' 
spot as the individual's personal 
greeting to Hitler or Hlrohlto. 

Another sideshow attraction that 
drew crowds was a gas chamber. 
Anyone who wanted to — and there 
was a long line — could don a regula- 
tion Army training mask and be ac- 
companied by a soldier for a half- 
minute in the chamber. A few of 
those who took .masks off . too soon 
came out with eyes streaming from 
the tear gas which {he Army had 
substituted for the real thing. 

Sideshow, ' in fact was almost as 
much an attraction as the main she- 
bang, with hundreds of guns ahd 
pieces of equipment and not a 'Don't 
Touch' alffi In sight Kids— and 
plenty who weren't kids— had the 
thne of their lives aiming machine 
guns, pretending they were firing 
giant howitzers, climbing all over as- 
sault boats of tiie Engineer Corps 
and touching the 'wreckage of two 
Jap Zero planes and e Nazi dive 
boinber, 

'Walkte TalklMT 

Crowd was delighted, .too, before 
the start of the main performance by 
members of the Signal Corps wan' 
derlng through the stadium with 
'Walkie Talkles'-7-radio ' transmitters 
that fit on a man's back. The men 
interviewed people in the stafids, 
with the ether waves produced by 
the 'Walkle Talkies' being picked up 
and amplified through the field's 
public address system. 

Show itself will give most stay-at- 
homes probably tba closest view 
they'll ever get of a teal battle. It 
openS'With the almost 1,500 men with 
the show marching in precision down 
the field and going through the im- 
pressive Manual of Arms, swinging 
their nlne-poimd rifles in time to 
music. 

They had hardly finished when the 
caissons catne rolling along— speedy, 
tractor-like vehicles towing big guns 
out on the fleld, the crews leaping 
frbm them and within 38 seconds, get- 
ting them set up and firing. Booming 
of cannons was so powerful the en- 
tire stadium shook, and It was neces- 
sary to tape nearby windows to pre- 
vent the concussion breaking them. 

Light and heavy machine gun com- 
panies and reconnaissance cavalry 
roared on the - fleld next with the 
rat-tat-tat of their automatic weap' 
ons^ sending the crowd into another 
spasm of cheers. Jeeps followed 
with a mechanized rodeo and motor 
cycle dispatch riders gave an ez' 
hibltion of stunt riding. 

Signal Corps men rushed into the 
arena, set up poles and strung wires' 
the length of the fleld in less than 
four minutes. Then, to prove that 
they had really done a job, they 
promptly plugged the wire system 



into the stadium's amplification out- 
lets and talked to the crowd. 
Bamnm Touch 
Tank demonstration was another , 
Bamum-topper. After a flock of 
them had wheeled all over the turf 
at high speed, a couple of them 
whizzed up a ramp and flew off into 
space — landing on two jalopies. Cars 
were smashed like accordions, with 
nuts and bolts and other parts, flying 
all over. 

Tanks were finally forced off the. 
fleld by 'tank destroyers'— armored 
trucks with caterpillar treads In- 
stead of rear wheels and carrying 
the Army's new 75 mm. anti-tank 
guns. Guns were booinlng like one - 
demented on both sides as the ar- 
mored monsters and their destroyers 
fought it out 

Another thrill was the Chemical 
Warfare Service's demonstration of 
flame-throwers, the deadly weapon ' 
that helped the Nazis to crack the 
Maginot line. Encased Is asbestos 
suits, the soldiers advanced on their 
foe with nozzles of their instruments 
spouting tongues of flame 75 feet 
long. Heat could be felt vmy up Into 
the stadium. 

Laugh-getter was a switch on . an 
old circus routine. Big truck rolled 
out on the field and stalled. Soldiers 
kept pouring out of it uhtll It seemed 
Impossible that the> all could havQ 
been Inside. Then they tried to push 
the truck but couldn't budge It As 
they marched off, a tiny jeep rolled 
out of the back of the truck, a tow- 
line 'was quickly fastened and the 
little fellow pulled its big brother, 
off without even straining. The 'de- 
serting' soldler% tried - to thumb a 
ride, but weren't given a tumble. 
What m Wl Bb««h Does 
Another surprise was the an- 
nouncer asking everyone, at the . 
count of three, to light a match. As 
the darkoied stadium burst into a 
powerful glotw from the tiny iOicker, 
the announcer said: "Thank you very 
much. And the next time you' havt; a 
blackout remember what a match 
does.' 

Finale was the big thrill, howiever, ' 
It was an elght-minilte battle be-, 
tween 'Japs' ' hiding in a wooded 
area constructed by engineers atone 
end of the field and 'U. S. troops. 
'Japs had their hill and forest ctlllly 
defended .by tanks, niachine guns, 
and tank destroyers, with Infantry' 
interspersed. 

'Battle' opened with two TJ. S. 
motorcycle reconnalsance "Bcouta 
spotting the forest's defenses. A 
rifle cracked and one of the scouts 
dropped. ^Tbe other sped away, at ' 
the same tinie notifying his main 
force by the radio transmitter on the. 
rear of his cycle. 

. FalBless BsUIe Front 
Attack came with a screen of 
motorcycle scouts, scout cars, tanks' 
ai^d tank destroyers advancing with, . 
infantry crouching ' behind tbenu' 
Fight began with an ear-'splittingi 
roar of machine gun and. tank fire 
from both sides. But the defenders 
were unable to halt the weight of 
'Vapkee lead as fleld pieces n>f all 
sizes w«re wheeled into position and 
began to spout imaginary shells, 
simulated by fireworks. 

At the same time, three dive- 
bombers attacked and the rayf of 
four searchlights shot into , the air 
and caught them In their cross- 
beams. The ack-acks opened flra 
and held them at a 'safe' height 
Meantime, a sound track on tbei 
loudspeaker system brought further 
realistic battle noises .of dive bomb- 
ers, shells whistling through the air 
and bombs thudding.

Matter came up at' the Equity 
council meeting yester-day (Tues- 
day), when charges by members of 
the 'Macbeth' company against 
Maurice Evans, the «tar and pro- 
ducer, were heairdl ' Accusations in- 
volved conditions covering the re- 
cent performances of the show at 
Ft. Meade, Md. Because Equity had 
turned over its camp show jurisdic- 
tion to the United Actors War Ac- 
tivities Committee, the council was 
unable t6 act on the matter. How- 
ever, it commended the courage and 
•good faith' of the members who 
had brought the charges. 

Passage of the proposed secret 
ballot rule by the council may af- 
fect Evans' plans for- a 'Macbeth' 
tour in the fall, since he is under- 
stood figuring on sandwiching in a. 
number of camp show, dates and 
paying reduced salaries on a pro- 
rata basis. It was indicated at 
Equity yesterday that any such tout 
would, have to be approved by the 
association. 

Invest In 3onda - 

Council, voted yesterday to allow 
Sunday legit performances in Bos- 
ton, provided casts get another day 
off during the' week and that other 
crafts also grant waivers. Session 
also recommended that >100,000 of 
Equity funds and |62,000 of Chorus 
Equity coin (about half the re- 
spective surpluses) be invested In 
war bonds, and endorsed the forth- 
coming. Broadway engagement of 
"This Is the Army,' Irving Berlin's 
soldier musical for Army Relief.

All proceeds from 'Celebrity Pa- 
rade' are being turned over 'to the 
Air Marshal Bishop Fund for the 
Air Cadet League of Canada, reser- 
voir of the Royal Canadian Air 
Force. Incidentally, Bishop and Wll- 
4:ox served in the same squadron in 
the last war and have remained firm 
friends ever since. Bishop made a 
curtain speech opening night In an- 
nouncing the $97,300 gross and will 
fly to other cities as an additional 
boxofflce draw for civic receptions, 
etc. Pair of seats was bought here 
by Harry Wairner for $10,000 on the 
strength of the Wilcox friendship 
and Billy Bishop's participation in 
'Captains of the Clouds.' 

Opening was staged here with all 
the hoop-la of a Hollywood pre- 
miere, including parades, bands, 
searchlights, roped-off thoroughfares, 
mounted police, throngs of gapers, 
etc., a couple of hours before cur-

Whether Washhigton win set a 
celling on tiia eost of legit produo- 
tions, has not been decided, but 
tiinjing on that possibility Broadway 
showmen are -expected to attempt 
early production commitments -fbr 
1942-43 on the tbeoiy that cost limi- 
tations, il made, would ziot be retro- 
active. Idea that curtailment of pro- 
duction costs may apply to shows is 
based on a ruling last month that 
Hollywood is supposed to spend no 
more than a total of $5,000 for new 
settings on each picture.- It was ex- 
plained, however, that the major 
item of labor is not Included. 
. Wages are not the principal Item 
in legit production, this cost of ma- 
terials being paramount, which re- 
verses the C^ast. Managers have 
been gathering, data on required 
goods for some time, with the prior- 
ities deadline about due. 

Indications are that elaborate pro- 
ductions are out although fabulous 
expenditures on productions have 



declined anyhow during the past 10 
years. Showmen, however, face a 
problem neverthelesB In .tfa* -event 
expenditure* are limited even for 
straigl),t plays. Some arc already fig- 
uring tht posslblUttcs of making 
presentations, with modified bare 
stages, using' drapes instead of act- 
tings. More- than one forUicoming 
play Is being held up pending clari- 
fication. 

Those few showmen who have set- 
tings, props, costumes and electrical 
equipment stored are In a fortunate 
position, because of priorities, while 
theatrical warehouses would be es- 
pecially valuable if ruling limiting 
new production - costs does come 
through. Forinerly producers main- 
tained large storage buildings, but 
more recentiy that custom went out 
of vogue because regarded as need- 
less expense, as few of the materials 
were ever ' used again. Not a few 
shows, when closed, carted settings 
lo the dumps for destruction by the 
torch.

Although The Cat Screams' is an 
unmistakable failure, it is not en- 
tirely without merit. Despite the 
glaring wealuiesses that kill its box- 
office chances and make it a neg- 
ligible picture prospect, it has prom- 
ising significance for the future. 

A first production .effort of Martha 
Hodge, actress daughter of the late 
William Hodge, the show is a cred- 
itable start In spite of its indicated 
quick fold. The script's obvious 
weaknesses should have been spotted 
in advance, or cut and doctored dur- 
ing rehearsal. Yet it's eaSy to see 
how the grisly whodunit about an 
epidemic of suicides and murders In 
a Mexican town could have fooled 
the young presenter and her backers. 

Author Basil Beyea' and his un- 
billed collaborator, John Patrick, re- 
veal a knack of weaving innocuous 
details into a taut pattern of impend- 
ing evU..^But they apparently don't 
know how to finish their story, In- 
stead of keeping it on a direct, pro- 
pulsive line, they waver into a maze 
of over-involved characterizations 
and unmotivated, imexplained plot 
wrinkles. 

The cast is almost unanimously 
capable. Strong performances are 
given by Doris Nolan, Mildred Dun- 
nock, Lloyd Gough, Harry Sheppard 
and Martin Wolfson when their 
parts permit, while Cecilia Callejo, 
Herbert Yost. Leo Penman and Gor- 
don Oliver are at least attractive in 
lesser roles. Arthur Pierson's stag- 
ing is workmanlike, particularly in 
creating the sinister atmosphere of 
the early scenes. John Root's single 
setting of a Mexican interior is nota- 
bly effective. 

Despite Miss Hodge's faulty script' 
judgment in this case, she is a likely 
producer prost)ect for the future. 
Bad guesses on scripts are common 
to the most successful managers. But 
Miss Hodge reveals she knows how 
to cast a play shrewdly, give it a 
handsome physical production and 
handle the . premiere performance 
skiUfuUy. • Hobe.

tlon for use by another unit, It will 
have to contact one of the ODTs 
despatch..o&Ices, soon to be estab- 
lished, and load up for the return 
trip with anything the transporta- 
tion authority has on hand in that 
locality. In this way, the studios 
might conceivably find themselves 
tnmdllng back over the road to 
Hollywood with anything from rad- 
ishes to railroad ties. Or from safety 
pins to crowbars. 

Of course, the picture people can 
wait on location and bring their own 
equipment back in the trucks, thus 
keeping within both the letter and 
spirit of the law. However, there's 

neat angle on that. 

The State law governing 'common 
carriers' states that this may only be 
done by licensed truckhig com- 
panies. But the ODT has figured a 
way around this,' namely, for pri- 
vately-owned trucks to lease their 
rolling sto<ik out to the licensed 
truckers for the return trip. 

In other words. It's now possible 
to achieve patriotism and under- 
write transportation expenses at the 
same time. And to the soul of the 
average studio comptroller, that's 
practically the millennium.

Hie Icelandic girls, many of whom 
woyld be blonde beauties on Broad- 
way with a little fixing, stroll In as 
the band starts; They sit in groups 
of twos or threes, and wh6n the mu- 
sic starts the men head for their 
favorite partners. 

After the dance ends, the girls re- 
turn to their tables and the men to 
their own tables. The girls 'speak 
fairly good English and are picking 
up a lot of American slang. They 
are Scandinavians. Most Icelanders 
have never seen Eskimos or polar 
bears except in movies. . 

Quinet's outfit Is pretty tuneful 
but a trifle behind in its numbers. 
Present favorites are 'Daddy,' 1 
Don't Want to . Set the World on 
Fire' and 'Amapola.' Most of the 
music they play is American. 
'Pabce of the North' 
The Borg, which calls itself 'the 
palace of the North,' caters to of- 
ficers.

fleers dub. The dub is a. collection 
of Nlssen huts, the way . most army 
spots are, but it Is less crowded than 
the Borg.

Music at the British club is by 
a British force orchestra. The 
parties are formal, which means the 
girls wear long dresses and the of- 
ficers polish their buttons.

There is a 10-mInute 
Intermission in the middle of eacU 
performance, during which lantern 
slides advertising local shops ere 
flashed on the screen; The film is 
stopped right in the middle at In- 
termission time, no matter how ex- 
citing the scene. 

Printed programs describing the 
plots in Icelandic are sold, although 
most patrons understan(j enough 
English to enjoy the films unaided.
